TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF 

The  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board 

TO  DECEMBER  31st.   1915 


To  Colonel  the  Honourable  Sir  John  S.  Hendrie,  K.C.M.C4., 

Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  Council. 

In  pursuance  of  section  57  of  "  The  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board 
Act,"  the  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board  beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit 
their  Tenth  Annual  Report. 

Sittings  of  the  Board. 

The  record  of  the  sessions  of  the  Board  and  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings, 
together  with  the  Judgments  or  opinions  of  the  Board,  appear  in  the  Appendix. 

Applications  to  the  Board. 

There  were  790  formal  applications  made  to  the  Board  in  1915.  Of  the  formal 
applications  all  those  in  which  the  parties  were  ready  to  go  to  trial  have  been 
heard  and  disposed  of,  except  in  a  few  cases  where  adjournments  were  granted 
to  the  parties  at  the  request  of  Counsel  or  in  order  to  procure  further  evidence, 
or  to  obtain  Reports  from  Experts  in  connection  with  technical  matters  in  question. 

Some  of  the  formal  applications  are  still  standing  for  trial,  but  the  parties 
are  not  yet  ready  to  go  to  trial,  as  in  the  more  important  matters  the  parties 
interested  arc  showing  an  increasing  disposition  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunities afforded  them  by  the  Board's  Rules  for  obtaining  discovery  and  production, 
thus,  to  some  extent,  delaying  the  final  dates  of  the  hearing  of  the  Applications. 
but  in  reality  facilitating  the  final  disposition  at  the  hearings  of  the  matters  in 
question  between  the  parties. 

Law  Stamps. 

The  amount  of  revenue  collected  by  the  Board  in  Law  Stamps  in  the  year 
1906  was  $134.50;  in  1907,  $703;  in  1908,  $1,610.50;  in  1909,  $2,481:  in  1910, 
$2,177;  in  1911,  $2,279.50;  in  1912,  $3,487;  in  1913,  $6,512;  in  1911,  $6,445 
and  $7,079.50  in  1915. 

Provincial  Railways. 

An  alphabetical  list  (under  the  names  of  the  railway  companies  affected)  of 
applications  to  the  Board  during  1915  affecting  Provincial  Railways,  is  contained 
in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

Provincial  Railways  during  1915,  as 
reported  to  the  Board,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  arranged  alphabetically 
under  the  names  of  the  companies. 
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Eepoets  to  the  House, 

In  pursuance  of  Rule  61a  of  the  House  the  Board  has  made  enquiry  into 
and  reported  upon  eleven  Financial  Bills  which  were  introduced  last  session  into 
the  Legislature.     A  list  of  these  Bills  so  reported  on  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Annexations  of  Tereitory. 

There  were  five  applications  made  in  1915  by  cities,  towns  and  villages  for 
annexation  of  additional  territory  thereto.  An  alphabetical  list  of  annexation 
applications  is  contained  in  the  Appendix. 

Validation  of  Municipal  Debentures. 
(Section  295  of  "The  Municipal  Act.") 

There  were  132  applications  to  the  Board  under  the  above  Act  in  1915, 
involving  debentures  of  a  total  value  of  $4,172,912.01.  Acting  under  the  powers 
conferred  by  the  above  legislation  the  Board  was  able  to  grant  relief  in  nearly 
all  of  these  cases,  thus  validating  debentures  under  more  than  125  by-laws,  the 
majority  of  which  would  otherwise  have  required  special  Acts  of  the  Legislature 
to  make  the  debentures  valid  and  saleable. 

The  amount  of  debentures  validated  by  the  Board  during  1908  was  over 
$840,000;  during  1909,  over  $1,326,000;  in  1910,  over  $718,000;  in  1911,  over 
$1,350,000;  in  1912,  over  $1,330,000;  in  1913,  over  $2,990,000,  and  $3,071,337.83 
in  1914.  An  alphabetical  list  of  these  applications  filed  in  1915  is  given  in 
the  Appendix. 

Assessment  Appeals. 

The  Board  have  heard  nine  assessment  appeals  during  the  year  1915.  The 
assessed  value  of  the  property  affected  by  these  appeals  was  over  three  and  one- 
half  million  dollars.  An  alphabetical  list  of  these  assessment  appeals  is  contained 
in  the  Appendix.

A  summarized  tabulation  of  returns  by  railway  companies  under  the  Board's 
jurisdiction,  showing  the  details  of  their  capital,  assets,  liabilities,  operations,  etc., 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  alphabetically  arranged. 

Accidents. 

A  tabulated  summary  of  accident  reports  received  by  the  Board  during  the 
year  1915  appears  in  the  Appendix  and  shows  that  30  persons  were  killed  and  612 
injured  during  the  year.  This  includes  15  persons  killed  and  144  injured  in 
accident  at  Queenston  on  July  7th,  1915.  This  was  the  first  fatal  accident  there. 
The  Board  is  taking  steps  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  very  unusual  conditions 
that  caused  this  accident. 
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In  1908,  26  persons  were  killed  and  391  injured;  in  1909,  16  were  killed 
and  340  injured;  in  1910,  34  were  killed  and  399  injured;  in  1911,  33  were 
killed  and  541  injured;  in  1912,  25  were  killed  and  537  injured;  in  1913,  13 
were  killed  and  710  injured,  and  in  1914,  12  persons  were  killed  and  613  injured. 

Ontario  Safety  League. 

Early  in  1913  the  members  of  the  Board  called  together  representatives 
of  various  organizations  which  were  specially  interested  in  the  question  of  street 
traffic.  Eepresentatives  were  sent  from  the  Board  of  Trade,  Canadian  Manu- 
facturers' Association,  City  Council,  Ontario  Motor  League,  Board  of  Education, 
Separate  School  Board,  Toronto  Eailway  Company,  Toronto  District  Labour 
Council,  Boy  Scouts,  Team  Owners'  Association  and  many  others.  Eevery  dele- 
gate realized  that  the  question  was  one  that  dealt  with  actual  dangers  to  which 
the  public  was  constantly  exposed,  and  each  agreed  fhat  some  definite  and  con- 
certed action  must  be  taken.  After  numerous  conferences  the  Ontario  Safety 
League  was  organized  on  the  17th  September,  1913.  The  League  has  since 
done  much  good  and  vitally  useful  work  towardG  lessening  the  dangers  of.  travel, 
especially  on  congested  highways. 

The  League's  Second  Annual  Report  appears  in  our  Appendix. 

Plans. 

Plans  of  Land  Subdivisions. 

Under  "The  City  and  Suburbs  Plans  Act,"  (Revised  Statutes,  Chapter  194), 
the  Board  considered  during  the  year  38  applications  for  approval  of  Plans.  An 
alphabetical  list  of  owners  of  lands  subdivided  by  these  Plans  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix.  One  hundred  and  fifty-four  such  applications  were  considered  in 
1912,  213  in  1913,  and  137  in  1914. 

There  were  24  applications  to  the  Board  in  1915  for  approval  of  Plans  under 
both  the  "  City  and  Suburbs  Plans  Act "  and  Section  479  of  "  The  Municipal 
iAct,'*  as  re-enacted  by  Section  20  of  "  The  Municipal  Amendment  Act,  1914.^' 
An  alphabetical  list  of  the  owners  of  the  lands  subdivided  by  these  plans  will 
also  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Under  Section  479  of  "  The  Municipal  Act,"  as  re-enacted  by  Section  20 
of  "The  Municipal  Amendment  Act,  1914,"  the  Board,  in  1915,  considered  18 
applications.  An  alphabetical  list  of  the  owners  of  the  lands  affected  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix.

EXTEXSIOXS  OF  MUXICIPAL  UTILITIES  APPROVED  UXDEB  SUBSECTIOX  3  OF  SECTION 

400  OF  "  The  Municipal  Act." 

An  alphabetical  list  (under  names  of  the  Municipalities)  of  extensions  to 
public  utilities  made  by  Municipalities,  and  approved  by  the  Board  under  the 
above  subsection  S,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  The  total  of  the  debenture 
By-laws  approved  in  1915  to  pay  for  these  extensions  is  over  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  This,  of  course,  does  not  cover  extensions  made  under  by-laws 
approved  by  the  ratepayers,  but  only  under  by-laws  approved  by  the  Board  under 
the  above  subsection  3. 

Miscellaneous  Matters  Under  the  Board's  Jurisdiction. 

A  classified  analysis  of  miscellaneous  matters  dealt  with  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Board  (arranged  alphabetically  under  the  names  of  the  Municipalities, 
companies  or  persons  affected)  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  These  include 
annexations,  arbitrations,  assessment  appeals,  Financial  Bills  reported  to  the 
House,  bridges  (dispensing  with  reconstruction  of),  extension  of  debenture  issue 
period  under  Municipal  By-laws,  extension  of  time  to  pass  Municipal  By-laws, 
applications  under  the  (Municipal)  Franchise  Act,  applications  in  respect  of 
highways  less  than  66  feet  in  width,  incorporations  of  towns  and  erection  of 
villages  into  towns,  interest  increase  by-laws  of  Municipalities,  petitions  against 
local  improvements,  applications  regarding  investments  of  sinking  funds  of  Muni- 
cipalities in  such  Municipalities'  own  debentures  and  approval  of  l)y-laws  for  works 
ordered  by  the  Dominion  and  the   Ontario  Railway  Boards. 

Public  Utilities. 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  reports  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1915, 
upon  rad-ial  electric  and  electric  street  railways,  operating  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  uikKt  tlie  jurisdiction  of  this  Board. 

The  abnormal  conditions  prevailing  owing  to  the  war  are  reflected  in  the 
reduced  earnings  of  most  of  the  Electric  Railways — the  number  of  passengers 
carried  being  substantially  less  than  during  the  previous  year.  However,  some 
companies  in  spite  of  the  prevailing  depression  have  shown  an  increase  in  pas- 
sengers carried  and  in  gross  revenue.  For  example  the  London  Street  Railway 
showed  an  increase  in  passengers  carried  of  900,501,  and  in  revenue  of  $35,135.58. 
The  Toronto  Suburban  Railway  Company  carried  89,2>33  more  passengers  than 
in  the  previous  year,  and  increased  its  revenue  by  $37,760.75.  The  Toronto 
Civic  Railway  carried  3,996,089  passengers  in  excess  of  those  carried  during  the 
previous  twelve  months,  while  their  gross  earnings  increased  by  the  sum  of 
$62,871.85.  The  Peterborough  Radial  Railway  also  shows  an  improved  condition 
of  business,  having  carried  58,069  more  passengers  than  in  1911,  with  an  increase 
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ill  gro&s  revcuue  of  $19,94'2,5t>.  The  tabulations  Jiercnvitli  submitted  will  exhibit 
the  variation  in  the  earnings  of  the  various  companies  between  1914  and.  1915. 

AVe  submit  also  reports  upon  Public  Utilities  operated  by  municipalities. 
The  Board  continues  to  experience  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  from  some 
municipalities  adequate  information  relating  to  the  operation  of  these  utilities. 
In  some  cases  municipal  officers  frankly  confess  their  inability  to  furnish  the 
information  required  by  the  Board,  advancing  the  plea  that  the  system  of  account 
keeping  prevailing  precludes  the  possibility  of  supplying  much  essential  data 
sought  by  the  Board, 

The  Board,  to  meet  this  difficulty,  renew  the  recommendation  already  made, 
that  power  be  granted  to  it  to  instal  in  every  municipality  operating  any  public 
utility,  a  uniform  system  of  accounting  and  record  keeping,  so  that  every  muni- 
cipality will  have  available  all  the  vital  data  necessary  to  furnish  every  year  a 
lucid  exhibit  of  the  operation  of  these  public  utilities,  and  all  statistics  necessary 
to  an  intelligent  analysis  and  study  of  the  working  of  such  utilities. 

The  returns  of  tlie  municipalities  operating  gas  and  waterworks  plant';  will 
l)e  found  in  tlie  Appendix.  These  returns  are  published  from  year  to  year  by  the 
Board.  The  demand  for  copies  of  the  Board's  Annual  Report,  for  reference  to 
these  returns  and  statistics,  is  large  and  increasing  from  year  to  year. 

Telephone   Systems. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-four  applications  under  the  provisions  of  "  The 
Ontario  Telephone  Act"*  were  dealt  with  by  the  Board  during  the  year  1915  as 
compared  with  one  hundred  and  twenty  in  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  two 
hundred  and  forty-four.     These  may  be  summarized  as  follows: — 

(a)  For  the  right  to  erect  poles  and  wires  on  highways  in  unorganized 
territories,  under  section  8  (6)   of  the  Act. 

(6)  For  the  approval  of  by-laws,  etc.,  for  the  establishment  of  telephone 
systems  by  municipalities,  under  section  17  (9)  of  the  Act. 

(c)  Requesting  the  furnishing  of  advisory  and  supervisory  assistance,  under 
section  26  (3)  of  the  Act. 

(d)  For  an  order  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  unnecessary  duplication  of 
pole  leads  upon  the  highway,  under  section  26    (6)   of  the  Act. 

(e)  For  the  approval  of  regulations,  under  section  26  (7)  of  the  Act. 
(/)   For  the  approval  of  tariff  charges,  under  section  31  of  the  Act. 

(g)  For  an  Order  extending  the  period  within  which  to  pass  debenture  by- 
laws of  the  initiating  municipality  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  establishing  a  tele- 
phone system  under  Part  II  of  the  Act,  under  section  17   (8)   of  the  Act. 

(/(-)  For  an  Order  prescribing  the  terms  of  physical  connection  and  inter- 
communication between  adjoining  telephone  systems,  under  section  33  of  the  Act. 

(i)  For  the  approval  of  agreements  providing  for  interchange  of  service 
between  telephone  systems,  under  section  34  of  the  Act. 

(;')  For  an  Order  directing  the  terms  and  conditions  for  furnishing  telephone 
service  to  applicants  for  same,  under  section  36  of  the  Act. 

(l')  For  an  Order  authorizing  a  municipal  council  to  provide  by  by-law  that 
the  payment  of  debentures  to  be  issued  to  cover  the  cost  of  establishing  a  tele- 
phone svstem  mav  be  extended  over  a  period  exceeding  ten  years,  under  section 
17  (3)  of  the  Act.. 

,(0  For  the  approval  of  municipal  by-laws  granting  consent  to  the  use  of 
the  highwa)'s,  under  section  8   (1)   of  the  Act. 
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(m)  For  an  Order  authorizing  the  extension  of  a  telephone  system  into 
unorganized  territory,  under  section  13    (2)   of  the  Act, 

The  continued  policy  of  the  Board  in  endeavoring  to  secure  an  amicable 
settlement  between  the  applicant  and  respondent,  wherever  desirable  and  practic- 
able, with  the  assistance  of  the  Board's  Expert,  has  in  the  majority  of  these  cases 
proved  successful. 

In  addition  to  the  applications  and  complaints  referred  to,  a  vast  amount  of 
correspondence  relating  to  telephone  matters  has  been  handled  by  the  Board, 
through  the  medium  of  which  much  information  has  been  given  to  municipalities, 
companies  and  other  persons  interested,  and  many  difficulties  that  might  other- 
wise have  necessitated  a  hearing  before  the  Board  have  been  satisfactorily  adjusted. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  record  the  fact  that  notwithstanding  the  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  applications  dealt  with,  and  the  varied  nature  of  the  questions 
adjudicated  upon,  the  administration  of  telephone  matters  by  the  Board  has  met 
with  the  almost  unanimous  endorsation  of  the  companies  within  the  Board's  juris- 
diction, as  evidenced  by  the  following  resolution  passed  by  the  delegates  attending 
the  tenth  annual  convention  of  the  Canadian  Independent  Telephone  Association, 
in  Toronto  on  November  10th  and  11th,  1915: — 

Eesolved  that  this  meeting  of  delegates  assembled  at  the  Tenth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Canadian  Independent  Telephone  Association  records  its  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  local  and  rural  telephone  systems 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  Ontario  by  the  Provincial  Legislature  in  the  enactment 
of  "The  Ontario  Telephone  Act"  and  all  amendments  thereto,  and  further  con- 
gratulates the  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board  upon  its  fair  and  impartial 
administration  of  that  Act  which  has  resulted  in  very  material  assistance  to  the 
successful  development  of  the  telephone  service  of  the  Province  and  has  in  many 
cases  overcome  difficulties  which  would  otherwise  have  been  insurmountable. 

The  Board's  administration  of  "  The  Ontario  Telephone  Act "  and  the  ex- 
perience gained  in  dealing  with  many  phases  of  the  telephone  business  suggest 
the  necessity  of  certain  further  amendments  being  made  to  the  Act.  The  follow- 
ing are  submitted  as  suggested  amendments: — 

(1)  An  amendment  providing  that  where  the  Board  is  applied  to  for  an 
order  fixing  the  price  to  be  paid  by  a  municipality  for  the  purchase  of  a  part  of 
an  established  system,  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  impaired  earning  value, 
if  such  there  be,  of  the  remaining  part  of  such  system  which  the  municipality  does 

'not  propose  to  acquire. 

(2)  An  amendment  providing  that  where  the  telephone  on  the  premises  of 
a  subscriber  is  not  the  property  of  the  company  furnishing  service,  such  subscriber 
shall  maintain  his  telephone  in  such  condition  as  shall  not  impair  the  general 
efficiency  of  the  system,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  do  so  the  company  may  carry 
on  all  necessary  repairs  at  the  expense  of  the  subscriber. 

"  (3)  An  amendment  providing  that  the  Board  may  require  a  telephone  com- 
pany to  provide  an  adequate  reserve  fund  to  replace  its  plant  whenever  such 
replacement  is  necessary  owing  to  depreciation  and  absolescence. 

(4)  An  amendment  providing  that  a  telephone  company  shall  not  issue  stocks 
or  bonds  until  an  Order  is  obtained  from  the  Board  authorizing  such  issue,  the 
amount  thereof  and  stating  that  the  proceeds  of  such  issue  are  reasonably  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  the  Company's  business. 
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The  Board  has  prepared  the  following  forms  of  petitions  and  by-laws  for 
use  by  municipalities  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  telephone  systems 
under  Part  II  of  "The  Ontario  Telephone  Act/'  and  for  the  granting  to  com- 
panies of  consent  to  use  the  highways  under  the  provisions  of  section  8  (1)  of 
the  said  Act: — 

(a)  Form  of  Petition  praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  Telephone  System 
under  Part  II  of  "  The  Ontario  Telephone  Act,"  Section  9,  as  approved 
by  The  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board  (being  Schedule  "  A  " 
of  By-law  providing  for  establishment  of  system). 

(6)  Form  of  Petition  praying  for  the  construction  of  extensions  to  a  tele- 
phone system  established  under  Part  II  of  "  The  Ontario  Telephone 
Act,"  Section  9,  as  approved  by  The  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal 
Board. 

(c)  Form  of  By-law  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  telephone  system 

under  Part  II  of  "  The  Ontario  Telephone  Act,"  Section  11,  as  ap- 
proved by  The  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board. 

(d)  Form  of  By-law  providing  for  the  issue  of  debentures  under  Part  II 

of  "  The  Ontario  Telephone  Act,"  as  approved  by  The  Ontario  Eail- 
way and  Municipal  Board. 

.  (e)  Form  of  By-law  to  regulate  the  management  and  operation  of  a  tele- 
phone system  established  under  Part  II  of  "  The  Ontario  Telephone 
Act,"  as  approved  by  The  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board. 

(/)  Form  of  By-law  granting  to  a  Telephone  Company  the  right  to  use  the 
highways  in  a  Township,  under  Section  8  (1)  of  "The  Ontario  Tele- 
phone Act,"  as  approved  by  The  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board. 

Copies  of  these  forms  and  also  a  draft  form  of  annual  report  and  balance 
sheet,  approved  by  this  Board  and  recommended  for  adoption  by  telephone  com- 
panies, will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Eeport. 

There  are  now  sixty-two  telephone  systems  in  the  Province  being  operated 
or  in  course  of  construction  bv  municipalities  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of 
"The  Ontario  Telephone  Act." 

The  number  of  telephone  systems  which  have  reported  to  the  Board  is  now 
580,  operating  approximately  80,000  telephones  and  representing  a  capital  invest- 
ment of  $5,700,000.  The  capital  investment  reported,  however,  does  not  represent 
the  actual  total  cost  of  the  plant,  as  in  the  case  of  many  systems  the  subscribers 
purchase  tlieir  telephones  and  furnish  the  material  and  labour  for  a  portion 
of  their  lines,  the  value  of  which,  if  added  to  the  amount  reported,  would  show 
the  aggregate  investment  to  be  much  greater.

Sir, — I  have  examined  the  City's  Plan  No.  D.167.B  showing  the  longitudinal 
and  cross-sections  of  the  track  construction  for  1014-15.  This  plan  shows  nine 
inches  thickness  of  1.3.5.  concrete  under  the  ties,  and  six  inclfes  between  them.  On 
the  top  of  the  ties  there  is  a  tliiekness  of  two  inches  of  concrete,  and  on  this  a  one- 
inch  mortar  cushion  on  which  the  paving  between  the  rails  and  the  devil  strip  rests, 
the  blocks  outside  the  outer  rail  being  on'  about  two  inches  of  mortar.  There  is  a 
wood  filler  on  each  side  of  the  rail  web  for  the  paving  to  bear  against.  The  ties  are 
eight  inches  on  the  face  by  six  inches  deep,  spaced  two  feet  centres  and  tie  rods 
spaced  six  feet  apart,  passing  through  the  web  of  the  rail. 

I  have  also  examined  Plan  No.  4?3  of  the  Toronto  Railway  Company,  showing 
the  rails,  ties,  joints  and  tie  rods.    'The  ties  are  of  tlie  size  stated  above  and  the  tie 
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rod  spacing  is  six  feet  centres,  except  near  the  joints,  where  it  is  four  feet.  There 
are  two  ties  under  each  joint  sixteen  inches  centres.  The  joints  are  "  continuous  " 
plates  witli  six  bolts  through  them.  The  rails  are  ninety  pounds  No.  471  Lorraine 
Steel  Company's  Section,  and  I  understand  this  weight  has  heen  verbally  agreed 
upon  by  the  City  Commissioners  and  your  Mr.  Ingram.  Plan  No.  C.369  of  the 
Toronto  Railway  Company  shows  the  proposed  special  work  at  College  Street  and 
Ossington  Avenue.  The  guard  rails  on  curves  are  Xiorraine  Section  No.  398,  weigh- 
ing 108  lbs.  to  the  yard. 

The  construction  shown  on  all  these  plans  is  satisfactory  to  me,  the  matter 
of  the  weight  of  rails  on  the  tangents  having  been  already  agreed  upon  between  your 
Board  and  the  Commissioner  of  Works.

Sir, — 1  have  examined  the  Toronto  Railway  Company's  plans  of  this  proposed 
extension.  Plan  CU?0  shows  the  double  track  crossing  at  Dovercourt  Road  and 
Hallam  Street.  This  crossing  will  connect  with  the  present  70  lb.  T  rail  along 
Dovercourt  Road,  and  the  proposed  new  line  along  Hallam  Street.  Plan  C.463 
shows  the  proposed  curves  at  Dufferin  Street  and  Lappin  Avenue,  all  rails  of  which 
are  Lorraine  Steel  Company's  Section  No.  398,  108  lbs.  per  yard.  Plan  'C.46"^4: 
shows  the  curved  special  work  at  Dufferin  and  Hallam  Streets,  the  rails  of  which 
are  Lorraine  iSteel  Company's  section  No.  398,  108  lbs.  per  yd.  Plan  0.462-  gives 
the  curved  special  work  at  Ossington  Avenue  and  Hallam  Street,  the  rails  being 
108  lbs.  per  yd.,  and  the  same  section  as  above  stated.  Plan  0.469  shows  the.Y 
into  the  existing  tracks  on  Lansdo'mie  Avenue,  and  the  special  work  for  this  is  also 
108  lbs.  per  yd.  Lorraine  Steel  'Company's  Section  No.  398.  The  existing  track  on 
this  street  is  section  No,  264,  70  lbs.  yer  yd.,  and  is  probably  T  rail. 

All  the  rails  on  the  straight  track  of  the  proposed  line  are  Lorraine  Steel  Com- 
pany's Section  No.  471,  weighing  90  lbs.  per  yd.,  which  weight,  I  understand,  has 
been  agreed  to  for  the  present  between  your  Board  and  the  City  Commissioner  of 
Works.

REPORT  EE  XEW  TYPE  OF  CAR  FOR  TORONTO  RAILWAY. 

The  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board,  Parliament  JiuihUngs,  Toronto. 

Oentlemoii, — In  accordance  with  your  request,  1  have,  in  conjunction  with  ilie 
Engineers  of  the  City  and  Toronto  Railway  Systems,  given  the  above  matter  care- 
ful consideration,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows: — 

In  order  to  become  familiar  with  the  most  recent  practice  in  the  United  States, 
both  as  regards  the  type  of  cars  now  being  operated  and  the  new  designs  under 
construction,  I  visited,  in  company  with  Mr.  Harvey,  of  the  Civic  System,  and 
Messrs.  Powers,  McCrae  of  the  Toronto  Railway  Company,  the  following  cities, 
viz.:  Cleveland,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Providence  and  Boston,  and  submit  here- 
with, blue  prints  showing  the  arrangement  of  the  seating  and  the  general  desigru 
of  some  cars  in  use  or  about  to  be  placed  in  service  by  the  railway  companies  operat- 
ing in  the  cities  mentioned.  ( 

The  type  of  P.A.Y'.E.  car  in  use  in  the  various  cities  is  fitted  with  cross  seats  and 
centre  aisle,  having  either  a  short  longitudinal  seat  on  each  side  at  both  ends,  or  at 
one  end  only,  according  to  the  location  of  the  entrance  and  exit.  Companies  in 
some  cities  appear  to  prefer  the  centre  entrance  car,  particularly  the  City  of  Cleve- 
land, where  a  large' number  are  in  use,  there  is  no  evidence,  however,  that  they  will 
he  adopted  generally.  The  companies  in  the  various  cities  have  apparently  adopted 
the  type  of  car  which,  in  their  experience,  best  meets  their  local  conditions. 

In  the  construction  of  cars  the  present  practice  is  to  use  steel  plate  sides,  in 
order  to  admit  of  a  minimum  thickness  of  wall  with  a  maximum  interior  width  of 
car,  and  at  the  same  time  obtain  suffieient  strength  and  rigidity  in  the  car  body. 

The  modern  cars  in  use  in  the  various  cities  visited  were  of  the  semi-convertible 
type  for  all  year  round  service.  In  addition  to  this  type  of  car  there  is  still  operated 
in  all  the  cities  which  we  visited  some  open  cars  with  cross  seats  and  running  boards, 
but  as  far  as  we  could  learn,  no  new  cars  of  tliis  type  were  being  constructed,  witli 
the  exception  of  those  which  I  understand  have  been  ordered  for  use  in  the  City  of 
Newark. 

In  none  of  the  cities  which  we  visited  wero  the  conditions  similar  to  those  in 
Toronto,  most  cities  having  sufficient  width  of  devilstrip  to  admit  of  the  operation 
of  wide  cars.  There  are,  however,  some  lines  in  the  old  section  of  Boston  on  which 
the  devilstrip  is  very  narrow,  and  on  these  lines  they  operate  narrow  cars  with  side 
seats  in  winter,  and  cross-seat  open  cars  with  running  boards  during  the  summer. 

After  having  given  the  matter  careful  consideration,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  not  practicable  to  build  a  car  wide  enough,  with  the  present  width  of  devil- 
strip, to  afford  sufficient  aisle  space  with  cross  seats  on  both  sides,  for  the  collec- 
tion of  fares  within  the  car,  and  that  the  most  suitable  car  to  meet  the  present 
conditions  would  be  one  arranged  with  a  longitudinal  seat  on  the  devilstrip,  wide 
and  cross  seats  on  the  other  side,  with  a  short  longitudinal  seat  at  each  end,  to 
afford  ample  space  for  entrance  and  exit.  On  account  of  the  distribution  of  the 
passenger  load  with  this  arrangement  of  seating,  it  would  be  practicable  to  operate  a 
wider  car  with  tlie  liody  offset  on  the  trucks,  sufficient  to  obtain  the  necessary  clear- 
ance witli  the  present  narrow  devilstrip.  Some  additional  width  in  the  car  would 
be  possible  by  building  the  sides  with  a  greater  slope,  in  order  to  afford  more  clear- 
ance at  the  roof.  The  walls  should  be  constructed  with  wooden  posts  and  steel 
-ides,  tlic  vsindows  being  arransred  to  raise.     The  minimum  thickness  of  wall  could 
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be  obtained  by  such  an  arrangement,  with  the  niaximiun  interiur  widtli  of  car  body. 
The  new  car  sliould  be  arranged  so  that  if  the  devilstrip  is  widened  and  the  P.A.Y.E. 
system  adopted,  the  body  couhl  be  shifted  over  on  the  bolsters  to  a  central  position 
on  the  trucks  and  cross  seats  installed  on  both  sides.  Of  course  the  rear  vestibule 
of  the  car  should  be  constructed  so  that  it  could  be  adopted  for  the  P.A.Y.E.  system 
if  desired. 

I  have  had  a  meeting  with  the  Engineers  representing  the  Toronto  Railway  and 
the  City  in  accordance  with  your  re(]uest,  and  the  suggestions  mentioned  above  coin- 
cide with  their  views.

Sir, — I  have  to  report  that,  as  requested  by  Mr.  Ingram,  I  went  to  Lansclowne 
Avenue  this  afternoon  and  inspected  the  new  street  car  line  from  there  ^'ia  Lappin- 
Avenue,  Hallam  Street  and  Ossington  Avenue  to  Bloor  Street.  The  whole  line 
should  be  ready  for  operation  not  later  than  Monday  morning  next.  The  concreting 
is  all  done  on  Ossington  Avenue,  and  the  entire  west  side  of  this  street  is  asphalted 
and  complete,  and  there  is  only  .about  500  ft.  of  asphalt  still  to  be  laid  on  the  east 
side  from  Hallam  Street  south.  If  the  weather  keeps  fine,  this  should  be  done  by 
Friday,  and  then  the  track  allowance  should  be  cleaned  off  ready  for  the  cars  to 
run. 

Even  should  this  strip  of  asphalting  not  be  quite  ready,  I  do  not  see  any  ob- 
jection to  the  cars  running  on  Monday  next,  for  it  only  means  a  difference  of  about 
3  inches  that  a  person  would  have  to  step  down  in  getting  off  a  car  in  this  distance 
for  a  day  or  two.  However,  the  tracks  should  be  cleaned  off  from  Hallam  Street 
to  Bloor  Street  before  the  cars  commence  running.

This  is  an  application  by  the  Sandwich,  Windsor  and  Amherstburg  Railway 
under  Section  250  of  the  Ontario  Railway  Act  for  an  order  approving  the  con- 
struction of  the  xlpplicant's  railway  along  Ferry  Street,  Chatham  Street  and 
Victoria  Avenue,  and  also  for  an  order  approving  the  construction  of  a  double 
track  railway  along  London  Street,  all  in  the  City  of  Windsor,  according  to  plans 
and  profiles  accompanying  the  application  and  on  file  with  the  Board. 

By  authority  of  various  statutes  and  agreements  entered  into  between  the 
Applicants  and  the  City  of  Windsor,  the  Applicants  have  constructed  and  are  law- 
fully operating  a  street  railway  on  certain  streets  of  that  City.  By  paragraph  4 
of  an  agreement,  dated  17th  of  April,  1893,  the  City  of  Windsor  granted  the 
Applicants  "  their  successors  and  assigns,  the  sole  right  to  construct  and  operate 
street  railways  from  the  west  line  of  Fann  78  to  the  east  line  of  Farm  86  in  the 
City  of  Windsor,  and  from  the  Tecumseh  Road  to  the  Detroit  River,  for  a  period 
of  twenty  years  from  and  including  the  year  1893."  The  Windsor  Electric  Street 
Railway  Company,  which,  at  that  date,  owned  and  operated  a  railway  along  certain 
streets  of  this  City,  was  also  a  party  to  the  above  agreement  and  by  paragraph  6 
the  latter  railway  company  and  the  Applicants,  their  successors  and  assigns,  were 
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granted  by  the  City  of  Windsor  "  the  lirst  right  to  construct  and  operate  street 
railways  upon  and  along  any  of  the  other  f-treets  in  the  said  Cit}-,""  but  subject 
to  a  i^roviso  for  defeasance  of  sucli  right  on  failure  to  construct  on  request  by  the 
City  Council.  By  By-law  No.  783  of  the  City  Corporation  passed  on  Ivth  of 
April,  1893,  to  confirm  the  above  agreement,  it  is  enacted  ''  that  upon  such  agree- 
ment being  executed  by  the  said  Companies  and  the  Corporation  .  .  .  thence- 
forward this  by-law  and  such  agreement  shall  take  effect  and  come  into  force,  and 
all  by-laws  heretofore  passed  by  this  Corporation  relating  to  either  of  such  rail- 
ways shall  stand  repealed,  and  all  agreements  between  this  Corporation  and  either 
of  them  shall  be  null  and  void." 

By  an  agreement  dated  '^Sth  of  July,  1002,  to  which  the  City  liailway  Com- 
pany of  Windsor,  Limited,  was  a  party  and  which  was  coniirmed  by  an  Act  of  the 
Ontario  Legislature,  3  Ed.  Vll.,  c.  112,  the  period  during  which  the  Applicants 
and  the  City  Eailway  Company  might  operate  their  railways  in  the  City  of 
Windsor  was  extended  to  the  end  of  the  year  ld22.  Furthermore,  this  agreement 
contained  the  following  paragraph,  the  Applicants  and  the  above  }iamod  City 
Kailway  Company  being  parties  therein  of  the  Second  Part: 

"'  2.  The  parties  hereto  of  the  second  part  agree  to  give  up  and  abandon,  and 
do  hereby  give  up  and  abandon  to  the  corporation  the  exclusive  right  to  construct 
and  operate  electric  street  railways  and  electric  railways  within  the  limits  men- 
tioned in  paragraphs  four  and  six  of  said  firstly  mentioned  agreement.  Provided, 
however,  that  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  or  either  of  them  shall  have  the 
first  right  to  construct  an  extension  of  its  street  railway  system  within  said  cor- 
poration and  upon  such  of  the  highways  tliereof  as  the  Council  of  the  Municipality 
consider  the  operating  of  a  street  railway  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  residents 
of  the  locality  in  which  such  streets  are  located,  or  to  the  public  generally,  wliich 
said  extensions  shall  be  constructed  and  operated  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
'  as  are  contained  in  said  two  hereinbefore  recited  agreements,  and  in  this  agree- 
ment and  as  are  applicable  to  the  lines  of  railway  which  were  constructed  or  were 
authorized  to  be  constru(;ted  thereunder.  The  said  rights  shall  be  exercised 
within  three  months  from  the  time  that  the  corporation  notifies  the  parties  of  the 
second  part  in  writing  that  another  company  has  made  application  for  the  use  of 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Windsor  or  some  of  them  upon  which  to  operate  a  street 
raihvay  and  calling  upon  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  to  build  said  rail- 
way, and  in  the  event  of  their  refusing  to  construct  the  same  within  six  months 
thereafter,  then  the  said  corjjoration  may  grant  the  right  to  construct  and  operate 
a  railway  upon  such  streets  or  highways  to  another  company."' 

Section  3  reserves  the  right  to  the  Corporation  to  grant  permission  to  any 
suburban  line  to  construct  a  railway  on  any  street  Jiot  in  use  by  said  companies. 

It  would  appear  that  the  service  furnished  by  the  Applicants  on  its  system 
west  of  Ouellette  Street  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  City  of  Windsor,  and  with  the 
object  of  amending  it  a  conference  took  place  on  the  27th  of  Januar}',  1911. 
between  the  Industrial  and  Transportation  Committee  of  \the  City  Council  and  the 
manager  of  the  Applieants.  In  the  report  of  that  Committee  adopted  by  Council 
on  the  2nd  February,  1911,  the  conclusions  reached  at  the  conference  are  set  out. 
the  opening  paragraph  reading  as  folloAvs: 
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•*  Your  Iiulu&trial  aud  TransjX)rtation  Committee  held  a  couference  on  Jan. 
2Ttli  last  with  the  manager  of  the  Sandwich,  Windsor  and  Amherstburg  Railway 
for  the  purpose  of  arrauiring  for  a  better  aud  more  aeeeptable  service  upon  its 
lines  in  Windsor  west  of  Ouellette  Street;  and  after  fully  stating  the  objections 
to  the  one-way  system  at  present  in  vogue,  and  listening  to  the  manager's  ex- 
planations of  the  diiticulties  hindering  good  service  l)y  the  two-way  or  alternate 
sv.'?tem,  we  mutually  finally  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  present  and  future  con- 
veniente  to  patrons  of  the  street  cars  could  be  secured  by  granting  tlia  railway  a 
right  to  construct  a  short  line  from  Sandwich  Street  south  along  Ferry  Street  to 
Chatham  Street,  thence  along  Chatham  Street  to  the  intersection  of  Victoria 
Avenue,  and  thence  along  Victoria  Avenue  to  London  Street^  with  suitable  curves 
on  Sandwich,  Pitt,  Chatham  and  London  Streets.*' 

The  report  then  sets  out  in  detail  the  character  of  the  service  agreed  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Company  in  consideration  of  the  proposed  grant  by  the  City  of 
the  foregoing  right.  To  give  effect  to  this  report,  the  Council  of  Windsor  passed 
a  By-law  Xo.  1T13  on  27th  April,  1914,  the  first  paragraph  of  which  in  part  reads 
as  follows : 

••  1.  The  Sandwich,  Windsor  and  Amherstburg  Railway  be  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  and  empowered  to  construct  a  line  of  railway  from  Sandwich  Street  in 
the  City  of  Windsor,  south  along  Ferry  Street  to  Chatham  Street,  thence  along 
Chatham  Street  to  the  intersection  of  Victoria  Avenue,  thence  along  Victoria 
Avenue  to  London  Street  with  suitable  curves  on  Sandwich,  Pitt,  Chatham  and 
London  Streets  upon  the  following  conditions,  namely:'' 

Then  follows  an  outline  of  the  service  to  be  furnished  by  the  Company  in 
consideration  of  the  grant  to  it  of  the  right  to  lay  and  operate  its  tracks  on  the 
above  named  streets. 

The  Company  assumed  to  proceed  with  the  extension  of  its  railway  along  the 
said  streets  from  Sandwich  Street  to  London  Street,  at  a  date  between  the  passage 
of  the  resolution  and  the  By-law.  and  had  broken  ground  for  that  purpose  when, 
on  8th  April,  1914,  an  action  aiming  to  enjoin  it  from  doing  so  was  entered  in 
the  High  Court  Division  by  two  persons  (one  being  an  owner  of  propertv  on 
Ferry  Street)  suing  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  all  other  ratepayers  of  the  City. 
The  action  came  on  for  trial  before  Mr.  Justice  Lennox  who  sustained  the  action 
and  granted^  an  injunction  in  the  terms  prayed  on  the  ground  that  the  City's 
by-law  granting  the  Company  the  right  was  invalid,  it  not  having  been  submitted 
to  the  municipal  electors  as  required  by  the  Municipal  Franchises  Act  (R.S.O. 
1914,  chap.  197).  From  this  judgment,  which  is  reported  in  Volume  6  of  The 
Ontario  Weekly  Xot€s  at  page  659,  the  Company  appealed  to  the  Appellate 
Division  of  the  Supreme  Court.  By  the  latter,  whose  judgment  is  reported  in 
Volume  7  of  the  Ontario  Weekly  Xotes  at  page  508,  the  appeal  was  dismissed  aud 
the  injunction  order  sustained,  but  upon  grounds  other  than  those  which  approved 
themselves  to  the  learned  trial  judge.  Although  the  City  of  Windsor  was  not  a 
party  to  this  litigation,  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  this  application,  adopts  this 
judgment  as  an  authoritative  and  binding  interpretation  of  the  contractual  rights 
of  the  City  and  Company  respectively.  The  note  of  the  judgment  of  the  Appellate 
Division  is  somewhat  meagre,  and  for  that  reason  the  following  citations  are  taken 
from  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  judgment  which  was  piit  in  by  Mr.  Bartlett  at  the 
hearing: 
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"  The  effect  of  the  agreement  of  the  28th  July,  1902,  was  not  to  surrender  the 
defendants'  franchise  granted  under  the  agreement  of  the  17th  April,  1893,  but 
only  the  exclusive  right  to  such  franchise,  and  such  partial  surrender  was  further 
limited  by  reserving  the  first  right  to  construct  an  extension  of  its  street  railway 
system.  The  effect,  therefore,  of  these  agreements,  by-laws  and  the  Act  of  3  Edw. 
VII.,  ch.  112,  is  to  give  to  these  defendants  the  first  right  to  erect  the  line  in 
question  on  the  request  of  the  City  b}^ resolution  or  by-law  (if  that  be  necessary) 
without  submission  to  the  electors,  unless  some  statute  renders  such  submisson 
necessary  to  give  validity  to  the  act  of  the  council." 

''  The  defendants  being  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Railway  Act, 
the  building  of  the  proposed  extension  is  within  the  meaning  of  section  250, 
subsection  2,  and  requires  the  sanction  of  the  Board  and  this  notwithstanding  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  between  the  City  of  Windsor  and  the  defendants.  The 
new  subsection  3  of  section  250  came  into  force  on  the  1st  of  July,  1913,  (see  section 
304)  and  the  acts  complained  of  occurred  in  April,  1914,  so  that  it  appears  that, 
while  the-  assent  -of  the  council  was  proper  and  within  the  agreements  between  the 
city  and  the  defendants,  the  authorization  of  the  Board  was  a  further  condition 
precedent  imposed  by  the  Legislature  to  entitle  the  defendants  to  begin  the  con- 
struction of  their  line  on  the  streets  in  question." 

"The  Municipal  Franchise  Act,  2  Geo.  V.,  ch.  42  (1914  R.S.O.  ch.  197, 
section  3(1)  provides  that  a  franchise  shall  not  be  granted  by  the  council  of  a  muni- 
cipality to  use  a  street  or  highway  without  the  assent  of  the  electors.  Section 
4  (1)  applies  this  provision  to  an  extension  of  works  already  constructed,  but 
Section  4  (2)  declares  that  subsection  1  shall  not  apply  to  any  franchise  granted  by 
general  or  special  Act  before  the  16th  March,  1909,  but  no  such  franchise  or  right 
shall  be  renewed  nor  the  term  thereof  extended  by  a  municipal  corporation  except 
by  by-law  with  the  assent  of  the  electors  as  provided  by  Section  3.  I  am  of  opinion 
that  this  last  clause  as  to  renewal  is  not  retroactive.  Defendants'  right  to  use  the 
streets  in  question  for  their  railway  rests  upon  the  agreements  of  the  17th  April, 
1893,  and  the  4th  July,  1893,  as  modified  by  the  agreement  of  the  28th  July,  1902, 
as  validated  by  3  Edw.  VII,  ch.  112,  which  being  a  special  Act  prior  to  the  16th 
March,  1909,  the  last  clause  (2)  of  Section  4  excludes  the  application  of  the  section 
to  the  defendants'  franchise.  It  is  not,  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  under  the  peculiar 
circumstances  of  this  case,  compulsory  upon  the  City  to  submit  the  by-law  author- 
izing the  construction  of  the  railway  on  the  streets  in  question  for  the  approval  of 
the  electors,  but  the  sanction  of  the  Board  is  necessary.  The  latter  not  having 
been  obtained,  the  acts  of  the  defendants  were  without  authority  and  illegal,  and 
created  a  nuisance  on  the  streets  in  question." 

When  on  24th  December,  1914,  this  judgment,  authoritative  and  binding  upon 
this  Board,  was  pronounced,  all  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  two  contracting 
parties  to  do  inter  se  had  been  done  to  vest  in  the  Company  "  authority  to  con- 
struct or  extend  its  railway"  on  these  streets,  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
250  of  The  Ontario  Railway  Act.  One  thing,  however,  remained  to  be  done  before 
the  Company  could  act  upon  that  authority  and  begin  the  construction  of  this  ex- 
tension of  its  railway — it  required  to  obtain  the  permission  and  approval  of  this 
Board.  Through  an  oversight  as  alleged  by  Mr.  Bartlett,  an  application  was  not 
made  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Board  till  14th  May,  1914 — that  is  till  after  the 
Company  had  actually  begun  work  on  the  Cit}^s  streets  and  after  the  injunction 
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protjL'f dings  had  been  cuiniueuced.  In  view,  no  doubt,  of  tlic  then  pending  litiga- 
tion, no  further  action  was  taken  by  the  Company  on  its  application  until  lYtb 
February,  1915,  when  ]\Ir.  Bartlett  for  the  Company  asked  to  have  it  considered 
by  tlie  Board.  Meantime  By-law  No.  188-1  had  been  passed  by  the  Council  of 
\\'indsor  on  15th  February,  1915,  repealing  By-law  No.  1713  which  had  granted 
the  Company  the  authority  to  extend  its  railway  on  these  streets. 

This  raises  for  determination  by  the  Board  a  question  not  beiore  the  Appellate 
Division — what  effect,  if  any,  upon  the  Company's  rights  has  the  repeal  of  By-law 
No.  1713?     In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  passing  of  the  repealing  By-law  by 
the  Council  of  Windsor  is  inoperative  to  affect  the  Company's  authority  to  con- 
struct this  extension  of  its  railway.     It  is  to  be  observed  that  section  250  of  The 
Ontario  IJailway  Act  postulates  ''  authority  to  construct  or  extend  its  railway  "  in 
a  company  which  applies  for  the  Board's  permission  or  approval.       This  per- 
mission or  approval,  if  granted,  does  not  create  the  Company's  right — that  had 
previously  arisen  in  virtue  of  contractual  acts  between  the  City  and  Company 
wliich,  the  Appellate  Division  has  held,  were  within  the  legal  competence  of  the 
parties.     The  duty  of  the  Board  in  the  premises  is  to  determine,  as  best  it  may, 
whether  or  not  the  exercise  of  the  right  already  created  is  in  the  language  of  the 
Act  "  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  public  service  "  or  "  in  the  public  interest." 
Obviously  where  a  legal  right  has,  as  here,  been  created  by  agreement  between  two 
parties  evidenced  by  all  the  solemnities  required  by  law,  it  cannot  be  destroyed 
by  the  action  of  one  of  those  parties.     If  any  authority  were  required  in  support 
of  so  salutary  a  doctrine,  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  case  of  Alexander  vs.^  Village  of 
jriintsville,  24  O.H.  665,  decided  in  1894  by  Mr.  Justice  Rose.     The  action  was 
brought  to  quash  a  By-law  of  the  Village  which  repealed  an  earlier  By-law  which 
exempted  from  taxation  a  manufacturing  establishment  for  a  term  of  ten  years — 
the  repealing  By-law  having  been  passed  before  the  expiration  of  the  term.     Mr. 
Justice  Rose  says  on  P.  667 :     "  Was  the  Council  in  passing  it " — the  repealing 
by-law — "acting   within   its   powers   and   legally?       Unless    as   is   asserted,    Mr. 
Alexander  had  under  the  terms  of  his  contract  as  set  out  in  by-law  62  " — the  ex- 
empting by-law — "forfeited  his  right  to  exemption,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  re- 
pealing by-law  was  not  within  the  powers  of  the  Council,  that  it  was  passed  in 
bad  faith  and  to  enable  the  Council  to  collect  taxes  upon  a  property  which  was 
exempt  under  Section  366  of  the  Statute." 

"  To  have  attempted  to  assess  the  property  and  collect  the  taxes  under  such 
assessment,  after  the  passing  of  the  exemption  by-law,  and  while  it  remained  in 
full  force,  would  clearly  have  been  illegal;  and  to  pass  a  repealing  by-law  so  as  to 
eiialile  such  assessment  and  levy  to  be  made  would  be  c(|ually  illegal. 

"  The  Statute  gave  power  to  exempt  for  ten  years,  but  once  that  power  had 
been  exercised  it  does  not  seem  to  me  there  was  any  power  to  repeal  the  by-law  so 
as  to  destroy  rights  granted  thereunder."  Upon  this  view  of  tlie  law,  the  Board 
having  no  power  to  quash  the  repealing  by-law  feels  warranted  in  treating  it  as 
inojwrative  to  effect  its  intended  purpose  and  in  concluding  that  the  Company  has 
"  authoritv,"  under  By-law  No.  1713,  "to  construct  or  extend  its  railway"  upon 
those  highways  and  that  this  application  is  properly  made  under  Section  250  of 
the  Ontario  Railway  Act. 

This  Section  defines  the  conditions  under  which  the  Board  may  withhold  its 
perniission  and  approval  in  these  terms:  "Where  it  is  of  opinion  that  it  has  not 
i)eon  made  to  appear  that  the  construction  or  extension  upon  such  highway  or  part  of 
a  highway  is  necessarv  or  convenient  for  the  public  service  or  where  in  the  opinion 
of  tlie  Board  it  is  not  in  the  public  interest  that  the  railway  should  be  constructed 
?,   R.M. 
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or  extended  upon  such  highway  or  part  of  a  highway."  Whether  the  Board's 
permission  should  be  withheld  or  not  is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined  on  the 
evidence  submitted.  The  report  of  the  City's  Industrial  and  Transportation  Com- 
mittee adopted  by  Council  as  well  as  By-law  No.  1713  shows,  first,  that  the  service 
of  the  Company  in  Windsor  was  as  viewed  by  the  City's  responsible  representative, 
inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  and,  secondly,  that  the  construction  of  the  tracks 
recommended  would,  on  compliance  with  the  conditions  set  out  in  the  report  and 
by-law,  secure  the  present  and  future  convenience  of  the  patrons  of  the  street  cars. 
The  testimony  of  Mr,  Anderson,  the  Manager  of  the  Railway,  substantially  un- 
contradicted, confirms  the  Board  in  its  conclusion  on  these  points.  The  following 
are  excerpts  from  the  extended  shorthand  notes : 

"  Mr.  Anderson  :  Previous  to  19Q6  the  line  ran  down  to  the  Michigan  Central 
Station.  We  desired  to  form  a  loop  and  got  a  franchise  to  build  across  Elm 
Avenue  and  connect  up  two  lines.  The  condition  of  the  granting  of  that  franchise 
was  that  we  should  give  a  fifteen  minutes'  service  around  this  square  in  either 
direction.  The  result  was  that  when  w^e  had  a  street  car  at  this  corner  we  had 
to  run  in  on  the  Y,  and  the  other  car  had  to  back  up.  That  continued  for  a 
number  of  years  until  1913,  when  a  traffic  by-law  was  passed  which  prohibited  us 
from  passing  cars  at  that  corner. 

"  To  THE  Vice-Chairman  :  Have  you  a  Y  at  that  corner  ? 

"  A. — Yes.  Every  fifteen  minutes  a  car  ran  in  there  until  the  other  one 
passed. 

"  Q.— What  effect  did  that  have? 

"  A. — They  claimed  we  had  no  right  to  run  in  there  and  stop  the  car,  and  we 
had  to  pay  a  fine  of  $25.00.  We  then  asked  them  to  grant  us  relief  in  connection 
with  the  operating  of  this  system.  They  asked  us  to  propose  a  scheme  to  get  over 
the  difficulty  and  we  asked  for  this  loop.  By  this  loop  we  can  give  a  ten  minutes' 
service, 

"  Q, — ^With  regard  to  the  passing  of  cars  at  Sandwich  and  Ouellette,  what  do 
you  say  as  to  that? 

"  A. — It  was  a  dangerous  way  of  operating  and  we  always  felt  that  it  was  an 
unsatisfactory  way  of  operating  cars,  although  we  did  it  for  a  number  of  years. 

"  Q. — What  is  the  condition  of  traffic  there  ? 

"  A. — That  corner  is  the  most  congested  in  the  City,  and  at  times  it  is  difficult 
to  pass  there. 

"  Q, — What  do  you  say,  even  with  the  condition  of  operating  two  ways  around 
the  loop,  what  difficulties  do  you  encounter? 

"  A, — The  difficulties  we  encounter  are  in  having  to  pass  there  at  that  comer 
and  we  are  restricted  under  the  traffic  by-law  and  we  are  asking  for  relief. 

"  Mr.  Rood  :  That  by-law  should  be  put  in. 

"  To  Mr.  Bartlett  :  Q. — Irrespective  of  that,  how  do  you  find  the  condition 
with  regard  to  operating  the  loop  ? 

•'  A. — Simply  that  we  cannot  give  better  than  a  fifteen  minutes'  service,  and 
the  people  in  the  west  end  and  Sandwich  demand  a  better  service,  and  we  promised 
to  give  it  to  them,  but  we  cannot  possibly  do  it  without  getting  the  right  to  put 
in  some  trackage  and  this  is  what  we  suggest  as  the  best  means  of  doing  it. 

"  To  The  Chairman  :  Are  you  able  to  give  a  fifteen  minutes'  service  with 
the  trackage  you  have? 

"  A. — Yes,  you  mean  operating  in  one  direction  ? 
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"  Q. — You  say  it  is  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  your  road  to  have 
this  additional  trackage,  and  if  you  had  the  additional  trackage  you  could  give 
a  more  convenient  service  to  the  public? 

"  A.— Yes. 

"  Q. — Is  trade  growing  so  as  to  create  a  necessity  for  this  additional  service? 

''  A.— Yes. 

'•'  Q. — Do  your  returns  show  it  in  the  number  of  passengers  carried  ? 

"  A. — Yes,  and  have  done  for  a  number  of  years." 

It  is  suggested  by  the  City  that  the  proper  solution  of  the  difficulties  in  oper- 
ation of  which  the  Company  complains  is  the  double  tracking  of  the  Company's 
line  around  the  belt.  The  Company  admits  that  this  is  the  best  solution  but 
demurs  adopting  it  on  the  ground  of  the  expense  involved  in  view  of  the  short 
period  yet  to  run  of  the  Company's  franchise.  This  seems  to  the  Board  a  not 
unreasonable  attitude  for  the  Company  to  adopt. 

If  Alderman  Frank  Mitchell's  testimony  correctly  discloses  the  grounds  of  the 
opposition  to  this  application,  it  reveals  them  to  be  as  inconsistent  and  disingenuous, 
as  the  Council's  conduct  has  been  inconstant.  Asked  by  Mr.  Eattson :  "What  is 
your  objection  to  this  ?"  Alderman  Mitchell  answers :  "  In  the  iirst  place,  I  thought 
the  voice  of  the  people  should  be  heard  on  it  and,  in  the  second  place,  I  did  not 
think  the  corner  was  a  proper  corner  for  a  street  car  to  turn  on  because  it  would 
overlap  the  sidewalk,  and  I  had  been  interested  in  a  radial  scheme  and  that  is 
the  only  place  where  we  could  get  to  the  down  town  district."  That  is  to  say, 
the  Company  is  to  be  deprived  of  its  first  right,  legally  secured  to  it  by  solemn 
instruments,  to  lay  its  tracks  on  these  streets  because  the  Coimcil  finds  its  con- 
tract irksome  in  this  respect  and  conceives  that  the  City's  interests  will  now  be 
served  by  breaking  it.  Furthermore,  the  worthy  alderman  anticipates  no  dif- 
ficulty in  operating  over  these  streets,  the  cars  of  the  radial  scheme  in  which  he  is 
interested,  while  he.  sees  danger  in  the  operation  of  the  cars  of  the  applicant. 

The  Board  has  had  a  view  of  the  streets  in  question — the  narrowest  of  which 
is  fifty-five  feet  wide — and  sees  no  reason  to  withhold  its  permission  on  the  ground 
that  the  streets  to  be  traversed  are  too  narrow  or  the  curves  too  sharp  for  safe 
operation. 

No  objection  is  made  to  the  proposal  to  double  track  the  Company's  line  on 
London  Street  when  that  street  is  paved  as  contained  in  By-law  No.  1713,  and  it 
is,  therefore,  not  necessary  to  refer  further  to  it. 

The  Board's  order  will  issue  granting  its  permission  and  approval  to  the 
Company  to  begin  the  construction  of  its  railway  on  the  streets  mentioned  in  the 
application  and  as  shown  on  the  plans  deposited  with  the  Board.

It  is  ordered  that  pursuant  to  the  Ontario  Railway  Act  (E.S.O.  Chapter  185), 
Section  250,  the  permission  and  approval  of  the  Board  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
said  Sandwich,  AVindsor  and  Amherstburg  Eailway  for  the  construction  of  its 
railway  along  Ferry  Street,  Chatham  Street  and  Victoria  Avenue  iij  the  City  of 
Windsor,  and  for  the  construction  of  a  double  track  on  London  Street  in  the  said 
City,  as  set  forth  in  the  plans  and  profiles  on  file  with  the  Board.

AwAED  OF  the  Board. 

Whereas  by  Order  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  dated  26tli  May, 
ID  14.  the  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario  was  authorized  to  expro- 
priate the  lands  hereinafter  mentioned,  together  with  all  machinery  and  plant 
of  every  kind  and  nature  situate  on  or  about  the  said  lands,  and  now  affixed 
to  the  freehold,  or  used  in,  connection  with  the  fixed  machinery,  and  for  the 
purpose  thereof,  including  electric  motor,  brick  and  tile  working  machinery,  presses, 
kilns,  stacks  and  shelter  sheds,  together  Avith  all  chattels'  and  effects  in,  upon, 
about  and  belonging  to  the  brick  and  tile  making  premises. 

And  whereas  on  the  28th  day  of  May,  1914,  the  Chairman  of  the  said  The 
Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario  did  cause  to  be  registered  in  the 
Registry  Division  of  the  County  of  Renfrew  a  plan  and  description  of  the  said 
lands,  duly  signed,  and  said  lands  thereupon  became  vested,  and  now  are  vested, 
in  the  said   The  Hydro-Electric   Power   Commission  of   Ontario. 

And  whereas  on  the  28th  day  of  Ma}',  1914,  the  Chairman  of  the  said  The 
Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario  did  cause  notice  to  be  served  on 
the  said  applicants  to  the  effect  that  the  following  is  a  description  of  the  lands 
and  property  to  be  taken  by  the  said  The  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of 
Ontario  for  the  purposes  of  distributing  and  supplying  electrical  power  and 
energy  to  and  by  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  Town  of  Renfrew,  pursuant 
to  the  Statutes  in  that  Ijehalf :  to  wit: — 
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'*  All  and  singular  those  certain  parcels  or  tracts  of  land  and  premises, 
situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  Town  of  Eenfrew,  in  the  Township  of  Norton, 
in  the  Count}'  of  Eenfrew  and  Province  of  Ontario,  and  being  composed  of: — 

Firstly — All  that  part  of  Lot  ISTumber  Thirteen  (13)  in  the  first  Concession 
of  tlie  Township  of  Horton  shown  tinted  red  and  marked  parcel  I  on  the 
accompanying  plan  prepared  by  Ontario  Land  Surveyors  Beatty  and  Pierce  and 
containing  by  admeasurement  nineteen  and  two-tenths  acres,  be  the  same  more 
or  less.  Said  parcel  being  more  particularly  'known  and  described  as  follows, 
that  is  to  say:  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  high  water  mark  of  the 
southerly  bank  of  the  Bonnechere  Eiver  with  the  northerly  limit  of  the  Eight 
of  AVay  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Eailway,  thence,  easterly  along  said  northerly 
limit  to  intersection  with  the  westerly  bank  of  Smith's  Creek,  thence,  northerly 
along  said  westerly  bank  to  intersection  with  the  high  water  mark  of  the  southerly 
bank  of  the  Bonnechere  Eiver.  Thence  westerly  along  said  high  water  mark  to  the 
place  of  commencing. 

'' Secondly— Lots  Numbers  Six  (6),  Seven  (7),  Eight  (8),  Nine  (9)  and 
the  south-east  half  of  Lot  Ten  (10)  in  Block  One  (1)  in  the  Hincks  Section  of 
the  said  Town  of  Eenfrew  according  to  a  plan  prepared  by  J,  S.  Harper,  P.L.S., 
and  registered  in  the  Eegistry  Office  for  the  County  of  Eenfrew  in  July,  1855, 
together  with  that  part  of  said  Lot  Number  Thirteen  (13)  in  the  first  Concession 
of  said  Township  of  Horton  lying  between  the  aforementioned  Lots  Numbers 
Seven  (7),  Eight  (8)  in  Block  One  (1)  and  the  high  water  mark  of  the  northerly 
bank  of  the  said  Bonnechere  Eiver  and  containing  by  admeasurement  forty-two 
one-hundredths  acres,  be  the  same  more  or  less.  Said  parcel  being  more  par- 
ticularly described  as  follows,  that  is  to  say:  Commencing  at  the  westerly  angle 
of  said  Lot  Seven  (7),  thence  south  forty-eight  degrees  and  thirty-four  minutes 
West.  Ast.  along  tFe  south-easterly  limit  of  Hincks  Street  produced,  a  distance  of 
sixty-four  feet,  (S.  48°  \Y.  64')  more  or  less  to  intersection  with  the  said  high 
water  mark  of  the  northerly  bank  of  the  Bonnechere  Eiver.  Thence,  southerly 
along  said  high  water  mark  to  intersection  with  the  south-westerly  limit  of  said 
Lot  Number  Eight  (8).  Thence  north  forty-one  degrees  and  twenty-six  minutes 
West  Ast.  along  the  said  southerly  limits  of  Lots  Numbers  Eight  (8)  and  Seven 
(7)  a  distance  of  three  hundred  and  one  feet,  (N.  41°  26'  W.  301')  more  or 
less  to  place  of  commencing.  All  of  which  is  shown  tinted  blue  and  marked 
parcel  2,  on  accompanying  Plan. 

"  Thirdly— Lots  Numbers  Five  (5),  Six  (6),  Seven  (7),  Eight  (8),  Nine 
(9),  and  Ten  (10)  in  Block  Two  (2)  of  the  aforesaid  Hincks  Section,  together 
with  part  of  said  Lot  Number  Thirteen  (13)  in  the  First  Concession  of  said 
Township  of  Horton  lying  between  the  aforementioned  Lots  Numbers  Seven  (7) 
and  Eight  (8)  in  said  Block  Two  (2)  and  the  high  water  mark  of  the  northerly 
bank  of  the  said  Bonnechere  Eiver  and  containing  by  admeasurement  twenty-four 
one-hundredths  acres,  be  the  same,  more  or  less.  Said  parcel  being  more  par- 
ticularly described  as  follows,  that  is  to  say:  Commencing  at  the  westerly  angle 
of  said  Lot  Number  Seven  (7),  thence  south  forty-eight  degrees  and  thirty- 
four  minutes  West.  Ast.  along  the  production  of  the  south-easterly  limit  of  Elgin 
Street  a  distance  of  nineteen  feet  (S.  48°  34'  W.  19')  more  or  less,  to  the  inter- 
section with  the  high  water  mark  of  the  northerly  bank  of  the  said  Bonnechere 
Eiver.  Thence,  south-easterly  along  said  high  water  mark  to  intersection  with  the 
north-westerly  limit  of  Hincks  Street  produced.  Thence,  north  forty-eight  degrees 
and  thirty-four  minutes  East  Ast.  along  the  production  of  the  said  north-westerly 
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limit  of  Hincks  Street,  a  distance  of  fifty-one  feet  (IS".  48°  34'  E.  51')  more  or 
less  to  the  southerly  angle  of  Lot  Number  Eight  (8).  Thence,  north  fort}'-one 
degrees  and  twenty-six  minutes  West.  Ast.  along  the  south-westerly  limits  of  Lots 
Numbers  Eight  (8),  and  Seven  (7),  a  distance  of  three  hundred  and  thirty  feet, 
(N.  41°  2-6'  W.  330')  more  or  less  to  place  of  commencing.  All  of  which  is 
shown  tinted  and  Parcel  3,  on  accompanying  plan." 

And  whereas  on  the  28th  day  of  May,  1914,  the  said  The  Hydro-Electric 
Power  Commission  of  Ontario  did  cause  to  be  served  on  the  applicants  notice 
that  the  said  The  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario  desired  that  the, 
compensation  for  any  damage  from  the  exercise  by  the  said  The  Hydro- 
Electric  Powder  Commission  of  Ontario  of  its  powers  in  the  said  expropriation 
proceedings  beyond  any  advantage  which  the  applicants  may  derive  from  the  con- 
templated work,  and  any  claim  for  compensation  not  mutually  agreed  upon, 
should  be  determined  by  The  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board,  instead  of 
by  the  Judge  of  the  County  in  which  the  land  and  property  are  situated. 

Now  the  said  The  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board,  having  taken  upon 
itself  the  burden  of  the  said  arbitration,  and  having  heard  and  duly  considered 
all  the  allegations  and  evidence  of  the  parties  hereto  respectively,  of  and  con- 
cerning the  said  matters  and  things  so  referred  to  its  arbitrament  as  aforesaid, 
doth  hereby  make  and  publish  its  finding  and  award  as  to  all  the  said  matters 
and  things  as  follows : 

The  Board  doth  find  and  award  the  compensation  to  he  made  and  paid  to 
the  applicants  in  respect  of  the  exercise  by  the  said  The  Hydro-Electric  Power 
Commission  of  Ontario  of  its  powers  as  aforesaid  beyond  any  advantage  which 
the  applicants  may  derive  from  the  contemplated  work  at  the  sum  of  $17.ofl6.39. 
The  Board  doth  further  find  and  award  that  the  said  The  Hydro-Electric 
Power  Commission  do  pay  to  the  applicants  their  costs  of  the  arbitration  as 
between  party  and  party,  to  be  taxed  on  the  Supreme  Court  scale  by  one  of  the 
Taxing  Officers  at  Osgoode  Hall,  and  that  the  said  Commission  do  pay  the  further 
sum  of  $50.00  in  Law  Stamps.

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Opinion  of  the  Boakd. 

Tliis  is  an  arbitrati'ou  held  pursuant  to  Section  29  of  the  Ontario  Public  Works 
Act.  The  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commisson  of  Ontario  desiring  to  expropriate 
certain  property  of  the  Applicants  situated  in  the  Town  of  Renfrew  took  the 
requisite  steps  to  that  end,  and  on  the  28th  day  of  May,  1914,  caused  to  be  regis- 
tered in  the  Registry  Office  for  the  Registry  Division  of  the  County  of  Renfrew 
a  plan  and  description  of  tlje  land  sought  to  be  expropriated.  The  effect  of  this 
under  Section  9  of  the  Commission's  Act  incorporating  certain  provisions  of  the 
Ontario  Public  Works  Act,  was  to  vest  the  said  property-  in  the  Crown. 

The  applicants  filed  detailed  inventories  of  the  property  expropriated,  number- 
ing some  2S  separate  items.  In  addition  a  claim  was  made  for  loss  of  profits 
for  the  years  1911  and  1915,  by  reason  of  disturbance  of  business  and  also  for 
the  good  will  of  the  business  carried  on,  on  the  premises  expropriated.  During 
the  course  of  the  arbitration  proceedings,  substantial  agreement  was  reaclued  by 
the  parties  upon  the  most  of  the  items  and  the  contestation  was  narrowed  down 
to  the  following  items  of  claim: 

1.  Land  on  the  south  side  of  the  Bonnechere  River. 

2.  Four  round  down  draft  kilns. 

3.  Loss  of  profits  for  the  years  1911  and  1915. 

4.  Bridge  spanning  the  Bonnechere  River. 

The  claim  of  compensation  for  good  will  was  practically  abandoned.     ' 
It  is  proper  for  the  Board  to  indicate  the  reasons  upon  which  it  based  its 
conclusion  as  to  the  value  of  each  of  these  items. 

1.  Land  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Bonnechere. 

This  is  a  parcel  of  land  which  was  bought  by  the  applicants  from  one,  George 
Ferguson,  in  the  year  1911  for  $1,600,  and  for  it  the  Apj^licants  now  claim  $12,000. 
It  comprises  some  19  acres  and  is  directly  across  the  river  opposite"  the  land  upon 
which  was  located  the  brick  yard  on  the  north  side  owned  by  Applicants,  and  which 
they  had  purchased  in  April,  1910.  The  clay  in  the  yard  on  the  north  side  was 
nearly  exhausted  and  the  parcel  on  the  south  side  was  bought  by  the  Applicants 
because  it  contained  clay  suitable  for  brick  making.  At  the  time  of  the  purchase 
in  1911  of  this  parcel  for  the  price  of  $1,600,  the  applicants  were  manufacturing 
bricks.  It  was  known  to  the  Vendor  that  they  wanted  it  because  the  clay  which 
it  bore  was  suitable  for  brick  making  and  that  their  clay  deposits  on  the  north 
side  were  approaching  exhaustion.  The  two  parcels  on  the  north  and  south 
sides  respectively,  were  connected  by  a  bridge  across  the  river  which  afforded' 
a  means  of  transit  between  them.  The  parcel  of  land  on  the  south  side  con- 
tained 19  acres  of  land — nine  acres  being  low-lying  land  contiguous  to  the 
river,  and  the  remainder  in  the  rear  rising  abruptly,  and  it  was  from  the  higher 
land  that  the  clay  had  been  mined  by  the  applicants  and  used  in  making  bricks. 

Expert  evidence  was  submitted  by  the  Applicants  and  Respondents  both  as 
to  the  extent  of  the  clay  deposit  and  its  value.  Mr.  Kribbs  for  the  Respondents 
was  of  opinion,  reached  after  boring  at  a  number  of  places,  that  the  nine  acres 
of  low-lying  land  contained  no  clay  suitable  for  brick  making  and  were  worth 
only  $75  per  acre  or  $675,  and  that  the  remaining  ten  acres  were"  worth  $300  per 
acre  or  $3,000;  in  all,  $3,675. 

For  the  Applicants,  Mr.  Crossly,  a  chemist,  testified  as  to  the  quality  of  the 
clay  and  its  adaptability  for  brick  making.  He  did  not  attempt  to  put  a  money 
value  on  the  parcel.     Mr.  Thomas  Henderson,  the  Treasurer  of  the  County,  and

a  former  owner  of  the  property  of  the  Applicants  on  the  north  side  of  the  river, 
and  a  brick  manufacturer  for  many  years,  estimated  the  value  of  the  clay  at 
$22,000  if  it  could  be  used  immediately — he  reached  this  conclusion  on  the  assump- 
tion that  there  vrere  217,800  cubic  3'ards  of  brick-making  clay  worth  10  cents  a 
cubic  yard.  Pressed  in  cross-examination  he  stated  that  he  did  not  value  it  at 
$21,700  but  that  if  he  were  manufacturing  1,500,000  bricks  a  year  $5,000  would 
be  all  he  would  feel  justified  in  paying  for  it.  The  output  of  the  brick  yard  as 
reported  by  the  Applicants'  accountant  varied  from  slightly  over  half  a  million 
brick  in  1910  to  about  1,000,000  brick  in  1913.  Obviously  the  less  the  annual 
output  of  bricks  and  the  longer  the  conversion  of  the  clay  deposit  into  money 
Avas  deferred,  the  less  the  present  value  of  the  property. 

Mr.  Hilliard,  a  resident  of  Eenfrew  and  a  practical  manufacturer  of  bricks 
and  owning  a  brick  yard  in  that  town,  thought  a  good  price  for  this  parcel  would 
be  $3,000,  on  the  assumption  that  there  were  ten  acres  of  brick-making  clay  land. 

In  view  of  the  evidence  above  summarized  and  the  character  and  extent  of 
the  business  operations  of  the  applicants  and  the  limited  market  open  to  their 
output  and  the  difficulty  of  extending  it  in  the  face  of  competing  plants,  the 
Board  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  $5,000,  the  sum  named  by  Mr.  Henderson, 
one  of  the  Applicants'  witnesses,  would  be  a  fair  allowance  for  this  land. 

2.  Four  Bound  Down  Draft  Kilns. 

For  these  the  Applicants  claimed  $5,000.  These  kilns  which  the  Board  viewed 
had  been  in  use  for  some  time — one  of  them  having  been  built  19  years  ago, 
another  16  years, ago,  one  10  years  and  one  eight  years  ago.  Mr.  Merkley,  for 
the  Applicants,  estimated  the  life  of  a  kiln  with  proper  foundation  at  30  or  40 
years,  and  considered  that  these  kilns  in  their  present  condition  are  worth  $1,050 
each  or  all  four  $4,200. 

Mr.  Kribbs  for  the  Eespondents  estimated  them  to  be  worth  $1,680  in  their 
present  condition.     Mr.  Henderson  thought  the  kilns  were  as  good  as  new. 

Mr.  Hilliard  for  the  Eespondents  states  that  down  draft  kilns  depreciated 
rapidly — he  thought  10  or  12  years  was  their  life  period. 

Adopting  Mr.  Kribbs'  estimate  of  the  life  period  of  25  years  and  the  cost 
of  a  kiln  at  $1,253  as  testified  with  some  detail  by  Mr.  Jamieson,  the  Board 
concluded  that  after  allowing  for  depreciation,  $2,200  would  be  a  fair  value  for 
the  four  kilns. 

3.  Lo.^s  of  Profits  for  the  Years  1914  and  1915. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Applicants  were  examined  by  an  accountant 
for  each  of  the  parties  who  presented  written  reports  and  also  testified  at  the 
hearing.  Prom  their  evidence  as  well  as  from  an  examination  of  the  books  by 
members  of  the  Board,  it  was  clear  that  they  had  not  been  accurately  kept  accord- 
ing to  the  custom  of  accountants.  Many  items  especially  debits  had  not  been 
entered  in  the  books  and  were  furnished  from  memory  by  the  Applicants  to  the 
accountants  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  latter  in  preparing  their  reports. 
The  report  of  ^Ir.  Macdonald,  the  auditor  of  the  applicants,  showed  that  the 
profit-  had  been  as  follows: 

For  the  year  1910  $788.60 

For  the  year- 1911  1,438.97 

For  the  year  1912  1,250.57 

For  the  Vear  19l;l  3,662.54

I  An  examination  of  the  accountant's  detailed  report  shows  that  in  reaching 
these  conclusions  nothing  is  allowed  for  plant  or  clay  depreciation;  that  for 
"  repairs,  supplies  and  oils ''  an  average  per  annum  of  some  $80  for  the  four 
years  only  was  allowed.  The  item  '*  travelling  and  office  expenses  "  averaged  for 
the  four  years  is  only  some  $30.  Only  $400  are  charged  as  salary  of  manager 
and  only  $180  a  year  is  charged  as  interest  on  an  investment  in  land  and  plant 
for  which  the  Applicants  claim  upwards  of  $25,000. 

The  accountant  for  the  Eespondent  reports,  giving  details,  a  net  profit  of 
only  $974.24  for  the  year  1913,  and  a  net  profit  of  $1,476.40  for  1914  in  a 
hypothetical  profit  and  loss  account  embraced  in  his  report. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Board  feels  that  it  would  not  be  warranted  in 
awarding  a  larger  sum  than  $1,800  for  loss  of  profits  for  the  year  1914. 

The  Board  is  of  opinion  that  the  -Applicants  are  not  entitled  to  claim  in 
respect  of  loss  of  profits  for  the  year  1915 ;  the  notice  of  expropriation  was  given 
in  May,  1914,  and  sufficient  time  was  given  the  applicants  to  procure  and  instal 
a  plant  in  time  to  begin  the  manufacture  of  bricks  in  the  spring  of  1915.  The 
evidence  satisfied  the  Board  that  a  suitable  site,  both  as  to  convenience  of  location 
and  quality  of  clay,  might  be  procured  for  a  reasonable  sum  in  Renfrew  or  its 
vicinity. 

4.  Bridge  Across  the  Bonnecliere  River. 

The  parties  agreed  upon  the  value  to  be  allowed  for  the  structure — $400 — 
but  differed  as  to  whether  or  not  it  passed  under  the  expropriation  proceedings. 
The  contention  of  Mr.  McGarry  was  that  the  bed  of  the  river,  across  which  this 
bridge  was  thrown,  was  vested  in  the  Crown  in  view  of  the  provision  of  Chaptta- 
31,  Section  2  of  E.S.O.,  1914,  and  that  the  erection  and  continuance  there  of  this 
bridge  was  unlawful  and  for  that  reason  the  bridge  was  not  properly  included  in 
the  inventory  of  property  passing.  The  Board  cannot  give  effect  to  this  con- 
tention even  conceding  the  Respondents'  assumption  that  the  river  bed  is  vested 
in  the  Crown.  The  bridge  is  a  suspension  bridge  hung  from  piers  on  either  side 
of  the  river  which  are  undoubtedly  affixed  to  the  lands  of  the  Applicants.  x\t  no 
point  is  the  bridge  or  any  of  its  members  affixed  to  land  other  than  land  of  the 
Applicants.  The  bridge  is  beyond  doubt  a  fixture  in  law  and  must,  therefore, 
pass  with  the  land  to  which  it  is  affixed.  The  Applicants,  so  far  as  was  made 
to  appear  to  the  Board,  have  not  been  disturbed  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  bridge 
as  established  and  used  by  them.  It  is  possible,  though  highly  improbable,  that 
the  Crown  might  intervene  adversely  to  the  maintenance  of  the  bridge  in  sttu 
but  that  fact  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  cannot  affect  the  soundness  of  its 
conclusion  that  the  bridge  being  affixed  solely  to  the  lands  of  the  Applicants  is  a 
part  of  those  lands  and  passes  with  them  to  the  Respondents  under  the  expropria- 
tion proceedings,  notwithstanding  any  incidental  disability  by  reason  of  its  sus- 
pension over  the  river  bed,  and  should  be  paid  for  by  them  at  the  sum  agreed  upon.

Report  ke  Toronto  Railway  Cars  with  Cross  Seats  and  Aisles. 

The  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board, 
Parliament  Buildings,   Toronto. 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  request  I  submit  the  following  report 
in  reference  to  the  sample  cars  which  the  Toronto  Railway  Company  have  equipped 
with  cross  seats  and  aisles,  in  view  of  the  complaints  against  their  summer  cars 
fitted  with  running  boards. 

The  arrangement  of  the  seats  in  these  cars,  is  shown  by  the  attached  blue 
prints,  which  show  the  available  space  and  seating  capacity  in  cars  of  the  type 
No.  738  and  2014.  I  understand  it  is  the  intention  that  these  cars  are  to  be 
used  as  summer  cars  with  the  windows  lowered.  Two  Standard  Convertible  cars 
have  also  been  fitted  with  shorter  cross  seats,  providing  an  aisle-way  on  the  open 
side  in  order  to  admit  of  passage  from  one  seat  to  another  without  the  necessity 
of  using  the  running  board. 

1  inspected  cars  No.  738  and  2014  and  had  an  opportunity  of  riding  in 
them  when  in  service,,  during  the  busy  hours.  The  width  of  the  aisle-ways  in 
these  cars  are  less  than  the  Standard  practice.  In  fact,  they  are  so  narrow  as 
not  only  to  make  it  inconvenient  for  passengers  moving  about  in  the  car,  but 
also  for  the  conductor  when  it  becomes  necessary  for  passengers  to  stand  in  the 
aisle.  Also,  the  seats  in  car  No.  2014  are  not  of  sufficient  length  to  give  the 
necessary  amount  of  space  which  should  be  provided  for  two  persons. 

I  have  also  inspected  open  cars  No.  1130  and  2016,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  arrangement  of  the  seats  providing  for  an ,  aisle  on  the  open  side  of 
these  cars  would  not  improve  matters  as  regards  safety,  and  at  the  same  time 
the  seating  capacity  would  be  considerably  reduced. 

The  proposed  plan  of  increasing  the  width  of  the  running  boards  and  fitting 
hand  grips  as  shown  on  the  plan  submitted  ])y  the  Company,  would  no  doubt  be 
an  improvement,  but  I  would  prefer  to  see  a  car  in  actual  service,  under  various 
conditions  of  traffic,  etc.,  before  expressing  an  opinion  as  to  how  far  the  danger 
complained  of  can  be  overcome  in  this  way. 

It  is  evident  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  provide  an  aisle-way  in  the  present 
open  cars  that  will  meet  requirements,  owing  chiefly,  to  the  limited  width  of  this 
type,  of  car.  Also,  the  convertible  cars  do  not  seem  well  adapted  to  be  operated 
without  the  running  board  and  as  closed  cars  in  summer,  as  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  the  opening  of  the  windows  in  the  removable  panels,  and  of  course 
these  panels  cannot  be  removed  with  the  present  arrangement  of  seats. 

In  order  to  provide  a  car  without  running  boards,  which  would  be  satisfactory 
for  summer  service,  it  would  be -necessary  to  either  reconstruct  the  present  con- 
vertible cars,  or  to  build  a  new  type. 

Attached  herewith  is  a  list  of  the  open  and  convertible  types  of  cars  of  the 
Toronto  Railway  Company,  on  which  is  given  the  number  and  width  of  each  type.

Report  Re  Experimental  Open  Car — Toronto  Railway.     . 

The  Ontario  Railway  and  ^Municipal  Board. 
Parliament  Buildings,  Toronto. 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  request  I  have  inspected  while  in 
operation  under  various  traffic  conditions,  the  open  car  Xo.  2006  which  is  being 
tried  out  by  the  Toronto  Railway  Company,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows : 

In  order  that  this  car  might  be  put  in  service  as  soon  as  possible,  the  Company 
was  obliged  to  use  for  cross  seats  some  rattan  seats  which  they  already  had  on 
hand,  and  when  fitting  up  more  cars  of  this  type  a  longer  seat  with  a  thinner 
back  would  be  used,  thus  allowing  more  space  which  should  admit  of  at  least 
one  additional  cross  seat. 

The  car  body  should  be  closed  from  the  floor  level  to  about  the  level  of  the 
seat,  in  order  to  afford  better  protection  in  bad  weather. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  car  will  prove  satisfactory  for  the  handling 
of  trafiic,  but  of  course  in  discarding  the  running  boards   and  providing  aisle 
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space,  the  seating  capacity  has  been  reduced  from  70  to  42  people.  Also  this 
type  of  car  cannot  be  loaded  and  unloaded  as  rapidly  as  the  car  with  running 
boards. 

It  would  be  advisable  for  more  of  these  cars  to  be  put  into  service  before 
it  is  decided  to  change  all  the  cars  under  construction,  in  order  to  ascertain  how 
they  would  appeal  to  the  public,  as  compared  with  the  open  cars  at  present 
being  operated.

Upon  the -application  of  the  said  Applicant  to  compel  the  said  Company  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  running  boards  on  its  open  or  summer  cars  and  to  provide 
an  aisle  in  such  cars  sufficiently  wide  to  allow  the  passage  of  the  conductor,  and 
upon  hearing  the  Applicant  and  Counsel  for  the  Respondents  and  the  Board 
having  been  investigating  the  open  or  summer  cars  in  use, on  the  Respondent 
Company's  Railway  and  having  instructed  its  Engineer,  Mr.  James  C.  Royce, 
to  examine  the  summer  cars  in  use  by  other  similar  Railway  Systems,  and  the 
said  Engineer  having  made  such  examination  and  having  filed  Reports  thereon, 
and  upon  consideration  of  such  Reports,  and  as  a  result  of  the  Board's  in- 
vestigations. 

The  Board  orders  that  the  running  boards,  or  long  side  steps,  as  at  present 
in  use  on  the  Respondent  Company's  open  or  summer  cars  be  discontinued,  and 
that  no  open  or  summer  car  having  a  running  board  or  boards  or  long  side 
steps  as  at  present  in  use  be  hereafter  operated  by  the  Respondent,  the  Toronto 
Railway   Company. 

And  the  Board  orders  that  the  Respondents,  the  Toronto  Railway  Company,

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Opinion  of  the  Boaed. 

This  is  au  appeal  by  the  Town  of  Midland  from  the  decision  of  His  Honour 
the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  the  County  of  Simcoe  upon  an  appeal  to  him  by 
the  Grand  Trunk  Eailway  Company  of  Canada  in  respect  of  its  assessment  for 
lands  only,  irrespective  of  buildings  thereon,  for  the  year  1914:.  The  assessment 
rolls  of  the  Town  show  that  the  Company  was  assessed  as  follows : 

Lands.     Buildings. 

Ward  1.     Quebec  Street  to  Corporation  limits,  125  acres    $110,000 

Ward  3.     King  Street  to  Quebec  St.,  20  acres 78,000 

Ward  1.     King  Street  to  William  St.,  11.22  acres 33,000        $5,000 


$251,000        $5,000 
Total  assessment  $256,000. 

The  Company  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Revision  with  the  result  that  its 
assessment  was  confirmed.  The  Company  then  appealed  to  the  County  Judge  who 
allowed  the  appeal  in  part,  and  fixed  the  assessment  of  the  Company  at  the  follow- 
ing figures:  it  being  conceded  that  the  area  assessable  in  Ward  1  is  110  acres,  not 
125  acres. 

Ward  1.     110    acres $66,000 

Ward  3.     20    acres    78,000 

Ward  1.     11.22  acpes 20,480 

Buildings - 5,000 

Total $169,480 

Prom  this  decision  the  Town,  alleging  under-valuatiou,  now  appeals  to  the 
Board,  and  the  Company  also  appeals  in  part  on  the  ground  of  over- valuation,  and 
in  part  on  the  ground  that  certain  of  the  property  is  not  assessable  in  the  Town. 
At  the  hearing  both  appeals  were  pressed  and  evidence  tendered  only  in  respect  of 
the  assessment  of  lands  in  Ward  1. 

Confining  the  scope  of  the  appeal  within  these  limits  it  is  proper  to  set  out 
here  the  character  of  the  lands  atfected.  They  comprise  land  above  the  original 
shore  line  of  Midland  Bay,  and  water  lots  or  land  covered  with  water;  a  part  of 
which  latter  has  been  filled  in.  The  lands  may  be  described  as  part  of  Lots  Xos. 
108  and  109,  formerly  in  the  First  Concession  of  the  Township  of  Tay,  and  the 
water  lot  abutting  Lot  Xo.  109  and  a  part  of  the  water  lot  abutting  on  Lot  Xo. 
108.  The  areas  of  these  various  parcels  as  computed  by  thq  Company's  engineer 
are  as  follows: 

Land  above  original  shore  line   34.98  acres. 

Water  lots — being  land  covered  with  water 56.44  acres. 

Land  formerly  covered  with  water  but  now  filled 

in 21.01  acres. 


Total 112.43  acres. 
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This  total  does  not  agree  with  the  total  acreage  above  given,  but  the  error  is 
against  the  Company  which  is  responsible  for  the  computation. 

Before  taking  up  the  question  of  the  valuation  of  these  lands  for  assessment 
purposes,  it  is  necessary  to  dispose  of  a  contention  raised  by  the  Company,  that  the 
water  lots  assessed  against  it  as  being  in  Ward  1,  are  not  situate  within  the  limits 
of  the  Town  of  Midland,  and  consequently  are  not  assessable  in  that  municipality. 
This  contention  was  raised  on  the  appeal  to  the  learned  County  Judge,  but  he 
declined  to  pronounce  upon  it.  In  support  of  this  contention  the  Company  has 
put  in  copies  of  the  patents  by  which  the  water  lots  were  respectively  granted  by 
the  Crown,  These  are  dated,  the  one  in  18?^,  and  the  other  in  1873,  and  describe 
the  lands  granted  generally,  as  water  lots  in  Midland  Bay  situate  in  rear  re- 
spectively of  Lots  Nos.  107,  108  and  109,  and  then  specifically,  by  metes  and 
bounds,  the  landward  limit  being  defined  as  "  following  the  various  ^turnings  and 
windings  of  the  said  Bay  "^  (meaning  Midland  Bay)  in  the  one  case  and  las 
"  following  the  various  windings  and  turnings  of  the  said  shore  line  "  (meaning 
the  shore  line  of  Midland  Bay)  in  the  other  case.  A  copy  of  the  plan  of  Wads- 
worth,  Unwin  and  Brown,  referred  to  in  the  patents,  is  an  exhibit  in  this  pro- 
ceedings, and  shows  that  on  their  landward  side  the  water  lots  followed  the  various 
turnings  and  windings  of  the  shore  line  of  Midland  Bay.  From  this  it  is  obvious 
that  the  Company's  water  lots  assessed  as  being  on  Ward  1  are  not  within  the 
limits  of  Lots  Nos.  108  and  109  above  named. 

In  further  support  of  its  contention  the  Company  has  put  in  a  copy  of  By-law 
No.  308  of  the  County  of  Simcoe,  passed  in  the  year  1878,  which  separated  the 
Village  of  Midland  from  the  Township  of  Tay,  and  formed  it  into  a  "separate 
corporation  under  the  style  and  title  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Village  of  ^lidland. 
Clause  1  of  the  By-law  defines  the  lands  which  should  comprise  the  new  corpor- 
ation, being  parts  of  certain  lots  in  the  First  and  Second  Concessions  of  the  Town- 
ship of  Tay,  including  the  east  half  of  Lot  No.  108,  and  the  east  half  of  Lot  No. 
109  in  the  First  Concession.     No  mention  is  made  in  the  By-law  of  water  lots. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  water  lots  assessed  as  in  Ward  1  are  situate  in  the 
rear  of  Lots  Nos.  108  and  109,  and,  therefore,  without  those  lots;  that  the  bound- 
aries of  the  Village  of  Midland  as  originally  formed  comprised  the  east  halves 
respectively  of  Lots  Nos.  108  and  109,  and  of  other  specified  lots,  according  to  the 
Township  survey ;  that  no  water  lots  are  enumerated  in  By-law  No.  308  as  forming 
part  of  the  new  village  corporation  thereby  constituted.  The  only  conclusion  to 
be  drawn  from  this  statement  of  fact  is  that  these  water  lots  were  not  within  the 
Village  of  Midland  as  originally  formed.  Mr.  Finlayson  virtually  admits  this  in 
his  argument,  but  suggests  that  by  statute  or  otherwise  the  boundaries  of  the 
Town  are  other  than  those  of  the  Village,  and  include  the  water  lots  in  question, 
thus  seeking  to  put  upon  tha  Company  the  burden  of  proving  the  negative,  that  no 
extension  of  the  boundaries  of  village  or  town  had  subsequently  taken  place. 

The  Board  has  had  perusal  of  the  Proclamation  issued  by  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  declaring  the  erection  of  the  Village  of  Midland  into  a 
Town.  It  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Provincial  Secretary,  and  bears  date  7th 
June,  1889,  and  contains  amongst  others  the  following  words :  "  And  we  direct 
that  the  existing  limits  of  the  said  Village  of  Midland  shall  be  the  boundaries  of 
the  said  Town  of  Midland."  On  file  with  the  original  Proclamation  is  a  map  or 
plan  of  the  proposed  Town,  and  forming  part  of  the  material  in  support  of  the 
petition  of  the  Village  praying  a  cliange  of  status.  This  plan  or  map  shows 
clearly  two  things:  (1)  That  the  areas  of  the  parts  of  Lots  Nos.  108  and  109  in 
the  First  Concession  included  in  the  proposed  Town — 40  acres  and  4G  acres 
4  R.ir. 
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respectively — are  the  precise  areas  of  the  parts  of  those  lots  comprised  in  the 
Village  as  defined  by  the  County  By-law  No.  308:  (3)  That  the  water  front  of 
the  proposed  Town  along  the  limits  of  Lots  ISTos.  108  and  109  follows  the  tortuous 
windings  and  turnings  of  th'e  shore  line  of  Midland  Bay,  and  does  not  exhibit  the 
right  lines  of  the  water  lots  as  shown  on  the  blue  prints  tendered  in  evidence. 
Clearly  the  limits  of  the  Town  as  defined  in  1889  along  the  rear  of  Lots  Nos.  108 
and  109,  arq  identical  with  those  of  the  Village  as  formed  in  1878,  and  they  do 
not  include  the  water  lots  assessed  as  in  Ward  1.  These  facts,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Board,  constitute  prima  facie  proof  that  the  water  lots  are  not  now  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Town.  In  this  position  of  the  proofs,  if  by  statute  or  otherwise, 
as  hinted  by  Mr.  Finlayson  in  his  argument,  changes  have  since  been  made  in  the 
boundaries  by  which  the  water  lots  have  been  brought  within  the  limits  of  the 
Town,  the  burden  is  upon  the  Appellant  to  show  that  such  is  the  case.  Having 
failed  to  discharge  this  burden,  the  Board,  on  the  evidence  before  it,  must  hold 
that  the  original  shore  line  of  the  Bay  along  the  rear  of  Lots  N"os.  108  and  109  is 
the  boundary  of  the  Town,  and  that  the  water  lots  of  the  Company — whether  filled 
in  or  otherwise— are  not  within  the  Town,  and  are  therefore  not  assessable  by  the 
municipality. 

There  is  left  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  as  so  established  SI. 9 8  acres  of 
land,  the  value  of  which  for  assessment  purposes  is  to  be  determined  on  this  appeal. 
Section  47  of  the  Assessment  Act  provides  a  special  code  for  the  assessment  of 
railways.  Under  subsection  (1)  the  Company  made  its  return  in  the  following 
terms: 

Right-of-way 10.57  acres. 

Vacant  land  not  in  actual  use  51.68  acres. 

Midland  station  yard    22.44  acres. 

Water  lots 55.22  acres. 


Total 139.91  acres. 

This  return  does  not  distinguish  the  lands  in  Ward  1,  with  their  statutory 
classification,  from  those  in  Wards  3  and  4,  with  which  latter  the  Board  is  now 
not  concerned.  The  Board,  therefore,  procured  the  Company  to  prove  and  file  a 
statement  exhibiting  its  lands  in  Ward  1  in  the  following  groups,  with  the 
assessable  area  of  each  group : 

(1)  Right-of-way  to  smelter  100  feet  wide 1.43  acres. 

(2)  Land  lying  south   of  lands   leased   to   Chew 

Bros 4.07  acres. 

(3)  Land  lying  west  of  right-of-way  to  smelter     16.23  acres. 

(4)  Land  under  lease  to  Chew  Bros 13.25  acres. 

Total 34.98  acres. 

Of  these  several  parcels  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  those  numbered  (1)  and 
(2)  are  properly  assessable  under  the  statute  as  "roadway,"  they  forming  the  site 
of  railway  sidings  and  serving,  equally  with  the  lands  occupied  by  the  Company's 
main  line,  the  purpose  of  a  "roadway."  Parcel  numbered  (3)  above  should,  it 
seems  to  the  Board,  be  assessed  as  "  vacant  land  not  in  actual  use  by  the  Com- 
pany."    The  parcel  numbered  (4),  occupied  by  Chew  Bros,  under  lease,  does  not 
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fall  into  any  of  the  statutory  classes — since  it  is  not  in  '"  actual  use  and  occupation 
by  the  Company  "  for  purposes  other  than  those  specifically  enumerated,  nor  is  it 
"  vacant  land  not  in  actual  use  by  the  Company."  This  parcel  should,  it  _seems  to 
the  Board,  be  assessed  at  its  ''  actual  value.*'" 

Taking  these  parcels  up  in  detail,  the  standard  fixed  by  the  statute  for  deter- 
mining the  assessable  value  of  the  ''  roadway '"'  of  a  railway  company  is  the 
average  value  of  land  in  the  locality.  The  material  for  determining  this  standard 
is  to  be  found  at  page  31  of  the  extended  notes  of  evidence,  where  there  is  set  out 
the  assessed  values  of  the  lands  in  the  several  Town  blocks  adjacent  to  the  Com- 
pany's lands,  and  stretching  from  the  southerly  limit  of  Ward  1  to  the  Town 
boundaries.  The  average  i^er  acre  of  these  values  is  $600,  and  this  the  Board 
adopts  as  the  basis  of  valuation  of  the  parcels  above  numbered  (1)  and  (2)  and 
properly  designated  '"  roadway."' 

The  parcel  above  numbered   (3j,  being  vacant  land  not  in  actual  use  by  the 
Company,  is  assessable  under  the  statute,  at  its  value  as  other  vacant  lands  are 
assessed.     The  Board  finds  that  the  vacant  lands  nearest  this  parcel  are  assessed 
as  follows:  lands  in  the  block  between  Virden  Street  and  the  Town  boundaries 
at  $335  per  acre;  lands  in  the  next  block  south  lying  between  Virden  and  Ontario 
Streets  at  $535  per  acre;  lands  in  the  next  block  south  lying  between  Ontario  and 
Victoria   Streets  at  $1,600.     In  view  of  the  values  of  these  lands  fixed  by  the 
Town  officials  for  assessment  purposes,  and  having  regard  to  the  position  of  the 
Company's  parcel  relatively  to  them  $600  per  acre  seems  a  fair  valuation  of  it  for 
assessment  purposes.     It  was  given  in  evidence  that  in  September,  1913,  the  Town 
purchased  a  block  of  land,  situate  between  Virden  and  Ontario  Streets  and  6th 
and  8th  Streets,  at  $1,000  an  acre  with  which  to  bonus  an  iron  industry.     Even 
if  this  parcel  were  well   bought   at  that   price — and  municipal  corporations   are 
seriously  handicapped  when  they  essay  the  purchase  of  real  estate  in  the  open 
market — and  if  the  Company's  parcel  is  of  approximately  equal  value,  the  Town 
cannot  complain  of  this  valuation,  in  view  of  the  statement  of  Mr.  Weston,  the 
Town  Clerk  and  a  former  assessor,  that  the  Town  assessment  does  not  exceed  sixty 
per  cent,  of  the  selling  value. 

Coming  now  to  the  parcel  numbered  (4)  comprising  some  13.25  acres,  which 
is  under  lease  to  Chew  Bros.,  the  Board  finds  great  difficulty  in  determining  its 
actual  value  by  reason  of  the  impossibility'  of  harmonizing  the  variant  facts  and 
opinions  submitted  in  evidence.     This  parcel,  with  other  lands  of  the  Company 
— in  all  26.3-10  acres — is  leased  to  Chew  Bros,  at  the  nominal  rental  of  $50  a 
year  and  taxes :  admittedly  the  Company  has  tlie  casual  advantage  arising  from 
the  freight  shipments  of  the  lessee  in  and  out.     Mr.  McGuiggan,  a  former  official 
of  the  Grand  Trunk,  stated  that  these,  with  the  adjoining  lands  of  the  Company, 
while  capable  of  being  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  a  railway  terminal,  were  subject 
to  such  inherent  disadvantages  that  on  his  advice  the  Company  some  years  ago 
preferably  established  its  terminal  at  Tiffin  where  it  purchased  some  350  acres  of 
land  at  some  $45  or  $50  per  acre.     Asked  as  to  the  value  of  this  parcel,  with  the 
adjoining  lands  of  the  Company,  Mr.  McGuiggan  stated  that  h4  did  not  consider 
it  of  any  value  at  all  when  he  abandoned  it  and  that  he  was  supported  in  that 
belief  by  the  President  of  the  road.       There  seems  to  be  little  activity  in  real 
•estate  in  the  Town,  as  noted  by  the  learned  Judge  in  the  judgement  appealed  from, 
and  Mr.  Finlayson  was  apparently  able  to  cite  only  one  recent  transaction  in  the 
-neighborhood  of  the  Company's  lands,  the  above  purchase  by  the  Town  of  lands 
'for  an  iron  industry. 
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On  the  other  hand  the  Town  Assessor  swears  that  $5,000  an  acre  is  a  low 
price  for  the  Company's  land  in  Ward  1.  Mr.  Weston,  the  Town  Clerk  and  a 
former  assessor,  testified  that  he  would  give  $3,000  an  acre  at  best.  Questioned 
by  Mr.  Kittson  he  answered  as  follows : 

Q. — Do  you  mean  the  whole  110  acres? 

A.— Yes. 

Q. — Water  and  all? 

A.— Yes. 

Q. — And  swamp? 

A.— Yes. 

This  indicates  that  in  Mr.  Weston's  opinion  the  entire  holding  of  110  acres. 
— of  which  56.1:4  acres  are  under  water — is  worth  $330,000.  This  valuation  by 
the  Town  officials  of  land  so  unproductive  to  its  oAvner,  in  a  town  of  the  attained 
position  of  Midland,  and  with  its  possibilities  for  the  future,  as  indicated  by  its 
recent  growth  in  assessment  and  population,  does  not  commend  itself  to  the  Board. 
Two  gentlemen,  one  the  Assessment  Commissioner  of  Port  Arthur,  and  the  other 
a  former  Assessment  Commissioner  of  Fort  William,  were  called  by  the  Town, 
and  testified  that  the  Company's  land  in  Ward  1,  including  the  water  lots,  is  worth 
$5,000  per  acre.  It  did  not  appear  that  these  gentlemen  had  any  knowledge  of 
local  values,  except  what  they  had  gathered  by  enquiry  for  the  purpose  of  quali- 
fying them  to  testify  on  this  appeal. 

Amid  this  diversity  of  opinion  the  Board  feels  compelled  to  adopt  the  assessed 
value  of  the  Playfair  Mill  site  as  affording  an  approximately  fair  standard  of 
valuation  for  its  purpose.  This  property  contains  25  acres,  has  a  water  frontage 
of  2,000  feet,  and  is  assessed  at  $2,000  an  acre.  The  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Weston, 
admitted  that  the  Playfair  property  was  the  more  valuable  by  twenty  per  cent., 
so  that  on  this  basis  $1,600  an  acre  would  be  the  a.5sessable  value  of  the  Chew  Bros, 
mill  site. 

Applying  the  above  determined  values  to  the  several  parcels,  the  following 
result  is  arrived  at:

The  Board  Orders  that  the  Assessment  Poll  for  Ward  1  be  amended  so  as  to 
give  effect  to  the  above  finding.  There  will  be  no  costs  to  either  party,  but  the 
Town  will  pay  $15.00,  in  Law  Stamps  on  the  Order.

Sir, — I  have  to  report  that  I  went  to  Hamilton  yesterday  morning  and 
examined  the  condition  of  Bay  Street  from  York  to  Stuart  Street.  I  was  ac- 
companied by  Mr.  Whitby,  Assistant  Engineer  to  Mr.  MacAllum,  and  by  Mr. 
Burns,  representing  the  Gas  Company,  who  have  a  frontage  on  Bay  Street  between 
Mulberry  and  Sheaffe  Streets,  and  Mr.  Kerr,  who  is  a  partner  in  Kerr  and  Coombs 
Foundry,  with  a  frontage  on  Bay  Street  between  A'ine  and  York  Street.  These 
two  gentlemen  representing  some  of  the  parties  who,  I  understand,  are  opposed 
to  the  paving  of  Bay  Street  at  present. 

I  "walked  from  York  Street  along  this  street  to  Murray  Street,  which  is  about 
320  ft.  from  Stuart  Street,  or  as  far  as  it  is  proposed  to  do  the  work.  Bay  Street 
is  in  a  very  poor  condition,  having  been  cut  up  by  the  laying  of  sewers,  one  of  which 
was  put  down  last  year.  The  macadam  surface  is  all  uneven  and  full  of  depres- 
sions for  water  to  stand  in,  and  I  should  think,  in  very  wet  weather,  it  would  be 
a  series  of  mud  holes.  I  should  jndge  there  has  been  very  little  repairing  done' 
for  years,  and  should  fancy  there  is  very  little  stone  left  in  some  portions.  When 
I  saw  it  yesterday  it  was  probably  in  as  good  condition  as  it  could  be,  and  it  is 
quite  evident  it  is  time  something  should  be  done  to  make  it  lit  for  use  as  it  is  one 
of  the  leading  streets,  and  in  this  respect  I  quite  agree  with  the  City  authorities, 
and  further,  I  think  they  are  quite  right  in  putting  permanent  improvements 
where  possible  instead  of  temporary  repairs.  The  total  distance  between  York 
and  Stuart  Streets  along  Bay  Street  will  be  about  2,800  ft.  with  a  width  of  30  ft. 
between  cur\-es.  The  City  proposes  to  pave  from  York  Street  to  Murray  Street 
with  asphalt  and  the  remaining  block  from  there  to  Stuart  Street  wdth  woody  on 
account  of  the  grade,  this  paving  being  safer  in  slippery  weather.  There  would, 
therefore,  be  about  2,500  ft.  of  asphalt  paving  and  about  320  ft.  of  wood. 

A  large  frontage  from  York  Street  on  the  west  side  of  Bay  Street  is  taken  up 
by  the  Kerr  and  Coombs  Foundry,  and  two  or  three  blocks  further  north  by  the 
brewery,  after  which  there  are  small  private  houses  in  lots,  probably  with  a 
frontage  of  18  or  20  ft.  as  far  as  the  block  between  Colborne  and  Barton  Streets, 
which  is  largely  taken  up  by  the  offices  of  the  Hamilton  Bridge  Works.  From 
Barton  to  Stuart  Street  there  are  small  houses  as  above  described,  a  number  of 
which,  I  understand,  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Toronto  Dwellings,  Limited,  for 
the  Canadian  Northern  Eailway,  whose  line  is  projected  to  cross  Bay  Street 
between  Barton  and  Murray  Streets.  The  houses  on  the  west  side,  I  am  told,  are 
owned  chiefly  by  the  parties  living  in  them  with  the  above  exception.  The  east 
side  of  the  street  consists  of  similar  houses  all  the  way  along,  except  where  the  Gas 
Company  have  their  property  between  Sheaffe  and  Mulberry  Streets.  I  under- 
stand these  are  occupied  mostly  by  tenants,  the  owners  living  in  other  parts  of 
the  City. 

According  to  the  figures  furnished  me  by  the  Engineer,  the  cost  of  the  wood 
block  paving  would  be  $3.30  per  sq.  yard,  of  which  the  City  would  pay  20  per  cent., 
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leaving  80  per  cent.,  or  ^2.6 i:  plus  31  per  cent,  for  financial  expenses,  or  total  cosi 
to  the  property  owner  of  $3.46  per  sq.  yard  spread  over  ten  years.  The  asphalt 
paving  would  cost  the  property  owner  on  the  same  condition  $1.99  per  sq.  yard. 
These  costs  include  concrete  base  and  all  complete.  To  repair  with  macadam, 
to  make  a  good  job,  would  cost  $1.10  per  sq.  yard,  but  this  comes  out  of  the  City's 
General  Fund  and  would  not  be  charged  against  the  property  owners  of  that 
street  alone,  but  would  be  borne  by  the  whole  City.  This  might  last  without 
repairs  some  three  or  four  years  but  sooner  or  later  would  again  be  a  source  of 
trouble. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  best  method  of  arriving  at  a  fair  conclusion  in  this 
matter  would  be  for  your  Board  to  examine  the  Assessment  Sheets  in  the  City 
Hall,  or  secure  copies  of  these,  and  from  them  obtain  the  value  of  the  properties 
interested,  and  also  inquire  into  the  standing  of  the  owners.  I  understand  some 
of  them  are  very  well  off,  and  it  would  not  be  a  hardship,  but  of  course  I  am  not 
able  to  give  your  Board  any  information  as  to  this,  merely  offering  the  suggestions, 
which  seems  to  me  the  fairest  way  of  forming  a  conclusion. 

I  must  say  that  I  did  not  see  much  traffic  on  Bay  Street  while  I  was  there, 
which,  I  suppose,  was  about  an  hour;  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  argued  that  traffic 
.  avoids  this  street  at  present  and  goes  along  the  next  one  west.  It  may  be  that  this 
is  the  case,  or  that  I  did  not  happen  to  be  there  when  it  was  much  used. 

I  do  not  think  I  can  add  any  more  information  that  Tvould  assist  your  Board 
in  deciding  this  question,  except  that  I  think  all  those  persons  I  saw  to-day  are 
agreed  that  something  must  be  done  to  this  street  to  make  it  fit  for  use,  but  they 
differ  in  opinion  as  to  how  it  shall  be  done,  and  this  is  the  point  to  be  decided, 
and  I  believe  an  investigation  of  the  assessments  would  greatly  assist  your  Board 
in  doing  so.

Opinion   of   the   Boaed. 

These  are  appeals  by  the  above  named  Appellants  from  the  decision  of  His 
Honour  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  the  County  of  Essex  upon  two  certain 
appeals  to  him  from  the  Court  of  Revision  of  the  Township  of  Maidstone.  A 
formal  objection  was  taken  by  Counsel  for  the  Township  Corporation  that  notice 
of  appeal  was  not  given  in  either  case  within  the  time  fixed  by  statute,  and 
that  therefore  both  appeals  fell  to  the  ground.  As  the  facts  in  the  two  cases 
are  identical,  with  an  exception  to  be  noted  hereafter,  the  appeals  were  argued 
and  may  now  be  disposed  of  together. 

A  code  of  procedure  for  the  launching  of  appeals  and  their  hearing  by 
the  Board  is  set  out  in  the  Assessment  Act.  This  is  effected  under  Section  80 
(4)  by  incorporating  by  reference  the  group  of  sections — 72  to  79 — applicable 
on  appeals  to  the  County  Judge  from  the  Court  of  Revision.  The  provision 
relevant  to  this  case  is  found  in  Section  72,  sub-section  (2)  which  enacts  that 
"  the  person  appealing  shall,  in  person  or  by  his  solicitor  or  agent,  serve  upon 
the  clerk  of  the  municipality  within  five  days  after  the  date  herein  limited 
for  the  closing  of  the  Court  of  Revision,  or  in  case  the  Court  shall  sit  to  hear 
appeals  after  the  said  date  then  within  five  days  after  the  closing  of  the  Court, 
a  written  notice  of  his  intention  to  appeal  to  the  County  Judge."  This  pro- 
vision must  be  interpreted  and  applied  mutatis  mutandis — reading  the  words 
"  date  of  the  closing  of  the  Court "  as  equivalent  to  the  date  of  delivery  of  judg- 
ment by  the  County  Court  Judge.  As  this  judgment  was  not  delivered  in  open 
court,  it  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  pronounced  or  delivered  until  the  parties 
were  notified  of  it.  Fawkes  vs.  'Swayzie,  31  O.R.  at  p.  261.  See  also  in  re 
Moore  v.  Parquhar,  15  C.L.T.Occ.  Notes  103. 

The  relevant  dates  are  the  following,  all  in  the  year  1914: 

14th  October — Date  of  judgment  of  the  County  Court  Judge. 

21st   October — Notice   of   judgment  mailed  by  Township    Clerk  to   each   of 
the  appellants  and  to  Mr.   Coburn. 

22nd  October — Clerk's  notice  received  by  Mr.  Coburn. 

23rd  October — Clerk's  notice  received  by  Appellant  Stover. 

27th  October — Clerk's  notice  received  by  Appellant  Russell. 
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28tli  October — Xotice  of  appeal  by  each  appellant  served  on  Mr.  Rodd  and 
mailed  in  registered,  enclosure  prepaid  to  Township  Clerk. 

30th  October — Xotices  of  appeal  received  by  Township  Clerk. 

Bearing  these  dates  in  mind,  the  first  question  to  be  determined  is  the  date 
from  which  the  statutory  five  days  period  commenced  to  run,  that  is,  as  concluded 
by  the  above  case  Fawkes  v.  Swayzie,  the  date  on  which  the  appellants  were 
notified  of  the  judgment  appealed  against.  If  this  date  is  the  date  of  receipt 
l)y  Mr.  Coburn  of  the  Township  Clerk's  notice  of  the  judgment,  then  time  ran 
from  the  22nd  October :  if  from  the  actual  receipt  of  the  Clerk's  notice  by  the 
appellants  then  the  time  ran  from  the  23rd  and  27th  October  respectively.  The 
statute  does  not  in  express  terms  impose  the  duty  on  the  Township  Clerk  of 
communicating  the  decision  of  the  County  Judge  to  the  parties  interested  when 
such  decision  is  not  delivered  in  open  Court.  There  is  nothing  in  the  Assessment 
Act.  for  instance,  equivalent  to  the  provision  found  in  Section  121  of  the  Division 
Courts  Act,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  notify  the  parties  or  their  agents 
of  the  judgment  by  registered  post.  The  Township  Clerk  did,,  however,  mail  a 
notice  not  only  to  Mr.  Coburn  who  had  acted  for  the  appellants  on  the  hearing 
of  both  appeals  before  the  County  Court  Judge,  but  also  directly  to  each  of  the 
appellants.  The  Board  is  of  opinion  that  the  notice  to  Mr.  Coburn  was  ineffective 
as,  failing  proof  to  the  contrary,  his  retainer  must  be  regarded  as  at  an  end 
when  judgment  was  delivered  by  the  County  Court  Judge.  Such  being  the 
case  obviously  he  had  no  authority  to  accept  service  of  the  notice  on  behalf  of 
the  appellants,  and  service  of  such  notice  on  him  was  inoperative  to  bind  them. 
In  the  case  The  Queon  v.  The  Justices  of  Oxfordshire  (1893)  2  Q.B.  149  it  was 
sought  to  uphold  service  of  a  notice  of  appeal  against  an  affiliation  order  which 
had  been  served  upon  the  solicitor  who  appeared  for  the  Mother  on  the  hearing 
of  the  application  for  the  order  at  petty  sessions,  and  who  had  accepted  service 
on  her  behalf.  The  Court  held,  however,  that  the  solicitor's  retainer  came  to 
an  end  upon  the  making  of  the  order,  and  that  he  had,  therefore,  no  authority 
to  accept  service  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  and  there  was  no  valid  service  of  such 
notice  on  him. 

Failing  to  affect  the  appellants  by  the  notice  served  on  Mr.  Coburn,  when 
were  they  notified  of  the  judgment  ?  The  Board  conceives  the  word  '"'  notified " 
as  used  in  the  case  Fawkes  t.  Swayzie  above  cited  to  mean  actual  notice  resulting 
in  such  knowledge  of  the  judgment  a.s  would  have  been  imputed  to  the  appellants 
had  it  been  pronounced  in  open  Court.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  pertinent  to  pursue 
the  arguments  of  Counsel  as  to  the  sufficiency  or  otherwise  of  the  post  office 
addresses  to  which  the  notices  were  mailed;  since  the  statute  imposes  no  duty 
on  the  Township  Clerk  to  notify  an  appellant  by  mail  or  otherwise,  of  the  Judge's 
decision,  nor  is  there  a  duty  imposed  by  statute  on  the  appellant  to  declare  his 
address  to  which  such  a  notice  may  be  mailed.  However,  the  notices  were  addressed, 
the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  the  appellants  were  not  notified  of  the  judgment 
until  the  notices  reached  them.  The  several  affidavits  of  the  appellants  fix 
the  dates  of  receipt  by  them  respectively  as  the  23rd  and  2Tth  of  October.  In 
each  case  this  date  being  the  terminus  a  quo,  did  these  appellants  or  either  of 
them  effectively  appeal  within  the  period  of  five  days  fixed  by  statute?  In  the 
case  of  the  appellant  Russell  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  his  notice  of  appeal — 
received  by  the  Township  Clerk  on  the  30th  October— was  in  time.  In  the  case 
of  the  appellant  Stover  the  same  conclusion  seems  inadmissible.  The  words  used 
in  the  statute  are  ''serve  upon"  the  Clerk.     These  words,  as  was  held  of  their 
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equivalent  '"serve  ou ''  do  not  connote  i)ersonal  service  (Exp.  Partingill  (1892) 
1  Q.  B.  15:  K.  V,  Leicester  Freemen  15  Q.  B.  671).  The  notice  of  appeal  would 
have  been  well  served  if  it  had  reached  the  Township  Clerk  through  the  mail 
within  the  statutory  period  of  five  days.  Merely  depositing  the  notice  in  the 
post  office  within  the  statutory  period  is  not  sufficient.  Where  the  Legislature 
intends  that  service  of  process  may  be  effected  by  post  it  declares  its  intention 
in  general  or  specific  terms  {In  re  McGrath  24  Q.  B.  D.  466).  But  the  Assess- 
ment Act  neither  generally  nor  specifically  authorizes  this  notice  to  be  served 
by  mailing  it  to  the  Clerk.  Having  adopted  this  method  of  service,  wanting  in 
statutory  sanction,  it  is  incumbent  on  a  party  seeking  to  uphold  its  sufficiency,  to 
show  that  in  fact  the  notice  reached  the -Clerk  in  due  time.  The  testimony  of 
the  Clerk  is  that  it  reached  him  on  the  30th  October — two  days  late. 

In  the  result  an  Order  will  issue  dismissing  the  appeal  of  Stover,  but  the 
appeal  of  Eussell  will  stand  for  hearing. 

There  will  be  no  costs  to  either  party,  but  the  Appellant  Stover  will  pay 
$10.00,  the  fee  in  Law  Stamps  on  the  Order  in  his  case.

(4)  That  the  charge  for  each  conversation  or  message  of  three  minutes 
duration  interchanged  between  the  subscribers  of  the  Applicants  and  Eespondents 
and  the  Scotch  Corners  Telephone  Company  shall  be  Eive  Cents,  which  amount 
shall  be  payable  to  the  system  upon  which  such  conversation  or  message  terminates.

This  is  an  application  under  Section  255  of  ''The  Ontario  Railway  Act." 
for  an  Order  directing  Company  to  provide  Sanitary  Conveniences  on  all  its 
passenger  cars.  The  Respondent's  Railway  is  an  Electric  Railway  laid  in  part 
on  a  private  right  of  way  but  mainly  on  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  and 
adjoining  Municipalities  under  agreements  with  them.  The  Board  held  a  sitting 
at  the  Village  of  Grimsby  on  the  15th  February,  1915,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
evidence,  and  at  its  conclusion  indicated  that  an  Order  would  issue  as  asked 
by  the  Applicants.  On  the  20tli  February  the  Solicitors  for  the  Company  wrote 
the  Board  raising  the  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  to  make  the  pro- 
posed Order,  on  the  ground  that  the  Railway  was,  for  reasons  set  out  in  the  letter, 
under  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada.  Upon  this  the 
Board  appointed  Tuesday,  the  9th  March  last,  at  its  Chambers  in  Toronto  for 
argument  of  the  question  so  raised  and  notice  of  the  appointment  was  given  to 
all  persons  in  interest. 

On  the  return  of  the  appointment  only  the  Company  was  represented.  It 
then  appeared  that  the   Company  was   incorporated  ])y   an   Act  of  the   Ontario 
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Legislature,  being  Chapter  95  of  the  Ontario  Statutes  of  1892.  In  the  exercise 
of  its  Corporate  powers  the  Eespondent  has  constructed  and  is  operating;  some 
twent}^-t^TO  miles  of  Eailway  extending  from  Hamilton  to  Beamsville  through  tlic 
Village  of  Grimsby.  The  railway  is  a  purely  local  work  or  undertaking  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  93,  Subsection  (10)  of  "The  British  North  America 
Act.'"  It  further  appeared  that  by  order  of  the  Eailway  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council  of  Canada,  dated  28th  January,  1895,  the  Committee  approved  of  the 
place  and  mode  of  crossing  by  the  Eailway  of  the  Eespondents,  The  Hamilton, 
Grimsby  and  Beamsville  Electric  Eailway  Company,  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Eail- 
way on  Main  Street  East  in  the  City  of  Hamilton,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
as  shown  on  Plans  and  Profiles  on  file  with  the  Committee.  The  crossing  a.< 
approved  was  made  shortly  afterwards. 

Upon  these  facts  it  is  contended  by  the  Eespondent  that  after  the  crossing 
so  approved  was  made  its  Eailway  came  under  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  by  force  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  306  and  307  of 
"The  Eailway  Act,"  as  enacted  in  1888.     These  sections  read  as  follows: — 

"  306.  The  Intercolonial  Eailway,  the  Grand  Trunk  Eailway,  the  North 
Shore  Eailway,  the  Northern  Eailway,  the  Hamilton  and  North-western  Eailway, 
the  Canada  Southern  Eailway,  the  Great  Western  Eailway,  the  Credit  Valley 
Eailway,  the  Ontario  and  Quebec  Eailway.  and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Eailway, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  works  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada,  and  each 
and  every  branch  line  or  railway  now  or  hereafter  connecting  with  ot  crossing  the 
said  lines  of  railway,  or  any  of  them,  i?  a  work  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada. 

307.  Every  such  railway  and  branch  line  shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  the 
legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada:  but  the  provisions  of  any 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  any  Province  of  Canada,  passed  prior  to  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  relating  to  any 
such  railway  or  branch  line,  and  in  force  at  that  date,  shall  remain  in  force  so 
far  as  they  are  consistent  with  any  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  passed 
after  that  date." 

These  sections  were  in  force  at  the  time  the  Crossing  was  made  pursuant 
to  the  Order  of  the  Eailway  Committee  and  continued  in  force  till  1903  when 
"  The  Eailway  Act "  was  revised  and  radical  changes  were  made  in  the  law. 

The  Board  cannot  adopt  the  contention  of  the  Eespondent.  A  consideration 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Eailway  Act,  dealing  specifically  with  railway  crossings 
and  junctions,  as  that  Act  was  at  the  time  of  the  transactions  in  question,  leads 
the  Board  to  the  conclusion  that  the  words  "  Each  and  every  branch  line  or  railway 
now  or  hereafter  connecting  with  or  crossing  the  said  lines  of  railway,"  as  used 
in  Section  306,  do  not  extend  to  and  include  Street  Eailways  or  Electric  Eailways 
constructed  under  Provincial  authority.  To  hold  the  contrary  view  would  have 
consequences  so  far  reaching,  placing  as  it  would,  under  Dominion  jurisdiction, 
without  enquiry  or  consideration  of  its  special  circumstances,  every  railway  con- 
structed under  Provincial  authority  which  connected  with  or  crossed  a  Federal 
railway  between  the  years  1888  and  1903.  that  the  Board  cannot  adopt  it  without 
the  most  cogent  and  convincing  proof  that  such  was  the  intention  of  Parliament. 

In  the  Eailway  Act  of  1888  there  is  found  a  group  of  sections  numbered 
173  to  177  (both  inclusive)  which  deal  with  "  Eailway  Crossings  and  Junctions." 
Section  173,  as  enacted  by  56  Victoria,  Cap.  27,  Section  1,  reads  as  follows: — 

5    E,M. 
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"  173.  The  railway  of  any  company  shall  not  he  crossed,  intersected,  joined 
or  united  by  or  with  any  other  railway,  nor  shall  any  railway  be  intersected  or 
crossed  by  any  street  railway,  electric  railway  or  tramway,  whether  constructed 
under  Dominion  or  Provincial  or  Municipal  authority  or  otherwise,  unless  the 
place  and  mode  of  the  proposed  crossing,  intersection,  or  junction  or  union,  are 
first  approved  by  the  Railway  Committee,  on  application  therefor — of  which 
application  ten  clear  days'  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  by  the  party  or  com- 
pany desiring  the  approval,  such  notice  to  be  sent  by  mail  addressed  to  the  presi- 
dent, general  manager,  managing  director,  secretary,  or  superintendent  of  the 
company  whose  railway  is  to  be  so  crossed,  intersected,  joined  or  united;  and 
in  the  case  of  crossing  by  street  railways-,  electric  railways  or  tramways  respectively, 
the  Railway  Committee  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  all  respects  as  to  the  pro- 
tection of  such  crossing  and  otherwise  as  are  given  the  Railway  Connnittee  by 
this  Act  in  regard  to  one  railway  crossing  another.'" 

It  must  be  concluded  from  this  that  it  was  in  the  contemplation  of  Parliament 
that  ''  the  railway  of  any  Company ''  that  is,  by  force  of  the  section  defining  the 
application  of  the  Act,  the  railway  of  a  Company  within  the  legislative  authority 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  might  be  crossed  by  either  of  two  classes  of  works: 
first,  by  "  any  other  railway,"  secondly,  ''  by  any  street  railway,  electric  railway 
or  tramway  whether  constructed  under  Dominion,  Provincial  or  Municipal  author- 
ity or  otherwise."     Clearly  the  words  '^the  railway  of  any  Company  shall  not 

be  crossed by  any  other  railway '"'  did  not.  in  the  view  of  Parliament, 

include  a  crossing  of  a  Federal  railway  by  a  street  railway  or  an  electric  railway 
constructed  under  Provincial  authority,  otherwise  the  inclusion  of  the  subsequent 
words  dealing  with  such  a  crossing  would  be  insensible.  Furthermore,  the  con- 
cluding paragraph  of  Section  173,  defining  the  powers  of  the  Railway  Committee 
as  to  the  protection  of  Crossings,  leaves  no  room  for  doubt  that  Parliament 
differentiates  between  works  designated  by  the  unqualified  term  "  railway "  and 
those  intended  by  the  terms  "  Street  railway '"'  and  '"'  Electric  railway  "  and  treats 
the  latter  as  in  a  class  by  themselves. 

Section  177  of  the  above  group  of  sections,  which  reads  as  below,  shows  that 
in  legislating  with  reference  to  "  Railway  Crossings  and  Junctions,"  Parliament 
treated  as  generally  distinct  a  Railway  Company  incorporated  by  the  Legislature 
of  any  Province. 

"  177.  Every  railway  company  incorporated  l)y  any  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  any  Province  which  crosses,  intersects,  joins  or  unites  with  any  railway  within 
the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  or  which  is  crossed,  or 
intersected  by,  or  joined  or  united  with  any  such  railway  shall,  in  respect  of 
such  crossing,  intersection,  junction  and  union,  and  all  matters  preliminary  or 
incident  thereto,  be  deemed  to  be,  and  be,  within  the  legislative  authority  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada,  and  subject  in  respect  thereof  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

Here  Parliament  assumes  jurisdiction  over  a  Provincial  Company  whose 
railway  crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a  Dominion  railway  and  defines  the  extent  to  which 
its  jurisdictional   status   is   affected   thereby,   and   that   is   "  in    respect   of   such 

crossing and  matters  preliminary  and  incidental  thereto."     To  what 

extent  such  Provincial  railway  is  declared  to  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  "  The 
Railway  Act "  of  Canada ;  and  applying  the  canon  of  interpretation  expressio 
unius  est  exclusio  alterius,  we  are  warranted  in  concluding  that  to  no  greater  extent 
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is  there  any  displacement  of  Provincial  by  Federal  jurisdiction.  It  thus  appears 
that  when  Parliament  intended  that  its  legislation  in  respect  of  "  Railway  crossings 
and  junctions "  should  apply  to  street  railways,  electric  railways  or  railways 
constructed  under  Provincial  authority,  it  expressly  mentioned  them  under  such 
designation,  and  in  the  case  of  the  latter  defined  the  extent  to  which  the  Pro- 
vincial jurisdiction  should  be  displaced  by  the  paramount  Federal  authority. 
The  Board  is  not  now  concerned  with  the  question  as  to  how  far  such  latter 
legislation  is  intra  vires  of  the  Dominion  Parliament,  in  view  of  recent  decisions 
by  the  Court  of  last  resort,  but  seeks  merely  to  discover  the  expressed  intention 
of  Parliament. 

When  it  is  contended  that  Sections  306  and  307  of  "The  Railway  Act" 
apply  to  the  Respondent's  railway — an  electric  railway,  a  street  railway,  constructed 
under  Provincial  authority — and  that  by  reason  of  its  crossing  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  in  1895  it  thereafter  became  subject  to  the  exclusive  legislative  authority 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  one  searches  these  sections  in  vain  for  the  above 
indicia  of  intention  that  they  shoul(i  have  such  an  application.  The  words  used 
in  these  sections  are  general  and  should  not  be  extended  in  their  application  to 
cases  already  specially  provided  for  unless  an  intention  that  this  should  be  done 
is  manifested,  in  explicit  language.  At  pp.  263-4  of  "  Maxwell  on  the  Inter- 
pretaton  of  Statutes,"  4th  Ed.,  the  scope  and  method  of  application  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  interpretation  here  invoked  is  thus  summarized :  '"  A  general  later  law  does 
not  abrogate  an  earlier  special  one  by  mere  implication.  Generalia  specialibus 
non  derogant :  the  law  does  not  allow  the  exposition  to  revoke  or  alter  by  con- 
struction of  general  words  any  particular  Statute  where  the  words  may  have 
their  proper  operation  without  it.  It  is  usually  presumed  to  have  only  general 
cases  in  view  and  not  particular  cases  which  have  been  already  otherwise  provided 

for  by  the  Special  Act Having  already  given  its  attention  to  the 

particular  subject  and  provided  for  it,  the  Legislature  is  reasonably  presumed 
not  to  intend  to  alter  that  special  provision  by  a  subsequent  general  enactment, 

unless  that  intention  is  manifested  in  explicit  language The  general 

Statute  is  read  as  silently  excluding  from  its  operation  the  cases  which  have  been 
provided  for  by  the  Special  one."'  Although  in  the  foregoing  citation  the  above 
maxim  is  treated  in  its  application  to  an  earlier  and  a  later  Statute — -the  one 
general  and  the  other  special — the  principle  of  interpretation  involved  seems  equally 
applicable  when  one  is  called  upon  to  co-ordinate  several  provisions  of  the  same 
Statute,  some  special  and  others  general.  The  Board  is  of  opinion  that  Sections 
306  and  307  do  not  apply  to  such  a  railway  a>  the  Respondent's  with  the  result 
of  placing  it,  for  all  purposes,  under  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  upon  its  crossing  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  but  that  the  ultimate 
consequences  to  it  of  such  crossing  is  defined  in  Section  177  and  as  to  all  other 
matters  than  those  there  enumerated  it  continues  under  the  legislative  authority 
of  the  Province.  As  indicated  at  the  Hearing  on  the  15th  February,  an  Order  of 
the  Board  will  issue  directing  the  Respondent  to  provide  sanitary  conveniences 
for  the  use  of  passengers  on  all  its  passenger  cars. 

An  interesting  discussion  of  the  constitutional  question  arising  on  this 
application  is  to  be  found  in  "  Hansard  "  of  the  Session  1906-7. 

The  Board  was  referred  to  the  case,  The  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of 
Canada  v.  Hamilton  Radial  Electric  Railway  Company,  29  O.R.,  143,  decided  in 
1897.  For  the  determination  of  the  question  arising  in  this  action  it  was  not 
necessary   to   do   more   than   hold   that   jurisdiction   to   order   the    crossing   of   a 
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Dominion  by  a  Provincial  railway  resided  in  the  Railway  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council  of  Canada.  As  to  this  there  is  no  dispute  since  such  an  order  may  be 
supported  either  by  the  express  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  above  considered 
or  by  the  doctrine  of  incidental  powers,  elaborated  by  the  Court  of  last  resort. 
The  finding  of  the  Board  is,  therefore,  in  accord  with  the  decision  of  Mr.  Justice 
Street  so  far  as  he  was  called  upon  to  interpret  this  legislation  by  the  precise 
issue  before  him.

And  the  Board  orders  that  the  Respondent  do  pay  the  sum  of  $30,00  for 
law  stamps  on  this  Order  and  reserves  further  direction  and  Order  herein.

In  the  Matter  of  tJie  Petition  of  W.  A.  Kemp,  et  al,  under  Subsection  2  of  Sec- 
tion 9  of  the  "  Local  Improvement  Act,"  as  enacted  by  Section  42  of  the  "  Statute 
Law  Amendment  Act,  1914,"  in  respect  of  the  pavement  of  Koxborough  Street  East 
in  the  City  of  Toronto. 

Opinion  of  the  Boai^d. 

This  is  an  Application  under  Subsectioii  (2)  of  .Section  9  of  The  Local  Im- 
provement Act,  as  enacted  by  4  Geo.  V.,  c.  21,  s.  42„ which  became  operative  on  tbe 
1st  of  May,  1914.  Oltjection  was  made  to  the  Board's  entertaining  the  application 
on  two  grounds :  ( 1 )  that  the  above  subsection  was  passed  subsequently  to  the  exe- 
cution of  the  work,  and  was  not  retroactive,  and  (2)  that  before  the  application, 
was  made  the  work  had  been  fully  executed,  and  a  special  assessment  roll  had  been 
prepared,  and  a  Sitting  of  the  Court  of  Division  had  been  held  for  imposing  the. 
Assessment,  although  the  Court  has  not  as  yet  confirmed  the  assessment  roll. 

The  relevant  facts  are  as  follows : 

On  the  16th  June,  1911,  under  Section  11  of  the  Local  Improvement  Act, 
notice  was  given  to  the  applicants  by  the  corporation  of  its  intention  to  construct 
a  24  foot  macadam  roadway,  with  concrete  curbing  and  brick  gutters,  on  a  portion 
of  East  Eoxborongh  Street  as  a  local  improvement,  and  to  specially  assess  a  parii 
of  the  cost  upon  the  land  abutting  directly  upon  the  work.  The;  notice  contained, 
the  particulars  of  cost  required  by  the  Act,  and,  furthermore,  intimated  that  ner- 
sons  desiring  to  petition  against  undertaking  the  work  should  do  so  on  or  before 
the  21st' July,  1911,  subsequently  a  petition  was  presented  to  Council  by  the  appli- 
cants protesting  against  the  work. 

On  or  about  7th  September,  1911,  a  notice  was  served  by  the  corporation  on  the 
petitioners  to  the  effect  that  the  City  Engineer  had  reported  that  the  construction 
of  a  24  foot  macadam  roadway  with  concrete  curbing  and  brick  gutter<i  was  desir- 
able and  necessary  on  the  portion  of  East  Eoxborough  Street  named  :  that  the  Coun- 
cil had  power  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  to  pass  a  by-law  to  undertake 
the  work,  notwithstanding  any  petition  or  protest  against  the  same,  and  that  the 
lands  to  be  specially  assessed  consisted  of  all  real  property  fronting  or  abutting  on 
the  proposed  work.  The  notice  contained  the  particulars  of  cost  required  by  the 
Act,  and  intimated  that  a  by-law  to  undertake  the  ■work  would  be  considered  by  the 
Council  at  a  meeting  on  the  18th  September,  1911,  and  that  at  such  meeting  all 
property-holders  affected  by  the  work  would  have  the  right  to  be  heard  before  the 
Council  flndly  decided  upon  proceeding  therewith.     It  is  alleged  that  on  the  18th 
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September,  lUll,  the  petitioners,  with  others  liable  to  be  assessed  for  the  work,  ap- 
peared before  the  Council,  and  protested  against  its  cost  being  assessed  against  them 
on  the  ground  that  they  were  not  liable  to  be  assessed,  their-  lands  not  being  bene- 
fited. 

Notwithstanding  the  hostile  attitude  of  the  applicants,  and  their  fellow  pro- 
testants,  the  Council  on  the  31st  October,  1911,  passed  By-law  No.  5,8G7,  declaring 
that  it  was  desirable  that  the  work  in  question  should  be  undertaken,  and  authoris- 
ing its  construction. 

Subsequently  the  work  was  executed,  and  an  assessment  roll  was  prepared,  and 
on  13th  March,  1911:,  the  corporation  notified  the  applicants  of  the  Sittings  of  the 
Court  of  Eevision  to  be  holden  on  31st  March,  1914,  to  hear  complaints  against 
such  roll,  all  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Improvement  Act. 

For  some  reason  the  assessment  roll  was  withdrawn  from  the  Court  of  Ee- 
vision by  the  officers  of  the  corporation,  and  on  30th  October,  1914,  the  corporation 
notified  the  applicants  of  a  Sittings  of  the  Court  of  Revision  to  be  held  on  17th 
November,  1914,  to  hear  complaints  against  the  proposed  assessment  of  the  cost 
against  the  property  owners.  It  would  appear  that  in  the  interval  between  the  two 
Sittings  of  the  Court  of  Revision  there  had  been  a  new  computation  and  apportion- 
ment of  the  cost  of  the  work,  with  the  result  that  the  roll  was  altered  and  the 
burden  upon  both  the  corporation  and  the  property  owners  was  slightly  increased. 
At  this  latter  )Sittings  of  the  Covirt  of  Revision  it  is  alleged  that  the  officers  of  the 
corporation  were  not  jtrepared  to  go  on  and  the  consideration  of  the  assessment 
roll  was  adjourned  till  8th  December,  1914.  No  further  action  was  taken  by  the 
Court  of  Revision  on  this  latter  date  as  the  Board  understands,  and  on  21st  De- 
cember, 1914,  this  application  was  made. 

Upon  this  statement  of  facts,  whether  or  not  the  Board  has  jurisdiction  to 
entertain  this  applicatiou.  must  turn  upon  a  consideration  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Local  Improvement  Act  as  amended.  This  enactment  contains  a  detailed  code  of 
procedure  for  the  initiation  and  prosecution  of  the  local  improvement  work  from 
its  inception  down  to  the  Act  which  finally  determines  the  incidence  of  the  cost 
upon  all  the  taxable  interests.  Three  stages  are  clearly  expressed  or  implied  in  the 
evolution  of  the  "work : 

(1)  The  undertaking  of  the  work. 

(2)  The  execution  of  the  work. 

(3)  The  imposition  of  the  special  assessment  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  work. 

A  local  improvement  work  may  be  ''  undertaken  "  by  a  municipal  corporation 
in  various  ways.  This  work  the  Council  elected  to  undertake  in  the  way  authorized 
by  Section  9.  To  the  validity  of  its  being  undertaken  under  this  section  a  by-law 
of  Council  was  necessary,  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  declaring 
that  its  construction  was  desirable,  while  a  prerequisite  to  its  validly  passing  was 
publication  of  the  notice  of  the  Council's  intention  under  Section  11.  Upon  these 
provisions  being  observed  and  until  the  passing  of  the  Amendment  of  1914,  the 
authority  of  the  corporation  to  proceed  Avith  such  a  work  so  undertaken  could  not 
be  questioned,  the  foundation  for  the  work  so  laid  was  unassailable;  the  Statute 
expressly  providing  that  the  owners  of  the  land  affected  should  not  have  the  right 
to  lodge  a  counter-petition  with  Council.  This  deprivation  of  the  right  of  counter- 
petition,  or  other  effective  protest,  was  anomalous  when  the  work  was  undertaken 
on  the  Council's  own  motion,  the  one  exception  being  the  case  of  such  subsidiary 
works  as  private  drain  connections.  For  instance,  where  the  Council  proceeds  on 
the  initiative  plan  under  Section  13  the  right  of  counter-petition  is  vested  in  a 
majority  of  the  property  owners  representing  one  half  in  value  of  the  lots  liable  to 
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be  specially  assessed.  Under  Section  T  in  the  case  of  a  work,  however  undertaken, 
falling  in  one  of  the  several  enumerated  categories  and  exceeding  in  cost  $50,000, 
anv  person  wliose  land  is  to  be  specially  assessed  may  give  notice  that  he  objects  on 
certain  grounds  to  the  work  being  undertaken,  and  thereafter  the  work  cannot  be 
proceeded  with  until  the  approval  of  this  Board  has  been  obtained.  It  is  to  be 
noted  that  in  these  cases  the  action  of  the  corporation  is  arrested  at  the  preKminar}' 
stage  of  the  work  and  the  objector  is  remediless,  once  the  work  has  been  executed. 
The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Amendment  of  1914  is  intended  to  remedy 
the  anomaly  above  noted,  and  to  give  to  dissentient  land  owners  a  remedy  analogous 
to  those  given  by  counter-petition  under  Section  13,  and  by  notice  to  Council  under 
Section  7.  As,  however,  the  latter  remedies  arc  exercisable  and  effective  at  the 
earliest  stage  of  the  work,  and  before  it  has  been  actually  executed,  so  the  Board  is 
of  opinion  that  under  the  Amendment  of  1914  its  intervention  may  be  invoked  only 
at  that  stage.  True,  sections  7  and  13  prescribe  a  time  limit  for  action  by  the  dis- 
sentient land  owners,  Avhile  the  amendment  of  1914  is  silent  as  to  the  period. within 
which  the  intervention  of  the  Board  may  be  invoked.  Notwithstanding  this  omis- 
sion, obviously  at  some  point  of  time  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Board  is  gone. 
It  would  scarcely  be  contended  that,  after  the  work  had  been  executed  and  the  assess- 
ment roll  finally  confirmed,  the  Board  could  re-open  the  question  of  the  assess- 
ment as  between  owners  and  corporation.  To  fix  the  point  of  time  at  which  the 
remedy  by  appeal  is  gone,  it  is  necessary  to  ascertain  the  intention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  this  respect  from  a  consideration  of  the  general  scheme  of  the  Local  Im- 
provement Act.  The  Council  is  authorized  to  undertake  such  a  work,  then  to 
execute  it  and  then  to  procure  an  assessment  roll  to  be  made  for  imposing  the 
tax,  once  the  work  has  been  authoritatively  undertaken  and  fully  executed,  as  this 
work  has  been,  it  seems  to  the  Board  that  the  final  step  of  imposing  the  assessment 
in  terms  of  the  by-law  follows  automatically,  and  without  any  appeal,  except  that 
provided  from  the  Court  of  Revision.  In  short,  the  Amendment  of  1914  seems  to 
be  inteurlecl  to  provide  an  appeal  from  the  discretion  of  the  Council  in  undertaking 
the  work  at  all,  or  in  respect  of  some  detail  of  the  work,  such  as  the  character  or 
kind  of  the  pavement,  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  as  between  the  owners  and 
the  corporation,  etc.  But  when  the  work  has  been  executed  in  assumed  conformity 
with  the  Council's  declared  intention,  then,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the  time 
has  gone  by  to  question  the  Coimcil's  discretion  as  exercised  and  expressed  in  the 
by-law. 

This  conclusion  seems  warranted  by  the  fact  that  the  Amendment  of  1914  is 
an  amendment  of  a  section  whose  subject  matter  is  concerned  with  •'  procedure  for 
undertaking  the  work  "'  :  implying  that  what  the  amendment  aims  to  confer  is  a 
right  to  question  the  soundness  of  the  foundation  on  which  the  'Council  proposes 
to  build,  but  necessarily  exercisable  before  the  superstructure  is  raised.  Besides 
this,  the  Amendment  of  1914  provides  that  an  application  to  the  Board  can  be  made 
only  by  a  majority  of  the  o"wners  representing  one  half  the  value  of  the  lots  to  be 
specially  assessed — precisely  the  requisite  qualification  of  a  counter  petition  under 
Section  13,  thus  furnishing  an  argument  for  the  analogy  above  suggested.  Further- 
more,  the  amendment  expressly  provides  that  after  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  such  an 
application  as  this,  and  vending  its  determination,  the  Council  shall  not  proceed 
with  the  work — indicating  clearly  that  the  work  is  yet  in  the  initiatory  stage. 

The  Board  is  also  affected  by  the  consideration  urged  by  'Sir.  Fairty  that  the 
Legislature  could  scarcely  have  intended  by  this  enactment  to  authorize  the  Board 
to  interpose  and  remodel  the  general  scheme  of  assessment  proposed  by  the  Coun- 
cil under  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  Section  23,  at  a  stage  in  the  prosecution 
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of  the  work  when  it  was  too  late  for  the  Council  to  withdraw,  a  material  in- 
ducement to  the  Council  to  undertake  a  work  might  well  be  its  declared  intention 
to  assess  the  cost,  or  the  major  part  of  it,  on  the  abutting  land  owners.  If,  how- 
ever, after  the  work  is  executed,  and  the  debt  incurred  by  the  corporation,  the  Board 
may  intervene  and  alter  the  apportionment  of  the  tax,  not  only  is  there  disturbance 
of  the  financial  arrangements  of  the  corporation — greater  or  less  according  to  the 
magnitude  of  the  work — but  possibly  the  very  intention  of  the  Council,  inducing 
it  to  undertake  the  work,  is  frustrated. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  it  is  not  without  significance  that  Section  36  (2) 
of  the  Act  provides  that  the  'Court  of  Revision  shall  not  have  authority  to  review 
or  alter  the  proportions  of  the  cost  which  the  lands  to  be  specially  assessed,  and  the 
corporation,  are  respectively  to  bear,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  by-law  for 
undertaking  the  work.  That  is  to  say  when  a  work  has  reached  the  stage  this  had 
reached  when  the  application  was  made  to  the  Board,  the  financial  scheme  of  the 
Council,  on  the  faith  of  which  it  undertook  the  work,  cannot  be  altered  by  the 
Court  of  Eevision, 

In  view  of  the  conclusion  reached  by  the  Board  as  to  the  general  application 
of  the  Amendment  of  1914,  it  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  the  question  or  its  retro- 
activity raised  at  the  liearing. 

The  petition  will  be  dismissed,  but  there  will  be  no  costs  to  either  party,  but 
the  petitioners  will  pay  $10.00  in  stamps  on  the  Order.

This  Board  doth  order  and  proclaim  that  tlie  following  lands,  namely,  that  part 
of  the  Townsliip  of  Markham,  in  the  County  of  York,  being  composed  of  and  in- 
cluded in  the  Police  Village  of  Mount  Joy,  and  more  particularly  described  as  fol- 
lows: namely,  all  and  singular  those  certain  parcels  or  tracts  of  land  situate,  lying 
and  being  in  the  said  Township  of  Markham,  being  composed  of  parts  of  the  East 
Halves  of  Lots  Xumbers  Fourteen  and  Fifteen,  in  the  Seventh  Concession,  and 
parts  of  the  "West  Halves  of  Lots  Xumbers  Fourteen  and  Fifteen,  in  the  Eighth 
Concession,  all  of  the  said  Township  of  Markham,  more  particularly  described  as

(2)  The  said  Village  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  but  within  twelve  months 
aft^r  the  27th  day  of  January,  1915,  extend  its  water  mains  into  said  district,  and 
shall  convert  its  waterworks  system  so  as  to  provide  water  for  domestic  use,  as  well 
as  fire  protection,  and  shall  extend  its  electric  light  distribution  system  forthwith 
into  such  district  and  commence  street  lighting.  The  A'illage  shall  furnish  ade- 
quate fire  apparatus  for  the  said  district. 

(3)  The  lands  in  said  district  shall  be  exempt  from  all  rates  and  taxes  in  con- 
nection with  the  following  debentures,  issued  by  said  Village,  namely: — ^The  Con- 
solidated Debt  Debenture,  the  Sidewalk  Extension  Debenture,  and  the  Two  Public 
School  Debentures,  and  shall  also  be  exempt  from  any  tax  or  Ibyj  to  cover  any  ex- 
isting floating  debt  of  said  Village. 

(4)  The  assessments  of  the  said  lands  and  the  buildings  now  erected  thereon, 
hut  not  any  buildings  hereafter  erected  shall  be  fixed  for  the  years  1915  and  1916  at 
the  amounts  at  Avhich  they  were  assessed  in  the  year  1914. 

(5)  Any  lands  in  said  district  now  used  as  farm  lands  shall  for  a  period  of 
ten  years  from  the  1st  day  of  January,  1915,  be  assessed  as  farm  lands  according 
to  Statute,  providing  that  any  portion  of  such  farm  lands  when  sold  for  building 
lots  or  subdivided  shall  cease  to  be  assessed  as  farm  lands.

Re  C.  P.  R.  Bridge,  Fort  WUlicnn—P.F.  2818— />.   213. 

We  the  undersigned  had  a  personal  interview  witli  the  authorities  herein  men- 
tioned at  their  respective  offices  in  Ottavra,  on  the  16th  day  of  June,  1915,  as 
follows : — 

(1)  With  George  A.  Mountain,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Dominion  Board  of 
Railway  Commissioners,  as  to  whether  his  department  had  made  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  all  the  stresses  in  the  steel  trestle  approach,  and  the  bascule  span  and 
tower  of  the  above  named  bridge.  Mr.  Mountain  replied  that  his  assistant  had  gone 
into  all  these  stresses  and  found  them  ample  for  both  the  steam  railway  loading, 
the  street  railway  loading  of  two  twenty-ton  cars  and  the  roadway  loading,  the  two 
latter  of  which  refer  to  the  upper  deck  of  the  span  and  tower  and  to  the  steel  trestle' 
deck. 

Regarding  the  wooden  trestle  approaches  iiis  reply  was  that  they  were  C.P.R. 
standard  and  were  quite  strong  enough  in  every  respect. 

Mr.  Mountain  also  stated  in  reply  to  our  enquiry  as  to  whether  he  had  ex- 
amined the  width  of  tlie  bridge  and  trestles  for  vehicular  and  street  railway  traffic. 
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that  he  did  not-  concern  Jiiniseli'  witii  this  matter  and  consequently  was  not  pre- 
pared to  say  anything  on  this  subject.  He  merely  suggested,  however,  that  in  the 
event  of  two  street  cars  passing  at  any  point  on  the  bridge  or  trestle  where  there 
was  also  Aehicular  traffic  at  the  same  time  that  one  car  should  stop  while  the 
vehicle  zigzagged  from  one  side  of  the  bridge  to  the  other  to  allow  the  second  car  to 
proceed,  after  which  the  vehicle  should  return  to  its  original  side  and  thus  permit 
the  first  car  to  go  on,  remarking  at  the  same  time  that  other  bridges  and  sul)ways 
had  been  built  under  the  same  conditions,  but  when  asked  to  give  the  names  of  these 
structures  and  where  located  he  was  unable  to  do  so.  At  our  request  he  also  fur- 
nished us  with  a  -copy  of  Mr.  Drury's  report,  which  speaks  for  itself. 

(2)  We  interviewed  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Public  Works  (Mr.  Hunter)  who 
said  that  his  department  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  construction  or 
stresses  of  any  portion  of  this  bridge  or  approach,  except  as  to  the  length  of  the 
span  across  the  river  as  outlined  in  an  Order-in-Council  dated  May  30th,  1910,  a 
copy  of  which  he  furnished  and  which  is  placed  on  file  with  these  papers. 

In  conclusion,  as  the  result  of  these  interviews  and  inspection  of  files,  the 
undersigned  feel  it  their  duty  to  state  that  it  is  extremely  unfortunate  that  the 
Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board  was  not  notified  by  any  of  the  parties  at  the 
time  that  these  plans  for  this  bridge  were  prepared  and  investigated,  so  that  the 
Board  might  have  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  and  approve  the  portion  coming 
under  their  jurisdiction,  as  it  would  have  avoided  unnecessary  delay,  annoyance,  in- 
convenience, and  probably  considerable  expense.

Upon  the  application  of  the  said  Corporation  and  this  Board  having  had  inter- 
views wath  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Dominion  Railway  Commission  and  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
and  having  this  day  viewed  the  said  bridge  and  approaches,  and  having  this  day, 
in  pursuance  of  appointment  in  that  behalf,  heard  Counsel  for  the  Applicants  and 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the  evidence  adduced  by  the  said 
parties. 

The  Board  orders  that  the  said  Applicants  are  hereby  granted  leave  to  operate 
Highway  and  Street  Railway  trafic  over  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company's 
said  bridge  and  approaches  across  the  Kaministiquia  River,  upon  the  following 
terms  and  conditions,  namely : — 
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(1)  That  the  Fort  William  Electric  Railway  operate  its  ears  on  the  sonth 
track  of  the  bridge  and  approaches  only ; 

(2)  That  notices  be  placed  in  conspicuous  positions  at  the  east  and  west  ends 
of  the  approaches  (at  the  lowest  point  thereof)  ; 

(a)  On  the  south  side  the  notices  to  read  "'  The  south  side  of  bridge  and  ap- 
proaclies  to  be  used  for  Street  Railway  "  ; 

(h)  On  the  north  side  the  notices  to  read  "  The  north  side  of  the  bridge  and 
approaches  to  be  used  for  vehicular  traffic  "  ; 

(3)  That  an  Order  be  issued  to  all  motormen  on  cars  using  the  bridge  and 
approaches,  instructing  them  as  follows : 

(a)  At  no  time  to  exceed  a  maximum  speed  of  five  miles  per  hour  on  any  por- 
tion thereof; 

(b)  To  gixe  vehicular  traffic  right-of-"\vay  at  all  times; 

{(■)    fn  case  of  congestion  of  traffic  to  bring  the  street  car  to  a  standstill; 
(d)   The  motorman  to  see  that  all  vehicular  traffic  is  clear  of  the  overhang  of 
llie  street  car  before  proceeding  on  to  any  curve. 

(4)  That  the  street  railway  schedule  of  operation  be  so  arranged  as  to  prevent 
two  cars  running  in  opposite  directions  being  on  the  bridge  and  approaches  at  the 
same  time: 

(5)  Tliat  any  switclies,  lui-nouts  and  appliances  may  be  installed  by  the  city  in 
order  to  operate  this  portion  of  the  railway  as  laid  down  in  the  order,  such  switches 
and  turnouts  and  appliances  to  be  constructed  clear  of  the  bridge  and  approaches ; 

(6)  That  a  raised  sidewalk  be  constructed  on  the  south  side  of  the  bridge  and 
approaches  for  the  use  of  pedestrians  ; 

(7)  That  the  gravel  till  at  the  east  end  of  the  bridge  shall  have  a  width  of  at 
least  33  feet  on  the  top,  level  with  the  floor  of  the  bridge  approach,  and  the  railings 
extended  20  feet  eastward  from  the  present  railing  on  the  bridge  approach,  all  of 
which  shall  be  done  by  the  city; 

(8)  That  in  addition  to  the  gates  already  provided  a  stop  signal  shall  be 
erected  at  each  end  of  the  bridge  near  the  gates,  the  fixed  stop  signal  to  show  in 
large  letters  '■■'  STOP,''  and  at  night  to  be  lighted  by  a  red  light  which  will  show 
the  same  letters  in  red,  the  motorman  or  conductor  on  all  electric  cars  to  come  to  a 
full  stop,  get  off  his  car,  and  ring,  by  means  of  an  electric  bell,  to  a  signalman  in 
the  tower,  wlio  will  in  turn  ring  twice,  whiclii  will  indicate  that  all  is  clear  before 
the  electric  car  be  allowed  to  proceed  over  the  bridge. 

And  the  Board  further  orders  that  the  City  of  Fort  William  do  pay  the  Board's 
Engineer's  fees  and  disbursements  in  connection  with  this  matter,  and  the  sum  of 
$10.00  for  law  stamps  on  this  Order.

The  Chairman,  The  Ontario  Railwaj/  and  Municipal  Board,  Toronto. 

Sir, — I  have  carefully  examined  the  copy  of  the  standard  specifications  for 
movable  bridges  proposed  to  be  used  by  the  Toronto  Harbor  Commission,  aiul 
have  to  report  as  follows: 

(1)  The  steam  railway  loading  proposed  is  Cooper's  Class  E.  5o,  which  is 
slightly  heavier  than  Class  Heavy  of  your  Board's  specifications.  The  electric 
railway  loading  is  the  same  as  required  by  your'  Board,  and  tlie  roadway  loadings 
provide  for  heavy  steam  rollers  and  a  uniform  loading  per  square  foot,  which 
should  be  ample  to  take  care  of  the  heaviest  vehicular  traffic. 

(2)  The  proposed  impact  formula  for  steam  railways  shows  a  percentage 
higher  than  the  results  given  by  actual  experiments  on  railway  bridges  up  to  the 
present,  as  far  as  I  am  aware.  That  for  roadways  is  one  generally  in  use,  and_  the 
one  for  electric  railways  gives  an  average  between  the  railway  and  highway  impacts. 

(3)  The  wind  load  of  15  lbs.  per  square  foot  mentioned,  refexs  to  the  wind 
pressure  on  the  bridge  floor  to  be  overcome  in  lifting  the  bridge.  That  of  30  lbs. 
when  the  bridge  is  closed  is  what  is  generally  called  for,  and  is  the  same  as  given 
in  your  specifications. 

(4)  The  clauses  referring  to  stresses  of  members  are  similar  to  those  in  the 
Board's  specifications,  except  the  first,  which  refers  to  movable  bridges,  and  this 
is  satisfactory. 
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(5j  The  allowable  unit  stresses  given  are  with  one  or  two  exceptions  similar 
to  the  Board^s  specifications,  except  that  the  column  formula}  are  different.  These, 
however,  are  very  generally  used  and  are  good  practice. 

(6)  The  power  requirements  will  depend  largely  on  the  amount  of  traflic 
passing  through  the  waterways,  and  the  machinery  for  each  case  will  have  to  be 
designed  to  meet  those  conditions. 

(T)  The  overhead  clearance  will,  1  think,  be  a  matter  for  the  Dominion 
authorities  rather  than  for  your  Board,  should  this  matter  come  up  at  any  time. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  of  opinion  that  your  Board  may  approve  these  proposed 
specifications,  and  I,  therefore,  recommend  them  for  such  approval.

PROPOSED  SPECIFICATIONS. 
Governing  Structural  Design  of  Movable  Bridges. 

Loadings. 

Dead  loads  to  be  the  weight  of  the  entire  structure  including  the  floor  system, 
rails,  ties,  guard  timbers,  pavements,  handrails,  etc. 

Live  loads  for  trusses  and  floor  systems : 

Steam  railway,  Cooper's  EoO. 

Electric  railway,  2 — iO  ton  cars.  Class  20,  Ontario  Board. 

Roadway,  city  bridges — ^Class  A,  and  road  roller  on  floor. 

Sidewalks,  city  bridges — Class  C. 

Impact.  All  live  load  stresses  except  those  from  road  rollers  or  traction 
engines,  shall  be  increased  by  an  impact  stress  to  be  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
live  load  stress  by  a  factor  to  be  derived  from  the  following  formula :

Where  L  is  the  loaded  length  of  the  span  producing  the  stress  under  con- 
sideration. 

No  impact  is  to  be  added  to  stresses  produced  by  road  rollers,  traction  or 
centrifugal  forces,  or  wind  loads,  nor  to  any  dead  load  stresses  except  as  speci- 
fically mentioned  for  movable  bridges. 

All  dead  load  stresses  in  members  of  movable  bridges,  towers,  supporting 
girders  in  rolling  bridges,  and  counterweight  arms  and  connections  shall  be  figured 
for  such  positions  of  the  structure  as  give  maximum  tensile  and  compressive 
stresses,  and  such  stresses  shall  be  increased  by  twenty  per  cent,  for  impact.  These 
impacts  shall  not  be  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  live  load  stresses  and  impacts    • 
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Wind  loads.  The  entire  structure  shall  be  proportioned  to  resist  a  wind 
pressure  of  fifteen  pounds  per  square  foot  on  the  exposed  surface  as  projected  on 
any  vertical  plane  for  any  open  position  of  the  span;  and  for  a  wind  pressure  of 
thirty  pounds  per  square  foot  when  the  span  is  in  its  closed  position.  The 
machinery  shall  be  proportioned  for  the  maximum  wind  load  on  the  basis  of  fifteen 
pounds  per  square  foot,  and  the  power  shall  be  proportioned  for  the  maximum 
wind  load  on  the  basis  of  five  pounds  per  square  foot.  Lateral  systems  of  main 
trusses  shall  be  proportioned  for  wind  loads  given  for  fixed  spans  where  such  loads 
exceed  the  above. 

Stresses. 

Members  subjected  only  to  dead  load  stresses  of  the  same  or  alternating 
character  for  different  positions  of  the  moving  parts,  shall  be  proportioned  for 
that  maximum  stress  which  gives  the  larger  section,  increased  by  twenty  per  cent, 
for  impact. 

Members  subjected  to  dead  and  live  load  stresses  of  the  same  character,  shall 
be  proportioned  for  the  sum  of  the  dead  load,  the  live  load  and  the  impact  stresses 
figured  for  the  loaded  length  giving  maximum  stress  for  such  member. 

Members  subjected  to  dead  and  live  load  stresses  of  opposite  character,  shall 
be  proportioned  for  the  algebraic  sum  of  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  dead  load  stress 
and  the  live  load  stress  increased  for  impact.  The  full  dead  load  stress  shall  be 
considered  alone  if  this  produces  the  maximum  section. 

Allowable  unit  stresses  are  on  the  basis  of  the  static  equivalent  for  the  com- 
bined effect  of  dead  load,  live  load  and  impact.  Xo  impact  is  ad(Jed  to  stresses 
caused  by  fixed  dead  loads,  wind  loads,  traction  and  centrifugal  forces.  All 
allowable  unit  stresses  are  increased  twenty-five  per  cent,  for  combined  dead,  live, 
impact  and  wind  stresses  when  this  gives  maximum  sections,  but  not  when  wind 
loads  alone  are  considered  as  for  laterals  of  bridges  and  tower  bracing. 

Allowable  Unit  Stresses. 

All  structural  parts  shall  be  of  medium  0.  H.  steel  60-T0,000  lb.  ult.  strength, 
except  rivets  which  shall  be  of  soft  0.  H.  steel  50-60,000  lbs.  ultimate. 

The  structural  parts  shall  be  designed  for  the  following  unit  stresses: 
16,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in,  on  net  section  of  tension  members  and  girder  flanges. 
20,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  on  net  section  on  extreme  fiber  of  bridge  pins. 

17,000 — 60  -  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  gross  section  for  compression  chords  and  end 
posts,  fixed  ends. 

16,000 — 60  -  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  gross  section  for  all  other  struts  and  columns, 
fixed  ends. 

16,000 — 80  ^  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  gross  section  for  all  other  struts  and  columns, 
hinged  one  or  both  ends. 

P  <  80  for  all  primary  compression  members  and  columns. 

jg  <  120  for  all  subsidiary  struts  carrving  no  live  load  stress. 

-  <  140  for  all  stiff  tension  members,  sway  and  lateral  braces.

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10,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  shear  on  gross  section  of  plate  girder  webs  and  on  rivets. 

8,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  shear  on  held  rivets. 

15,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  shear  on  medium  steel  bridge  pins,  net  section. 

20,000  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  bearing  on  medium  steel  pins  and  soft  steel  rivets. 

600  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  bearing  on  diametral  area  of  expansion  roller. 

1,500  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  bearing  on  diametral  area  of  bascule  trunnions,  machine 
steel  on  phosphor  bronze. 

400  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  bearing  on  concrete  under  bed  plates  and  pedestals. 

One-eighth  of  the  gross  web  area  is  counted  with  the  'tension  flange  of  plate 
girders,  stringers,  and  floor  beams  and  the  areas  of  both  flanges  are  made  equal. 

The  lateral  diagonals  may  be  designed  as  stiff  tension  members  in  double 
intersection,  or  as  a  single  system  of  compression  members. 

Power  REQuraEMExxs. 

The  time  required  to  open  or  close  the  bridge  will  be  fixed  by  the  engineer  to 
suit  the  trafiic  condition,  and  will  generally  be  about  one  minute  for  much  fre- 
quented channels. 

The  motors  shall  have  a  maximum  torque  sufficient  to  raise  the  bridge  within 
the  time  specified  against  a  wind  load  of  five  pounds  per  square  foot  of  maximum 
exposed  surface,  allowing  twenty  per  cent,  excess  in  power.  Then  double  this 
motor  capacity  must  be  provided  so  that  under  maximum  working  conditions,  each 
motor  will  deliver  half  its  maximum  torque,  or  half  the  motor  equipment  will 
suffice  to  raise  the  bridge  against  a  five  pound  wind  in  the  specified  time. 

OVEBHEAD   ClEAEAXCES. 

For  all  inland  lake  harbors,  the  clear  headroom  above  extreme  high  water  level 
shall  not  be  less  than  120  feet  when  the  bridge  is  open.

Sir, — According  to  the  directions  of  your  Board  I  went  to  Omemee  on  Tuesday 
last,  and  inspected  the  bridge  leading  to  Mr.  Stevenson's  mill,  and  have  to  report 
as*  follows : 

I.  was  met  by  Mr.  ^Eulligau,  the  Reeve  of  Omemee,  and  went  to  the  bridge  and 
took  some  measurements  of  the  length  and  inspected  the  material.  The  railing 
along  the  bridge  is  absolutel}'  not  safe  to  go  near,  and  the  flooring,  chiefly  com- 
posed of  round  timber,  is  rotten,  and  is  not  fit  to  drive  over.  This  flooring  is 
supported  on  round  log  stringers  which  are  also  in  the  same  condition,  and  these 
are  resting  on  timber  cribs  10  feet  on  the  face  and  12  feet  wide  across  the  bridge, 
with  bents  in  between  the  cribs.  These  cribs  are  filled  with  stone  to  give  them  the 
necessar}'  weight  to  resist  the  water  pressure.  The  floor  has  all  sagged  between 
the  supports,  and  at  the  east,  or  mill  end  the  bridge  slopes  down.  The  width  is 
about  12  feet  except  in  front  of  the  mill,  where  it  is  21  feet  from  the  mill  platform 
to  the  railing. 

"While  measuring  the  bridge,  Mr.  Stevenson  came  up  and  spoke  about  the 
matter,  and  later  on  I  went  into  his  office  and  talked  it  over  with  him  and  Mr. 
Kennedy,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council.  He  complained  about  the  bridge  being  taken 
away,  'and  did  not  agree  to  the  proposition  of  an  approach  and  platform.  1 
asked  him  if  there  were  many  using  the  bridge,  and  he  said  about  twenty-five  teams 
a  day  during  the  winter,  but  not  so  many  during  the  summer.  Half  the  numl)er 
might  come  from  one  direction  and  half  from  the  other.  He  also  complains  that 
he  did  not  have  time  to  get  his  witnesses  together  before  the  hearing  held  by  your 
Board,  and  that  the  business  men  would  rather  see  the  l)ridge  rebuilt  and  not 
removed.  He  also  says  that  his  father  was  given  exemption  from  taxation  by 
by-law  for  ten  years  if  he  would  restart  the  mill,  which  had  been  idle  some  years, 
and  this  by-law,  which  seems  not  to  be  forthcoming  at  present,  stated  that  the 
bridge  would  be  repaired.  I  asked  him  if  it  said  it  was  to  be  maintained  by  the 
village,  but  he  did  not  know. 

I  understand  the  iron  bridge  on  King  Street  was  put  up  in  1884,  four  years 
before  the  mill  was  restarted  by  his  father  who,  he  claims,  spent  $5,000  or  $6,000 
in  repairing  it  for  running. 

I  suggested  that  if  the  bridge  was  of  such  importance  to  Mr.  Stevenson  that 
he  offer  to  pay  half  the  cost  and  probably  the  village  might  then  be  Avilling  to  pay 
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the  balance,  as  it  appeared  to  ine  that  the  new  phitform  and  approach,  on  account 
of  the  extra  width  in  front  of  the  mill,  would  be  at  least  that  sum.  He  did  not 
seem  willing  because  he  thought  he  would  have  to  keep  the  bridge  in  repair.  I 
also  suggested  that  estimates  be  made  by  local  contractors,  agreeable  to  both 
parties,  of  the  two  schemes  to  see  what  the  actual  costs  would  be,  but,  while  I  think 
Mr.  Stevenson  would  be  willing  to  have  this  done,  the  Reeve  did  not  fall  in  with 
it,  and  said  that  your  Board  had  already  .decided  what  was  to  be  done,  and  that  was 
final.  I  then  remarked  that  if  such  were  the  casq  I  did  not  see  what  good  I  could 
do,  when  the  Reeve  replied  that  I  was  there  to  settle  the  details,  and  he  had  no 
further  suggestions  to  make  and  therefore  the  matter  ended. 

Regarding  the  work  to  be  done,  whether  the  platform  and  approach  are  built, 
or  a  new  bridge  is  erected,  I  have  come  to  the  following  conclusions : 

(1)  That  the  floor  and  stringers  of  the  present  structure,  which  are  of  logs, 
are  absolutely  useless  for  the  rebuilding  of  any  part  of  a  new  one,  and  that  their 
use  be  prohibited. 

(2)  That  the  new  stringers  and  floors  be  made  of  planking,  and  scantling,  viz. : 
the  stringers  shall  be  of  4  in.  x  12  in,  sound  timber,  free  from  cracks  and  large 
knots;  and  the  floor  of  2  in.  planking. 

(3)  That  if  the  village  leave  the  present  timber  cribs  in  for  the  platform 
and  approach  they  do  so  at  their  own  risk,  knowing  that  when  the  cribs  become 
too  rotten  for  further  repair  they  will  have  to  replace  them  with  suitable  bents. 
Some  of  these  cribs  might  last  a  few  years  longer,  but  they  will  have  to  be  raised 
up  to  make  the  structure  level  all  through,  and  the  roadway  at  the  east  end  of 
the  approach  must  be  filled  up  to  a  proper  height  in  order  to  do  this. 

(4)  That  the  distance  between  all  stringer  supports  shall  not  exceed  fifteen 
feet  between  the  centres  of  such  supports.  Therefore,  as  the  cribs  exceed  that 
distance,  and  have  now  bents  between  them,  these  bents  shall  be  replaced  by  new 
ones  consisting  of  piles  driven  into  the  ground  until  they  do  not  move  more  than 
one-half  inch  under  the  blow  of  a  2,000  lb.  hammer  falling  25  feet.  The  piles 
shall  be  of  sound,  live  cedar,  tamarac,  spruce  or  pine,  not  less  than  6  in.  at  small 
end  and  10  in.  at  large  end,  stripped  of  all  bark,  straight  and  free  from  wind 
shakes,  waves,  large  knots,  cracks  and  worm  holes.  After  being  driven,  the  tops 
shall  bfe  sawn  off  level  and  true  and  a  cap  10  in.  x  12  in.  shall  be  drift  bolted  on, 
and  on  top  of  this  the  stringers  will  be  laid.  Each  bent  to  be  braced  by  means  of 
a  3  in.  x  10  in.  diagonal  spiked  to  each  side. 

(5)  All  additional  bents  required  for  making  the  platform  in  front  of  the 
mill  to  the  width  shown  on  plan  shall  be  of  piles  as  stated  above,  if  the  present  cribs 
are  left  in,  and  that,  as  before  stated,  these  bents  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  feet  centre 
to  centre  of  piles. 

(6)  If  any  cribs  are  left  in  the  new  structure  the  tops  shall  have  squared 
timber  put  on  to  give  proper  bearing  for  the  stringers. 

(7)  The  dimensions  of  the  approach  and  platform  shall  be  according  to  those 
marked  on  the  plan  submitted  with  this  report  and  approved  by  your  Board,  and 
these  shall  be  final  and  binding. 
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(8)  That  before  commencing  any  work  on  the  new  structure  the  village  submit 
a  working  drawing  of  it  showing  the  location  of  each  bent,  and  also  the  cribs  if 
they  are  left  in,  and  giving  all  dimensions  and  sizes  of  timbers  to  be  used  and 
that  this  plan  be  approved  by  your  Board  before  any  work  is  done. 

(9)  If  new  bents  are  used  all  through  they  shall  be  pile  bents  spaced  as  before 
described. 

(10)  1  would  suggest  that  the  Council  have  an  estimate  made  of  the  cost  of 
the  work  to  be  done  (a)  with  the  cribs  left  in  that  are  fit  to  remain,  and  (&)  for 
an  entirely  new  structure  of  pile  bents,  both  to  include  the  filling  at  the  east  end, 
and  removal  of  present  structure,  and  submit  that  to  your  Board  with  the  working 
drawing  mentioned  above.

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Whereas  the  Applicants  liave  made  application  tu  ilie  Board  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  23  of  "  The  Ontario  Telephone  Act/*  complaining  that  the 
Respondent  has,  contrary  to  and  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  subsection  In 
of  section  17  of  the  said  Act  erected  poles  upon  or  along  portions  of  the  liighway 
between  the  Townships  of  Essa  and  Vespra  and  elsewhere  in  the  Township  of 
Essa.  upon  or  along  which  were  already  located  the  poles  and  wires  of  the 
Applicants'  telephone  system. 

And  whereas  the  Board  did  o]i  the  Twenty-third  day  of  February.  A.D.  19lf>. 
hear  counsel  in  behalf  of  the  Applicants  and  the  evidence  of  witnesses  in  behalf 
of  the  Applicants  and  Respondent. 

xVnd  it  appearing  from  the  evidence  submitted  and  the  documents  and  other 
material  filed,  tbat  the  Respondent  has,  contrary  to  and  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  "  The  Ontario  Telephone  Act,"  erected  poles  and  wires  upon  or  along 
portions  of  the  highway  between  the  Townships  of  Yespra  and  Essa,  and  elsewhere 
in  the  Township  of  Essa,  upon  or  along  which  highway  were  already  located  the 
poles  and  wires  of  the  Applicants"  telephone  system. 

The  Board  now  orders : 

(1)  The  Respondent  shall  be  permitted  to  retain  such  poles  and  wires  as  the 
Respondent  may  have  erected  upon  the  highway  in  the  Township  of  Essa  prior 
to  the  Twenty-third  day  of  February,  A.D.  loio,  upon  furnishing  to  the  Board 
a  certified  copy  of  a  by-law  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  Township  of 
Essa  granting  to  the  Respondent  the  right  to  erect  such  poles  and  wires  within 
the  limits  of  the  Township  of  Essa.  and  in  case  of  failure  by  the  Respondent  io 
furnish  the  Board  with  a  copy  of  such  by-law  on  or  l)efore  the  first  day  of  June, 
A.D.  1915,  such  poles  and  wires  sliall  fortliwith  be  removed. 

(2)  The  Respondent  shall  not,  after  the  date  hereof,  erect  any  poles,  cables 
or  wires  upon  or  along  any  highway  upon  or  along  which  are  located  the  poles, 
cables  or  wires  of  any  telephone  system  without  first  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  subsections  (10)  and  (ih  of  section  IT  of  "The  Ontario  Telephone 
Act." 

(3)  The  Respondent  shall  not  after  the  date  hereof  install  telephone  service 
or  extend  any  part  of  its  system  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Township  of  Vespra 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  until  it  has  submitted  to  the  Board  a 
certified  copy  of  the  by-law  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  township  in 
which  it  is  proposed  to  furnish  service  or  to  extend  such  SA'stem,  granting  per- 
mission to  extend  such  system  into  such  township  and  designating  in  such  by-law 
the  highways  upon  or  along  which  the  Resj)ondent  is  permitted  to  erect  its  poles, 
cables  or  wires. 

(4)  The  Respondent  shall  not  construct  any  extension  which  may  require 
the  issue  of  additional  debentures  until  it  has  submitted  to  the  Board  a  certified 
copy  of  the  by-law  providing  for  the  construction  of  such  extensions,  plans  and 
other  particulars  as  the  Board  may  require,  and  no  debt  shall  be  incurred  for  the 
construction  of  such  extension  until  such  by-law  has  been  approved  by  the  Board. 

(5)  The  Respondent  shall  not  by  itself  or  its  agents  or  employees,  directly 
or  indirectly,  canvass  or  solicit  any  person  now  taking  or  renting  telephone  service 
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from  the  Applicants,  to  become  a  subscriber  or  take  or  rent  telephone  service  from 
the  Eespondent.  And  no  person  being  furnished  with  telephone  service  by  the 
Applicants  at  this  date  shall  become  a  subscriber  to  the  Eespondent's  system  or 
take  or  rent  telephone  service  from  the  Respondent  except  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  further  orders  that  the  Eespondent,  the  ^lunicipal  Corporation 
of  the  Township  of  Yespra,  shall  forthwith  pay  to  the  Applicants  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  as  cotmsel  fee  in  connection  with  this  application,  and  dis- 
bursements to  witnesses  to  be  taxed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  failing  agree- 
ment by  the  parties  as  to  the  amount. 

iVnd  the  Board  further  orders  that  the  Eespondent  shall  pay  the  sum  of 
$15.00  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  law  stamps  required  for  this  order.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  Town  of  Cobalt 
and  the  Townships  of  Coleman  and  Lorraine  for  an  Order  reducing  the  charges 
made  by  the  Temiskaming  Telephone  Company,  Limited,  for  telephone  service. 

Judgment. 

This  is  an  application  by  the  Cobalt  Board  of  Trade  asking  for  an  Order  to 
reduce  the  charges  made  by  the  Temiskaming  Telephone  Company,  Limited,  for 
telephone  service  in  the  Town  of  Cobalt  and  the  Townships  of  Coleman  and  Lor- 
raine.   The  present  charges  for  telephone  service  are  as  follows : — 

For  business  telephones,  individual  line,  $40  per  annum. 

For  business  telephones,  2  party  line,  $35  per  annum. 

For  business  telephones,  4  party  line,  $30  per  annum. 

For  residence  telephones,  individual  line,  $20  per  annum. 

For  residence  telephones,  2  party  line,  $18  per  annum. 

For  residence  telephones,  4  party  line,  $15  per  annum. 

For  mine  telephones,  $50  per  annum  and  upwards,  according  to  distance  from 
central  office. 

This  case  was  previously  under  consideration  hy  the  Board  on  March  24th, 
1915,  and  was  adjourned  for  the  purpose  of  affording  the  applicants  an  opportunity 
to  examine  the  books  of  the  Company  and  to  enable  an  appraisal  to  be  made  of  the 
plant  and  equipment  furnishing  service  in  the  Town  of  Ctobalt  and  the  Townships 
of  Coleman  and  Lorraine,  and  reports  thereon  submitted  to  the  Board.  The  ap- 
plicants appointed  Mr.  F.  Page  Higgins,  Chartered  Aocountant,  of  Toronto,  to  ex- 
amine the  Company's  Iwoks,  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Hackney  to  make  a  valuation  of  the 
plant  of  tlie  Company  on  their  behalf.  The  Company  appointed  Mr.  W.  J.  Herd- 
man,  M.E..  to  make  an  appraisal  of  its  plant  furnishing  service  in  Cobalt  and  the 
Townships  of  Coleman  and  Lorraine,  and  also  to  ]>repare  a  report  showing  the 
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replacement  value  of  such  plant.  Tlie  report  of  Mr.  F.  Page  Higgins,  together  with 
the  reports  of  Mr.  Hackney  and  Mr.  Herdman  having  heen  filed  with  the  Board, 
a  further  hearing  was  held  at  New  Liskeard  on  September  15th,  1915.  At  this 
hearing  evidence  in  corroboration  of  these  reports  was  submitted  by  the  Applicaat 
and  the  Company. 

The  evidence  shows  that  in  preparing  his  report  Mr.  Higgins  approached  the 
matter  from  the  point  of  view  that  the  operation  of  the  Company  in  the  Town  of 
Cobalt  and  the  Townships  of  Coleman  and  Lorraine  should  be  treated  as  a  separate 
unit.  Owing,  however,  to  the  method  of  bookkeeping  adopted  by  the  Company  in 
treating  all  its  operations  as  one  unit,  any  separation  of  accounts  made  by  Mr. 
Higgins  must  of  necessity  be  to  a  large  extent  reached  by  a  system  of  estimates, 
which,  while  showing  the  revenue  accruing  to  the  Company  in  respect  of  its  ser- 
vice at  Cobalts  cannot  be  accepted  as  a  safe  basis  upon  which  to  compute  the  net 
profits  of  the  Company.  It  would,  moreover,  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  the 
Board  had  the  report  of  Mr.  Higgins  covered  the  whole  period  of  the  Company's 
operations  instead  of  restricting  this  report  to  two  years,  these  two  years  being  two 
of  the  most  prosperous  in  the  history  of  Cobalt  and  the  Company.  Statements  sul)- 
mitted  by  the  Company  for  the  year  1913,  which  were  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  same  method  of  computation  as  that  used  by  Mr.  Higgins,  show  that  upon  that 
year's  operations  in  the  Town  of  Cobalt  and  the  Townships  of  Coleman  and  Lor- 
raine after  10  per  cent,  was  set  aside  for  depreciation  and  S  per  cent,  was  paid  on 
the  capital  investment,  a  deficit  equal  to  $3.28  per  telephone  would  be  incurred.  The 
reports  of  Mr.  Higgins  for  the  years  1911  and  1914,  on  the  contrary,  show  a  sur- 
plus per  telephone  for  each  of  these  years  after  allowing  10  per  cent,  for  deprecia- 
tion and  8  per  cent,  interest  on  the  capital  investment. 

Owing,  therefore,  to  the  fact  on  one  hand  that  Mr.  Higgins'  report  does  not 
cover  the  whole  period  of  the  Company's  operations  and  the  further  fact  that  the 
Company  has  hitherto  treated  its  business  as  one  unit,  and  also  that  it  is  not  possilile 
at  this  date  to  make  an  accurate  apportionment  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure 
properly  chargeable  to  any  one  of  the  'Company's  exchanges,  the  Board  is  of  opinion 
that  the  reports  submitted,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  accounts  of  the  Company, 
cannot  be  wholly  accepted  as  reliable  or  conclusive  evidence  for  the  purpose  of  rate 
adjustment. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Company  is  entitled  to  make  such  charges 
as  will  provide  for  the  following: 

(1)  The  cost  of  operation. 

(2)  'Cost  of  maintenance. 

(3)  Cost  of  management. 

(4)  Depreciation  reserve. 

(5)  A  fair  rate  of  interest  upon  the  replacement  cost  of  the  plant  and  equip- 
ment utilized  in  furnishing  telephone  service  in  Cobalt  and  the  Tovmships  of  Cole- 
man and  Lorraine. 

In  com.puting  the  Company's  investment,  the  cost  of  replacing  the  iCompany's 
present  plant  and  equipment  by  a  similar  plant  at  this  date  is  the  sole  factor  to 
be  considered,  for  the  reason  that  at  some  period  in  the  Company's  history  every 
part  of  its  plant  and  equipment  when  put  into  service  was  new,  and  in  order  to 
supply  a  permanent  and  efficient  service  the  Company  must  in  addition  to  main- 
taining the  plant  in  a  serviceable  condition  provide  for  the  replacement  of  that 
plant  with  new  equipment  from  time  to  time  as  its  constituent  parts  become  useless 
from  wear  and  tear  or  obsolesence. 

On  the  question  of  the  replacement  value  of  the  Company's  plant,  the  Board 
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has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  reports  and  estimates  of  the  experts  engaged 
by  the  Applicant  and  the  'Company,  and  it  is  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
report  of  the  Applicant's  expert,  Mr.  Hackney,  is  not  supported  hy  the  evidence  to 
an  extent  which  would  justify  the  Board  in  accepting  his  estimate  as  a  reliable  basis 
for  rate  adjustment.  Mr  Hackney  admits  in  his  evidence  that  at  least  some  of  his 
measurements  were  taken  from  tlie  town  map.  Again,  referring  to  the  iron  wire,  this 
witness  states :  "  1  took  measurements.  I  estimated  the  poles  at  40  to  the  mile  and 
I  estimated  the  wire  in  that  way."  Moreover,  the  evidence  shows  a  wide  divergence 
between  the  figures  of  Mr.  Hackney  and  the  Company's  expert,  Mr.  Herdman.  Mr. 
Hackney  states  the  number  of  poles  to  be  434  and  Mr.  Herdman  934.  There  is  a 
further  diii'ercnce  of  250  miles  in  the  computation  of  the  wire  distance,  which  Mr. 
Hackney  estimated  at  400  miles,  but  wliich  Mr.  Herdman  states  he  had  ascertained 
by  actual  measurement  to  be  151  miles.  No  serious  effort  was  made  by  Mr.  Hack- 
ney or  the  Applicants  to  jvistify  these  discrepancies.  On  the  other  liand,  the  Board 
was  impressed  with  tlie  testimony  of  the  Company's  Expert,  Mr.  Herdman,  who, 
according  to  the  evidence  submitted  is  a  Telephone  Engineer  of  wide  experience  as 
a  designer  and  valuator  of  telephone  plants.  This  witness,  who  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  gave  his  evidence  with  impartiality  and  sincerity,  states :  "  I  counted 
every  pole  and  accurately  measured  the  spans  and  counted  the  numher  of  wires  " 

"I  measured  every  foot  of  cable  with  a  100  foot  tape  line.  I  counted 

the  number  of  can  tops  and  jumper  wires.  I  counted  every  item.  I  went  over 
the  plant  four  times."  Referring  to  the  numl)er  of  poles  this  witness  states :  "  I 
counted  every  pole.  I  counted  all  these  poles  four  times."  He  also  stated  that  he 
did  not  use  a  map  as  Cobalt  "  is  too  small  and  pent  up  to  use  a  map."  According 
to  this  witness  the  replacement  value  of  the  Company's  plant  and  equipment  fur- 
nishing service  in  the  Town  of  Cobalt  and  the  Townships  of  'Coleman  and  Lorraine 
is  $32,966.73.  The  Company  contended  that  to  tliis  amount  should  be  added 
$18,039.15  to  provide  for: 

(a)  The  proportionate  value  of  horses,  wagons  and  tools  located  at  the  Com- 
pany's headquarters  but  used  at  Cobalt  for  maintenance  and  repairs. 

(h)  One-third  the  value  of  material  stored  at  ISTew  Liskeard  which  is  drawn 
upon  by  Cobalt  as  supplies  are  needed. 

(c)  One-third  the  value  of  furniture  and  office  fittings  used  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Company's  business  in  its  head  office,  New  Liskeard. 

(d)  One-fifth  the  value  of  the  head  office  building  and  land  upon  which  it 
stands. 

These  four  items  total  $3,596.83.  The  Company  further  claims  the  following 
percentage  should  be  added  to  the  replacement  value : 

(e)  For  engineering  and  superintendence:  4  per  cent. 
(/)   For  promoter's  profits :  5  per  cent, 

(g)   For  legal  expenses  :  J^  per  cent. 

(h)   For  contingencies:  10  per  cent. 

(t)   For  going  concern  value :  20  per  cent. 

With  regard  to  items  a,  h,  c  and  d  the  Board  considers  that  it  is  reasonable  to 
add  these  proportions  to  the  estimate  of  Mr.  Herdman,  and  to  allow  a  further  ad- 
dition of  10  per  cent,  as  going  concern  value. 

Accepting,  therefore,  Mr.  Herdman's  figures  as  a  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
replacement  cost  of  the  Company's  plant  furnishing  service  in  Cobalt  and  the  Town- 
ships of  Coleman  and  Lorraine,  the  Company's  investment  affected  by  this  applica- 
tion would  appear  to  be :

Add  10  per  cent.,  g'oing-  concern  value 3,656  35 

Total  investment    $40,219  91 

Dealing  witli  the  question  of  depreciation  and  the  Company's  claim  that  its 
revenue  should  provide  for  settings  aside  10  per  cent.,  the  Board  is  satisfied  that, 
in  view  of  the  unstable  conditions  which  exist  in  a  mining  camp  such  as  Cobalt, 
that  the  Company's  claim  is  not  unreasonable.  The  evidence  submitted  shows  that 
«ven  at  this  period  thore  is  a  declining  tendency  in  the  camp,  as  the  following  ex- 
tract from  the  evidence  of  ^Ir.  Ealph  Taylor,  a  merchant  in  the  Town  of  Cobalt, 
substantiates :  ''  There  is  no  possible  doubt  but  that  Cobalt  Camp  and  the  Town  of 
Cobalt  are  slipping  at  the  present  time.  They  are  going  back.  Business  is  not 
what  it  was ;  1913  was  the  best  year  in  the  existence  of  the  Cobalt  Camp." 

To  the  Chairman : 

Q. — Is  that  due  to  general  conditions  or  local  conditions,  or  both  combined 

A. — Local  mostly.    The  town  is  entirely  dependent  upon  mining. 

Q. — Are  any  mines  closing  up? 

A. — Tliere  have  been  several. 

Q. — Within  two  vears  ? 

A. — Yes,  indeed. 

To  :\rr.  Wherry : 

Q. — You  say  Cobalt  is  slipping.  Can  you  name  any  other  town  in  Ontario  that 
is  not  slipping? 

A. — ^Cobalt  is  in  a  different  position.  We  all  look  forward  to  the  time  when 
Cobalt  will  no  longer  exist. 

This  evidence  is  corroborated  by  Mr.  Arthur  Freeland,  Eeeve  of  the  Town- 
ship of  Coleman,  who  states :  *'  Cobalt  is  dependent  altogether  on  the  mines.  If 
there  were  no  mines  there  would  be  no  Cobalt,  and  everyone  up  here  knows  that, 
because  there  is  no  farming  in  the  neighborhood."' 

The  report  of  Mr.  Fred.  Page  Higgins  shows  the  revenue  of  the  Company  in 
Cobalt  for  the  year  1914  to  be  $11,817.78,  which,  after  deducting  $4,607.5-5'  for 
operating  expenses,  leaves  a  balance  of  $7,210.23.  A  further  deduction  of  10  per 
cent,  for  depreciation  would  leave  a  net  revenue  of  $3,188.  or  7.9  per  cent,  on  the 
Companrs  investment  of  $40,220.  Statements  submitted  by  the  Company  show 
that,  while  the  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance  per  telephone  has  decreased  each 
year  since  1910,  the  gross  profits  of  the  Company  have  also  decreased,  the  percentage 
of  gross  profits  covering  the  whole  Companrs  operations  before  providing  for  de- 
preciation were:  For  1910,  20  per  cent.;  for  1914.  16  per  cent.:  the  average  for 
ten  years  being  13  per  cent.  The  Board  is  further  impressed  with  the  fact  that  no 
comparative  fiirures  were  submitted  by  the  applicants  of  charges  for  telephone  ser- 
vice in  other  mining  districts  with  a  view  to  showing  that  present  charges  in 
Cobalt  are  unduly  high. 

The  onh-  evidence  on  this  point  was  presented  by  the  Company  and  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  charges  for  telephone  service  in  the  Porcupine  district  were  much 
liigher  than  those  of  Cobalt. 

In  view  of  the  facts  herein  set  forth  and  of  the  evidence  and  other  material 
submitted,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  petition  of -the  Applicant  should  be 
denied,  and  the  Board  so  orders. 
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And  the  Board  makes  no  Order  for  costs,  save  and  except  that  the  applicants 
shall  pay  Thirty  Dollars  for  the  law  stamps  required  for  the  order  in  tliis  matter.

Sir. — I  have  to  report  that  on  Tuesday  last,  as  requested  by  your  Board,  I 
went  to  Guelph  and  looked  over  the  location  of  the  proposed  freight  sidings  into 
the  Canada  Furniture  and  Dominion  Casket  Companies'  premises.  These  have 
not  yet  been  built  and  await  the  sanction  of  your  Board.  A  siding  has  been  put 
into  the  Libby-McNiel  works,  north  of  those  proposed,  and  on  the  same  street 
and  the  freight  track  has  been  laid  from  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  to  connect  with 
the  present  passenger  line,  turning  up  xA.rnold  Street. 

The  present  passenger  line  runs  from  the  centre  of  the  town  west  along 
Suffolk  Street  to  Arnold  Street,  where  it  turns  south.  This  point  is  where  the 
new  freight  siding  from  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  connects  with  the  passenger 
line.     One  block  east  of  this,  along  Suffolk  Street,  is  Yorkshire  Street,  and  here 

7   R.M. 
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there  is  a  siding  into  the  Libby  works,  which  are  on  the  north-west  corner  of 
Suffolk  and  Yorkshire  Street.  From  this  same  point  the  proposed  siding  running 
south  along  the  centre  of  Yorkshire  Street  one  block  will  be  laid  to  the  Canada 
Furniture  and  Dominion  Casket  works  on  the  corner  of  Liverpool  and  Yorkshire 
Streets.  These  sidings  will  be  on  the  street  only  and  will  affect  no  property  but 
those  named.  The  track  to  the  Grand  Trunk  is  in  the  centre  of  Suffolk  Street, 
which  has  been  made  twenty-four  feet  wide  to  give  driving  room  for  vehicles.

SiE, — I  have  to  report  that  I  went  out  this  morning  with  Mr.  Smith,  of  the 
Toronto  Eailway  Company,  and  examined  the  work  that  has  been  done  since  my 
last  visit  on  Howard  Park  Avenue,  and  also  the  track  right  through  to  Dundas 
Street.  The  Company  are  fixing  up  the  special  work  at  the  car  barns  and  paving 
there  so  as  to  complete  the  whole  line.  The  same  section  of  rail  is  laid  from 
the  west  side  of  Keele  Street  at  the  Park  entrance,  along  Howard  Park  Avenue 
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to  the  intersection  at  Dundas  Street,  with  85  lb.  rails  for  curves  and  special  work, 
and  has  been  down  about  twenty  years.     The  crossing  at  Koncesvalles  Avenue  is 
now  re-laid  and  in  good  order,  and  I  waited  there  and  watched  several  heavy 
ears  go  over  it,  and  must  say  that  whatever  complaint  as  to  noise  was  justified 
before,  1  see  no  ground  for  it  now.     I  walked  all  along  from  Dundas  Street  to  the 
Park,  and  while  the  light  cars  are  running  over  the  line  yet,  since  the  joints  have 
been  ground  level  and  raised  up,  1  could  not  notice  any  more  noise  from  the 
track  than  on  any  gther  street  where  cars  run.     What  noise  there  was  came  from 
the  car.     1  am  still  of  the  opinion  I  held  before,  that  the  rails  are  good  for  two  or 
three  years  longer,  but  the  paving  is  the  worst  feature,  being  so  high  above  the 
rails  that  the  wheels  catch  the  edges  of  the  blocks  and  in  some  cases  one  might  say 
the  treads  run  on  them.     If  these  blocks  were  lowered  I  still  think  the  noise,  if 
any,  could  be  avoided.     This  is  my  view  of  the  matter,  but  I  would  suggest  that 
before  passing  judgment  on  this  case  the  Board  go  and  see  for  themselves  whether 
they  consider  the  noise  excessive,  now  the  tracks  are  repaired,  for  I  consider  that 
having  seen  and  heard  for  themselves  the  Board  can  form  a  much  better  opinion 
of  this  than  anything  I  might  try  to  explain  in  a  report.

Sir, — At  the  suggestion  of  your  Board,  I  went  out  to  Howard  Park  Avenue  and 
inspected  the  tracks  as  far  as  the  Park  entrance,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Smith  of  the 
Toronto  Railway   Company.     The  rails  are  Dick  Kerr  Section,   6i/^-inch  girder 
groove  rails,  and  while  the  grooves  are  worn  in  places,  there  seemed  to  be  suffi- 
cient thickness  in  the  head  to  permit  of  their  use  for  some  time  yet.     The  joints 
are  low  and  pounded,  and  that  is  caused  largely  by  the  sinking  of  the  ties  due  to 
insufficient  ballast  under  them.     This    I  could  not  see,  but  Mr.  Smith  says  it  is 
largely  sand  with  concrete  between  the  ties  for  the  brick  paving  to  rest  on.     The 
street  is  asphalt,  with  granite  sets  along  the  rails,  and  brick  paving  between  the 
rails  and  on  the  devilstrip.     This  is  high  and  consequently  makes  the  tracks  look 
worse  than  they  would  be  if  it  was  level  with  the  rails.     At  the  same  time  it  is 
])ossibIe  the  tracks  may  have  settled  somewhat  all  along,  due  to  the  nature  of  the 
iiallast.     The  Eailway  Company  have  a  gang  of  men  working  on  the  tracks  now, 
and  are  raising  up  the  joints,  and  grinding  away  the  pounded  surface  of  the  rail, 
so  that  the  whole  is  level  and  true,  and  are  taking  up  the  sets,  filling  in  with  con- 
crete, and  replacing  them  so  as  to  make  the  street  as  nearly  good  as  possible.     The 
cun'e  at  the  intersection  of  Indian  Grove,  which  is  the  last  turn  in  the  street  before 
coming  to  the  Park  entrance,  is  all  worn  out  and  is  to  be  entirely  replaced  with 
ne\T  rails,  and  I  think,  when  this  work  is  done,  which  will  be  probably  in  five  or 
six  days  from  now,  that  conditions  will  be  much  better,  and  the  noise  complained 
of  will  be  greatly  reduced. 

I  certainly  do  not  see  what  more  the  Company  can  do,  unless  the  tracks  are 
taken  up  throughout  and  a  concrete  base  laid  under  them,  meaning  a  very  con- 
siderable expense,  which,  for  the  present,  in  my  opinion,  is  hardly  justified  until 
the  rails  are  worn  out.  and,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  thev  have  considerable  life  in  them 
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yet.     Where  the  ends  are  split,  the  rail  i^  being  removed  and  another  one  of  the 
same  section  is  being  put  in. 

The  high  paving  gives  the  street  a  worse  appearance  than  it  would  otherwise 
have.  There  is  too  much  of  a  curve  to  it  in  the  centre  of  the  track,  and  this 
causes  the  water  to  lodge  there  instead  of  going  to  the  gutters,  and  in  time  it  must 
get  down  under  the  ties  and  undermine  them,  the  result  being  the  gradual  sinking 
of  the  track,  especially  at  the  joints.

Since  the  hearings  of  this  matter  before  the  Board  on  the  30th  of  March  and 
4th  of  April,  1915,  the  Board  has  procured  its  Engineer  to  inspect  and  report 
upon  the  work  of  reconstruction  and  repair  done  by  the  Toronto  Eailway  Company, 
subsequent  to  this  application,  upon  its  tracks  along  Howard  Park  Avenue  and  the 
special  work  at  the  intersection  of  the  said  avenue  with  Boncesvalles  Avenue. 
The  members  of  the  Board,  also,  since  such  woFk  of  reconstruction  and  repair, 
attended  on  the  3rd  of  ]\Iay  instant  in  company  with  representatives  of  the  City 
and  the  Company,  and  inspected  the  tracks  upon  Howard  Park  Averrue  and  the 
special  work  at  the  intersection  of  the  said  avenuo  and  Roncesvalles  Avenue,  and 
observed  the  cars  of  the  Company  in  operation  along  and  across  the  same.  As  the" 
result  of  such  inspection  and  observation,  the  Board  is  ef  opinion,  which  is  sup- 
ported by  the  report  of  its  engineer,  that  since  the  work  of  repair  and  recon- 
struction done  by  the  "Company  the  operation  of  the  Company's  cars  along- Howard 
Park  Avenue  now  cause  no  greater  annoyance  or  inconvenience  to  the  residents  of 
Howard  Park  Avenue  and  the  neighborhood  than  are  necessarily  incident  to  street 
railway  operation  with  heavy  cars  upon  the  streets  of  a  city  of  the  size  of  Toronto. 

In  \ie\y  of  these  conclusions  the  Application  is  dismissed.  There  will  be  no 
law  stamps  upon  the  order  dismissing  the  Application,  but  as  the  complaint  of 
the  Applicants  before  the  doing  of  the  work  of  repair  and  reconstruction  by  the 
Company  was  not  unwarranted,  the  order  should  provide  that  the  Company  pay 
the  fee  of  the  Board's  inspecting  engineer.

Sir, — I  have  to  report  that  I  went  over  the  route  of  the  proposed  Civic  car 
line  along  Lansdowne  Avenue  from  St.  Clair  Avenue  to  the  C.P.E.  tracks,  on 
Thursday  afternoon  last,  Avith  Mr.  McCarthy,  the  engineer  of  the  City  Eailway  and 
Bridge  Department.  We  went  along  Dufi;erin  Street  to  see  the  grade  up  the  hill 
there  to  St.  Clair  Avenue,  thence  to  Lansdowne  Avenue.  The  grade  up  Dufferin 
Street  is  longer,  and  if  anything  it  might  be  a  little  steeper  in  places,  but,  as  you 
know,  there  is  no  connection  with  the  Toronto  Eailway  across  the  C.P.E.  tracks 
on  that  street. 

Lansdowne  Avenue  from  St.  Clair  Avenue  to  the  top  of  the  hill  is  an  asphalt 
paved  street  and  unpaved  from  there  to  the  C.P.  railway.  From  St.  Clair 
Avenue  to  Davenport  Eoad,  the  street  will  have  to  be  widened  to  42  feet  between 
curbs  to  allow  of  double  track,  the  present  width  being,  I  should  judge,  not  over 
30  feet.  From  the  top  of  the  hill  to  Davenport  Eoad  there  is  a  deep  cut  and  it  is 
proposed  to  build  a  retaining  wall  on  each  side  of  the  66  foot  street  allowance  high 
enough  to  permit  of  the  banks  being  sloped  back  V^  to  1  above  the  top  of  the  wall 
so  as  not  to  reach  into  private  proj^erty. 

The  line  would  connect  with  the  present  St.  Clair  Avenue  track  so  that  the 
cars  could  continue  along  that  street.  From  this  point  to  the  top  of  the  hill  the 
grades  are  light,  but  from  the  north  end  of  the  reverse  curve  shown  on  the  plan 
they  range  from  3.35  per  cent,  to  5.88  per  cent,  to  a  point  250  feet  north  of 
Davenport  Eoad,  when  from  there  to  the  north  street  line  of-  that  road  the  grade 
is  8.1  per  cent.  Here  the  proposed  line  will  cross  the  Toronto  Suburban  Single 
track  running  along  Davenport  Eoad  to  Bathurst  Street.  About  200  feet  south 
of  this  crossing  the  grades  along  Lansdowne  Avenue  would  vary  from  5.13  per 
cent,  to  3.14  per  cent.,  after  which  they  are  light  all  the  way  to  the  C.P.  rail- 
way. There  is  no  way  of  overcoming  these  grades  down  the  hill,  and  if  it  were 
possible  to  run  straight  down  instead  of  around  the  curve  they  would  not  be  im- 
proved, in  fact,  the  curve  gives  a  longer  distance.  On  the  other  hand,  curves  are 
not  desirable  on  steep  grades,  but  this  appears  to  he  a  case  where  they  are  prac- 
tically unavoidable,  and  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  an  accident  through  the  cars 
getting  out  of  control,  I  would  suggest  issuing  a  slow  order,  reducing  the  speed 
to  five  miles  per  hour,  to  take  effect  from  the  top  of  the  hill  till  the  south  line  of 
Davenport  Eoad  has  been  passed.  No  part  of  the  reverse  curve  near  the  top  of  the 
hill  is  on  the  8.1  per  cent,  grade  which  begins  about  30  feet  south  of  the  end  of  the 
curve.  Part  of  this  curve  is  on  a  3.55  per  cent,  and  the  balance  on  a  5.88  per  cent, 
grade.  There  is  another  reverse  curve  at  Davenport  Eoad  and  about  60  feet  of 
that  is  on  the  8.1  per  cent,  grade,  but  it  has  a  large  radius,  and  I  don't  apprehend 
any  trouble  there,  especially  with  the  precautions  suggested  above. 

There  will  be  eight  inches  of  concrete  under  the  ties  and  one  inch  of  sand 
cushion,  the  paving  being  wood  blocks  between  the  rails  and  on  the  devil  strips, 
the  sets  outside  the  outer  rail  of  each  track  all  restinsr  on  concrete.- 
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With  the  suggestions  made  above  I  would  recommend  the  approval  of  the  plan 
should  your  Board  decide  in  favour  of  this  route.

Sir, — ^I  have  examined  the  plan  and  profile  of  the  Toronto  Suburban  Railway 
Company's  level  crossing  over  Dundas  and  Church  Streets,  Block  10,  Range  1, 
Township  of  Etobicoke,  County  of  York.  The  crossing  at  Dundas  Street  is  about 
200  ft.  south-east  of  where  the  C.  P.  R.  crosses  the  same  street,  and  about  100 
ft.  north-west  of  the  intersection  of  Dundas  and  Church  Street.  The  present 
road  level  will  have  to  be  raised  about  1  ft.  to-suit  the  rail  elevation.  The  Church 
Street  level  crossing  of  the  Toronto  Suburban  line  is  about  150  ft.  from  that  of  the 
C.  P.  R.  over  the  same  street,  and  about  50  ft.  north  of  the  intersection  of  Church 
and  Dundas  Streets,  which  is  approximately  at  right  angles.  The  present  eleva- 
tion of  Church  Street  will  have  to  be  raised  about  2  ft.  to  suit  rail  level,  and  will 
slope  up  each  side  1  in  20,  as  allowed  in  the  Railway  Act. 

There  is  nothing  objectionable  as  far  as  the  construction  of  the  crossings  go, 
but,  not  having  any  knowledge  of  the  location,  I  am  unable  to  say  whether  there 
is  any  obstruction  to  prevent  persons  on  the  streets  seeing  up  and  down  the  track. 
As  far  as  the  railway  profile  is  concerned,  it  shows  the  railway  quite  clear  for 
a  considerable  distance  each  way,  but  there  may  be  trees  or  houses  to  obstruct  the 
view.  The  crossings  being  so  near  the  C.  P.  R.  would  make  it  necessary  that 
some  precautions  be  taken  to  prevent  accidents,  especially  after  dark. 

I  presume  your  Board  will  act  in  the  case  of  this  plan  as  it  has  done  with 
the  others  in  the  way  of  ascertaining  whether  there  is  any  opposition  from  the. 
local  authorities,  and  what  means  are  proposed  to  be  taken  to  avoid  accidents 
before  the  Company  uses  the  line  for  traffic.  With  this  suggestion,  I  see  no  objec- 
tion to  the  proposed  construction  of  the  crossings,  and  the  approval  of  the  plan 
conditional  to  the  right  of  your  Board  to  issue  such  safety  regulations  as  it  may 
see  fit.

SiR;, — At  the  request  of  your  Board  I  examined  to-day  the  location  of  the 
cast  iron  columns  on  Station  Street  at  the  low  level  entrance  to  the  Union  Station. 
These  columns  support  the  girders  of  the  overhead  bridge  across  the  street  from 
the  station  building  on  Front  Street  to  the  Train  shed,  "and  are  placed  midway 
between  the  walls  of  these  buildings,  or  a  distance  of  34  ft.  from  each  wall  con- 
sequently, they  come  about  the  centre  of  the  street. 

The  Toronto  Eailway  Company  have  one  track  from  Front  Street  down 
Simcoe  Street,  thence  along  Station  Street,  then  up  York  to  Front  Street  again, 
forming  a  loop  line  for  its  car  service  to  the  station  lower  level  entrance,  and 
this  track  comes  on  the  north  side  of  the  columns  in  question.  The  column  base 
averages  3  ft.  from  the  gauge  line  of  the  south  rail,  or  about  4  ft.  10  in.  from 
the  rail  to  the  centre  of  the  column.  The  cast  iron  base  rests  on  a  stone  footing 
3  ft.  814  square,  which  is  the  diameter  of  the  cast  iron  base.  This  base  is  about 
2  ft.  3  in.  high,  and  above  it  is  the  column  2  ft.  4I/0  in.  diameter. 

I  measured  the  distance  between  the  sides  of  three  closed  double  truck  cars  and 
the  face  of  the  column,  and  found  it  1  ft.  8  in.,  which  would  mean  1  ft.  from 
the  column  base  on  account  of  its  larger  diameter,  where  the  car  steps  would  pass. 
A  single  truck  closed  Church  Street  car  gave  a  clearance  of  2  ft.  1  in.  from 
column  face  to  side  of  car,  or  1  ft.  5  in.  from  step  to  base.  Three  open  cars 
gave  a  clearance  from  the  upper  step  to  column  base  of  1  ft.  and  3  inches  from 
the  lower  step.  A  fourth  one  gave  1  ft.  3  in.  from  the  upper  step  and  5  in. 
from  the  lower. 

The  distance  from  the  north  rail  of  the  track  to  the  curb  measures  about 
13  ft.  10  in.,  and  the  sidewalk  is  10  ft.  7  in.  from  the  curb  to  the  wall  of  the 
building.  The  sidewalk  and  street  are  practically  on  the  same  level  all  along  under 
the  bridge. 

All  cars  stop  here  to  receive  passengers  from  the  trains,  and  I  have  often 
wondered  why  there  had  not  been  more  room  allowed,  for  the  columns  are  on 
the  side  of  the  car  used  by  persons  getting  on,  and  any  one  doing  so  just  as  it 
is  starting  is  liable  to  be  struck  by  one  of  the  columns  before  he  can  enter  the  car. 
especially  if  he  has  anything  in  his  hand.  The  danger  of  accident  due  to  this 
depends  on  the  position  of  end  of  a  closed  car  from  the  column  before  starting. 
In  the  case  of  the  open  car  the  entrance  to  one  row  of  seats  must  always  be  close 
to  a  column.  I  took  careful  notice  of  this  to-day,  and  while  I  cannot  say  T 
have  heard  of  any  accident  happening  here,  I  only  wonder  it  has  not,  especially  with 
a  crowd  coming  out  of  the  station  to  get  on  a  car.     The  Company,  I  understanrl. 
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propose  to  move  the  track  2  ft.  further  to  the  north  side  of  the  street,  which 
would  give  3  ft.  clearance  from  the  car  steps  instead  of  1  ft.  as  it  is  now,  and 
this  in  my  opinion  is  little  enough.  This  would  leave  11  ft.  10  in.  from  the  north 
rail  to  the  curb  instead  of  13  ft.  10  in.,  but  as  the  traffic  consists  chiefly  of  buses 
waiting  for  the  trains,  and  comparatively  little  through  traffic,  I  should  not  con- 
sider this  too  narrow.  Those  buses  I  saw  to-day  were  partly  on  the  sidewalk, 
which  appears  more  for  the  use  of  persons  going  into  the  buildings  than  for 
pedestrians  as  on  an  ordinary  street.  If  this  is  considered  an  objection,  then 
the  sidewalk  could  be  made  2  ft.  narrower,  leaving  8  ft.  7  in.  instead  of  10  ft.  7  in., 
for  all  the  use  there  seems  to  be  made  of  it.  Again,  why  could  not  the  buses 
stand  at  some  other  place  instead  of  opposite  the  column. 

I  think  the  Toronto  Eailway  Company  are  quite  justified  in  applying  for 
a  change  of  their  track  here,  not  >only  on  account  of  the  increased  width  of  step, 
which  they  contemplate  using  on  the  new  cars,  but  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  generally.

The  Chairman,  The  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board,  Toronto. 

Sir, — I  submit  herewith  for  your  approval  duplicate  plans  No.  C.  475,  of  the 
Toronto  Eailway  Company,  showing  the  proposed  new  location  of  their  track 
on  Station  Street,  opposite  the  four  cast  iron  columns  at  the  low  level  entrance 
to  the  Union  Station.  At  my  request,  they  have  shown  the  section  giving  the 
maximum  width  of  car  and  steps  and  the  clearance  between  the  lower  step  and 
the  column  base.  This,  you  will  notice,  is  now  2  ft.  2i/2  in.  instead  of  3  in., 
as  it  exists  at  present.  This  means  moving  the  track  over  2  ft.  6  in.  to  the  north  of 
the  street,  which  will  leave  9  ft.  11  in.  from  the  car  to  the  curb.  The  sidewalk, 
as  stated  in  my  previous  report,  is  10  ft.  6  in.  wide,  and  is  level  with  the  roadway. 
As  the  rail  cannot  be  raised  here,  on  account  of  headroom  under  the  bridge,  the 
street  paving  will  have  to  be  lowered  1^2  in.  at  the  rail  to  suit  the  rail  level, 
when  the  track  is  moved  over,  remaining  at  its  present  level  at  the  curb,  for  a 
width  of  11  ft.  4  in.  I  do  not  sec  any  great  difficulty  in  this  and  would  recom- 
mend the  approval  of  the  plan  by  your  Board.

44,  as  amended  by  Section  10  of  the  Municipal  Amendment  Act,  5  George  the 
Fifth,  1915,  it  is  provided  that  where  the  Council  of  a  city  or  town  before  the 
15th  day  of  July  in  any  year,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members,  passes 
a  resolution  affirming  the  expediency  of  a  division  or  a  new  division  into  wards  of 
the  city  or  town  or  of  a  part  of  it,  the  Municipal  Board  may  divide  or  re-divide 
the  city  or  town  or  part  of  it  into  ward?  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  provided  that 
no  ward  shall  have  a  population  of  less  than  five  hundred,  and  that  *there  shall 
be  at  least  three  wards  in  any  such  city  or  town.

The  location  plans  are  drawn  ta  scale  300  feet  to  the  inch,  the  profile  scales 
are  400  feet  horizontal  and  20  feet  vertical  to  the  inch,  and  the  plans  and  profiles 
of  the  road  crossings  are  drawn  to  a  scale  of  400  feet  horizontal  and  20  feet  vertical 
to  the  inch. 

The  maximum  grade  on  the  profile  is  shown  to  he  two  per  cent.,  which,  I 
understand  from  Mr.  Malone,  the  Chief  Engineer,  might  be  improved  in  some 
j'arts,  in  which  case  new  plans  will  be  submitted  showing  such  changes  when 
iMuupleted. 

The  plans  have  complete  information,  including  the  books  of  reference  for 
ach  district.     I  would  remark,  however,  that  on  the  profile  from  Mile  26  to  Mile 
-8  the  grades  are  not  designated  although  shown  on  the  plan  of  the  road  crossings. 
These  should  be  marked  on. 

The  profiles  at  road  crossings.  Concession  V-VI,  near  the  junction  of  the 
-Metcalfe  Eoad,  and  at  Concession  X-XT,  at  the  Village  of  St.  Therese,  do  not 
appear  to  be  quite  correctly  dra^m.  These  matters  can  be  easily  corrected  on 
profile  and  do  not  affect  the  elevations  given  where  the  road  and  railway  intersect. 

The  following  crossings  not  now  open  for  public  use  will  have  to  be  made  with 
a  slope  of  1  in  20  whenever  they  are  required,  namely,  the  side  road  crossing 
''ctween  the  lands  of  0.  Marion  and  D.  Lavictorie  and  Concession  Road  XI-XII. 

With  these  remarks  the  plans  are  in  every  other  respect  made  according  to 
the  requirements  laid  down  in  the  Railway  Act,  and  those  of  the  road  crossings 
have  been  signed  by  the  Reeve  of  the  Township  so  as  to  avoid  any  objection  from 
the  Municipality.  Consequently,  I  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  have  the 
approval  of  your  Board,  always,  however,  with  the  proviso  reserving  the  right  to 
make  such  changes  at  the  crossings  at  any  time  should  your  Board  deem  it  neces- 
sary for  the  safety  of  persons  using  the  highways,  after  making  a  personal  ex- 
amination thereof.

(1)  That  the  lines  of  the  telephone  systems  of  the  Applicant  and  Respondents 
shall  be  so  connected  with  the  lines  owned  and  operated  by  the  Manitoulin  and 
North  Shore  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  Limited,  that  such  systems  or 
lines  may  be  used  jointly  by  the  Applicant  and  ResiX)ndeuts  and  the  said  Company 
for  the  transmission  of  messages  or  conversations  Ijv  means  of  or  over  sucli  systems 
or  lines. 

(2)  That  on  each  message  or  conversation  of  five  minutes"  duration  originating 
upon  the  system  of  the  Applicant  and  terminating  upon  the  system  of  the  Re- 
spondents there  shall,  in  addition  to  the  toll  payable  to  the  Manitoulin  and  North 
Shore  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  Limited,  be  paid  to  the  Applicant  a  fee 
of  Five  Cents. 

(3)  That  on  each  message  of  five  minutes'  duration  originating  upon  the 
system  of  the  Respondents  and  terminating  upon  the  system  of  the  Applicant  there 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  toll  payable  to  the  Manitoulin  and  North  Shore  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  Limited,  be  paid  to  the  Resix)ndents  a  fee  of  Five  Cents. 

(4)  That  on  each  message  or  conversation  originating  upon  the  system  of  the 
Respondents  and  terminating  ujx)n  any  system  other  than  that  of  the  Applicant 
the  connection  for  vrhieh  is  switclied  by  the  Applicant  there  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  toll  charge  payable  to  tlie  Manitoulin  and  North  Shore  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company,  Limited,  be  paid  to  the  Applicant  a  switeliing  fee  of  Five  Cents. 

(5)  That  in  cases  wliere  the  conversation  is  originated  by  a  non-subscriljer, 
the  Applicants  or  Respondents  may  charge  a  fee  of  Ten  Cents  in  lieu  of  the  fee 
stipulated  in  Clauses  2,  3  and  i., 

(6)  That  the  Respondents  shall,  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  hereof,  estab- 
lish such  connections  with  the  telephone  systems  of  the  Manitoulin  and  North  Shore 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  Limited,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the 
provisions  of  this  Order  to  be  carried  into  effect. 

And  the  Board  makes  no  order  as  to  costs,  save  and  except  that  the  Applicant 
and  Respondents  shall  each  pay  the  sum  of  $2.50  for  the  law  stamps  required  for 
this  Order.

Upon  the  application  of  the  said  Corporation,  upon  hearing  evidence  on  behalf 
of  the. Applicant  and  Respondents, 

The  Board  orders : 

(1)  That  the  lines  of  the  telephone  systems  of  the  Applicant  and  Respondents' 
shall  be  so  connected  with  the  lines  owned  and  operated  by  the  Manitoulin  and 
North  Shore  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company.  Limited,  that  such  systems  or 
lines  may  be  used  jointly  by  the  Applicant  and  Respondents  and  the  said  Com- 
pany for  the  transmission  of  messages  or  conversations  by  means  of  or  over  etieh 
svstems  or  lines. 


{'i)  That  the  Respondents  shall  pay  to  the  Applicant  the  sum  of  One  Dollar 
per  annum  for  each  telephone  connected  upon  the  system  of  tire  Respondents,  pa}^ 
able  in  advance  upon  such  date  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between  the  Ap-' 
plicant  and  Respondents,  or,  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Board,  which  payment  shall  entitle  the  subscribers  to  the  Respondents'  system  to. 
transmit  and  receive  messages  or  conversations  over  the  lines  of  the  system  of  the 
Applicant  and,  on  payment  of  the  toll  payable  to  the  Manitoulin  and  North  Shore 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  Limited,  to  transmit  messages  or  conversations 
over  the  lines  of  the  said  Company. 

(3)  That  for  each  message  or  conversation  of  five  minutes'  duration  trans- 
mitted over  the  lines  of  the  Applicant  and  Respondents  by  persons  other  than  sub- 
scribers to  the  systems  of  the  Applicant  or  Respondents  there  shall  be  payable  a 
fee  of  Ten  Cents,  which  amount  shall  be  collected  and  retained  by  the  system  upon 
which  the  conversation  originates. 

(•i)  That  the  Respondents  shall,  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  hereof,  estab- 
lish such  connections  with  the  telephone  system  of  the  Manitoulin  and  North  Shore 
Telephone  and  Teleg-raph  Company,  Limited,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the 
(Provisions  of  this  Order  to  be  carried  into  effect. 

The  Board  makes  no  Order  for  costs,  save  and  except  that  the  Applicant  anc^ 
Respondents  shall  each  pay  the  sum  of  $2.50  for  the  law  stamps  required  for  this 
Order.

Opinion  of  the  Board. 

■f  w  This  is  an  application  by  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  John- 
"aftfi  for  a  declaration  that  the  names  Jacob  Shewfelt,  J.  P.  Quinn  and  Charles 
Stewart,  appearing  on  the  petition  presented  to  the  Council  of  the  applicant  muni- 
cipality, praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  telephone  system  in  accordance  with 
the  "Ontario  Telephone  Act,"  are  their  bona  fide  signatures  respectively,  and  that 
they  are  subscribers  within  the  meaning  of  Subsection  (F)  of  Section  2  of  "The 
Ontario  Telephone  Act,"  and  are  therefore  liable  for  the  repayment  of  their  share 
of  the  cost  of  establishing  and  maintaining  the  said  telephone  system  as  provided  in 
the  said  Act. 

■•  It  was  established  by  evidence  that  a  petition  in  the  following  terms  had  been 
presented  to  tlie  Council  of  the  appiicant  municipality  at  its  monthly  meeting  lield 
on  the' 3rd  of  February,  1913  : 

"  All  the  undersigned  resident  landowners  of  the  Township  of  Johnson  hereby 
petition  the  Council  of  the  Township  of  Johnson  to  establish  a  local  telephone 
system  under  the  provisions  of  '  The  Ontario  Telephone  Act '  38,  2  Geo.  V.,  Part  11, 
and  we  further  petition  that  the  pa}Tnent  for  the  work  of  construction  and  instal- 
lation be  extended  over  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  years." 

This  petition  was  signed  by  some  52  persons,  presumably  resident  assessed 
landowners,  and  amongst  them  the  three  respondents.  On  that  day,  the  Council 
being  satisfied  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition,  took  the  action  disclosed  by  the 
following  minute :/' That  the  Clerk  advertise  for  tenders  for  the  construction  of 
a  telephone  system  and  post  notices  stating  that  any  other  persons  desiring  to  be 
subscribers  must  send  their  names  forthwith  to  the  Clerk,  and  that  every  sub- 
scriber must  retain  his  telephone  poles  until  advised  where  to  deliver  them."  Sub- 
.sequently  at  the  next  monthly  meeting  held  on  3rd  of  March,  1913,  a  By-law,  P  15, 
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was  passed  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  telephone  system '  as  ' prayed  in  the' 
petition.  Owing  to  an  objection  to  some  of  its  provisions  raised  by  the  Board  this' 
By-law  was  repealed,  and  on  30th  April,  1913,  another  By-law  to  the  same  effect,' 
with  modifications  not  relevant  to  this  proceeding,  was  passed.  This  By-law,  wit'h' 
the  plans  and  specifications,  was  subsequently  approved  by  this  Board.  The  appli- 
cant then  proceeded  with  the  construction  of  the  system,  raising  a  temporary  loan 
for  the  purpose,  and  offered  to  instal  a  telephone  upon  the  premises  of  each 
of  the  respondents,  who  however  all  refused  to  permit  the  installation  for  reasons 
to  be  hereafter  considered.  A  By-law  was  afterwards  passed  authorizing  the  issue 
of  debentures  of  the  municipality  payable  by  instalments  during  ten  years,  to' 
retire  the  temporary  loan,  and  in  said  By-law  provision  was  made  as  authorized 
by  "The  Ontario  Telephone  Act"  (1912),  Section  17,  Subsection  (1)  for  levy- 
ing a  special  rate  upon  the  property  of  the  subscribers,  sufficient  to  discharge  the 
instalments  on  the  debentures  and  the  interest  thereon,  as  the  same  fell  due.  Sub- 
section 7  of  Section  17  makes  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  system  a  debt  due 
from  the  subscribers  to  the  initiating  municipality  collectible  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  debentures  and  interest.  When  the  first  payment  fell  due  the  respondents 
refused  to  pay,  but  in  the  end  the  respondent  Shewfelt  paid  the  amount  assessed 
against  him,  some  $10.11;  whether  Quinn  and  Stewart,  or  either  of  them,  paid 
does  not  appear.  Subsequently  the  respondent  Shewfelt  brought  an  action  against 
the  applicant  in  the  second  Division  Court  of  the  District  of  Algoma  to  recover  the 
amount  so  paid,  and  judgment  was  given  in  his  favor  with  costs. 

This  definitely  raised  the  question  whether  the  respondent  Shewfelt  was  liable 
to  be  assessed  for  the  cost  of  the  system  and  its  maintenance  under  "  The  Ontario 
Telephone  Act "  ;  and  as  Quinn  and  Stewart  claimed  also  to  be  exonerated  from 
liability  in  much  the  same  circumstances  as  Shewfelt,  this  application  was  made  to 
the  Board  to  determine  the  question.  As  will  appear,  for  reasons  hereafter  set  out, 
the  answer  to  this  question  is  to  be  found  in  the  answers  to  the  further  questions: 
firstly,  whether  the  respondents,  or  any  of  them,  were  removed  from  the  petition, 
it  being  admitted  that  each  of  them  was  a  signatory  to  the  petition;  and  secondly, 
whether  their  names,  not  having  been  removed  from  the  petition,  they  or  any  of 
them  were  "  subscribers  "  to  the  system  under  the  Act. 

The  respondents  claim  to  be  exempt  from  assessment  upon  the  following: 
grounds : 

1.  That  they  were  induced  by  verbal  misrepresentations  to  sign  the  petition. 

2.  That  they  are  not  "  subscribers  "  as  defined  by  "  The  Ontario  Telephone 
Act''  (1912),  and  therefore  not  liable  to  the  special  rate  under  Section  17  of  that 
Act. 

3.  Tliat  before  the  construction  by-law  was  passed  they  asked  the  Council  of  the 
Applicant  to  remove  their  names  from  the  petition.  This  ground  does  not  apply 
in  the  case  of  the  respondent  Quinn. 

As  to  the  first  ground  the  testimony  is  so  conflicting  that  the  Board  has 
concluded  that  the  only  safe  course  is  to  adopt  the  words  of  the  written  document 
— the  signed  petition — as  expressing  the  real  intention  of  the  parties  without  quali- 
fication.   Besides,  this  ground  was  not  strongly  pressed  in  argument. 

As  to  the  second  ground,  the  contention  is  that  as  none  of  the  resjwndents  ap- 
plied to  have  his  premises  connected  with  the  system,  and  as  in  fact  none  of  them 
Avas  at  any  time  connected,  none  of  tliem  is  a  subscriber  under  Section  2,  Clause 
(F)  of  "The  Ontario  Telephone  Act"  (1912).    The  Board  is  of  opinion  that  this 
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objection  is  untenable,  since  carried  to  its  ultimate  conclusion  it  leads  to  an  ab- 
surdity. For  example,  let  us  assume  that  a  given  resident  assessed  landowner, 
A.B.,  signs  a  petition  for  the  establishment  of  a  system  under  "  The  Ontario  Tele- 
phone Act."  The  petition  is  presented  to  Council,  found  to  be  sufficiently  signed 
and  acted  upon  in  due  course,  a  construction  by-law  being  passed,  the  system  being 
l)uilt,  and  the  cost  assessed  against  the  petitioners.  When  the  sum  assessed  against 
A.  B.  is  sought  to  be  collected,  he  says,  as  we  assume  the  fact  is,  "  I  have  refused 
to  have  my  premises  connected  with  the  system,  and  it  is  not  connected."  Wlien  the 
reply  is  made  to  him,  ^•'but  you  signed  the  petition  for  the  establishment  of  the 
«ystem,*'  A.  B.  replies,  "  true,  but  the  petition  does  not  signify  that  I  have  applied 
to  have  my  premises  connected  with  the  system,  and  as  in  fact  my  premises  are  not 
connected  with  the  system,  I  am  not  a  '  subscriber '  as  defined  in  '  The  Ontario  Tele- 
phone Act'  (1912),  and  am  therefore  not  assessable  under  Section  17  of  that  Act." 
This  position  might  be  taken,  not  merely  by  the  supposititious  petitioner,  A.  B.,  but 
by  a  majority  of  all  of  the  petitioners,  and  if  the  position  were  held  to  be  well 
taken,  the  municipality,  after  perhaps  incurring  obligations  from  which  it  could 
not  withdraw,  would  find  itself  with  an  abortive  project  on'  its  hands,  and  witli  no 
recourse  but  to  throw  the  financial  burden  on  the  general  ratepayers,  many  of  whom 
had  not  sanctioned  the  undertaking,  and  might  never  have  any  interest  in  its  execu- 
tion. It  seems  to  the  Board  that  for  the  practical  working  of  "  The  Ontario  Tele- 
plioue  Act,"  a  wider  view  of  its  provisions  must  be  taken.  Wlien  a  sufficient 
number  of  the  designated  class  of  ratepayers  have  petitioned  the  Council  for  the 
establishment  of  a  municipal  system  under  the  Act,  and  their  petition  has  been 
acted  upon  by  the  Council,  it  must  be  held  that  each  of  them  has  intended  to 
assume  the  burden  of  his  statutory  liability  as  a  "  subscriber,"  consequent  upon 
the  action  of  the  Council.  Only  by  taking  such  a  view  can  ''  The  Ontario  Telephone 
Act "  be  made  workable,  injustice  and  inequalities  avoided,  and  the  evident  inten- 
tion of  the  Legislature  to  ensure  the  establislmient  of  rural  telephone  systems  under 
municipal  control,  carried  into  effect. 

But  in  the  third  place  it  is  contended  that  in  the  cases  of  Shewfelt  and  Stewart 
the  'Council  was  notified  before  passing  the  by-law  on  3rd  March,  1913,  that  these 
petitioners  wished  to  have  their  names  struck  out  of  the  petition,  that  these  peti- 
tioners had  the  right  to  withdraw,  and  that  in  these  circumstances  they  are  exoner- 
ated from  liability  as  fully  as  if  tliey  had  never  signed  the  petition. 

iSince  these  transactions  "The  Ontario  Telephone  Act"  was  amended  in  1913, 
so  that  now  no  name  can  be  removed  from  a  petition  unless  by  consent  of  the 
Board.  At  the  time  in  question,  however,  the  right  of  a  petitioner  to  withdraw  his 
name  was  by  no  means  clear.  The  question  of  the  existence  of  such  a  right  under 
the  analogous  provisions  of  "  The  Municipal  Drainage  Act "  was  raised  in  1894  be- 
fore the  €ourt  of  Appeal  in  the  case  Gibson  v.  Township  of  North  Easthope,  21 
A.R.  504,  when  the  Court  was  equally  divided.  The  reasons  given  by  the  late  Mr. 
Justice  Burton  in  support  of  his  view  that  there  was  no  right  of  withdrawal,  com- 
mend themselves  to  the  Board.    They  are  as  follows : 

"We  are  brouglit  face  to  face,  therefore,  with  the  question  of  whether  the 
petitioner  liad  a  right  to  withdraw  after  setting  the  council  in  motion,  and  whether 
there  is  any  power  in  the  Court,  in  a  proceeding  of  this  nature,  to  reverse  the  find- 
ing of  the  council  itself,  who,  in  my  opinion,  were  a  domestic  forum  constituted  hy 
the  Legislature  to  decide  summarily  and  finally  whether  this  condition  precedent  to 
the  passing  of  the  by-law  had  been  complied  with." 
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'*  The  inconvenience  ol'  having  a  question  of  this  kind  raised  years  after  the 
pastiing  of  the  by-law  and  the  execution  of  the  work  is  manifest,  but  a  perusal  of 
Sections  292  and  293  of  46  Vic,  ch.  18  (0)  seems  to  fortify  the  view  that  such 
a  withdrawal  was  not  contemplated,  and  they  point  out,  I  think,  very  clearly  the 
grounds  upon  which  alone  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition  can  be  enquired  into.'' 

"  It  is  not  necessary  to  decide  whether  any  appeal  could  be  taken  against  that 

decision  upon  a  motion  to  quash  the  by-law.  I  may  state  in  my  own  opinion  that  it  was 

not  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  allow  any  appeal,  but  that  it  was  intended 

that  the  decision  of  the  Council  upon  all  such  preliminary  matters  should  be  final 

-and  conclusive.'' 

"  The  recent  statute  53  Vic,  ch.  50,  sec  35  (C.)  seems,  I  think,  to  confirm 
the  view  of  the  Legislature  that  previously  to  its  passage  a  petitioner  had  not  the 
right  to  withdraw,  but  it  would  have  been  more  equitable,  I  should  have  thought, 
to  visit  him  with  the  costs  and  to  have  relieved  the  other  petitioners  who  were  no 
jHirties  to  his  action." 

In  the  case  before  the  Board  the  evidence  is  that  Shewfelt  and  Stewart  had 
each  delivered  a  written  notice  toJ  the  Clerk  of  the  applicant  municipality,  asking 
that  their  names  should  be  removed  from  the  petition ;  in  the  former  case*  delivery 
was  made  by  handing  the  notice  to  a  sister  of  the  'Clerk,  and  in  the  latter  case  by 
mailing  it  to  his  post  office  address.  In  each  case  the  notice  was  said  to  have  been 
so  delivered  about  24th  February,  1913,  and  therefore  after  the  Council  meeting  of 
;)rd  February,  when  the  above  resolution  was  passed,  and  prior  to  the  meeting  of 
;Jrd  of  March  when  the  construction  by-law  was  passed.  It  was  not  clearly  estab- 
lished that  these  notices  were  read  in  Council  at  the  meeting  of  3rd  March,  but  the 
Board  is  satisfied  that  they  reached  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  before  that  date.  Whether 
tJie  notices  were  read  and  considered  in  Council  or  not  the  result  to  the  respondents 
Shewfelt  and  Stewart  is  the  same.  The  Council  was,  in  the  language  of  Mr.  Justice 
Burton,  "^  a  domestic  forum  constituted  by  the  Legislature  to  decide  finally  and 
summarily  "  this  question.  If  the  notices  were  read  and  considered  hy  Council  at 
tlie  meeting  at  which  the  By-law  was  passed,  the  very  passing  of  the  By-law  was  the 
expression  of  the  iCouncil's  determination'  of  the  question ;  if  the  notices  were  not 
read  and  considered  at  that  meeting  the  respondents  Shewfelt  and  Stewart  may 
have  cause  to  complain,  but  their  status  as  petitioners  is  now  irrevocably  fixed. 
Having  deliberately  signed  a  petition  asking  Council  to  launch  a  communal  under- 
taking of  this  kind,  whose  success  may  depend  upon  the  co-operation  of  all  the  signa- 
tories in  good  faith,  they  cannot  now,  when  Council  has  acted  upon  the  petition, 
and  incurred  financial  liabilities,  he  permitted  on  the  grounds  here  disclosed  to 
abandon  the  enterprise  and  leave  the  burden  to  be  borne  by  the  lessened  number  of 
continuing  subscribers. 

The  Board  will  therefore  Order  and  declare  that  the  respondents,  and  each  of 
them,  signed  the  petition  for  the  above  work,  that  their  names  were  not,  nor  was 
any  of  them  removed  from  the  petition,  that  no  valid  reason  has  been  advanced 
to  warrant  the  removal  of  their  names,  or  any  of  them,  from  the  petition,  and  that 
'as  signers  of  the  petition  they  are  liable  as  subscribers  respectively,  and  their  several 
properties  are  liable  to  the  special  rate  levied  and  to  be  levied  by  the  applicant  muni- 
cipality to  discharge  the  debt  incurred  by  the  applicant  municipality  in  establish- 
ing the  said  telephone  system,  and  also  their  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  main-

Opixiox  of  the  Board. 

This  is  an  application  by  The  Toronto  Railway  Company,  in  which  the  City 
of  Toronto  is  Respondent.  As  originally  launched,  the  application  sought 
authority  for  that  company  to  operate  the  track  formerly  owned  by  The  Toronto 
&  York  Radial  Railway  Company  on  Yonge  Street,  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  ex- 
tending approximately  from  Farnliam  Avenue  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway — 
that  track  having  been  purchased  as  alleged  by  the  applicant  under  an  agree- 
ment of  sale  dated  the  25th  June,  1915.  The  instrument  of  sale  was  not  pro- 
duced, but  as  counsel  for  the  alleged  vendor  and  purchaser  respectively  affirmed 
its  existence,  there  seems  to  be  no  room  for  doubt  on  the  point.  At  the  Hearing  it 
appeared  that  the  track  in  question  had  been  torn  up  by  the  City  after  the  applica- 
tion was  launched,  and  its  scope  was  extended  to  claim  an  Order  restraining  the 
respondent,  its  servants,  workmen  and  agents  from  interfering  with  the  applicant 
in  the  operation  of  the  said  track,  and  a  mandatory  Order  requiring  the  re|- 
pondent  to  replace  all  tracks  torn  up  by  it  on  the  said  road  in  a  safe  operating 
condition,  and  an  Order  restraining  the  respondent,  its  servants,  workmen  and 
agents  from  interfering  with  or  preventing  the  applicant  from  replacing  the 
said  tracks  if  the  respondent  shall  not  immediately  replace  the  same,  and  an 
Order  declaring  that  the  applicant  may  replace  the  said  tracks  without  prejudice 
to  its  remedy  at  law.  and  damages  against  the  respondent  for  violation  of  it? 
agreement. 

The  facts  out  of  which  the  apjolication  has  arisen  are  not  the  subject  of  sub- 
stantial controversy.  At  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  contract  between  tho 
city  and  the  company  in  the  year  1891,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  Legislature 
at  the  session  of  1892,  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company,  now  thi- 
Toronto  &  York  Radial  Railway  Company,  had  an  exclusive  right  to  operate 
.surface  street  railways  over  the   portion   of  Yonge   Street  over  which   the  track

in  question  extends.  This  right  was  timed  to  expire  on  the  25th  of  June,  1915, 
and  the  agreement  of  the  applicant  with  the  city  vested  in  the  former  the  ex- 
clusive right  to  operate  surface  street  railways  over  that  portion  of  Yonge  Street 
so  far  as  the  city  could  legally  grant  the  same.  This  is  construed  by  the  appli- 
cant's counsel,  and  rightly  the  Board  thinks,  to  confer  now  upon  the  applicant 
the  exclusive  right  in  possession  and  enjoyment  to  operate  a  surface  street  rail- 
way on  that  portion  of  Yonge  Street.  As  stated  above,  on  the  25th  of  June,  1915, 
and  immediately  before  the  expiry  of  the  Toronto  &  York  Eadial  Eailway  Com- 
pany's franchise  in  respect  of  that  portion  of  Yonge  Street,  the  applicant  pur- 
chased from  the  former  company  its  track  and  overhead  work  on  that  portion  of 
Yonge  Street,  and  this  track  the  applicant  claims  the  right  to  operate  as  a  rail- 
way in  situ  and  in  view  of  its  removal  by  the  city,  the  right  to  relay  and  there- 
after operate  it   for  the  remainder   of  its  franchise  term. 

A  preliminary  objection  was  taken  on  behalf  of  the  city  to  the  Board's  juris- 
diction to  entertain  the  application,  and  in  a  proper  case  to  grant  the  relief 
sought.  In  view,  however,  of  the  ample  powers  conferred  by  the  Act  constituting 
the  Board  (E.S.O.  1914,  c.  186),  and  by  The  Ontario  Eailway  Act  (E.S.O.  1914, 
c.  185) — and  in  particular  Section  21  of  the  former,  and  Section  260  of  the 
latter — the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  its  jurisdiction  is  clear  and  unmistakable. 
Upon  the  expiry  of  the  Metropolitan  Company's  franchise,  its  right  to  main- 
tain its  tracks  and  operate  its  cars  upon  that  portion  of  Yonge  Street  ceased. 

.The  transaction  of  sale  no  doubt  vested  in  the  applicant  the  ownership  of  the  rails 

and  other  material,  the  property  of  the  vendor  company,  affixed  to  the  street,  but 
not  without  more,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  as  a  part  of  its  railway  clothed 
with  all  the  rights  and  immunities  of  its  system  throughout  the  city.  The  portion 
t)f  Yonge  Street  referred  to  must  be  regarded  as  the  proposed  site  of  an  extension 
of  the  applicant's  railway.     Now  where  the  applicant  proposes  to  extend  its  rail- 

:  way  within  the  area  defined  by  its  charter  its  power  to  do  so  is  conditioned  on 
the  observance  of  certain  prerequisites  fixed  in  part  by  agreement  between  the 
parties,  and  in  part  by  statute.  For  instance.  Clause  12  of  the  Award,  Conditions, 
Tender  and  By-law,  forming  part  of  the  Agreement  between  the  City  and  Appli- 
cant declares  that  "  the  location  of  the  railway  on  any  street  shall  not  be  made 
by  the  purchaser  (the  company),  or  confirmed  by  the  City  Council  until  plans 
thereof  showing  the  proposed  position  of  the  rails,  the  style  of  rail  to  be  used,  and 
the  other  works  in  each  such  street,  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  in 
writing  by  the  City  Engineer." 

"  Again  Clause  15  of  the  Award,  Conditions,  Tender  and  By-law  provides 
that  '  no  new  lines  shall  be  opened  for  traffic  until  the  purchaser  (the  company) 
has  obtained  a  certificate  in  writing  from  the  City  Engineer  that  the  same  has 
been  constructed  to  his  satisfaction.' "  It  is  true  that  in  this  case  the  railway 
is,  or  was  when  the  application  was  launched,  already  constructed.  But  it  was 
constructed   under   an   agreement  between  the    Metropolitan    Company   and   the 

.  City,  or  its  predecessors,  the  County  of  York,  and  what  is  now  sought  to  be  done 
is  to  have  it  naturalized,  and  its  existence  in  situ  legalized  and  confirmed  under 
an  agreement  between  the  applicant  and  the  city.  How  this  can  be  done  without  a 
compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  under  which  alone  the  applicant's 
railway  can  be  lawfully  located  in  this  street,  the  Board  is  unable  to  conceive: 
Admittedly  there  ha&  been  no  such  compliance.  Now  that  the  track  is  as  a  struc- 
ture non-existent,  by  reason  of  the  action  of  the  City,  the  obligation  of  the  appli- 
cant to  comply  with  these  conditions  precedent  is  certainly  not  relaxed. 
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Again,  Clause  12  above  cited,  provides  that  "  The  gauge  of  the  system 
(4  ft.  11  in.)  is  to  be  maintained  on  main  lines  and  extensions  thereof,  and 
branch  lines  and  extensions  thereof."  It  appears  that  the  gauge  of  the  track 
in  question  on  Yonge  Street  is  different  from  this  defined  gauge  of  the  appli- 
cant's system  and  extensions  thereof.  The  applicant's  purpose  is  in  effect  to  adopt 
this  track  as  an  extension  of  its  system,  and  this  to  be  done  legally  must  be  done 
in  conformity  with  this  provision  of  the  agreement,  unless  the  City  chooses  to 
waive  it. 

Under  Section  105  of  "  The  Ontario  Eailway  Act "  the  Board  may,  in  the 
case  of  proved  inadequacy  of  a  railway  company's  tracks,  order  the  company  to 
make  additions  thereto,  but  it  is  expressly  declared  that  such  additions  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  between  the  company  and  the 
corporation  of  the  municipality.  The  provisions  of  the  agreement  are  thus  given 
legislative  sanction  and  authority.  The  case  Mitchell  &:  Dresch  v.  Sandwich, 
<  Windsor  &  Amherstburg  Railway  Company,  32  O.L.R.  594,  illustrated  how  im- 
perative is  the  obligation  on  a  railway  company  seeking  to  extend  its  tracks,  to 
observe  every  legal  prerequisite  to  its  action.  In  that  case,  the  defendant  com- 
pany, proposing  an  extension  of  its  railway  in  the  City  of  Windsor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Municipal  Council,  failed  to  observe  a  statutory  requirement  in 
that  it  had  not  procured  the  consent  of  this  Board  to  the  proposed  extension,  and 
the  Appellate  Division  held  that  the  defendant  was  properly  enjoined  from  pro- 
ceeding with  the  construction  of  the  extension  until  such  consent  was  procured. 

For  these  reasons  the  application  is  dismissed,  but  without  costs. 

The  Board  is  in  receipt  of  letters  from  persons  alleging  themselves  to  be 
residents  or  ratepayers  in  northern  Toronto,  who  complain  of  the  inconvenience 
they  suffer  by  reason  of  the  removal  of  this  track,  and  the  consequent  interruption 
of  the  car  service.  To  such  complaints  the  Board's  only  answer  is  that  as,  upon 
this  application  the  City  took  its  stand  upon  its  strict  legal  rights,  the  Board  is 
obliged  to  determine  the  issues  involved  solely  upon  that  basis.  If  the  Citj' 
authorities  have  caused  discomfort  and  loss  to  citizens,  by  destroying  needlessly 
and  in  haste,  property  which  might,  under  some  interim  arrangements,  have 
continued  to  serve  the  transportation  requirements  of  a  portion  of  the  community, 
those  citizens  must  carry  their  complaint  to  the  city  authorities.

Be  Eepairs  to   Ha:miltox   Street   Emlway  Track. 

Sir, — I  have  to  report  that  yesterday  morning  I  wont  to  Hamilton  and  in 
company  with  Mr.  Gray,  representing  the  City  Engineer's  office,  and  Mr.  Green, 
of  the  Street  Eailway,  inspected  the  following  portions  of  tvack,  which  I  will 
now  take  up  separately  in  detail. 

(a)  Yorli  Sireet  from  James  St.  to  Queen  St.  Tliis  is  a  double  track  line 
with  a  service  of  about  seven  minutes  between  James  St.  t(M-niinus  and  Dundurn 
Park.  From  Queen  St.  to  the  Park  new  rails  have  boon  ]nit  down  on  steel  ties 
ten  feet  apart,  imbedded  in   six  inches  of  concrete  under  tlic  ties   and  rails,  on 
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which  rests  the  wood  block  paving  between  the  rails  and  devil-  strip,  which  is 
five  feet  wide.  These  tracks  are  in  good  condition  and  I  understand  are  laid 
with  94  lb.  rails  Lorraine  Section.  From  Queen  St.  to  James  St.  the  west  track  is 
laid  with  old  Johnston  groove  rails  65  lbs.,  and  the  east  one  with  Dick,  Kerr,  70  lb. 
groove  rails.  These  have  been  in  for  20  years,  more  or  less,  or  at  any  rate  since 
the  line  was  first  built,  and  are  on  wood  ties  resting  on  the  ground  with  probably 
little  or  no  ballast,  which,  if  it  ever  was  put  in,  is  certainly  not  there  now.  The 
west  track  is  completely  worn  out,  the  grooves  are  cut  away  and  the  whole  is 
nothing  but  scrap.  The  east  track  is  better,  the  grooves  standing  up  pretty  well, 
but  the  joints  are  loose  and  both  tracks  are  sunk  below  the  surface  of  the  street, 
giving  a  very  dilapidated  appearance.  I  understand  the  company  have  been  trying 
to  fix  the  joints  this  spring,  but  in  my  opinion  it  is  only  a  makeshift.  The  street 
is  paved  all  over  with  asphalt,  and  there  are  two  rows  of  setts  laid  alongside 
each  rail  longitudinally  inside  and  out  about  one  foot  wide.  These  are  all  Avorn 
and  disturbed  by  the  sinking  of  the  track  and  the  street  needs  re-paving  all  over, 
but  it  is  useless  to  do  this  until  the  tracks  are  renewed.  I  should  judge  the  dis- 
tance from  James  St.  to  Queen  St.  to  be  about  3,000  ft. 

(6)  Margaret  St.  from  King  St.  to  Main  St.  This  was  a  mud  street  till 
last  year  when  the  City  asphalted  each  side  up  to  the  double  track  allowance 
which  is  still  in  the  original  state.  There  is  about  a  five  minutes  service  on  these 
tracks,  which  are  Dick,  Kerr,  70  lb.  grooved  rail  throughout.  The  rail  heads  are 
fairly  good  and  the  joints  have  been  raised  and  ground  this  spring,  but  the  grooves 
are  flat  owing  to  the  wide  gauge  in  places.  These  tracks  are  laid  on  ties  resting 
probably  on  the  mud  with  steel  tie  rods  through  the  rails  about  every  six  feet 
apart  to  prevent  spreading.  As  these  tracks  had  been  raised  and  lined  up  recently 
they  did  not  look  so  bad,  and  as  there  is  no.  paving  between  them  this  could  be 
easily  done.  During  the  dry  season  they  are  likely  to  remain  so,  but  when  the 
wet  weather  comes  on  again  they  will  sink  in  places  at  any  rate.  The  curves  at 
the  ends  of  the  streets  are  good  and  were  put  in  last  year  and  are  heavy  Lorraine 
Section  about  112  lbs.     This  distance  is  probably  about  1,000  feet. 

(c)  Main  St.  from  Margaret  St.  to  Locke  St.  The  curves  at  the  corner  of 
this  street  and  Margaret  St.  were  put  in  last  year  and  are  heavy  Lorraine  Section 
in  good  condition.  The  double  track  tangents  from  here  to  Locke  Street  are 
Dick,  Kerr  Section,  70  lb.  groove  rails  and  the  same  remark  applies  to  them 
as  to  those  on  Margaret  St.  This  street  is  paved  with  asphalt  up  to  the  track 
allowance,  which  is  mud,  and  as  far  as  the  corner  of  Locke  St.  where  new  heavy 
curves  have  been  put  in  on  steel  ties  and  a  concrete  base,  and  wood  paving  between 
the  rails  and  devil-strip  which  extends  up  to  Herkimer  St.  The  distance  along 
Main  Street  between  Margaret  and  Locke  St.  is  alx)ut  300  or  400  feet. 

(d)  Herkimer  St.  from  Locke  St.  to  Queen  St.  Originally  this  street  wa> 
laid  with  old  Johnston  65  lb.  section  until  after  my  last  report  on  the  tracks  of 
this  Company  were  submitted  to  your  Board  in  the  year  1906.  By  reference  to 
this  your  Board  will-  be  able  to  ascertain  the  condition  on  all  these  streets  as  exist- 
ing at  that  time  when  I  made  a  very  thorough  examination  of  practically  all  the 
Company's  lines.  After  that  the  Company  took  up  these  rails  and  replaced  them 
with  the  70  lb.  Dick,  Kerr  Section.  These  rails  are  not  in  so  good  shape  as  those 
on  Margaret  St.  but  the  street  is  macadam  all  over,  and  if  the  joints  are  repaired 
and  looked  after  to  prevent  their  sinking  these  rails  should  last  till  the  street  is 
paved,  but  if  this  is  done  new  rails  and  a  concrete  foundation  will  have  to  be 
laid  down.     Meanwhile,  the  street  surface  should  be  attended  to  between  the  rails 

10  E.M. 
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and  devil-strip  to  enable  vehicular  traffic  to  drive  along  with  as  little  inconvenience 
as  possible.  Herkimer  St.  at  Queen  St.  has  an  offset  in  it,  and  there  are  curves 
here  to  suit  the  offset.  Those  at  the  west  end  are  new  heavy  section  laid  on 
new  ties  and  ballast  until  the  east  side  of  Queen  St.  is  reached  where  the  new 
heavy  tracks  have  been  laid  along  Herkimer  St.  on  concrete  with  asphalt  paving 
on  the  driveway  portions  and  wood  paving  between  the  rails  and  devil-strip. 

(e)  King  St.  West  from  James  St.  to  Bay  St.  This  street  has  been  relaid  with 
new  heavy  rails  on  concrete  and  paved  with  asphalt  on  the  roadway  portions  with 
wood  blocks  between  the  rails  and  on  the  devil-strip  north  of  Bay  St.  South 
of  this  street  to  James  St.  where  new  curves  have  been  put  in  on  concrete  with 
wood  paving,  the  tracks  are  all  Dick,  Kerr,  70  lb.  section  as  originally  laid  some 
18  or  20  years  ago.  These  rails  are  pretty  well  worn  and  would  be  in  a  similar 
condition  to  the  east  track  on  York  St.  The  distance  is  not  so  great  being 
roughly  about  1,800  feet,  more  or  less.  The  street  here  is  asphalt  all  over,  with 
one  line  of  setts  on  the  inside  of  the  groove  of  the  rail  only,  the  asphalt  coming  up 
to  the  rail  on  the  outside.  The  tracks  are  depressed  and  the  joints  loose  but 
not  to  the  same  extent  as  on  York  St.  The  paving  needs  renewing  and  if  this  is 
done  the  tracks  will  have  to  be  re-laid  with  heavier  rail  on  a  concrete  base. 

(/)  }Yentworth  St.  South  from  King  St.  to  the  end  of  the  Line.  The  condi- 
tions here  are  different  to  those  on  the  other  streets  above-mentioned  for  the 
reason  that  a  sewer  is  to  be  built  along  this  street.  There  is  a  single  track  from 
King  St.  and  the  surface  is  macadam  very  wet  in  places,  especially  near  King  St. 
This  line  has  been  laid  about  18  or  20  years  and  was  put  down  as  a  temporary 
one  at  the  time  as  there  was  then  a  question  of  its  paying.  The  ties,  I  under- 
stand, were  put  in  4  feet  centres  and  no  doubt  were  laid  on  mud.  The  rails  are 
70  lb.  Dick,  Kerr  Section  and  are  good  enough  for  temporary  use  till  the  sewer 
is  built,  but  the  special  work  on  King  St.  is  worn  out.  The  question  of  renewal 
here  largely  depends  on  the  building  of  the  sewer.  I  believe  the  city  intend  to 
pave  the  street,  but  of  course  would  not  do  so  until  the  sewer  is  built.  I  under- 
stand the  ratepayers  are  opposed  to  this  being  done  just  now  so  that  beyond  doing 
temporary  repairs  to  the  street  surface  and  rails  I  cannot  see  what  the  Company 
can  do  here.  I  understood  Mr.  Green  to  say  the  Company  have  the  new  material 
ready  to  lay  down  when  they  are  justified  in  doing  so.  The  question  of  doing 
anything  to  this  street  then  seems  to  depend  on  the  building  of  the  sewer  which 
is  a  matter  between  the  City  and  the  ratepayers. 

(g)  Regarding  the  switch  at  Grore  St.,  this  was  left  in  when  the  Company 
removed  their  station  from  there  and  is  now  partly  buried  in  mud  and  is  not  of 
any  use.  It  is  on  the  side  of  the  street  between  the  present  tracks  and  the  side- 
walk and  was  the  starting  point  of  the  radial  cars  at  the  time  the  station  was 
there.  There  were  tracks  leading  from  it  into  the  yard  next  to  the  station  and 
some  of  the  frogs  are  in  still.  My  opinion  is  that  all  this  material  would  be 
better  if  it  were  taken  away  as  it  certainly  would  have  to  be  if  the  street  were  paved. 

After  going  over  these  streets  and  taking  into  consideration  the  present 
financial  stringency,  while  not  wishing  to  suggest  anything  that  would  place  un- 
necessary burden  on  the  company,  I  have  come  to  the  following  conclusion: 

(1)  I  am  of  opinion  that  whenever  the  City  are  prepared  to  go  on  with  the 
paving  of  York  St.  and  King  St.  West  as  described  in  sections  (a)  and  (e)  of  this 
report,  that  the  Company  should  re-build  these  lines  with  the  same  foundations, 
rails  and  paving  as  they  have  already  done  on  the  other  portions  of  these  streets, 
as  T  have  previously  described. 
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(2)  That  those  streets  mentioned  in  sections  (6)  (c)  and  (d)  could  be  left 
in  their  present  condition  just  now  as  they  are  not  in  the  congested  portion  of 
the  City,  and  as  the  driveway  portions  of  Margaret  and  Main  Sts.  are  asphalt, 
there  should  not  be  much  inconvenience  suffered.  Herkimer  St.  is  macadam  all 
over  and  unless  the  City  are  anxious  to  pave  it  now  it  could  stand  over,  or  the 
City  could  pave  each  side  as  they  did  on  Margaret  St.,  leaving  the  track  allowance 
for  the  present.  If  this  is  granted  the  Company  should  undertake  to  keep  their 
track  allowance  filled  up  level  with  the  rail  on  all  these  streets  with  gravel  or 
stone,  so  that  vehicles  could  easily  drive  over,  and  the  track  lined  and  surfaced 
up  till  such  times  as  the  new  work  is  put  in.  This  is  merely  a  suggestion  which 
may  or  may  not  appeal  to  your  Board  after  hearing  the  evidence  which  will 
probably  be  submitted  to  it. 

The  other  two  Sections  (/)  and  (g)  require  no  further  comment  from  me, 
as  is  clearly  evident  in  the  description  already  given.

centre  line  of  Cadillac  Street,  thence  southerly  along  said  centre  line  and  its 
production  to  the  southerly  side  of  Deming  Street,  thence  along  the  westerly 
limit  of  lot  four  (4)  on  registered  plan  number  six  hundred  and  thirty-seven  (637) 
to  its  intersection  with  the  said  northerly  limit  of  the  Essex  Terminal  Railway 
Company's  lands,  thence  westerly  along  said  mentioned  limit  to  the  place  of 
l)eginning,  containing  by  admeasurement  fifty-four  acres  more  or  less. 

Ward  number  three  shall  Be  comprised  of  that  portion  of  the  Village  of 
Ford  City  lying  within  the  following  boundaries :  Commencing  at  the  intersection 
of  the  westerly  limit  of  lot  four  (4)  according  to  registered  plan  number  six

In  the  matter  of  an  Application  by  the  Toronto  and  York  Radial  Railway 
for  approval  of  its  Plans  filed  for  switches  or  deviation  from  Yonge  Street  into 
the  Company's  property  south  of  Farnham  Avenue  in  the  City  of  Toronto. 

Opinion  of  the  Board. 

This  is  an  application  by  the  Toronto  and  York  Radial  Railway  under  sec- 
tion 250  of  The  Ontario  Railway  Act  for  approval  of  its  plans  for  a  switch  -or 
deviation  from  Yonge  Street  westerly  into  its  property  south  of  Farnham  Avenue 
in,  the  City  of  Toronto.  Mr.  Fairty,  who  appeared  for  the  City,  objected  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  to  entertain  the  application.  This  objection  in  e5ect 
raises  the  question  of  the  Company's  right  to  lay  the  proposed  tracks  on  Yonge 
Street,  since  if  the  Company  has  that  right,  the  Board  may  in  the  exercise  of  its 
powers  approve  the  plans  and  so  authorize  the  lawful  execution  of  this  work.  The 
determination  of  this  question  necessitates  a  consideration  of  the  statutory  powers 
of  the  applicant  Company  and  its  rights  under  various  statutes  and  agreements. 

The  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company  of  Toronto  was  incorporated  by 
Act  of  the  Ontario  Legislature,  being  chapter  84  of  40  Victoria,  with  power  to 
construct  and  operate  a  railway  on  and  along  such  streets  and  highways  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  Toronto  and  of  any  of  the  adjoining  municipalities 
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as  the  (Jomijaiiy  may  be  authorized  to  pass  along,  imder  and  subject  to  any  agree- 
ment made  between  the  councils  of  the  said  City  and  of  the  said  Municipalities, 
respectively,  and  the  Railway  Company,  as  to  construction,  maintenance  and  re- 
pairs of  roadway  and  renewal  thereof,  and  grade,  style  of  rail,  and  all  other  matters 
and  things  relating  to  roadway  and  works,  and  to  transport  and  carry  passengers, 
and  outside  the  City  of  Toronto  to  carry  freight  and  to  use  and  to  construct  and 
maintain  all  necessary  works,  buildings,  appliances  and  conveniences  connected 
therewith.  By  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  certain  clauses  of  the  Rail- 
way Act,  being  chapter  6Q  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Canada,  (1859),  were, 
so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  the  in- 
corporating Act,  declared  to  apply  to  the  Company :  but  the  clause  as  to  "  Powers  " 
was  declared  to  apply  only  to  the  portions  of  the  proposed  railway  outside  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Toronto.  The  portion  of  Yonge  Street  upon  which  the 
switch  or  deviation  shown  in  the  plan,  approval  of  which  is  sought  in  this  applica- 
tion, was  at  the  date  of  this  enactment  admittedly  outside  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  but  was  brought  within  the  City  in  the  year  1908.  Amongst  the  powers 
so  by  reference  to  the  Railway  Act  conferred  upon  the  Company  were  the  powers 
enumerated  in  paragraphs  Fifthly,  Seventhly  and  Ninthly  of  section  9  of  that 
Act:  namely,  in  brief,  to  construct,  maintain  and  work  the  railway  across,  along 
or  upon  any  highway  which  it  intersects  or  touches  and  to  erect  and  maintain  all 
necessary  and  convenient  buildings,  stations,  depots,  wharves  and  fixtures  neces- 
sary for  the  accommodation  and  use  of  the  passengers,  freight,  and  business  of 
the  railway  and  to  construct,  erect  and  make  all  other  matters  and  things  neces- 
sary and  convenient  for  the  making,  extending  and  using  of  the  railway  in  pur- 
suance of  and  according  to  the  meaning  and  intent  of  this  Act  and  of  the  special 
Act. 

Agreements  were  made  between  the  County  of  York  and  the  Metropolitan 
Railway  Company,  dated  respectively,  25th  June,  1884,  20tii  January,  1886,  28th 
June,  1889,  17th  December,  1889,' 20th  October,  1890,  and  2nd  March,  1891, 
which  granted  to  the  Company  the  right,  amongst  other  things,  to  construct  it? 
railway  on  certain  portions  of  Yonge  Street  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
therein  specified.  These  agreements  are  set  out  in  a  schedule  to  chapter  94  of  the 
Ontario  Statutes  of  1893,  which  validated  and  confirmed  the  agreements  and  con- 
ferred further  powers  on  the  Company.  These  agreements  need  not  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  application  be  more  fully  referred  to. 

On  6th  April,  1894,  an  agreement  was  made  between  the  County  of  York  and 
the  Railway  Company  which  is  set  out  in  Schedule  "  A "  of  chapter  93  of  the 
Ontario  Statutes  of  1897,  which  enactment  validates  and  confirms  the  agreement 
and  confers  additional  powers  on  the  Company.  By  the  proviso  to  section  6  of 
this  Act  it  is  declared  that  in  the  event  of  the  City  of  Toronto  extending  its  limits 
so  as  to  include  any  portion  of  the  railway  such  extension  of  limits  should  not 
affect  the  rights  of  the  Company  at  the  date  of  such  extension  or  its  property  then 
situate  within  such  extended  limits  and  the  powers  conferred  by  the  said  Act  on 
the  Company  should  remain  as  if  the  City  limits  had  not  been  extended. 

Paragraphs  7  and  11  of  this  Agreement  read  as  follows: 

"  7.  The  Company  for  the  purpose  of  operating  its  railway  may 

"  (1)   Lay  down  such  tracks,  rails,  cables,  conduits,  and  substructures  upon 

such  portions  of  Yonge  Street  as  may  be  occupied  by  the  company's  railway. 

"  (2)  Maintain  and  erect  such  poles  on  Yonge  Street  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  purpose  of  carrying  wires  and  supporting  the   appliances  necessary  tor 
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operating  the  company'^  railway,  and  for  conducting  electricity  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  purposes  provided  for  in  the  "various  Acts  relating  to  the  Company, 
provided  that  no  wires  shall  be  strung  at  a  less  height  than  fourteen  feet  from  the 
ground. 

"  (3)  Construct,  put  in  and  maintain  such  culverts,  switches  and  turnouts 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  found  to  be  necessary  for  the  operating  of  the  Com- 
pany's lines  of  railway  on  Yonge  Street  or  leading  to  any  of  the  cross  streets  lead- 
ing into  or  from  Yonge  Street,  or  for  the  purpose  of  leading  to  any  track  allow- 
ances or  rights-of-way  on  lands  adjacent  to  Yonge  Street,  where  the  Company's 
line  deflects  from  Yonge  Street,  or  to  the  Company's  power  houses  and  car  sheds, 
and  the  Company  may  from  time  to  time  alter  the  location  of  such  culverts, 
switches  and  turnouts. 

"11.  The  Company  may  deflect  its  line  from  Yonge  Street  and  operate  the 
same  across  and  along  private  properties  after  expropriating  the  necessary  rights- 
of-way  under  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf." 

Pursuant  to  its  powers  and  rights  under  these  enactments  and  agreements 
the  Company  constructed  its  railway  along  the  portion  of  Yonge  Street  in  question 
and  has  been  operating  it  for  some  years. 

By  chapter  66  of  the  Statutes  of  1898,  the  Applicant,  the  Toronto  and  York 
Radial  Railway  Company,  was  incorporated  and  under  statutory  powers  acquired 
the  undertaking,  rights,  franchises,  etc.,  of  the  Metropolitan  Railway  Company. 

The  plan,  whose  approval  is  sought  in  this  application,  shows  the  tracks  of 
the  Company  extending  southerly  along  Yonge  Street  to  the  old  City  limit  and 
two  spur  or  branch  tracks  extending  westerly  from  the  main  track  on  Yonge 
Street  into  and  upon  a  parcel  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  Yonge  Street,  which  is 
owned  by  the  Applicant  Company.  Upon  this  parcel  of  land  the  Company 
proposes  to  erect  a  terminal,  including  tracks,  and  buildings  for  the  accommodation 
of  its  passengers  and  freight.  Of  the  need  of  such  a  terminal  there  can  be  no 
doubt  whatever,  the  returns  of  the  Company  showing  that  it  carries  upwards  of 
5,000,000  passengers  per  annum  (most  of  them  on  this  division)  besides  trans- 
porting considerable  freight.  At  the  present  time  by  reason  of  its  tracks  term- 
inating in  the  highway  that  large  volume  of  business  is  necessarily  transacted 
upon  the  highway  and  that  highway  the  busiest  in  Toronto,  Yonge  Street.  The 
position  then  is  this :  The  Company,  under  various  statutes  and  agreements,  has 
constructed  and  is  lawfully  operating  its  railway  on  the  portion  of  Yonge  Street 
in  question ;  the  Company  owns  a  parcel  of  land  abutting  on  that  portion  of  Yonge 
Street  upon  w^hich  admittedly  it  has  the  right  to  erect  terminal  buildings  and 
tracks;  it  seeks  authority  to  connect  its  tracks  so  lawfully  being  in  Yonge  Street 
with  its  terminal  proposed  to  be  erected  on  its  abutting  parcel  of  land  so  that  the 
purposes  of  its  undertaking  may  be  conveniently  and  effectually  carried  out,  but 
the  City  objects  on  the  ground  that  the  Company  has  no  right  in  law,  by  Statute 
or  agreement,  to  make  the  connection.  Surely,  after  all  these  enabling  Acts  and 
solemn  agreements  designed  to  bring  into  being  a  legal  entity  clothed  with  powers 
to  discharge  specific  functions  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  things,  and 
after  the  large  expenditures  made  on  the  faith  of  them,  the  Company  might  well 
complain  that  the  denial  of  a  right  so  vital  under  such  circumstances  is 

"  To  keep  the  word  of  promise  to  our  ear 
And  break  it  to  our  hope." 
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The  right  clainieJ  by  the  Cumpauy  is  so  trifling  an  amplification  of  rights 
long  enjoyed  without  question,  and  so  obviously  necessary  to  the  proper  discharge 
of  its  functions  that  it  might  well  be  held  to  be  implied  in  the  grant  of  the  powers 
lawfully  exercised  by  the  Company  for  years.  But  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that 
it  is  not  obliged  to  invoke  any  doctrine  or  canon  of  implied  powers.  It  seems  to 
the  Board  that  the  powers  expressly  conferred  on  the  Company  by  the  sections  of 
the  Eailway  Act  above  mentioned,  which  are  incorporated  by  reference  into  the 
Company's  special  Act,  as  well  as  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  of  6th  April, 
189-i,  above  fully  set  out,  warrant  the  conclusion  that  the  Company  is  entitled 
to  connect  up  its  tracks  on  Yonge  Street  with  its  terminal  on  its  adjoining  pro- 
perty in  the  way  shown  on  the  plan  filed.  Indeed,  upon  a  consideration  of  the 
facts  and  in  view  of  the  inconvenience  and  embarrassments  which  must  be  suffered 
by  the  public  using  Yonge  Street  at  the  point  in  question  by  reason  of  its  virtual 
adoption  as  a  terminal  by  the  Company,  the  Board  would  rather  have  anticipated 
an  application  by  the  City  to  compel  the  Company  to  provide  a  suitable  terminal 
on  its  own  property  connected  up  with  its  tracks  in  the  customary  way. 

The  Board  will  approve  the  plan  filed,  subject,  however,  to  any  modifications 
that  may  appear  proper  to  be  made  after  hearing  the  City's  objections  on  engineer- 
ing grounds.

Sm, — I  went  with  Mr.  Wilson  this  morning  and  looked  over  the  location  of 
the  proposed  terminal  station  of  the  Metropolitan  Division  of  the  Toronto  and 
York  Eadial  Eailway  at  the  corner  of  Farnham  Avenue  and  Yonge  Street.  The 
curves  leading  from  the  main  line  on  Yonge  Street  into  the  station  yard  are  all 
of  100  foot  radius,  and  I  could  not  see  how  freight  cars  could  be  hauled  around 
these  curves  as  the  ordinarj'  coupling  will  not  allow  of  this,  and  it  was  for  this 
reason  that  Mr.  Wilson  suggested  my  going  out.  However,  the  couplings  on  all 
the  Company's  cars  have  a  knuckle  joint  which  allows  of  much  greater  play  than 
the  standard  coupling,  and  they  are  operated  on  curves  of  a.  much  less  radius  at 
their  repair  shop.  I  saw  these  curves  this  morning  and  also  the  couplings  on  the 
cars,  so  am  now  satisfied  with  the  plan  prepared  for  the  curves  into  the  new 
station  yard,  "^lien  the  grade  on  Yonge  Street  is  changed  these,  of  course,  will 
also  have  to  be  changed  to  suit  the  new  conditions.  It  will  likely  be  some  time  yet 
before  this  is  done  and  I  think  your  Board  are  justified  in  approving  the  plan  as 
far  as  the  engineering  question  is  involved  as  1  understand  the  City  authorities 
have  given  their  verbal  sanction.

Sir, — I  have  examined  the  plan  submitted  to  your  Board  by  the  Toronto 
♦Suburban  Eailway  of  a  proposed  spur  line  into  the  works  of  the  Eobert  Noble 
Co.,  from  their  main  line  at  Norval,  Lots  10  and  11,  Con.  11,  Township  of 
Eaquesing. 

This  spur  is  about  2,650  feet  long,  with  a  branch  leading  back  from  the  north 
end  about  300  feet  to  the  west  side  of  the  mill  building.  The  main  spur  crosses 
the  tail  race  from  the  Credit  Elver  to  the  mill  twice,  and  the  branch  spur  once; 
consequently,  there  will  be  three  bridges  to  put  in,  the  plans  of  which,  I  presume, 
would  have  to  be  submitted  to  your  Board  for  approval. 

You  will  note  that  the  main  spur  has  a  descending  gradient  of  four  per  cent, 
from  the  Toronto  Suburban  main  line  for  a  distance  of  2,000  feet,  and  from  that 
point  to  the  end  an  ascending  one  of  one  per  cent.;  consequently,  care  should  be 
fxercised  in  moving  heavy  freight  cars  down  this  grade  to  prevent  their  getting 
Ijeyond  control.  If  this  is  done,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  plan  should  not  be  ap- 
proved by  your  Board,  as  I  understand  this  line  is  for  freight  purposes  only.

(2)  In  the  construction  and  equipment  of  any  extensions  or  additions  to 
the  telephone  system  of  the  Respondent  after  this  date,  all  such  construction  and 
equipment  shall  conform  to  the  specifications  prescribed  by  order  of  the  Board 
dated  20th  April,  1914. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  order,  the  specifications  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph  shall,  with  the  necessary  changes  in  the  wording  thereof  wher- 
ever the  word  "  metallic "  occurs,  be  considered  as  applying  to  single  grounded 
circuits.     In  every  other  respect  the  said  specifications  must  be  complied  with. 

The  Board  makes  no  order  as  to  costs,  except  that  the  Respondent  shall  pay 
$15.00  for  the  law  stamps  required  for  this  order.

Opixiox  of  the  Board. 

This  is  an  appeal  by  Samuel  Stover  from  the  judgment  of  the  learned  County 
Judge  of  the  County  of  Essex,  confirming  the  assessment  for  the  year  1915  of 
certain  of  his  lands  in  the  Township  of  Maidstone.  The  lands  in  question  com- 
prise a  strip  of  land  of  a  depth  varying  from  slightly  over  100  feet  to  upwards  of 
<J00  feet,  fronting  on  the  south  shore  of  Lake  St.  Clair,  and  extending  southerly 
to  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  at  the  easterly  end,  and  to  the  Tecumseh  Road  at  the 
westerly  end.  Admittedly  the  major  part  of  the  land  has  little  value  for  farming 
purposes.  It  was  bought,  and  is  held,  by  Mr.  Stover  because  of  its  eligibility  as 
the  site  of  prospective  summer  residences;  it  being  shown  that  easterly  along  the 
lake  shore  for  several  miles  from  the  City  of  Windsor  a  large  number  of  such 
residences  have  been  built. 

The  assessment  of  this  property  for  the  year  1911  was  questioned  upon  appeals 
to  the  Court  of  Revision  and  to  the  County  Judge  respectively,  and  the  latter 
after  going  fully  into  the  matter  delivered  a  considered  judgment  making  sub- 
stantial reductions. 

After  giving  the  evidence  its  best  consideration  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  judgment  appealed  from  should  not  be  disturbed.     The  lands  in  question 
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here  were  by  the  assessor  placed  in  three  separate  classes  having  regard  to  their 
valuation : 

(1)  Lands  situate  between  Belle  River  and  the  Renaud  Line. 

(2)  Lands  situate  between  the  Renaud  Line  and  the  Puce  River. 

(3)  Lands  situate  between  the  Puce  River  and  the  Wallace  Line. 

The  lands  of  the  appellant  in  the  first  class  having  a  frontage  of  2,474  feet 
are  assessed  at  $2,968,  being  on  the  basis  of  $l.--.^0  per  foot.  The  testimony  of  Mr. 
Ellis,  one  of  the  Appellant's  witnesses  and  a  gentleman  of  large  experience  in 
real  estate  transactions,  is  in  part  as  follows : 

'•  Q. — .Have  you  considered  what  the  Avater  front  as  water  front  is  worth  from 
the  Ronaud  Line  to  the  Beele  River;  that  is  where  the  filling  in  will  have  to  be 
done? 

"  A. — I  would  not  place  anything  except  a  speculative  value. 

"  Q. — You  valued  it  before ;  I  want  to  know  if  your  valuation  is  the  same  now 
as  then? 

"■'  A. — I  don't  know. 

'•. Q. — You  told  us  before  it  was  worth  $1.50  per  foot? 

"A. — That  would  be  the  extreme. 

'•  Q.— Would  that  be  fair  ? 

''A. — I  think  I  was  asked  the  question  if  I  would  give  that  for  it.  I  said  of 
course  I  would  having  a  speculative  value. 

"  Q. — One  dollar  and  a  half  is  the  price  you  put  on  it? 

•*■  A. — It  is  what  I  would  be  willing  to  give  for  it  now,  I  don't  think  it  would 
be  worth  that  to  a  farmer.'' 

The  land  of  the  second  class  having  a  frontage  of  7,400  feet  is  assessed  at 
$13,320,  being  on  the  basis  of  $1.80  per  foot.  Questioned  as  to  the  value  of  this 
-Mr.  Ellis  testified  as  follows : 

"  Q. — From  the  Renaud  Line  westerly  to  his  house,  from  there  to  the  Puce^ 
what  would  you  be  willing  to  give  for  that? 

"A. — There  is  a  carp  pond  there.  I  don't  think  that  would  be  used  at  all 
for  summer  residences. 

*•  Q. — Take  it  as  it  stands,  with  the  idea  of  putting  a  road  along  there? 

"  A. — I  would  give  him  $2  a  foot  for  that."' 

It  thus  appearing  by  the  testimony  of  the  Appellant's  witness  that  for  the- 
lands  in  Class  (1)  assessed  at  $1.20  per  foot  he  would  give  $1.50  per  foot,  and  that 
for  those  in  Class  (2)  assessed  at  $1.80  per  foot  he  would  be  willing  to  give  $2.0i> 
per  foot,  and  this  being  so  it  does  not  appear  to  the  Board  that  any  substantial 
injustice  is  done  in  upholding  the  judgment  as  to  these  two  classes. 

The  land  in  the  third  class,  having  a  frontage  of  5,200  feet,  is  assessed  at 
$18,200,  being  on  the  basis  of  $3.50  per  foot.  As  to  this  land  Mr.  Ellis  testifird 
as  follows : 

"  Q. — Xow  1  am  asking  you  from  the  -Ith  Line  to  the  Puce.  I  asked  yo\i  if 
you  would  give  $o  for  tbat  and  you  said  '  Xot  quite  that  much.'  What  would  you 
say? 

••'  A. — I  said  I  would  not  give  that  much.  Do  you  mean  me  to  put  a  value 
on  it,  or  what  I  would  pay  for  it? 

''Q. — Put  a  value  on  it. 

'•  A. — I  put  a  value  of  $2  on  the  whole  thing.  Then  eliminating  that  piece 
tliore  it  would  lessen  this  piece. 
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'*  Q. — Take  this  piece? 

•'  A.— About  $3. 

"  Q. — That  is  your  limit? 

''  A.— That  is  my  limit.'' 

This  last  land  is  the  most  valuable  of  all  the  land  in  question,  and  considering 
the  prices  realized  recently  for  lands  on  the  lake  shore  a  little  further  west,  and 
allowing  for  the  perhaps  unavoidable  prepossessions  of  an  expert  witness,  the 
Board  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  assessment  of  $3.50  per  foot  is  not  too 
high. 

In  the  result  the  appeal  is  dismissed,  but  without  costs  to  either  party.  The 
Appellant,  however,  should  pay  $15.00  in  law  stamps.

Opinion  op  the  Boabd. 

Tins  is  an  appeal  by  the  Reverend  Charles  Piercy  and  C.  W.  Parliament 
against  the  decision  of  the  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  District  of  Nipiss- 
ing  in  respect  of  the  assessment  of  The  Spanish  River  Pulp  &  Paper  Compan}-, 
Limited,  in  the  Town  of  Sturgeon  Falls.  The  Appellants  assume  to  act  on  behalf 
of  the  Public  School  Board  and  the  Public  School  supporters  of  the  Town  of 
Sturgeon  Falls,  but  no  evidence  was  given  at  the  hearing  of  the  nature  of  their 
authority.  As,  however,  no  objection  was  made  to  their  right  to  maintain  the 
appeal  the  Board  assumes  that  the  Appellants  are  municipal  electors  of  the  town, 
and  as  such  competent  in  the  premises. 

The  complaint  of  the  Appellant  is  two-fold: 

(1)  That  certain  parcels  of  land  belonging  to  the  Company  had  been  im- 
properly treated  by  the  assessor  on  his  rolls  for  the  year  1915,  as  falling  within  the 
scope  of  By-law  No.  300  of  the  town,  fixing  the  assessment  of  the  Company's  pro- 
perty used  for  manufacturing  purposes,  whereas  the  Appellants  contend  that  those 
parcels  should  have  been  assessed  independently  of  that  by-law  at  their  actual  value. 
This  complaint  was  withdrawn  at  the  hearing,  and  the  difference  was  adjusted  by 
agreement  of  the  parties. 
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(2)  That  the  Company  had  made  an  irregular  and  illegal  application  to  the 
Court  of  Revision,  whereby  it  sought  under  R.S.O.,  Chapter  270,  Section  66,  to 
have  one-third  of  the  taxes  assessed  against  its  property  applied  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Separate  School,  and  two-thirds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Public  School  of  the 
Town  of  Sturgeon  Falls,  which  application  was  allowed^  by  the  Court  of  Revision, 
and  an  appeal  by  these  Appellants  was  confirmed  by  the  said  District  Judge. 

Tiie  relevant  facts  for  the  understanding  and  determination  of  the  last  named 
complaint  are  that  the  Respondent  Cbmpany  was  assessed  on  the  rolls  for  1915  as 
the  owner  and  occupant  of  certain  lands  and  buildings  which  were  rated  to  the 
public  sc'hools.  The  rolls  were  returned  to  the  Town  Clerk  by  the  assessor  on 
the  30th  April,  1915.  On  the  11th  or  12th  May,  1915,  notices  of  appeal  were 
filed  by  the  company  with  the  Town  Clerk  complaining  of  its  assessment  on  the 
ground  amongst  others  that  the  school  taxes  were  wrongly  allotted.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Company  held  on  the  24th  March,  1915,  a  resolution 
was  passed  authorising  the  Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary  to  send  a  notice  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Town  of  Sturgeon  Falls  to  the  following  effect : 

"  To  the  lOlerk  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  Town  of  Sturgeon  Falls. 

"  Take  notice  that  the  Spanish  River  Pulp  &  Paper  Mills,  Limited,  pursuant 
to  a  resolution  in  that  behalf  of  the  Directors,  requires  that  hereafter  and  until  this 
notice  is  either  Avithdra^ni  or  varied,  the  whole  or  so  much  of  the  assessment  for 
lands  and  business  or  other  assessments  of  the  Corporation  within  the  Town  of 
Sturgeon  Falls,  as  is  hereinafter  designated,  shall  be  entered,  rated  and  assessed  for 
Separate  School  purposes,  namely,  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  land  and  business  or  other 
assessments. 

"  Given  on  behalf  of  the  said  Company  this  loth  day  of  June,  1915. 

"  (Sgd.)  T.  Gibson, 

"Secretary." 

Although  the  resolution  was  passed  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  24th  March,  1915, 
it  will  be  observed  that  the  notice  is  dated  15th  June,  1915,  and  as  a  fact  it  did 
not  reach  the  Town  Clerk  until  the  17th  June  of  that  year.  This  resolution  was 
passed  and  notice  given  under  the  assumed  authority  of  Section  &&  of  the  Separate 
Schools  Act.  Although  the  Court  of  Revision  had  begun  its  sessions  to  hear  com- 
plaints on  the  14th  June,  1915,  it  reopened  the  question"  of  the  assessment  of  the 
Company's  property  for  school  purposes,  and  apportioned  it  between  the  Separate 
and  Public  School  columns,  as  required  by  the  notice.  Tlie  action  of  the  Court  of 
Revision  in  entertaining  the  appeal  was  no  doubt  warranted  in  view  of  the  pro- 
visions of  subsection  21  of  section  69  of  the  Assessment  Act  empowering  the  Court 
at  the  hearing  of  complaints  to  reopen  the  whole  question  of  the  assessment,  although 
at  the  date  of  the  return  of  the  assessment  rolls — 30th  April,  1915 — and  even  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Sittings  of  the  Court  of  Revision — 14th  June,  1915 — the 
notice  requiring  the  apportionment  had  not  reached  the  Clerk.  The  propriety  of 
this  course  is  scarcely  open  to  question,  inasmuch  as  the  notice  of  appeal  given  on 
the  11th  or  12th  May,  1915,  was  an  effective  notice,  and  no  date  is  fixed  on  or 
before  which  the  notice  of  apportionment  of  the  assessment  must  be  given  by  a 
company  under  Section  66  of  the  Separate  Schools  Act,  as  is  the  case  where  a 
noticq  is  given  under  Section  55  of  the  same  Act,  when  a  person  being  a  Roman 
Catholic  ratepayer  wishes  to  become  a  supporter  of  a  Separate  School.  The  decision 
of  the  Court  of  Revision  was  affirmed  on  appeal  to  the  District  Judge.    Neither  at 

11    R.M. 
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the  hearing  before  the  Court  of  Revision,  nor  at  that  before  the  District  Judge,  was 
iny  enquiry  made  to  ascertain  whether  the  apportionment  proposed  by  the  reso- 
lution of  the  directors  and  tlie  notice  to  the  Town  Clerk  was  in  accord  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  Q6,  Subsection  (3)  of  the  Separate  Schools  Act. 

For  the  determination  of  this  appeal  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  general 
scheme  of  the  law  in  this  Province  in  respect  of  assessment  and  taxation  for  the 
support  of  schools.  By  virtue  of  the  enactments  contained  in  the  Public  Schools 
xVct  and  the  Separate  Schools  Act  provision  is  made  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  in  the  Province  of  public  and  separate  schools  respectively.  Under 
the  latter  designation  three  kinds  are  i)rovided  for :  Roman  Catholic,  Protestant  and 
colored.  Witli  the  two  latter  we  are  not  concerned  in  this  case,  and  besides  the 
bulli  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Province  fall  into  one  or  the  other  of  the 
classes.  Public  Schools  or  Roman  Catholic  Separate  Schools.  By  Section  5  of  the 
Assessment  Act  it  is  declared  that  all  real  property  in  Ontario  shall  be  liable  to 
taxation  subject  to  certain  exemptions  not  material  here.  Section  47,  Subsection 
(1)  of  the  Public  Schools  Act  directs  "  That  the  Council  of  every  local  municipality 
shall  levy  and  collect  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  public  school  supporters  of 
the  municipality,  or  of  the  sections  in  the  case  of  rural  schools,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  litis  Act,  and  in  the  Municipal  Act  and  the  Assessment  Act,  such  sums  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Board  for  school  purposes;  and  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
Treasm*er  of  the  Board  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board."  The 
"  Board  "  here  referred  to  is  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  under  the  law  is  a  cor- 
poration charged  with  the  administration  of  the  school  affairs.  Section  4  of  the 
Public  Schools  Act  declaresi  that  ''  Xothing  in  this  Act  authorizing  the  levying  or 
collecting  of  rates  on  taxable  property  for  public  school  purposes  shall  apply  to 
the  sttpporters  of  Roman  Catholic  Separate  Schools,  except  that  all  taxable  property 
shall  continue  to  be  liable  to  taxation  for  tlie  purpose  of  paying  any  liability  in- 
curred for  public  school  purposes  while  such  property  was  subject  to  taxation  for 
such  purposes."  How,  then,  are  tlie  supporters  of  Roman  'Oatltolic  Separate  Schools 
to  be  ascertained  so  that  their  property  may  be  exempted  from  taxation  for  public 
school  purposes?  The  answer  is  found  in  Section  55.  Subsection  (1)  of  the 
Separate  Schools  Act,  which  enacts : 

"'  Every  person  paying  rates,  wliethor  as  owner  or  tenant,  who  by  himself  or  his 
agent,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  ]\Iarch  in  any  year,  gives  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
municipality  notice  in  writing  that  lie  is  a  Roman  Catholic  and  a  supporter  of  a 
separate  school  situate  in  the  municipality  or  in  a  municipality  contiguous  thereto 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  all  rates  imposed  for  the  sttpport  of  public 
schools  and  public  school  librarie=i.  or  for  the  purchase  of  land  or  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  ptiblic  school  purposes  within  the  city,  town,  village,  or  section  in 
which  he  resides,  for  the  then  current  year,  and  every  subs?equent  year  thereafter 
while  he  continues  a  supporter  of  a  separate  school." 

This  is  supplemented  by  the  provisions  of  Section  30  of  the  Assessment  Act, 
which  empower  the  assessor  to  act  upon  information  reaching  him  other  than  by 
way  of  a  notice  to  the  municipal  clerk,  and  to  place  a  Roman  Catholic  ratepayer  in 
the  proper  colttmn  of  the  assessment  roll  for  separate  school  supporters.  Section 
32,  Subsection  3  of  the  latter  Act  directs  that  the  assessor,  the  official  charged  with 
the  preparation  of  the  roll  upon  which  all  municipal,  including  school,  taxation,  is 
based,  shall  set  doA\Ti  the  particulars  in  separate  columns  as  follows: — 
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"'  Column  23. — School  sections  and  whether  a  public  or  separate  school  sup- 
porter by  inserting  the  letters  "  P  "  and  "  iS/''  as  the  case  may  be. 

It  thus  appears  that  every  parcel  of  real  property  assessable  for  school  purposes 
falls  into  one  or  the  other  of  two  categories,  and  the  assessor  rates  it  accordingly 
for  the  public  or  separate  schools,  and  further  that  each  such  parcel  is  primarily 
rateable  for  the  public  schools,  and  in  case  the  owner  is  a  Roman  Catholic  rate- 
payer, may  become  exempt  therefrom  on  being  rated  for  the  Roman  Catholic 
Separate  Schools  under  the  prescribed  foriiialities  above  mentioned.  Some  provision 
applicahle  to  companies  analogous  to  that  contained  in  Section  55  of  the  Assess- 
ment Act  in  the  case  of  natural  persons  must  be  made  if  the  assessed  property  of 
such  companies,  or  any  part  if  it  is  to  be  rated  for  separate  schools,  and  exempted 
wholly  or  in  part  from  its  primary  liability  to  be  rated  for  the  public  schools.  Such 
provision  is  found  in  Section  66  of  the  Separate  Schools  Act,  wliich  is  as  follows: 

"  (1)  A  corporation  by  notice.  Form  B,  to  the  clerk  of  any  municipality 'wherein 
a  separate  school  exists  may  require  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  land  of  which  such 
corporation  is  either  the  owner  and  occupant,  or,  hot  being  the  owner,  is  the  tenant, 
occupant  or  actual  possessor,  and  the  whole  or  any  proportion  of  the  business  assess- 
ment or  other  assessments  of  such  corporation  made  under  the  Assessments 
Acts,  to  be  entered,  rated  and  assessed  for  the  purposes  of  such  separate  school. 

"■  (2)  The  assessor  shall  thereupon  enter  the  corporation  as  a  separate  school 
supporter  in  the  assessment  roll  in  respect  of  the  land  and  business  or  other 
assessments  designated  in  the  notice,  and  the  proper  entries  shall  be  made  in  the 
prescribed  column  for  separate  school  rates,  and  so  much  of  the  land  and  business 
or  other  assessments  so  designated  shall  be  assessed  accordingly  for  the  purposes  of 
the  separate  school  and  not  for  public  school  purposes,  but  all  other  land  and  the 
remainder,  if  any,  of  the  business  or  otlier  assessments  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
separately  entered  and  assessed  for  public  school  jiurposes. 

"  (3)  Unless  all  the  stock  or  shares  are  held  by  Roman  Catholics  the  share  or 
portion  of  such  land  and  business  or  other  assessments) -to  be  so  rated  and  assessed 
shall  not  bear  a  greater  proportion  to  the  whole  of  such  assessments  than  the  amount 
of  the  stock  or  shares  so  held  bears  to  the  whole  amount  of  the  stock  or  shares. 

"  (4)  A  notice  given  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  directors  shall  be 
sufficient  and  shall  continue  in  force  and  be  acted  upon  until  it  is  withdrawn,  varied 
or  cancelled  by  a  notice  subsequently  given  pursuant  to  any  resolution  of  the  cor- 
poration or  of  its  directors. 

"  (5)  Every  notice  so  given  shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk  on  file  in  his  office  and 
sliall  at  all  convenient  hours  he  open  to  inspection  and  examination  by  any  person 
entitled  to  examine  or  inspect  an  assessment  roll. 

"  (6)  The  assessor  shall  in  each  year,  before  the  return  of  the  assessment  roll, 
search  for  and  examine  all  notices  which  may  be  so  on  file  and  shall  follow  and 
conform  thereto  and  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.    3-4  Geo.  V.,  c.  71,  s.  66." 

Prom  this  it  appears  that  two  things  must  be  done  by  a  coi-poration  seeking  to 
avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  : 

(1)  There  must  be  an  expression  of  the  will  or  intention  of  the  corporation, 
which  this  section  declares  may  be  done  by  a  resolution  of  the  directors :, the  terms 
of  Form  B  in  the  schedule  to  the  Separate  Scliools  Act  would  support  the  view  that 
a  resolution  of  the  directors  is  imperative. 

(2)  There  must  be  an  intimation  of  that  will  or  intention  to  the  municipal 
officials  concerned,  which  this  section  declares  shall  be  done  by  a  notice  to  the  clerk. 
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From  the  collective  character  of  a  corporation  it  is  necessary  that  its  will  or 
intention  should  be  expressed  in  an  authentic  manner.  As  the  directors  are  the 
authorized  agents  of  the  corporation  for  carrying  on  the  major  portion  of  its  oper- 
ations the  legislature  has  declared  that  a  resolution  passed  by  them  shall  be  an  ap- 
propriate method  for  the  expression  of  its  will  or  intention  in  this  case.  Once  the 
resolution  has  heen  passed  by  the  directors  the  will  'or  intention  thereby  expressed 
must  be  communicated  to  the  municipal  clerk  in  order  to  become  effective.  The 
notice,  it  will  be  observed  from  a  perusal  of  Form  B  affects  to  be  nothing  more  than  a 
vehicle  of  communication.  It  originates  nothing,  it  merely  reflects  the  will  and  in- 
tention of  the  corporation  as  expressed  in  the  resolution  of  the  directors,  and  serves' 
formally  to  advise  the  municipality  of  the  fact  and  terms  of  the  proposed  appor- 
tionment. The  thing  of  substance,  whether  to  authorize  the  giving  of  a  Jiotice  in 
the  first  place  or  to  effect  its  cancellation,  is  the  resolution  of  the  directors,  and  it 
must  express  a  will  and  intention  in  conformity  with  the  law.  Now  subsection  (3) 
Section  66  above  set  out  places  a  limit  on  the  power  of  the  corporation  and  its  direc- 
tors, within  which  they  must  keep  when  assuming  to  exempt  its  assessable  pro- 
perty in  whole  or  in  part  from  its  primary  liability  to  be  rated  for  the  public 
schools,  and  to  rate  it  in  whole  or,  in  part  for  the  separate  schools.  This  limit  is 
that  the  portion  of  the  assessment  to  be  rated  for  separate  school  purposes  should 
not  bear  a  greater  proportion  to  the  whole  assessment  than  the  amount  of  stock 
or  shares  held  by  Roman  Catholics  bears  to  the  whole  amount  of  the  stock  or  shares. 
In  view  of  this  clear  limitation  on  the  powers  of  the  corporation  it  seems  to  the 
Board  that  a  resolution  of  this  kind,  if  questioned  before  any  competent  tribunal, 
can  be  supported  only  by  proof  that  the  limitation  has  not  been  exceeded,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  such  proof  is  upon  the  actor,  in  this  case  the  corporation  and 
its  directors.  This  conclusion  is  in  agreement  with  the  following  dictum  of  Mr. 
Justice  Davies  in  the  case  Regina  Public  School  District  vs.  Grattaii  Separate 
'School  District  50  S.C.R.,  p.  606,  when  considering  Section  93  of  the  School  Assess- 
ment Act  of  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  which  is  in  terms  so  slightly  variant 
from  the  alcove  Section  6^  that  the  citation  is  entirely  opposite. 

"  Now  it  is  manifest  that  a  company  desirous  of  exercising  the  permission 
given  by  Section  93  must  before  exercising  it  have  ascertained  with  certainty  the 
religious  persuasions  or  beliefs  or  connections  of  its  various  shareholders.  In  no 
other  way  could  the  statutory  division  the  company  was  authorized  to  require  of 
its  assessable  taxes  be  made,  and  the  grossest  injustice  might  be  done  to  one  or 
other  of  the  respective  schools,  public  or  separate,  if  in  the  absence  of  such  know- 
ledge anj^  company  should  attempt  to  exercise  its  privilege."' 

The  following  is  from  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Duff  in  the  same  case  on 
p.  616: 

"  It  seems  plain  that  Section  93  only  contemplated  the  giving  of  notice  where 
some  part  of  the  real  property  of  the  company  within  the  separate  school  district 
would  properly  be  '  entered,  rated  and  assessed '  for  the  purposes  of  the  separate 
school  in  accordance  with  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  proviso  to  that  section.  I  think 
tliat  follows  from  the  language  in  which  that  section  is  expressed." 

The  inference  from  this  letter  seems  to  be  that  precedent  to  giving  the  notice 
under  Section  93,  or  possibly  to  the  accrual  of  the  right  to  give  it,  there  must  be  an 
enquiry  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  part  of  the  real  property  of 
the  company  should  properly  be  "  entered,  rated  and  assessed  "  for  the  purposes  of 
the  separate  schools. 
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No  enquiry  as  to  the  number  of  Eomaii  Catholics  holding  shares  or  stock  in  tJie 
corporation  was  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  directors  prior  to  passing  the  resolu- 
tion in  question.  Mr.  Taylor,  the  Assistant  Secretary  aud  Assistant  Treasurer  tes- 
tified as  follows  in  answer  to  questions  by  Mr.  Paterson : 

"  Q. — Have  you  any  record  of  the  religious  persuasion  of  these  shareholders? 
"  A. — None  whatever. 
"  Did  you  ever  try  to  get  a  record  ? 
"  A.— No. 

"  Q. — Is  there  any  possibility  of  getting  a  record  ? 
"A. — 'I  fancy  if  you  were  to  write  to  each  of  them. 
"  Q. — They  might  resent  it? 

"  A. — They  might  or  might  not :  it  w^ould  depend  on  the  purpose  for  which 
you  wanted  it. 

"  Q. — You  never  made  any  such  request? 

"  A.— No. 

"  Q. — Nor  did  anyone  in  the  Company  ever  do  that  ? 

"  A. — Not  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge." 

Neither  upon  the  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Revision  or  to  the  District  Judge 
was  any  evidence  submitted  to  show  that  the  apportionment  of  the  corporation's 
school  assessment  proposed  by  the  resolution  of  the  directors  was  warranted  by  law 
beyond  proof  of  the  fact  that  the  notice  in  Form  B  had  been  given  to  the  Municipal 
Clerk.  Neither  was  any  evidence  on  this  point  oilered  on  the  hearing  before  this 
Board. 

In  addressing  the  Board  during  the  hearing,  Mr.  Gibson,  who  is  a  director 
of  the  corporation,  as  Avell  as  its  secretary  and  counsel,  spoke  as  follows: 

"  It  has  been  put  in  evidence,  although  I  quite  admit  that  it  is  irrelevant  to 
the  determination  of  this  case,  that  three-fifths  of  the  ratepayers  of  Sturgeon  Falls 
are  separate  school  supporters,  leaving  two-fifths  to  support  the  public  school.  In 
our  own  mills  at  Sturgeon  Falls  there  are  87  per  cent,  of  Roman  Catholic  workmen 
and  only  13  per  cent,  of  Protestant  Avorkmen.  AVhen  this  matter  was  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board  by  Mr.  Jones,  although,  so  far  as  I  know  they  were  all 
Protestants,  it  struck  the  Board  that  it  was  manifestly  unfair  that  the  taxes  levi- 
able against  our  property  for  school  purposes  should  all  be  paid  over  to  the  public 
school  supporters.  Therefore,  without  any  wish  to  do  damage  to  the  public 
school  supporters,  but  actuated  solely  by  a  desire  to  do  scant  justice  to  the  three- 
fifths  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  town,  and  to  the  87  per  cent,  of  its  employees,  they 
passed  the  resolution  and  served  notice  apportioning  the  taxes  not  in  the  proportion 
of  three  to  two  as  thev  might  verv  well  have  done,  but  in  the  proportion  of  one  to 
two." 

It  was  apparently  a  consideration  of  these  facts  that  moved  the  directors  to 
pass  the  resolution.  But  these  facts  do  not  constitute  the  grounds  for  action  by 
the  directors  sanctioned  by  the  Statute,  and  cannot  be  held  to  justify  it.  The  real 
property  of  this  corporation  being  primarily  rateable  to  the  public  schools,  only  the 
existence  of  the  state  of  facts  which  warrants  its  exemption  therefrom  and  its  assess- 
ment for  separate  school  purposes  in  whole  or  in  part,  can  authorize  the  directors 
of  the  corporation  to  pass  a  resolution  of  the  kind  in  question  here.  The  relevant 
fact  in  this  case — the  proportion  which  the  number  of  Roman  Catholic  shareholders 
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bears  to  the  whole  number  of  the  shareholders — lias  never  been  enquired  into  and 
determined,  and  therefore  no  ground  has  been  laid  in  law  for  the  apportionment  of 
taxes  as  proposed. 

Much  reliance  was  placed  by  the  Respondent  on  Subsection  (4)  of  Section  66, 
and  the  attention  of  the  Board  was  directed  to  the  earlier  form  of  this  enactment, 
which  declares  that  a  notice  given  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  in  that  behalf  of  the 
directors  ""'  shall  for  all  purposes  be  deemed  to  be  sufficient."  It  was  contended  that 
the  effect  of  this  was  to  give  finality  and  unquestionable  validity  to  a  notice  if 
based  on  a  resolution,  and  this,  quite  irrespective  of  the  other  statutory  requirements. 
Even  in  its  earlier  form  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  this  subsection  has  not  the 
sovereign  efficacy  imputed  to  it  by  the  Respondent.  To  interpret  it  so  would  be 
in  effect  to  repeal  Subsection  (3)  and  leave  to  the  directors  an  unlimited  discretion 
in  making  the  apportionment.  Full  effect,  consistent  with  a  due  regard  to  the  other 
provisions  of  the  section,  seems  to  be  given  to  Subsection  (4)  by  imputing  to  the 
notice  entire  and  complete  sufficiency  as  a  vehicle  of  communication  between  the 
corporation  and  the  municipality.  The  Eespondent's  argument  goes  far  beyond 
this  and  asserts  that  a  declaration  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  notice,  and  therefore  of 
its  legality,  is  also  a  declaration  of  the  sufficiency  and  legality  of  the  resolution  of 
the  directors,  even  though  it  is  shown,  as  here,  that  there  has  been  no  antecedent 
enquiry  as  to  the  relevant  facts  to  ensure  a  legal  basis  of  action.  The  latitude 
which  such  an  interpretation  might  allow  corporations  in  apportioning  their  assess- 
ments is  not  in  accord  Avith  the  \veU.  defined  policy  of  the  legislature  in  respect  of 
taxation  for  school  purposes  as  disclosed  in  the  enactments  above  referred  to.  The 
right  of  the  Eespondent  corporation  to  claim  exemption  from  its  primary  liability 
to  assessment  for  public  school  purposes  is  conditioned  on  the  existence  of  a  pre- 
scribed state,  of  facts.  If  such  a  right  to  exemption  is  questioned,  as  here,  by  a  rate- 
payer before  a  competent  tribunal,  the  state  of  facts  out  of  which  alone  that  right 
may  arise  must  be  proved  to  exist.  If  such  a  state  of  facts  cannot  be  proved  to 
exist  upon  such  an  enquiry,  then  the  right  conditioned  on  its  existence  does  not 
arise.  Not  only  has  the  state  of  facts  giving  rise  to  the  right  not  been  shown  to 
exist  here,  but  from  the  initiation  of  tliis  transaction  until  the  present  time  no 
attempt  to  verify  the  facts  in  tlie  case  has  been  made  by  those  assuming  to  exercise 
the  right,  and  the  Board  is  unable  to  say  whether  the  apportionment  proposed, 
with  the  consequent  exemption  in  part,  from  public  school  rates,  is  warranted  by 
law  or  not.  Till  satisfactory  proof  of  this  is  furnished  it  seems  to  the  Board  that 
the  primary  liability  of  the  Eespondent's  property  to  be  rated  for  the  public  schools 
continues  unaffected. 

The  appeal  will  be  allowed  and  the  assessment  roll  ordered  to  be  amended  in 
the  foUoAving  particulars : 

(1)  By  assessing  at  their  actual  value  as  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  at  the 
hearing  the  several  lots  referred  to  in  the  first  part  of  paragraph  No.  1  of  the  notice 
of  appeal,  and  raising  the  assessment  of  the  lots  mentioned  in  the  second  part  of 
paragraph  No.  1  to  the  sum  of  $800,000. 

(2)  By  restoring  to  the  public  school  column  the  entire  assessment  of  the 
Eespondent  for  school  purposes. 

There  will  be  no  costs  to  either  parties,  but  the  Eespondent  will  pay  $20.00  in 
law  stamps.

Opinion  of  the  Board. 

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the 
District  of  Rainy  River,  dismissing  an  appeal  of  the  above  Company  from  the 
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finding  of  tlio  Court  oi'  Revision  of  the  Town  of  Fort  Frances  in  respect  of  the 
assessment  of  its  property  other  than  buildings  in  that  Town  for  the  year  1915. 
It  affects  the  assessment  of  the  Company  for  school  purposes  only,  its  assessment 
for  all  other  purposes  having  been  fi.\ed  at  $25,000  for  a  period  of  ten  years  by 
by-law  of  the  Town  passed  in  the  year  1912.  The  property  of  the  Company  con- 
sists of  a  number  of  parcels  of  land  designated  on  the  Assessment  l^oll  as  Water 
Power  Blocks  Nos.  1,  2  and  3,  and  Lots  2,  Z(a)  and  X.  Lot  X  is  assessed  for 
the  sum  of  $5,000*,  and  that  being  the  purchase  price  paid  by  the  Company,  the 
propriety  of  this  is  not  questioned  by  the  Company.  Upon  the  other  parcels  of 
land  there  have  been  erected  by  the  Company  a  power  house,  a  wood  preparing 
house,  a  pulp  mill  and  a  paper  mill,  in  which  have  been  installed  suitable  mach- 
inery and  its  accessories— all  forming  one  entire  industrial  plant. 

As  returned  by  the  assessor  the  rolls  show  the  Company's  property  to  be 
assessed  as  follows  for  the  purposes  of  this  appeal :

Upon  appeals  by  the  Company  successively  to  the  Court  of  Eevision  and  the 
District  Judge  this  assec?sment  was  confirmed. 

The  appeal  to  this  Board  is  taken  on  the  ground  that  ""  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  is  excessive." 

The  Board  repeats  as  applicable  to  present  conditions  the  description  of  the 
Company's  power  development  contained  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  on  a  former 
appeal  by  it : 

"  The  location  of  the  Appellant's  plant  on  its  site  in  Fort  Frances  was  induced 
by  the  existence  there,  at  the  outlet  of  Rainy  Lake  into  Eainy  Eiver,  of  what  ap- 
peared to  its  projectors  to  be  a  promising  undeveloped  water  power  in  close  prox- 
imity to  large  pulp  wood  areas.  These  waters  form  the  boundary  between  the  Pro- 
I'ince  of  Ontario  and  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  the  persons  composing  the 
Appellant  Company  have,  through  the  medium  of  companies  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  L^nited  States,  acquired  property  rights  which  enable  thenv  to  control 
this  w-ater  power  from  the  Minnesota  side  of  the  river,  or  so  much  of  it  as  by  inter- 
national agreement  is  apportioned,  or  otherwise  belongs,  to  that  state.  By  acquiring 
the  lands  which  are  the  subject  of  the  assessment  in  appeal,  through  the  medium  of 
a  company  incorporated  under  the  law^s  of  Ontario,  together  ^vith  the  right  to 
develop,  use  and  operate  the  water  power,  the  same  persons  were  enabled  to  control 
the  water  power  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river.     These  companies  in  co-opera- 
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tion,  by  the  construction  of  a  dam  across  the  river  from  shore  to  shore  in  the 
vicinity  of  these  parcels  have  penned  back  and  conserved  its  waters  so  that  through 
the  agency  of  appropriate  machinery  a  large  amount  of  power  has  been  developed 
on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river  in  a  form  suitable  for  manufacturing  purposes. 
Without  the  portion  of  the  dam  extending  from  the  international  boundary  to  the 
Minnesota  shore  in  American  territory  the  power  development  project  of  the  Com- 
pany would  be  impossible  of  consummation,  and  the  expenditure  on  the  Canadian 
side  alone  fruitless." 

The  Company  being  now  the  possessor  of  power  adapted  for  manufacturing 
purposes  proceeded  to  establish  industrial  plants  for  its  utilization  and  erected  a 
pulp  and  paper  mill.  The  magnitude  of  the  Company's  operations  may  be  inferred 
from  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Backus,  the  President,  who  states  that  between  $1,000,- 
000  and  $1,300,000  were  expended  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river  and  upwards 
of  5,000  horse-power  developed.  It  is  material  to  note  that  the  power  development, 
and  all  the  structures  incidental  thereto,  are  situated  on  water  power  Block  Xo.  2 
and  the  river  bed  between  it  and  the  international  boundary,  while  the  pulp  and 
paper  mill  and  the  accessory  structures  were  situated  on  water  power  Blocks  Xos.  1 
and  3,  and  on  Z,  Z  (a). 

Dealing  first  with  the  lots  forming  the  site  of  the  pulp  and  paper  mill  and  its 
accessories,  the  Board,  during  the  argument,  reached  the  opinion  on  the  evidence 
that  other  lots  in  the  neighborhood  were  quite  as  well  adapted  to  be  the  site  of  such 
manufacturing  plant,  and  that  the  assessed  value  of  these  latter  lots  might  well  be 
taken  as  a  basis  for  assessing  these  lots  of  the  Company,  being  land  exclusive  ot 
buildings.  Having  expressed  this  opinion  counsel  agreed  upon  a  computation  of 
values  upon  the  above  basis  as  follows : 

Water  Power,  Block  Xo.  1    $16,250 

Water  Power,  Block  Xo.  3   5,000 

Lot  Z 2,725 

Lot  Z    (a)    2,725 


$26,700 


And  the  Board  finds  that  these  are  fair  values,  and  that  the  assessment  of  the 
above  parcels  should  be  reduced  accordingly. 

Turning  now  to  the  two  remaining  parcels  assessed  against  the  Appellant — 
Water  Power  Block  Xo.  2  and  the  portion  of  the  river  bed  between  it  and  the 
international  boundary  on  which  the  dam  is  built — different  considerations  seem  to 
apply.  It  will  be  convenient  to  repeat  here  what  the  Board  said  on  a  former 
occasion  in  dealing  with  a  similar  appeal  of  the  Company : 

"  It  is  in  evidence  that  5,000  horse-power  have  been  developed  on  the  Canadian 
side  of  the  river,  as  a  result  of  the  Company's  expenditures :  that  without  possession 
of  these  parcels  of  land  such  development  could  not  have  been  effected,  and  that  the 
power  developed,  or  nearly  all  of  it,  is  now  being  employed  productively  in  the 
Appellant's  industrial  plant.  .  .  .  Admittedly  a  water  power  as  such,  or  a 
franchise  to  develop  a  natural  waterfall,  cannot  be  assessed.  But  the  Board  holds, 
that  if  this  new  factor — power  capable  of  doing  work  and  creating  wealth — has 
value,  it  inheres  in  those  parcels  of  land,  from  which  alone  such  power  may  be 
advantageously  utilized,  and  furthermore  that  such  value  so  inhering  in  them  is  to 
be  imputed  to  them  for  assessment  purposes,  and  must  be  taken  into  account  as  land 
when  valuino:  them. 
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"  What  then  has  been  the  eli'ect  on  the  actual  value  of  the  Appellant's  lands  of 
this  concentration  upon  them  oi'  mechanical  power,  and  its  economic  application  to 
industry?  This  is  a  question  whiuh  on  tliis  appeal  it  was  tiie  duty  of  the  Appellant 
Company  to  answer,  the  onus  being  upon  it.  The  proofs  adduced  have  fallen  far 
short  of  this.  It  has  been  shown  tiiat  the  bond  issues  of  the  associated  companies — 
Canadian  and  American,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  same  group  of  capitalists, 
amount  to  upwards  of  $-i.(KJ0,0()O,  of  the  a\ails  of  which,  with  other  moneys,  some 
$l,300',0i00  have  been  spent  upon  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river,  in  buildings,  plant 
and  machinery." 

"Mr.  Backus  testihed  that  the  Company  had  paid  $5,000  for  the  parcels  of 
land  whose  assessment  is  in  question,  and  that  he  thought  $10,000  a  fair  valuation 
of  them  now.  This  evidence  stops  far  short  of  a  satisfying  answer  to  the  question, 
what  is  the  resultant  value  from  the  Company's  large  expenditures  in  developing 
this  power,  and  utilizing  it  as  shown  here,  since  that  value  for  assessable  purposes, 
the  Board  holds,  inheres  in  these  parcels  of  land." 

The  following  appears  in  the  reporter's  notes  of  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Backus : 

''  Q. — What  is  the  value  of  water  power  parcels  Nos.  1,  3  and  3  which  you 
purchased  from  the  Ontario  Grovernmcnt,  antl  also  water  Lots  Z  and  Z  (a)  which 
you  acquired  from  them  a  few  years  ago  ? 

"  A. — I  presume  the  consideration  wliich  we  paid,  which  was  $5,000 :  that  is 
the  only  basis  of  valuation. 

"  Q. — Has  that  land  increased  in  value  since  the  time  vou  purchased  it? 
"  A.— No  sir. 

"  Q. — When  you  say  that  the  other  parcels,  1,  3  and  3  are  not  now  worth  more 
than  $5,000,  I  presume  that  will  include  an  answer  to  my  question  as  to  the  present 
value  of  water  power  Block  No.  2  ? 

"  A.— Yes. 

"  Q.— So  that  M'ater  power  parcel  No.  2  is  worth  a  portion  of  the  $5,000? 

"  A.— Yes. 

From  these  extracts  it  appears  that  the  Appellant  directed  its  evidence  to 
establishing  the  proposition  that  water  power  Block  No.  3  was  worth  no  more  than 
it  was  before  the  large  expenditures  of  money  above  referred  to,  and  its  conversion 
into  the  site  from  which  so  large  a  water  power  might  be  utilized  for  industrial 
purposes.  To  such  a  conclusion  the  Board  cannot  assent  in  view  of  its  adoption  of 
the  principle  that  "  the  resultant  value  from  the  Company's  large  expenditures  in 
developing  this  power  and  utilizing  it  as  shown  here  .  .  .  inheres  in  these 
parcels  of  land."  When  pressed  to  put  a  value  upon  these  lots  consequent  upon  the 
water  power  development  Mr.  Backus  refused.  Questioned  as  to  a  circular  issued 
by  persons  interested  in  marketing  the  bonds  issued  in  respect  of  the  power  develop- 
ment on  Eainy  River  at  this  point,  he  is  reported  to  have  answered  as  follows: 

"  Q. — You  know  that  they  do  state  that  Messrs.  J.  0.  White  &  Company  re- 
ported that  30,0'0'0  net  horse-power  is  completely  developed,  and  it  is  valued  at 
$6,000,000  ? 

"  A. — Yes,  as  stated  in  that  circular. 
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"  Q. — How  much  of  that  estimate  of  $6,000,000  for  the  horse-power  is  ou  iln.- 
Canadian  side? 

"  A. — I  decline  to  make  any  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  water  power.     I  wwuld 
rather  not. 
'     "  Q.— Would  you  make  it  $3,000,000? 

"  A. — I  decline  to  put  an  estimate ;  I  always  have  declined. 

*'  Q.— It  is  not  for  sale  even  at  $3,000,00o'or  $1,000,000? 

"  A. — I  do  not  know  how  I  could  consent  to  its  sale. 

Mr.  Backus  affirms  that  the  value  of  this  land  for  assessment  purposes  is  the 
price  paid  to  the  Government  for  it  in  a  state  of  nature,  and  declines  to  value  it  in 
its  relation  to  present  day  conditions.  The  Appellant  having  adopted  what,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Board,  is  an  erroneous  standard  of  valuation,  it  is  impossible  for 
the  Board  to  set  aside  the  finding  of  the  District  Judge,  in  the  absence  of  any 
evidence  of  what  it  conceives  to  be  the  actual  value  of  these  two  parcels. 

That  finding — having  the  force  of  a  judgment — affirms  that  the  actual  value 
of  water  power  Block  No.  2  and  the  portion  of  the  river  bed  in  question  are  $4.00,000 
and  $50,000  respectively.  Adopting  the  observations  made  on  the  former  appeal: 
"  The  validity  of  that  judgment  is  questioned  by  the  Company  on  the  ground 
of  over-valuation.  The  Appellant  can  succeed  only  by  adducing  proof  that  the 
actual  Value  of  these  lands,  including  any  increment  accruing  from  the  development 
of  this  water  power,  is  lees  than  the  amount  at  which  they  are  assessed.  The 
president  of  the  Company,  the  most  likely  of  all  men  to  know,  asked  upon  the 
witness  stand  as  to  the  value  of  the  water  power  development,  which  the  Board 
conceives  to  be  the  determining  factor  in  fixing  the  value  of  these  lands,  declines 
to  give  an  estimate,  alleging  as  his  reason  the  difficulties  in  the  way.  It  may  well 
be  a  matter  of  extreme  difficidty  to  form  such  an  estimate,  involving  as  it  must, 
where  an  enterprise  of  such  magnitude  and  extent  is  concerned,  a  synthesis  of 
many  elements  of  conjectural  value.  But  whatever  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
the  Appellant,  in  default  of  satisfactory  proof  of  over-valuation,  which  can  best 
be  made  by  showing  the  property's  actual  value,  there  is  no  other  course  open  to 
the  Board  but  to  dismiss  the  appeal  and  confirm  the  assessment." 

In  the  result  the  assessment  of  the  Appellant  will  be  revised  and  confirmed 
at  the  following  figures :

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During  the  hearing  some  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  assessability  of  the 
portion  of  the  river  bed  on  which  in  part  the  Company's  dam  is  built — ^the  Crown 
having  an  interest  in  it,  subject  to  the  easement  or  other  right  of  the  Company — 
but  any  doubt  on  this  point  is  set  at  rest  by  reference  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
39  of  "  The  Assessment  Act." 

There  will  be  no  costs  to  either  party,  but  each  party  will  pay  $7.50  law 
stamps.

Opinion  of  the  Board. 

This  is  an  appeal  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Separate 
Schools  for  the  Town  of  Fort  Frances,  and  M.  A.  Malone,  a  ratepayer  of  the  Town, 
and  a  supporter  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Separate  Schools,  from  an  order  of  the 
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Actiug  District  Judge  of  the  District  of  Rainy  River,  dismissing  an  appeal  of  the 
Appellants  from  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Revision  of  the  Town.  It  appears 
that  The  Ontario  and  ilinnesota  Power  Company,  Limited,  being  the  owner  and 
occupant  of  lauds  in  the  Town  of  Fort  France>J,  caused  the  following  notice  to  be 
served  on  the  Town  Clerk  on  the  3nd  March.  1914 :

RESOLUTION.

'■'  That  the  following  notice  be  given  by  this  Corporation  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Municipality  of  Fort  Frances  for  a  division  of  the  assessments  upon  the  Company's 
property  at  Fort  Frances  for  school  purposes,  and  that  the  proportions  designated 
therein  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  confirmed  and  the  secretary  o£  this  Company  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sign  the  same  and  to  forward  the  same  to 
J.  "W.  Walker,  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  of  Fort  Frances : 

"Take  notice  that  The  Ontario  and  Minnesota  Power  Company,  Limited, 
pursuant  to  a  resolution  in  that  behalf  of  the  Directors,  requires  that  hereafter  and

The  above  resolution  was  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of  The  Ontario 
and  Minnesota  Power  Company.  Limited,  on  the  16th  day  of  February,  A.D.  1914.

This  notice  was  given  under  the  provisions  of  Section  66  of  The  Separate 
Schools  Act.  A  similar  notice  was  served  by  the  Company  upon  the  Clerk  on  the 
12th  May,  1915.  Subsection  4  of  the  above  section  declares  that  "  a  notice  given 
in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  directors  shall  be  sufficient  and  shall  continue 
in  force  and  be  acted  upon  until  it  is  withdrawn,  varied  or  cancelled  by  a  notice 
subsequently  given  pursuant  to  any  resolution  of  the  corporation  or  of  its  directors.'' 

It  appears  that  the  assessor  acted  upon  this  notice  in  respect  of  the  assessment 
of  the  Company  for  the  year  1914,  but  upon  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Revision  the 
action  of  the  assessor  was  revised,  and  the  entire  assessment  of  the  Company  was 
placed  in  the  public  school  column.  This  decision  of  the  Court  of  Revision  was 
confirmed  on  appeal  to  the  District  Judge,  and  there  the  matter  rested  for  that 
year.  The  notice  served  by  the  Company  upon  the  clerk  in  the  year  1915  was  too 
late  to  be  acted  on  by  the  assessor  in  preparing  the  rolls  for  that  year,  he  having 
returned  his  rolls  on  the  5th  May  of  that  year,  and  the  notice  not  having  been 
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served  on  the  clerk  until  the  I'^th  May.  Notwithstanding  that  subsection  (4)  of 
section  66  of  the  Separate  Schools  Act  declares  that  a  notice  once  given  shall  con- 
tinue in  force  and  be  acted  upon  until  it  is  withdrawn,  varied  or  cancelled  by  a 
notice  subsequently  given,  the  assessor,  in  preparing  his  rolls  for  the  year  1915', 
ignored  the  earlier  notice  given  on  the  2nd  March,  1914,  treating  it  as  invalidated 
by  the  proceedings  before  the  Court  of  Revision  and  District  Judge  in  that  year, 
and  placed  the  Company's  entire  property  in  the  public  school  column.  From  this 
action  of  the  assessor  appeals  were  successively  taken  by  the  Eoman  Catholic 
Separate  School  Board  to  the  Court  of  Revision,  and  to  the  District  Judge,  but  in 
both  forums  the  assessment  was  confirmed.  A  further  appeal  was  then  taken  from 
the  decision  of  the  District  Judge  to  this  Board. 

Mr.  Murray,  for  the  Town,  took  the  preliminary  objection  that  no  appeal  lay 
to  the  Board.  Briefly  his  contention  is  that  under  Section  31  of  The  Assessment 
Act  a  complaint  may  be  made  to  the  Court  of  Revision  that  a  person  (including  a 
company)  is  wrongfully  placed  upon  or  omitted  from  the  roll  as  a  Roman  Catholic 
supporter,  and  the  Court  shall  hear  and  determine  such  complaint,  and  that  the 
determination  of  the  Court  is  final,  and  that  no  appeal  lies  either  to  the  District 
or  County  Judge  or  to  this  Board.  This  contention  the  Board  cannot  adopt. 
Section  31  of  the  Assessment  Act  expressly  provides  that  the  provisions  of  that 
Act  as  to  the  giving  notice  of  complaints  against  the  assessment  roll,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings for  the  trial  thereof  shall  apply  to  complaints  dealt  with  in  that  section. 
Turning  to  Section  69  of  the  same  Act  we  find  a  code  of  procedure  for  the  trial  of 
complaints  which  by  reference  is  incorporated  in  Section  31,  and  made  applicable 
to  complaints  of  the  kind  out  of  which  this  appeal  has  sprung.  It  is  to  be  noted 
that  the  subject  matter  of  the  complaint  is  defined  in  almost  identical  terms  in 
Sections  31  and  69  respectively;  in  the  former  it  is  the  being  "wrongfully  placed 
upon  or  omitted  from  the  roll  as  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  supporters  " ; 
in  the  latter  it  is  the  being  "  wrongfully  inserted  in  or  omitted  from  the  roll." 
Section  70,  forming  with  Sections  69  and  71  a  group  of  sections  bearing  the  head- 
ing "  Proceedings  for  the  trial  of  complaints,"  declares  that  "  the  roll  as  finally 
passed  by  the  Court  and  certified  by  the  Clerk  as  passed,  shall,  except  in  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  further  amended  on  appeal  to  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court 
(which  includes  District  Court)  be  valid  and  bind  all  parties  concerned."  Clearly 
Section  70,  included  as  it  is  in  the  group  of  sections,  which  provides  a  code  of  pro- 
cedure for  the  trial  of  complaints  under  the  Assessment  Act,  is  also  incorporated 
by  reference  in  Section  31,  and  is  thereby  made  applicable  to  the  adjudication  of 
complaints  made  under  the  latter  section.  But  all  doubt  as  to  the  lack  of  finality 
-in  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Revision  is  removed  by  Section  72  of  the  Assessment 
Act,  which  declares  in  general  unqualified  terms  that  "  an  appeal  to  the  County 
Judge  shall  lie,  .  .  .  ,  not  only  against  a  decision  of  the  Court  of  Revision 
on  an  appeal  to  the  said  Court,  but  also  against  any  omission,  neglect  or  refusal 
of  the  said  Court  to  hear  or  decide  an  appeal."  If  then,  as  appears  clear  from 
these  considerations,  an  appeal  lay  from  the  Court  of  Revision  to  the  District 
Judge  in  this  case,  and  which  in  fact  was  taken  and  determined,  an  appeal  lies 
from  that  determination  to  this  Board  under  Section  80  of  the  Assessment  Act,  the 
requirement  as  to  the  amount  involved  being  met. 

Having  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  Board  has  jurisdiction  to  entertain 
the  appeal  we  must  deal  with  Mr.  George's  contention  for  the  Appellants  that  the 
assessment  roll  should  be  revised  in  accordance  with  the  notice  served  on  the  clerk 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  directors  of  the  Company ;  he  alleging  that  either 
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the  notice  served  in  1914  or  that  of  1915  is  effective,  and  the  Board  adopting  his 
view  as  to  this,  in  order  to  dispose  of  the  appeal  on  its  merits,  and  in  view  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  83  of  the  Assessment  Act  as  to  reopening  the  whole  question 
of  the  assessment.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  a  judgment  de. facto,  that  of  the 
District  Judge,  and  Mr.  George  asks  the  Board  to  set  that  judgment  aside  and 
direct  that  the  assessment  of  the  Company  should,  as  between  the  Public  and 
Eoman  Catholic  Separate  Schools  of  the  Town,  be  apportioned  half  and  half.  To 
warrant  the  Board  doing  this  it  must  be  shown  that  all  statutory  requirements 
have' been  met. 

A  perusal  of  the  provisions  of  the  Assessment  Act  and  the  Separate  Schools 
Act  relative  to  assessment  for  school  purposes,  shows  that  every  person,  which 
under  the  Interpretation  Act  includes  a  body  corporate,  paying  rates  is  primarily 
chargeable  with  the  payment  of  rates  imposed  for  the  support  of  public  schools. 
Where,  however,  such  person  in  a  proper  case  gives  notice  in  writing  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Municipality,  as  provided  by  Section  55  of  the  Separate  Schools  Act,  he 
thereupon  becomes  exempt  from  the  payment  of  public  school  rates^  and  becomes 
rateable  to  the  separate  schools  so  long  as  he  continues  a  supporter  of  the  latter. 
It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  notice  affirms  two  matters  of  tact  in  respect  of  the 
person  giving  it:  (1)  that  he  is. a  Roman  Catholic;  (2)  that  he  is  a  supporter  of 
a  separate  school.  Both  matters  of  fact  must  concur  before  a  ratepayer  can  validly 
give  the  notice  and  effectively  claim  exemption  from  the  payment  of  public  school 
rates.  Special  provision  of  an  analogous  character  had  necessarily  to  be  made  for 
a  corporation  if  it  was  to  be  rated  in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  separate  schools,  since 
it,  not  being  a  natural  person,  could  not  give  the  notice  prescribed  by  Section  55, 
"  that  he  is  a  Eoman  Catholic,"  etc.,  it  being  premised  that  in  the  absence  of  some 
s«ch  special  provision  all  the  property  of  a  corporation  would  be  assessable  for 
public  schools.  Section  66  of  the  Separate  Schools  Act  makes  such  special  pro- 
vision in  the  following  terms : 

"  66. — (1)  A  corporation  by  notice,  Form  B,  to  the  Clerk  of  any  municipality 
wherein  a  separate  school  exists  may  require  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  land  of 
which  such  corporation  is  either  the  owner  and  occupant,  or  not  being  the  owner 
is  the  tenant,  occupant  or  actual  possessor,  and  the  whole  or  any  proportion  of  the 
business  assessment  or  other  assessments  of  such  corporation  made  under  The 
Assessment  Act,  to  be  entered,  rated  and  assessed  for  thfe  purposes  of  such  separate 
school. 

"  (8)  The  assessor  shall  thereupon  enter  the  corporation  as  a  separate  school 
supporter  in  the  assessment  roll  in  respect  of  the  land  and  business  or  other  assess- 
ments, designated  in  the  notice,  and  the  proper  entries  shall  be  made  in  the  pre- 
scribed column  for  separate  school  rates,  and -so  much  of  the  land  and  business  or 
other  assessments  so  designated  shall  be  assessed  accordingly  for  the  purposes  of 
the  separate  school  and  not  for  public  school  purposes,  but  all  other  land  and  the 
remainder,  if  any,  of  the  business  or  other  assessments  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
separately  entered  and  assessed  for  public  school  purposes." 

But  the  Legislature  did  not  leave  the  matter  there.  If  it  had,  a  corporation, 
no  single  shareholder  of  which  was  a  Roman  Catholic,  might  give  a  notice  to  the 
Clerk  in  Form  B,  and  the  whole  assessment  of  the  corporation  wo^ild  then  have 
been  placed  in  the  separate  school  column.  To  obviate  this  result,  which  would 
have  been  out  of  harmony  with  the  analogous  law  applicable  to  natural  persons  as 
indicated  above  the  Legislature  added  the  following  to  Section  66 : 

12    R.M. 
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'•  66. —  (3)  Unless  all  the  stock  or  shares  are  held  by  iiomaii  Catholics  the 
share  or  portion  of  such  land  and  business  or  other  assessments  to  be  so  rated  and 
assessed  shall  not  bear  a  greater  proportion  to  the  whole  of  such  assessments  than 
the  amounts  of  the  stock  or  shares  so  held  bears  to  the  whole  amount  of  the  stock 
or  shares. 

••  (4)  A  notice  given  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  directors  shall  be 
suflicient  and  shall  continue  in  force  and  be  acted  upon  until  it  is  withdrawn,  varied 
or  cancelled  by  a  notice  subsequently  given  pursuant  to  any  resolution  of  the  cor- 
poration or  of  its  directors," 

It  thus  appears  that  two  things  are  necessary  in  order  to  ensure  the  lawful 
transference  of  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  assessable  property  of  a  corporation 
from  the  public  school  to  the  separate  school  column,  namely.  (1)  a  resolution  of 
the  directors  of  the  corporation;  (2)  a  notice  to  the  clerk  of  the  municipality 
given  in  pursuance  of  that  resolution.  Now  the  directors  in  passing  their  resolu- 
tion must  have  regard  to  the  provision  of  subsection  (8)  of  Section  66  above  set 
out,  and  the  notice  to  the  clerk  must  follow  along  the  same  lines.  If  the  resolution 
offends  against  this  provision  it  will  be  invalid  and  inoperative  to  effect  its  purpose, 
and  the  notice  to  the  clerk  given  in  pursuance  of  it  will  be  in  the  like  case. 

As  above  stated  the  assessor  returned  his  rolls  for  the  year  1915  before  the 
Company  served  its  notice  on  the  clerk  in  that  year,  while  he  ignored  the  notice 
served  in  the  year  1914,  owing  to  the  action  of  the  Court  of  Revision  and  of  the 
District  Judge  on  the  appeals  to  him  previously  mentioned.  In  consequence  of 
this  the  Company's  entire  property  was  assessed  for  public  school  purposes  on  the 
rolls  for  that  year  as  returned  by  him.  This  assessment  was  confirmed  on  the 
successive  appeals  to  the  Court  of  Revision  and  to  the  District  Judge,  before  which 
tribunals  no  proof  was  offered  that  the  resolution  of  the  directors  met  the  require- 
ments of  Section  66,  subsection  (3)  of  the  Separate  Schools  Act.  Mr.  George  now 
asks  the  Board,  still  without  such  proof,  to  reopen  the  assessment  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  effect  t_o  the  resolution  and  notice.  From  the  reporter's  notes  it  appears 
that  towards  the  end  of  the  hearing  the  following  colloquy  took  place : 

''  The  'Chairmax  :  You  contend  then  that  the  assessor  not  having  acted  upon 
tliat  notice,  you  have  the  right  to  call  on  this  Board  without  proof  of  compliance 
with  subsection  3,  to  carrv  out  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  directors? 

'•'  Me.  George  :  Yes,  that  is  the  position. 

"The  Chair  max:  Without  proof  ? 

"  Mr.  George  :  Yes." 

The  Board  cannot  accede  to  the  contention  of  Mr.  George.  To  do  so  would  be 
to  reverse  the  judgment  of  the  learned  District  Judge,  not  only  without  proof  of 
fact,  or  reasonable  ground  in  law,  that  the  judgment  is  wrong,  but  in  despite  of  a 
material  limitation  in  the  very  section  which  creates  the  right  claimed  by  the 
x^ppellant.  The  observations  of  Mr.  Justice  Davies  at  page  606  of  his  judgment 
in  the  case  Regina  Public  School  District  vs.  Gratton  Separate  School  District,  50 
S.C.R.  589  supports  the  view  that  such  proof  must  be  given  in  order  lawfully  to 
apportion  the  school  rates  of  the  Company  as  sought  by  the  Appellant. 

The  appeal  will  be  dismissed,  but  without  costs,  but  the  Appellants  will  pay 
a  fee  of  $10.00  in  law  stamps.

Sir, — I  have  examined  the  Toronto  Railway  Plans  C  481-C  482,  showing  the 
proposed  extension  of  the  Yonge  Street  line  under  the  C.  P.  R.  subway  to  the 
terminus  at,  or  near  the  city  limits,  about  200  feet  north  of  Woodlawn  Ave. 
Plan  C  482  shows  a  general  drawing  of  the  proposed  double  track  from  the 
present  terminus  on  Yonge  Street  to  Acorn  Ave.,  and  gives  the  arrangement  of 
the  tracks  under  the  C.  P.  R.  subway,  one  track  on  each  side  of  the  centre  row 
of  columns,  which  divide  the  roadway  similar  to  the  subway  on  Queen  St.  Below 
this  general  drawing  is  given  a  cross-section  through  the  subway  showing  the 
location  of  the  centre  row  of  columns  and  the  retaining  wall  on  each  side  of 
the  roadway.  The  distance  from  the  centre  line  of  column  to  the  gauge  line  of  the 
nearest  rail  is  4  ft.  Qi/o  inches,  or  2  ft.  9  in.,  clear  from  the  concrete  base  to  the 
gauge  line.  The  steel  columns  are  13  inches  wide  leaving  a  clearance  between  them 
and  the  car  of  2  ft.  1  inch,  which  in  my  opinion  is  ample,  as  that  is  the  closed 
side  of  the  car,  and  there  is  no  stopping  point  here. 

The  width  of  driveway  from  the  car  step  to  the  retaining  wall,  or  curb  line 
will  be  16  ft.  10%  in.  clear,  which  should  also  be  ample  for  vehicles  going  all  in 
one  direction.  All  these  dimensions  are  clearly  shown  on  the  new  plan  I  obtained 
from  Mr.  Smith,  the  Track  Superintendent  this  morning. 

The  upper  portion  of  this  plan  shows  the  method  of  track  construction. 
There  will  be  9  in.  of  concrete  under  the  ties,  which  are  6  in.  x  8  in.  x  8  ft.  long, 
2  ft.  centres,  with  two  under  each  Joint.  The  concrete  is  then  carried  to  the  top  of 
the  ties,  making  15  in.  total  thickness,  which  is,  I  believe,  the  standard  City 
practice.  The  rails  are  7  in.  girder,  90  lbs,  per  yard  on  the  tangent,  and  at 
all  y)oints,  except  where  "  special  work "  is  shown  at  Woodlawn  Ave.  on  Plan 
C  481.  The  devil-strip  is  5  ft.  4  in.  between  gauge  lines  of  inner  rails.  There 
are  %  in.  round  tie  rods  every  6  ft.  centres.  This  work  represents  good  s+andard 
practice,  and  is  similar  to  what  is  put  in  every  day  by  the  Toronto  Railway 
Co.  all  over  the  city. 

The  Y  at  Woodlawn  Ave.  as  shown  on  Plan  C  481,  is  the  Railway  Co's. 
standard  "special  work"  weighing  108  lbs.  per  yard.  The  east  track  stops  at 
the  south  end  of  the  Y  and  the  cars  turn  into  Woodlawn  Ave.  and  then  switch 
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back  round  the  other  branch  of  the  Y  to  the  west  track  at  the  terminus  of  the 
line  ready  for  return  trip. 

After  looking  over  the  street  yesterday  I  consider  it  better  to  Y  at  this 
point  than  to  continue  up  to  Jackes  Ave.,  opposite  Farnham  Ave.,  the  location 
of  the  Metropolitan  terminus,  and  the  next  street  north,  because  their  track 
comes  along  the  west  side  of  Yonge  St.  to  about  180  ft.  below  Farnham  Ave. 
where  it  ends,  consequently  the  two  companies'  tracks  will  about  meet  without 
overlapping. 

I  therefore  see  no  objection  to  the  approval  of  these  plans  by  your  Board 
from  an  engineering  standpoint.

In  t!;i'  Matter  of  the  Application  of  tlie  Toronto  Railway  Company  for  ap- 
proval of  Plans  -covering  extensions  of  its  tracks  on  North  Yonge  Street,  Wood- 
lawn  Avenue  and  Jackes  Avenue. 

Opinion  of  the  Boaed. 

This  is  an  Application  by  the  Toronto  Railway  Company  under  Section  250 
of  The  Ontario  Railway  Act  for  approval  of  plans  of  a  proposed  extension  of  its 
railway  along  Yonge  Street  in  the  City  of  Toronto  from  its  present  northerly 
terminus  to  a  point  near  Farnham  Avenue.  At  the  hearing  the  City  of  Toronto 
by  its  Counsel  opposed  the  application  on  two  grounds,  several  defences  raised 
by  the  Respondent  in  its  answer  not  being  pressed: 

First — That  the  plans  propounded  had  not  been  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  City  Engineer  as  required  by  the  agreement  between  the  applicant  and 
respondent. 

Second — That  the  applicant  had  no  right  under  the  agreement  and  legis- 
lation defining  the  relations  of  the  City  and  Company  to  construct  and  operate 
a  railway  on  the  portion  of  Yonge  Street  in  question. 

As  to  the  first  objection,  it  appeared  by  proof  that  a  copy  of  the  plans  filed 
with  the  Board  was  transmitted  to  Mr.  R.  C.  Harris,  the  City  Engineer  of  the 
applicant,  under  a  covering  letter  dated  10th  August,  1915,  and  reached  him 
on  that  day.     The  covering  letter  reads  as  follows : 

"  Dear  Sir, — We  herewith  submit  for  the  approval  of  the  City  the  following 
blue  print  plans,  in  duplicate,  showing  proposed  extension  of  tracks  on  Yonge 
Street  north  of  the  existing  rail : 

"  Blue  print  plan  C  482,  showing  proposed  extension  of  tracks  on  Yonge  Street 
from  present  terminus  northerly  through  the  new  subway  to  the  new  northerly 
terminus. 

"  Plan  C  481,  showing  proposed  intersection  for  Y-ing  cars  at  Yonge  Street 
and  Woodlawn  Avenue. 

"  We  also  submit  only  as  a  suggestion,  alternative  Plan  C  487,  showing  a 
proposed  intersection  at  Yonge  Street  and  Jackes  Avenue,  at  which  point  we 
believe  it  to  be  better  from  the  public  standpoint  to  "  Y  "  the  cars  than  at  the 
intersection  of  Woodlawn  Avenue,  shown  on  Plan  C  481.  this  suggestion  to  be 
adopted  only  if  approved  of  by  the  City  and  Ontario  Railway  Board." 
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This  was  done  by  the  Compauy  iu  alleged  compliance  with  paragraph  12 
of  The  Award,  Conditions,  Tender  and  By-law  to  be  found  in  Schedule  "  A " 
to  chapter  99  of  the  Ontario  Statutes  of  1892  and  which  forms  part  of  the  governing 
agreement  between  the  parties  to  this  application.  Paragraph  12  reads  as 
follows : 

"12.  The  gauge  of  the  system  (4ft.  11  in.)  is  to  be  maintained  on  main 
lines,  and  extensions  thereof,  and  branch  lines  and  extensions  thereof;  and  the 
location  of  the  railway  on  any  street  shall  not  be  made  by  the  purchaser  or 
confirmed  by  the  City  Council  until  plans  thereof  showing  the  proposed  position 
of  the  rails,  the  style  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  other  works  in  each  such  street 
have  been  submitted  to,  and  approved  in  writing,  by  the  City  Engineer."' 

It  was  disclosed  to  the  Board  that  on  receipt  of  the  plans  Mr.  Harris  had 
forwarded  them  "to  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  City  and  had  not  assumed  to  deal 
with  them  as  City  Engineer  under  paragraph  12  above  set  out. 

The  respondent  objects  that  what  was  done  is  not  a  compliance  with  paragraph 
12,  in  that  the  covering  letter,  addressed  to  the  City  Engineer,  accompanying 
the  plans  declared  that  the  plans  were  submitted  for  the  approval  of  "  the  City  " 
and  not  as  required  by  paragraph  12  above  for  the  approval  of  "'the  City 
Engineer."  This  objection  is  at  best  highly  technical  and  a  somewhat  refined 
attempt  to  defend  what  seems  to  the  Board  to  be  an  intentional  evasion  by  the 
City  Engineer  of  his  clear  duty  under  the  agreement.  Here  is  a  contract  between 
the  City  and  Company  extending  in  duration  over  a  period  of  thirty  years;  it 
presupposes  a  genuine  intention  on  the  part  of  each  of  the  contracting  parties  to 
co-operate  in  the  elaboration  of  a  street  railway  system  in  the  City  of  Toronto 
and  provides  machinery  and  agencies  for  carrying  out  that  intention :  under  it 
slightly  over  120  miles  of  tracks  have  been  constructed,  plans  of  all  of  which 
have  presumably,  under  the  procedure  fixed  by  paragraph  12,  been  submitted  for 
his  approval  to  the  City  Engineer  and  yet  when  plans  proposing  a  further  ex- 
tension are  submitted  to  him  by  the  Company  he  shuts  his  eyes  to  the  plain  and 
obvious  meaning  of  the  transaction .  and  fastens  upon  a  phrase  in  the  covering 
letter  as  a  pretext  for  evading  his  clear  duty  under  the  agreement.  That  this 
view  is  not  unduly  severe  is  established  by  reference  to  a  very  simple  circum- 
stance. This  application  came  first  before  the  Board  on  20th  August,  and  ^Ir. 
Fairty  for  the  City  raised  this  objection  in  the  presence  of  the  City  Engineer, 
when  a  discussion  took  place  clearly  indicating  tliat  the  plans  were  transmitted 
to  Mr.  Harris  as  Citv'  Engineer  for  his  approval  under  this  provision  of  the 
agreement.  The  Heawng  was  adjourned,  at  the  instance  of  the  City,  till  26th 
August,  when  Mr.  Harris  testified  as  follows  in  answer  to  questions  by  the 
Chairman : 

Q. — You  were  here   at  the   last  Hearing  of  the  Board? 

A. — Yes,  Mr.   Chairman. 

Q. — You  learned  then  why  these  plans  were  sent  to  you,  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  your  approval  under  the  agreement. 

A. — So  it  was  alleged. 

Q. — Have  you  done  anything  since  that  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  these 
plans  ? 

A. — I  have  not.     (P.  33  of  Reporter's  notes.) 

Again  on  page  34  of  the  Reporter's  notes,  in  answer  to  questions  by  the 
Chairman,  Mr.  Harris  testified  as  follow?: 
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Q. — At  the  last  sitting  of  the  Board  you  knew  perfectly  well  that  these  plans 
were  sent  to  vou  for  your  approval,  have  you  done  anything  with  them  since? 

A.— No.  ^ 

Q. — Why  did  not  you  do  something  with  them  when  you  were  advised  at 
the  last  meeting  that  these  plans  were  sent  to  you  pursuant  to  that  term  in  the 
agreement  with  the  Toronto  Eailway  Company? 

A. — Because  I  was  advised  the  plans  were  not  properly  before  me. 

It  thus  appears  that  Mr.  Harris  chose  to  take  his  stand  upon  a  verbal  quibble, 
ignoring  the  clear  intent  and  purpose  of  the  Company  in  the  transaction  and 
abdicating  his  functions  as  City  Engineer  under  paragraph  12.  This  Board  vested 
by  statute  with  large  powers  of  supervision  and  control  over  public  utility  com- 
panies and  municipal  corporations  expects  that,  in  working  out  the  provisions 
of  long  continuing  -contracts  like  the  one  under  consideration,  these  companies 
and  corporations  will,  through  their  administrative  officials,  exhibit  a  spirit  of 
reasonable  and  intelligent  co-operation.  Failing  such  a  spirit  of  co-operation  the 
very  end  and  purpose  of  the  agreement  may  be  defeated  with  great  consequent 
inconvenience  to  many  individuals  of  the  community  as  in  this  case. 

The  Board  finds  as  a  fact  that  the  plans  of  the  extension  of  the  Toronto 
Eailway  Company  showing  the  proposed  position  of  the  rails,  the  style  of  rail  to  be 
used  and  the  other  works  in  the  portion  of  Yonge  Street  in  question  have  been 
duly  submitted  to  the  City  Engineer  of  the  City  of  Toronto  as  required  by  para- 
graph 12  above  set  out,  and  that  the  City  Engineer  in  breach  of  his  duty  in  the 
premises  has  neglected  to  consider  the  said  plans  and  to  approve  or  otherwise 
deal  with  the  same  thereunder. 

The  second  objection  of  the  respondent  is  that  the  Company  has  no  legal 
right  to  construct  and  operate  a  railway  on  the  portion  of  Yonge  Street  shown 
in  the  plans  filed. 

The  arguments  of  the  City  in  support  of  this  objection  may  be  summarized 
as  follows: 

(a)  The  agreement  between  the  City  and  Company  and  the  statute  validating 
it,  give  to  the  Company  the  exclusive  right  of  using  and  operating  street  railways 
in  the  streets  of  Toronto  for  the  period  of  thirty  years  from  1st  September,  1891. 
except  on  defined  portions  of  Queen  and  Yonge   Streets  respectively. 

(&)  The  Company  acquired  from  the  City  over  those  excepted  portions  of 
Queen  and  Yonge  Streets  respectively,  such  right  (if  any)  as  the  City  had  at 
the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  agreement  power  to  grant  for  a  surface  street 
railway. 

(c)  That  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  agreement  the  City  had,  under 
the  then  governing  Statute  (E.S.O.,  c.  171,  Section  18),  power  to  grant  a  street 
railway  franchise  for  twenty  years  only,  and  this  at  most  was  the  period  of  the 
grant  of  the  franchise  for  the  excepted  portions  of  Queen  and  Yonge  Streets 
respectively,  measured  from  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  agTeement  (1st 
September,  1891). 

(d)  That  as  more  than  twenty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  execution  of  the 
agreement,  the  Company  has  no  franchise  in  respect  of  the  excepted  portion 
of  Yonge  Street,  which  is  the  street  upon  which  the  Company  proposes  to  extend 
its  railway  as  shown  on  the  plans  filed. 

This  argument  is  ingenious  but  scarcely  convincing.  The  unsoundness  of 
the  City's  conclusion  and  of  the  reasoning  by  which  it  is  sought  to  be  supported  is 
evident  when  the  intention  of  the  contracting  parties — the  City  and  the  Company — 
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is  considered.     This  is  best  shown  by  paragraph  1  of  "  The  x\ward,  Conditions, 
Tender  and  By-law/'  which  reads  as  follows: 

"  1.  The  privilege  to  be  disposed  of  is  the  exclusive  right  (subject  as  herein- 
after provided)  to  operate  surface  street  railways  in  the  City  of  Toronto — except- 
ing on  '  the  island'  and  on  that  portion  (if  any)  of  Yonge  Street,  from  the 
Ontario  and  Quebec  Railway  tracks  to  the  north  city  limits,  over  which  the 
Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company  claims  an  exclusive  right  to  operate  such 
railways,  and  the  portion  (if  any)  of  Queen  Street  West  (Lake  Shore  Road) 
over  which  any  exclusive  right  to  operate  surface  street  railways  may  have  been 
granted  by  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  York — for  a  period  of  twenty  years, 
which  shall  be-  renewed  for  a  further  period  of  ten  years  in  the  event  of  legis- 
lation being  obtained  to  enable  this  to  be  done;  and  the  City  will  assist  in 
endeavouring  to  secure  such  legislation,  (a)  Over  those  portions  of  Yonge  Street 
and  Queen  Street  West  (Lake  Shore  Road)  above  indicated,  the  purchaser  shall 
have  an  exclusive  right  to  operate  surface  street  railways,  so  far  as  the  City 
can  legally  grant  the  same." 

The  purpose  of  the  negotiations  is  thus  disclosed  to  have  been  the  disposal 
of  the  exclusive  right  to  operate  surface  street  railways  in  the  City  of  Toronto 
for  twenty  years  and  a  further  period  of  ten  years  but  excepting  portions  of  two 
certain  streets.  The  reason  of  the  exception  is  plain,  one  would  think,  on  the 
face  of  this  paragraph  of  the  agreement.  Already,  the  municipal  authority 
formerly  in  control  of  these  streets — the  Council  of  the  County  of  York — had 
while  vested  with  that  control  granted  a  street  railway  franchise  in  respect  of 
each  of  the  excepted  streets.  Having  done  so,  and  these  franchises  being  still 
extant,  the  City  of  Toronto  now  in  control  of  these  streets,  wishing  to  grant  an 
exclusive  street  railway  franchise  over  its  streets  to  the  applicants,  was  obliged 
to  respect  the  existing  franchises  within  its  boundaries  already  vested  in  other  com- 
panies. But  the  City  went  as  far  as  it  safely  could  in  respect  of  the  excepted 
streets  with  due  respect  to  vested  rights  and  so  declared  that  "  the  purchaser 
shall  have  an  exclusive  right  to  operate  surface  street  railways  so  far  as  the  City 
can  grant  the  same."  An  exclusive  right  as  to  the  excepted  streets  obviously 
could  not  be  enjoyed  contemporaneously  with  the  continuance  and  user  of  the 
franchises  granted  by  the  County  of  York  in  respect  of  these  streets.  With  the 
cesser  of  these  latter,  however,  either  by  forfeiture  or  lapse  of  time,  the  City's 
grant  of  an  exclusive  right  became  operative.  The  franchise  of  the  Metropolitan 
Street  Railway  Company  expired  on  or  about  25th  June  last  and  upon  that 
event  happening  the  grant  by  the  respondents  to  the  applicants  in  respect  of 
that  street  (inoperative  as  to  enjoyment  till  then)  vested  in  the  Company  for  the 
remainder  of  the  thirty  year  franchise  term  fully  and  unconditionally. 

It  is  true  as  contended  that  the  City  had  at  the  time  of  the  agreement,  under 
the  Street  Railway  Act,  power  to  grant  a'  street  railway  franchise  for  the  period 
of  twenty  years  only.  The  agreement,  however,  shows  that  the  contracting  parties 
contemplated  a  resort  to  the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  City's 
power  in  that  respect.  Such  resort  was  had  and  Section  1  of  Chapter  99^of  the 
Ontario  Statutes,  55  Victoria,  declares  "  that  by  reason  of  the  conjoint  operation 
of  the  agreement  and  legislation  the  purchasers  (The  Toronto  Railway  Company) 
acquired  and  are  entitled  to  such  right  and  privilege  (if  any)  over  the  said 
excepted  portions  of  Queen  Street  and  Yonge  Street  as  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Toronto  had  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  said  agreement  power 
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to  grant  for  a  surface  street  railway  for  the  full  period  of  thirty  years  from  the 
first  day  of  September,  1891,  etc." 

The  conclusion  reached  by  this  Board  in  respect  of  the  excepted  portion  of 
Yonge  Street  is  the  conclusion  reached  by  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  in 
previous  litigation  upon  the  interpretation  of  this  agreement  in  respect  of  the 
excepted  portion  of  Queen  Street  and  is  the  conclusion  then  contended  for  by 
the  City  (mileage  case).  True,  Mr.  Geary  seeks  to  distinguish  between  the  cases 
of  the  two  excepted  streets,  alleging  that  in  the  case  of  Queen  Street  there  was 
merely  a  "potential  franchise  and  one  that  never  came  into  being,  whereas  in 
the  other  case  (Yonge  Street)  the  road  was  actually  constructed  and  penetrated 
like  a  sliver  from  the  Township  of  York  into  the  City  of  Toronto."  It  appears 
that  a  franchise  was  granted  to  the  Toronto  and  Mimico  Electric  Eailway  and 
Light  Company  in  respect  of  the  excepted  portion  of  Queen  Street.  The  grant 
was  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  railway  should  be  constructed  and  open 
for  travel  within  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1891,  and  in  case  of 
default  that  the  Company's  rights  under  the  agreement  should  cease.  The  Com- 
pany failed  to  construct  within  the  two  years  and  by  reason  of  this  default  its 
franchise  rights  were  forfeited  at  the  expiry  of  that  time. 

But  adverting  to  Mr.  Geary's  distinction,  the  determining  factor  in  fixing 
the  limits  of  the  power  of  the  respondents  when  contracting  with  the  applicants  is 
not  whether  a  railway  had  or  had  not  been  built  on  the  excepted  streets  but 
whether  in  fact  there  was  at  the  time  an  outstanding  franchise  in  respect  of 
those  streets.  "While  such  a  franchise  continued  in  respect  of  either  of  those 
streets  it  obviously  presented  a  barrier  in  law  to  the  City's  granting  an  exclusive 
franchise  in  respect  of  such  street;  when  it  lapsed,  whether  by  forfeiture  for 
non-user  or  by  expiry  of  time,  the  same  principle  of  interpretation  seems  applicable 
in  either  case  to  the  agreement  under  consideration,  and  the  barrier  being  removed 
the  grant  to  the  applicant  became  operative  in  possession  and  enjoyment. 

No  objection  was  taken  to  the  plans  by  the  City  on  engineering  grounds. 
The  Board's  Engineer  on  their  submission  to  him  has  reported  favourably  but  at 
his  request,  the  plans  as  filed  were  further  elaborated  so  as  to  show  the  width 
of  the  driveway  under  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  also  the  clearance  of 
the  street  car  body  from  the  columns  in  the  subway  carrying  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Eailway. 

As  no  evidence  was  tendered  at  the  Hearings  on  20th  and  26th  August  to 
show  under  Section  250  of  The  Ontario  Railway  Act  that  the  proposed  extension 
of  the  applicant's  railway  is  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  public  service  the 
Board  wished  to  be  informed  upon  the  subject.  Besides^  it  had  received  a  number 
of  communications  recently  from  persons  alleging  themselves  to  be  residents  of  the 
northern  part  of  Toronto  and  complaining  of  the  action  of  the  City  in  taking 
up  the  tracks  of  the  Toronto  &  York  Radial  Eailway  Company  formerly  on 
Yonge  Street,  extending  southerly  from  a  point  near  Parnham  Avenue,  and  of 
the  consequent  inadequacy  of  the  street  railway  service  in  that  locality.  In  the 
exercise  of  its  powers  under  Section  105  of  The  Ontario  Eailway  Act  the  Board, 
of  its  own  motion,  fixed  3rd  September,  at  its  Chambers  in  the  Parliament  Build- 
ings, to  hear  evidence.  The  City  and  Company  and  the  persons  complaining  to  'the 
Board  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  railway  service  were  notified  of  the  Hearing. 
No  representative  of  the  City  attended. 

A  number  of  persons  were  present  whose  testimony  was  taken — they  included 
persons  living  in  the   City  of  Toronto  north   of  the   Canadian   Pacific   Eailway 
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and  residents  of  the  County  of  York,  including  such  representative  men  as  the 
Keeve  and  Deputy  Reeve  of  Newmarket,  the  Reeve  of  Aurora  and  the  Reeve  of 
North  Gwillimbury.  All  concurred  that  the  absence  of  railway  communication 
on  Yonge  Street  between  the  northerly  terminus  of  the  applicant's  railway  and 
the  southerly  terminus  of  the  Toronto  and  York  Radial  Railway  Company  was 
the  cause  of  great  inconvenience  to  thousands  of  people.  Estimates  were  given 
that  from  10,000  to  15,000  people  daily  walked  between  these  termini,  those 
northbound  being  obliged  to  climb  a  steep  hill.  All  witnesses  concurred  that 
the  construction  and  operation  of  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Toronto  Railway 
would  furnish  a  needed  means  of  transportation  and  greatly  lessen  the  incon- 
venience now  suffered  daily  by  thousands  of  people.  The  members  of  the  Board 
and  its  Engineers  have  by  personal  inspection  obtained  confirmation  of  the  con- 
current testimony  above  summarized.  The  Board  finds  as  a  fact  that  the  equip- 
ment, appliances  and  service  of  The  Toronto  Railway  Company  in  respect  to 
the  transportation  of  persons  along  the  portion  of  Yonge  Street  shown  on  the 
plans  filed  are  inadequate,  and  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Toronto 
Railway  Company  should  be  required  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  an 
extension  of  its  existing  lines  northerly  on  Yonge  Street  with  facilities  for  Y-ing 
at  Woodlawn  Avenue,  as  shown  on  the  plans  filed,  and  the  Board  will  so  order.

That  the  plans  of  the  Toronto  Eailway  Company  for  the  construction 
of  a  proposed  extension  of  its  Street  Railway  lines  from  the  present  northern 
terminus  on  Yonge  Street  and  along  Yonge  Street  to  the  northern  limit  of  the 
City  of  Toronto  as  same  existed  in  1891.  with  a  "  Y "  on  Woodlawn  Avenue, 
imder  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Agreement  between  the  Company 
and  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  as  filed,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
approved. 

2.  That  the  Toronto  Railway  Company  forthwith  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  the  said  extension  of  its  existing  lines  northerly  on  Yonge  Street,  with 
facilities  for  "  Y-ing "  on  Woodlawn  Avenue,  as  shown  on  said  plans  filed  and 
approved,  and  that  the  said  work  of  construction  be  completed  and  the  said 
extension  ready  to  operate  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  1915. 

3.  That  the  City  of  Toronto  do  all  things  required  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  said  track,  in  accordance  with  the  Agreement  between  the 
parties. 

4.  And  tlie  Bi>ard  makes  no  Order  as  to  costs  except  that  the  Applicant  pay

Dear  Sir, — Regarding  the  protection  of  the  Electric  Railway  Crossing  at 
Davenport  Road  and  Lansdowne  Ave.,  we  respectfully  submit  four  propositions, 
namely : 

"  A  "  and  "  C  "—Non-Interlocking. 

'•B"  and  "  D  "— Electric-lnterlockinof. 
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Plan   '  A  " — Xon-Interlocking. 

Switches — Facing  point  switches  are  located  on  the   Suburban  Railway,-  80 
feet,  east  and  west  of  the  crossing,  and  on  the  Civic  Southbound  track 
280  feet  north  of  the  crossing. 
Normal  position — These  switch  points  are  normally  "  open  "  against  traffic, 

thus  compelling  cars  to  stop  at  this  distance  from  the  crossing. 
Danger  zone — The  trackage  between  these  switches  and  the  crossing  we  shall 
call  the  "  Danger  Zone."    A  car  cannot,  therefore,  enter  the  danger  zone 
from  the  east,  west  or  north  until  the  respective  switch-point  has  been 
"  closed." 
Right-of-way — The  conductor  of  the  car  about  to  enter  the  "  danger  zone " 
operates  a  lever  at  the  side  of.  the  roadbed    (street  line  or  inside  the 
sidewalk)   which  closes  the  switch  point  and  gives  him  the  right-of-way 
.  to  the  crossing. 
Stop  signal — The  moment  the  switch  point  has  been  closed  "  stop  "  signals 
are  displayed  at  all  the  other  switches  and  remain  in  this  indication 
until  the  approaching  car  has  passed  100  feet  over  the  crossing. 
Automatic  release — When  the  car  has  reached  the  trolley  contactor  placed 
100  feet  beyond  the  crossing,  the  stop  signals  automatically  release  to 
the  "  clear  "  indication. 
Crossing  alarm — ^Located  at  the  crossing  at  any  point  you  may  select,  we 
would  erect  a  crossing  signal  consisting  of  a  large  vibrating  gong;  an 
illuminated   "  railway   danger    crossing    sign "    and    a    ruby   lens    facing 
east  and  west  on  Davenport  Road. 

The  gong  and  illuminated  lens  and  sign  would  only  be  operated 
during  the  approach  of  a  car  to  the  crossing.  The  signal  would  be  of 
metal  throughout,  similar  to  the'  hundreds  we  have  installed  on  steam 
railroads  in  Canada.  The  mast  is  of  4  in.  wrought  iron;  the  cast  iron 
relay  box  contains  the  necessary  apparatus  such  as  indication,  signal 
and  I'elease  relays  for  each  track — also  lightning  arrestors,  switches,  fuses, 
etc.,  etc. 
Trolley  contactors — These  contactors  are  metallic  strips  suspended  near  the 
trolley  wire  but  insulated  from  it,  such  that  the  wheel  bridges  them  with 
the  wire  as  it  passes.  Construction  is  such  that  there  is  no  shock  to  the 
wheel  and  being  4  ft.  long  absolute  contact  is  assured.  These  contactors 
are  in  service  on  a  road  giving  half  minute  headway  for  over  a  year 
and  more  than  300,000  cars  have  passed  under  it.  without  a  failure  and 
no  repairs  are  needed  as  yet. 
Electric  current. 

Line  wires — Line  wires  running  from  the  switch  levers  to  the  signals  and 

crossing  alarm,  to  be  strung  upon  the  present  railway  poles. 
Referring  to  attached  prints — we  illustrate  the  operation  of  a  south-bound 
civic  car.  The  car  stops  at  the  switch  point  280  ft.  north  of  the  crossing  where 
the  conductor  pulls  forward  the  switch  lever  closing  the  switch  point.  The 
moment  the  lever  has  completed  its  stroke,  "stop"  signals  are  displayed  on  the 
suburban  Railway  immediately  above  the  track  and  in  advance  of  the  east  and 
west  switch  point.  The  civic  car  passes  over  the  switch  point,  the  conductor 
returns  the  switch  lever  to  its  original  position  (opening  the  switch  point)  and 
boards  his  car  which  proceeds  across  the  crossing.  When  the  trolley  wheel  of 
the  civic  car  passes  under  the  trolley  contactor,  the  "  stop "  signals  on  the 
Suburban  Railway  automatically  display  "  clear  "  position. 
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Suburban  Railway — An  east-bound  Suburban  Railway  conductor  closes  his 
switch  point  to  allow  his  car  to  proceed.  The  moment  the  lever  has 
completed  its  stroke  "  stop "  signals  are  displayed  against  the  civic 
railway  100  feet  south  of  the  crossing  on  the  north-bound  track  and 
300  ft.  north  on  the  south-bound  track,  also  a  "  caution  "  signal  at  the 
commencement  of  the  curve  on  the  south-bound  track  as  shown.  The 
suburban  car  passes  over  the  switch  point  and  the  suburban  conductor 
returns  the  switch  point  to  its  original  position,  and  boards  his  car. 
When  the  suburban  car  passes  under  the  trolley  contactor  located  100  ft. 
east  of  the  crossing  the  stop  and  caution  signals  on  the  Civic  Railways 
displays  the  '*'  clear  "  indication. 
-  Emergency  release — This  device  is  located  within  the  relay  box  attached  to 
the  crossing  signal,  located  at  the  crossing.  Should  south-bound  civic 
car  become  stalled  after  it  has  entered  the  "  danger  zone  "  the  conductor 
opens  the  relay  box  at  the  crossing  and  simply  presses  an  electric  button. 
This  operation  releases  the  "  stop "  signals  on  the  Suburban  Railway 
which  had  been  set  and  gives  the  right-of-way  to  the  Suburban  Road. 

Before  the  civic  car  can  proceed  the  Civic  Railway  conductor  must 
again  close  the  switch  point  (although  his  car  is  now  within  the  danger 
zone)  in  order  to  set  the  stop  signals  on  the  Suburban  Railway  and 
obtain  permission  to  cross  its  tracks.  This  same  operation  applies  to 
the  Suburban  Railway  should  a  suburban  car  become  stalled  after  enter- 
ing the  "  danger  zone." 
Permissive  signals — You  will  notice  that  no  provision  is  made  in  this  plan 
to  prevent  the  Suburban  Railway  from  closing  a  switch  point  after  the 
Civic  Railway  has  closed  the  south-bound  switch  point — and  in  other 
words  a  civic  south-bound  car  can  also  close  its  switch  point  and  proceed 
to  the  crossing  while  a  suburban  car  is  approaching  the  crossing. 

To  provide  against  such  a  movement  we  suggest  Plan  "  B "  and 
"  D  "  in  which  switches  and  signals  are  electrically  interlocked. 
Plan  "  C  "—The  difference  between  plan  '■  A  "  and  "  C."  In  "  A  "  all  the  opera- 
tions are  provided  with  current  supplied  by  the  railway  trolley  feed  wire, 
namely,  500  volt  D.G.  in  "  C  "  the  indication  and  signal  relays,  gong  and 
crossing  sign  is  furnished  with  Edison  Primary  Batteries  and  the  automatic 
signal  release  by  500  volt  D.C.  current. 

IXTERLOCKIXG. 

Plan  "  B  " — Electric  interlocking  of  switches  and  signals. 

In  addition  to  the  apparatus  necessary  in  plan  "  A,"  we  install  the  apparatus 
to  electrically  lock  the  switch  levers  and  signals  in  such  a  manner  as  to  permit 
only  the  closing  of  one  switch  at  a  time,  thus  giving  absolute  right-of-way  to  the 
car  which  first  obtained  control  of  the  "  danger  zone." 

The  emergency  release  applies  in  this  same  manner  as  previously  mentioned. 
Plan  «D"— The  difference  between   "B"  and  "  D." 

In  ''  B "  the  current  from  the  trolley  feed  wire  operates  all  the  electrical 
functions. 

In  "  D "  the  trolley  feed  wire  current  only  operates  the  automatic  release 
relay  and  emergency  release  apparatus ;  Edison  Primary  batteries  furnishes  current 
for  the  other  electrical  apparatus. 
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Maintenance — As  regards  operating  maintenance. 

The  current  is  only  consumed  during  the  period  "  the  danger  zone '"  is 
occupied. 

Basis  of  calculation — an  18  hr.  daily  schedule. 

Speed  over  crossing — 5  miles  per  hour. 

Suburban  headway — 20  minutes. 

Civic  headway — 5  minutes. 

Suburban  car  movement    (max.)    108  per  day. 

Civic  car  movement  (max.)   432  per  day. 

Plan  "  A  " — Cost  current  at  5c.  per  k.w.  hour  ....  $32.00  a  year. 

Plan  "  C  " — Cost  current,  battery  renewals 80.00  a  year. 

Plan  "  B  " — Cost  current  at  5c.  per  k.w.  hour  ....  40.00  a  year. 

Plan  '*  D  " — Cost  current,  battery  renewals 100.00  a  year. 

Cost: 

Plan  "  A  "— Xon-interlocking    $1,800.00  installed. 

Plan  "  C  "—Xon-interlocking   1,500.00  installed. 

Plan  "  B  "—Interlocking  2,650.00  installed. 

Plan  "  D  "—Interlocking .     2,295.00  installed. 

The  above  prices  do  not  include  the  facing  point  switches,  poles,  cross-arms 
or  line  wire  fastenings,  as  the  poles  and  arms  and  switches  are  to  be  furnished  by 
the  railway  and  placed  in  position  by  them. 

We  are  prepared  to  give  this  installation  prompt  attention  and  make  the 
installation  operate  saisfactorily  to  the  approval  of  the  Railway  Board,  before 
handing  it  over  as  completed,  and  with  a  six  months'  guaranteee  against  faulty 
materials  and  workmanship.

Re  Signalling  Device  at  Lansdowxe  Ave.  Crossing. 

Sir, — I  have  to  report  that  on  Saturday  last,  Xovember  20th,  following  your 
instructions  given  at  the  Hearing  before  your  Board  on  Xovember  17th,  I  met 
Mr.  McCarthy,  of  the  Civic  Car  Lines,  Mr.  Hazen,  of  the  Toronto  Suburban 
Railway,  and  Mr.  Whyte,  Signal  Engineer,  who  prepared  the  preliminary  "plans 
submitted  to  your  Board  for  the  proposed  safety  signalling  devices  at  this  crossing. 

After  discussing  the  matter  carefully,  the  following  arrangement  of  signals 
and  switches  was  agreed  to  by  all  parties  as  being  all  that  was  necessary  for  the 
operation  of  the  cars  of  both  companies  over  this  crossing. 

(1)  Signals  and  Switches  Operated  hi/  Civic  Eaihvay.  At  the  north  end 
of  the  curves  on  the  top  of  Lansdowne  Avenue  hill  there  shall  be  suspended  over 
the  tracks  a  green  lamp  by  night  to  indicate  the  position  of  the  south-bound 
curve,  and  to  caution  the  motormen  going  south  to  proceed  slowly  till  he  reached 
the  spring  track  open  switch,  to  be  located  a  distance  of  one  car  lensrth  south  of 
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the  south  end  of  the  curve.  This  switch  shall  be  so  constructed  that  it  shall 
always  remain  open  against  a  south-bound  car,  thus  compelling  it  to  stop.  The 
conductor  of  the  car  will  then  get  off  and  pull  a  lever  closing  the  switch  and 
enabling  the  car  to  proceed  south  down  the  grade  to  the  crossing  on  Davenport 
Road.  As  he  pulls  this  lever  he  sets  the  signals  on  the  suburban  line  placed  at  a 
distance  of  80  ft.  back  from  each  end  of  the  crossing  at  danger,  against  the 
suburban  cars  coming  in  either  direction  towards  thd  crossing,  thus  causing  them 
to  stop  at  these  points.  These  signals  will  show  a  horizontal  arm  by  day  and  a 
red  light  at  night,  when  set  to  danger,  and  a  vertical  arm  by  day  and  white  light 
at  night  when  the  line  is  clear.  They  will  remain  at  danger  till  the  civic  car 
has  passed  the  crossing  and  till  it  reaches  the  trolley  contactor  100  ft.  south  of 
the  crossing,  when  they  are  then  released  to  clear. 

(8)  Signals  Operated  by  Suburban  Railway.  A  suburban  car  approaching 
the  crossing  in  either  direction  will  stop  at  the  danger  signal  placed  80  ft.  back 
as  before  described.  The  conductor  gets  off  the  car,  unlocks  the  box  at  that  point, 
containing  the  control  apparatus,  pulls  an  electric  switch,  which  at  once  locks 
open  the  spring  track  switch  on  the  south-bound  civic  car  line,  so  that  it  cannot 
be  closed  to  allow  a  civic  car  to  proceed  SQuth,  and  sets  the  civic  semiphore  arm 
over  the  track  switch  to  danger,  or  displays  a  red  light  at  night.  He  then  pro- 
ceeds over  the  crossing  till  he  reaches  the  trolley  contactor  100  ft.  from  the  other 
side  of  the  crossing,  thereby  releasing  the  locking  of  the  civic  spring  track  switch 
and  setting  the  danger  signal  over  to  clear. 

(3)  In  the  box  containing  the  control  apparatus,  by  which  the  suburban 
conductor  locks  the  spring  track  switch  on  the  civic  line,  there  shall  be  indicating 
lamps  which  will  show  red  if  the  south-bound  civic  car  line  is  in  the  danger  zone, 
between  the  spring  track  switch  and  the  crossing,  thus  telling  him  at  once  that  he 
must  not  proceed. 

(4)  In  the  relay  boxes,  operating  the  switches  and  signals  of  both  companies, 
an  emergency  release  shall  be  installed  so  that  should  a  car  of  either  line  get 
into  difficulties  after  passing  under  the  signal  governing  them,  and  before  reaching 
the  contactor,  the  conductor  may,  on  opening  the  relay  box,  press  an  electric 
button  and  throw  the  signal  on  the  other  line  to  clear. 

(5)  All  control  apparatus  for  these  signals  and  switches  shall  be  placed  within 
locked  boxes  to  prevent  interference  from  the  public. 

As  Messrs.  McCarthy  and  Hazen  are  in  complete  accord  with  me  regarding 
the  above  system  of  signals,  I  would  recommend  that  your  Board  approve  this 
report,  but  would  add  that  as  there  will  be  no  derail  switches  on  the  suburban 
line,  an  order  be  made  compelling  the  suburban  cars  to  stop  at  their  signals,  SO  ft. 
back  from  the  crossing,  and  also  that  an  order  be  made  regulating  the  speed  of 
the  south  bound  civic  cars  to  5  miles  per  hour  from  the  point  on  the  north  end 
of  the  curve  where  the  caution  signal  is  placed  to  the  spring  track  switch,  and 
from  it  again  down  the  steep  grade  to  the  point  on  the  south  side  of  the  crossing 
where  the  trolley  contactor  is  located,  so  that  the  motorman  can  have  full  control 
of  his  car  anywhere  wdthin  this  zone,  thus  enabling  him  to  stop  before  going  over 
the  crossing,  if  necessary,  or  if  anything  should  go  wrong  with  his  signal.  That 
as  soon  as  your  Board  have  approved  this  report  the  city  will  be  requested  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  of  the  whole  signal  system,  and  that  the  same 
be  signed  by  Mr.  Hazen,  and  then  submitted  to  your  Board  for  final  approval. 

I  append  to  this  report  a  copy  of  the  memorandum  of  the  conference  held 
last   Saturdav   setting   forth   the   conclusions   arrived   at   and    signed   bv    Messrs. 
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McCarthy,  Hazen  and  myself,  and  upon  which  this  report  is  based.  I  have  also 
requested  Mr.  Whyte  to  prepare  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  whole 
system,  as  now  agreed  upon,  for  the  information  of  your  Board,  which  I  will 
submit  when  it  is  handed  over  to  me.

Opinion  of  the  Board. 

This  is  an  application  by  Mr.  William  Gable,  under  Section  20  of  ■"'  The  Ontario 
Telephone  Act,"  to  have  his  name  removed  from  the  petition  of  the  ^Municipal 
Council  of  the  Township  of  Waterloo  praying  the  establishment  of  a  municipal 
telephone  system  in  tJiat  municipality.  The  claim  for  relief  is  based  on  the  ground 
that  the  applicant  was  induced  to  sign  the  petition  by  the  representation  of  the  per- 
sons who  procured  his  signature;  that  as  a  su'bscriber  to  the  municipal  system  he 
should  have  free  telephone  service  with  the  City  of  Berlin,  whereas  in  fact  as  such 
subscriber  he  would,  under  present  conditions,  be  charged  a  toll  for  every  conversa- 
tion with  that  place. 

It  appears  that  in  the  fall  of  1911,  or  spring  of  1912,  Messrs.  Webber  and 
Detweiler  circulated  amongst  the  resident  ratepayers  of  the  Township  of  Waterloo 
a  petition  to  the  Council  of  that  Township.  This  petition  was  in  the  following 
terms : 

"  To  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Township  of  Waterloo : 
"  Gentlemen, — We,  the  undersigned  petition  your  Honourable  Body  pursuant 
to  Chapter  49,  Ontario  Statutes,  1908,  and  the  Ontario  Telephone  Act,  1910,  pray- 
ing you  to  establish  a  Local  Municipal  Telephone  system  in  this  Municipality  for 
the  convenience  of  your  petitioners  and  of  all  others  who  may  from  time  to  time 
apply  for  the  connection  of  their  premises  with  the  said  Local  Municipal  Telephone 
system. 
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"  Your  petitioners  do  hereby  apply  for  the  connection  of  their  premises  with 
lines  of  such  Local  Telephone  System  where  the  same  can  be  established  at  an 
estimated  cost  not  exceeding  twelve  dollars  ($12.00)  per  subscriber  per  annum,  for 
cost  of  construction,  under  a  ten-year  debenture  system  of  payment. 

"  "We  further  petition  you  to  take  such  steps  as  conditions  may  warrant  or 
require,  for  the  extension  of  the  said  telephone  system  into  the  incorporated  towns 
in  the  Township  of  Waterloo  and  in  order  to  obtain  telephone  connection  with  the 
local  and  long  distanco  lines  that  may  be  established  therein,  and  that  the  cost  of 
such  system  shall  be  borne  and  paid  in  equal  proportions  by  each  and  every  sub- 
scriber therefor,  said  cost  to  become  a  charge  upon  our  respective  lands  and  to  be 
collected  as  follows: — ^Each  subscriber  to  have  the  right  to  pay  the  whole  amount 
of  his  share  at  one  payment  without  interest,  if  paid  before  the  issue  of  debentures 
therefor,  such  shares  as  are  not  so  paid  before  the  issue  of  debentures  to  be  collected 
in  ten  equal  annual  payments,  including  interest,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same 
time  as  taxes  are  collected  in  such  year. 

"'  Your  petitioners  do  further  apply  that  you  place  the  said  Telephone  System 
under  the  supervision  of  a  board  of  (three  commissioners,  who  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  efficient  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  all  plant  and  equip- 
ment, comprising  the  said  system,  and  all  extensions  thereto,  such  commissioners  to 
be  appointed  by  the  subscribers,  according  to  the  Statutes  governing  the  same. 

''  And  j-our  iietitioners  will  ever  pray. 

"  Xame : "  Description  of  property : 


The  petition  was  signed  by  the  applicant  and  by  a  number  of  the  resident 
assessed  landowners  far  in  excess  of  the  number  required  by  "  The  Ontario  Tele- 
phone Act,"  and  was  presented  to  the  Municipal  'Council  which  pursuant  thereto 
passed  a  By-law  to  establish  the  system  on  the  15th  May,  1012.  The  construction 
of  the  system  was  proceeded  with,  and  on  the  2nd  of  May,  1914,  the  Municipal 
Council  passed  a  By-law  to  authorize  the  issue  of  debentures  to  meet  the  cost  of  con- 
struction. In  August,  1914,  Mr.  Groh,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners appointed  under  the  By-law  of  tlie  Council  to  administer  the  system,  waited 
on  Mr.  Gable  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  telephone  installed  on  the  latter's  pre- 
mises, but  on  being  informed  that  he  could  not  communicate  free  over  the  system 
with  Berlin  he  refused  to  permit  the  installation  on  his  premises.  He  based  his 
refusal  on  the  failure  of  the  municipality  or  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  make 
good  the  above  representation  alleged  to  have  been  made  to  him  when  he  signed 
the  petition.  Mr.  Gabel's  testimony  is  to  this  effect:  When  Messrs.  Webber  and 
.Detweiler  solicited  him  to  sign  the  petition  in  1911,  or  the  spring  of  1912,  he 
(Gabel)  said  he  must  liave  Berlin  free  or  the  telephone  would  be  of  no  use  to 
him,  whereuix)n  he  states  that  Webber  said :  "  I  guarantee  that  you  get  Berlin 
free."  In  this  Gabel  is  corroborated  by  his  brother,  who  was  present  at  the  time. 
On  the  other  hand,  both  Webber  and  Detweiler  deny  that  such  a  representation 
was  made,  and  the  Board  is  disposed  to  accept  the  testimony  of  the  latter  from  the 
very  nature  of  the  case. 
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The  genesis  and  evolution  of  the  project  seem  from  tlic  testimony  to  have 
been  somewhat  as  follows:  A  number  of  the  residents  of  the  Township,  dissatisfied 
with  the  local  telephone  service,  or  the  want  of  it,  began  to  agitate  for  a  municipal 
telephone  system.  The  agitation  led  to  the  calling  of  an  informal  public  meeting 
of  the  resident  ratepayers  interested  in  the  matter.  At  this  meeting,  after  discus- 
sion, a  resolution  was  adopted  to  circulate  a  petition  to  the  council  prafing  the 
establishment  of  a  system,  and  this  was  done  by  certain  ratepayers,  amongst  tliem 
Messrs.  Webber  and  Detweiler,  acting  entirely  on  their  own  initiative,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  conclusions  of  the  meeting.  But  in  doing  this 
they  were  not  in  any  way  representative  of  the  Municipal  Council,  which  of  course 
at  that  stage  was  not  seized  officially  of  the  projected  systeni.  It  is  difficult,  there- 
fore, to  see  how  under  these  circumstances  any  representations  made  to  Mr.  Gabel 
by  the  persons  circulating  the  petition  could  be  binding  on  the  council.  The  pre- 
sentation of  the  petition  was  the  first  official  legal  intimation  the  council  had  of 
the  matter,  and  nothing  was  disclosed  to  the  council  except  tlie  broad  general  out- 
lines of  the  scheme  as  set  out  in  tlie  petition.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  petition 
is  silent  upon  many  points,  for  instance,  upon  the  point  which  Mr.  Gabel  has  declared 
to  be  a  vital  one  to  him,  namely,  free  connection  with  Berlin,  the  only  reference 
being  that  such  steps  ])e  taken  ''  as  conditions  may  warrant  or  require,  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  said  telephone  system  into  the  incorporated  towns  in  the  Township 
of  Waterloo,  and  in  order  to  obtain  telephone  connection  with  the  local  and  long 
distance  lines  that  may  be  established  therein."  Xo  doubt  this  wa.s  intended  to 
include  connection  with  Berlin,  though  it  is  an  incorporated  city,  not  a  town,  in  the 
Township  of  Waterloo.  B^t  the  connection  is  not  a^ked  to  be  free.  On  the  con- 
trary the  connection  with  the  local  and  long  distance  lines  is  referred  to  in  the 
same  paragraph  without  any  distinction,  and  looking  at  this  petition  the  applicant 
had  as  much  ground  for  supposing  that  long  distance  connection  would  be  fur- 
nished free  as  that  local  connection  with  Berlin  would  be  furnished  free.  Tlie 
fact  is  the  petition  deals  with  the  proposed  system  in  a  broad  and  general  way, 
for  ,the  simple  reason  that  at  the  time  of  its  circulation  the  proposed  s)'steni  had 
been  conceived  only  in  a  broad  and  general  way.  It  was  to  be  left  to  tlie  council  or  its 
appointee,  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  work  out  the  details,  and  construct  the 
system,  and  in  doing  this  the  Council  or  Board  proceeded  on  the  assumption — as 
they  were  entitled  to  do — that  the  petition  constituted  a  contract  binding  accord- 
ing to  its  terms  upon  each  individual  petitioner.  For  these  reasons  the  Board, 
while  doubtful  on  the  evidence,  that  the  specific  representations  charged  were  ever 
made  by  Messrs.  Webber  and  Detweiler,  is  of  opinion  that  even  though  such  repre- 
sentations were  in  fact  made  .they  could  not  be  held  to  be  binding  under  the  l?ir- 
'cumstances  upon  the  municipal  corporation,  and  that  Mr.  Gabel  must  be  held  to  the 
strict  letter  of  his  contract  as  contained  in  the  petition  which  binds  him  to  become 
a  subscriber. 

Even  though  the  foregoing  were  deemed  not  sufficient  to  determine  the  Board 
a  weighty  fact  is  the  long  delay  of  the  applicant  in  seeking  redress.  The  petition 
was  signed  at  latest  early  in  the  year  1912,  the  By-law  to  establish  the  system  was 
passed  on  the  15th  May,  1912,  the  system  was  thereafter  constructed  and  the  de- 
benture by-law  to  meet  the  debt  incurred  for  construction  was  passed  on  the  2nd  of 
May,  1911,  and  Mr.  Gabel's  first  communication  to  the  Board  indicating  that  he 
had  a  grievance  is  dated  the  17th  June,  1914.  It  may  well  be  that,  owing  to  the 
delay — perhaps  unavoidable  delay — in  elaborating  the  system  in  all.  its  details  and 
relations  to  other  systems,  after  it  was  taken  in  hand  by  the  ^lunicipal  Council, 
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it  was  impossible  for  Mr.  Gabel  to  have  earlier  learned  of  the  position  of  affairs 
which  is  the  ground  of  his  complaint.  But  this  delay,  avoidable  or  not,  of  the  Muni- 
cijial  Council,,  was  the  delay  of  liis  agent,  which  he  and  his  co-signatories  had 
commissioned  by  their  petition  to  establish  the  system,  and  he  can  scarcely  be 
heard  now  to  complain  of  that.  Besides  the  delay  does  not  seem  to  the  Board  to 
have  been  excessive  considering  the  magnitude  and  character  of  the  undertaking.  At 
this  late  (hiy,  when  the  municipal  ielephone  system  is  established,  and  the  debt  to  meet 
the  cost  of  its  construction  is  incurred — all  jon  the  faith  of  the  petition  signed  by 
the  applicant  and  his  fellow  ratepayers — it  seems  to  the  Board  inequitable  both  to 
the  other  petitioners  and  to  the  council  to  relieve  him  from  the  liability  he  has 
voluntarily  assumed  l)y  signing  the  petition. 

The  application  is  dismissed  without  costs,  but  the  applicant  should  pay  $10.00 
Eaw  Stamps.

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To  subscribers  whose  circuits  terminate  upon  the  switchboard  of  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company  of  Canada,  Limited,  at  Strathroy  or  Glencoe,  an  additional  charge 
of  $1.50  per  annum,  such  charge  to  cover  switching  services  and  free  inter- 
change with  the  Bell  subscribers  connected  to  the  Exchange  upon  which  such 
subscriber's  circuits  of  the  Applicant  may  terminate.

Gextlemex^ — In  accordance  with  your  recfuest  I  have  made  an  inspection  of 
the  above  line,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

As  shown  by  the  records  on  file  with  the  Board,  this  railway  extends  across 
a  portage  in  the  Lake  of  Bays  district,  a  distance  of  1.45  miles.  The  rolling 
stock  consists  of  light  cars  such  as  are  used  in  city  service,  the  motive  power 
being  furnished  by  dinkey  steam  locomotives.  The  business  of  the  road  is  con- 
lined  to  summer  traffic,  in  connection  with  the  steam  boats  plying  on  the  lakes. 

At  the  time  of  my  inspection  a  considerable  section  of  the  line  has  been 
overhauled  and  was  in  very  fair  condition,  the  remainder,  however,  required  some 
work  to  be  done  upon  it,  in  order  to  place  it  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  condition. 
At  a  numl>er  of  places  the  rails  had  not  been  properly  bent  to  conform  with  the 
curves.  It  was  also  noted  that  in  some  places,  the  track  was  not  properly  sup- 
ported at  the  joints,  and  an  odd  bolt  was  missing.  A  number  of  the  ties  required 
tamping,  and  attention  should  be  given  to  ballasting  and  the  important  matter 
of  drainage  at  places,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  maintenance  of  the  track  in 
proper  alignment. 

The  rolling  stock  was  not  in  as  good  condition  as  it  should  be,  some  of  the 
car  wheels  and  tires  of  the  locomotive  wheels  being  very  badly  worn,  also  the 
brakes  on  the  locomotives  required  some  attention,  and  the  draw  bar  wa*  not 
Hitotrether  satisfactory. 
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In  order  that  this  railway  may  be  placed  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  I  would 
recommend  that  the  following  work  be  carried  out : 

Track  and  Roadbed. 

(1)  That  all  rail  joints  be  properly  supported  on  the  ties,  and  missing  track 
bolts  replaced. 

(2)  That  the  road  be  properly  ballasted  where  necessary,  with  particular 
attention  to  the  drainage,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  maintenance  of  the  track 
alignment. 

(3)  That  guard  rails  be  placed  at  the  first  curve  before  reaching  the  switch- 
back at  the  Huntsville  or  south  end,  and  that  the  same  also  be  placed  on  curves 
Avhere  track  passes  close  to  the  edge  of  the  water,  in  order  to  guard  against  serious 
consequences  in  the  event  of  derailment  at  such  points. 

(i)  That  suitable  stops  or  bumpers  be  placed  on  the  landings  at  both  ends 
of  the  line. 

HoJIht;/  Siocl: 

(1)  I  would  further  recommend  that  the  locomotive  boilers  and  boiler 
equipment  be  thoroughly  inspected  by  a  competent  l)oiler  inspector,  and  that  a 
detailed  report  thereon  be  submitted  to  the  Board. 

(2)  That  the  car  wheels  which  are  worn  be  renewed  and  the  locomotive  tires 
put  in  proper  condition,  the  shape  of  the  flanges  to  conform  with  the  best  rail- 
way practice. 

(3)  That  the  locomotive  brakes  be  overhauled  where  necessary  to  ensure  that 
they  are  in  first  class  working  condition. 

(4)  That  a  more  reliable  coupling  bar  and  pin  arrangement  be  used  between 
the  locomotive  and  cars. 

(5)  That  brakes  be  fitted  to  both  trucks  on  the  cars. 

With  the  above  rect)mniendations  properly  carried  out,  this  railway  would  be 
in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  condition  for  the  weight  of  rolling  stock  with  which 
it  is  at  present  equipped.

Opinion  of  the  Board, 

In  this  matter  the  applicant  seeks  to  obtain  an  Order  of  the  Board  directing 
the  Respondent  Company  to  supply  him  with  electric  current  for  the  purposes 
and  under  the  circumstances  herein  set  out.  The  Applicant  is  the  owner  of  a 
place  of  entertainment  in  the  City  of  Fort  William,  known  as  "The  Orpheum 
Theatre."  The  Respondent  is  a  corporation  supplying  electric  current,  a  "  public 
utility  "  under  "  The  Public  Utilities  Act "  to  the  City  of  Fort  William  and  its 
inhabitants. 

Without  being  made  a  formal  party  to  the  application  the  City  of  Fort  William, 
a  party  to  the  agreement  whose  effect  was  being  considered,  was  heard  by  Counsel. 
The  Respondent  Company,  although  notified  of  the  hearing,  held  at  Fort  William 
on  the  21st  October,  1915,  was  not  represented.  The  date  of  this  hearing  was 
contingent  on  the  arrival  of  the  Board  at  Fort  William  on  its  way  east  from 
Fort  Frances,  and  it  was  represented  to  the  Board  that  the  Company  was  not 
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iiotififd  of  the  precise  time  of  the  hearing,  and  that  in  fact  its  officials  did  not 
know  until  afterwards  that  the  Board  was  in  Fort  William,  hence  its  failure  t<^ 
attend.  Upon  this  being  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  the  hearing  of 
the  application  was  reopened,  on  notice  to  the  applicant  and  the  City,  in  the 
Board's  Chambers  on  the  3rd  December,  1915,  when  both  the  Applicant  and 
the  Respondent,  but  not  the  city,  were  represented. 

The  agreement  with  the  City  conferring  the  right  upon  the  Respondent 
to  supply  electric  current  within  the  City  is  to  be  found  in  the  Ontario  Statutes 
of  the  year  1910,  where  it  appears  as  Schedule  "D"'to  Chapter  114.  The 
agreement  dated  in  the  year  1905  may  be  described  in  general  terms  as  binding 
the  Respondent,  or  rather  its  predecessors  in  title,  certain  named  individuals,  to 
develop  the  water  power  of  the  Kaministiquia  River,  and  binding  the  City  to 
take,  and  the  Respondent  to  supply,  for  the  period  of  twenty  years,  renewable 
for  a  further  period  of  twenty  years,  specified  quantities  of  electric  current. 
Paragraphs  5  and  5  (a)  which  are  specially  relevant  to  the  issue  raised  on  this 
application  read  as  follows: 

"  5.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Town  may  require  or  use  electrical  power 
hereunder  are  as  follows:  For  lighting  and  heating  of  municipal  (including  school) 
buildings;  for  lighting  residences,  mercantile  and  commercial  establishments  in 
the  said  town,  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the  said  Town,  for  operating  a  street 
railway  in  the  said  Town,  for  pumping  purposes  and  otherwise  to  operate  the 
waterworks  and  sewage  of  the  said  Town  now  or  hereafter  constructed,  and  for 
any  other  municipal  purpose.  The  Town  may  sell  the  said  power  for  the  power 
purposes  to  customers  using  not  more  than  five  (5)  horse-power  at  their  maxi- 
mum load,  or  may  sell  for  such  purposes  up  to  ten  (10)  horse-power  maximum 
load  for  the  purpose  of  running  lifts  in  buildings  where  the  customer  is  using 
power  for  no  other  purpose  except  lighting,  and  except  as  herein  stated,  the 
Town  shall  not  use  or  sell  the  said  power  purchased  from  the  first  parties. 

OCT.  The  said  First  Parties  shall  not,  nor  shall  their  customers  or  their  lessees 
have  the  right  to  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  or  supply  electric  light,  or 
water,  or  power  to  generate  electric  light  for  any  municipal,  domestic  or  com- 
mercial purposes  in  the  said  Town  of  Fort  William,  nor  shall  the  First  Parties, 
their  customers  or  lessees  in  any  way  supply  water  in  the  Town  of  Fort  William, 
in  competition  with  the  Town  during  the  existence  of  this  agreement,  provided, 
however,  that,  any  power  customers  of  the  First  Parties  shall  have  the  right, 
notwithstanding  this  proviso,  to  use  any  power  purchased  for  their  own  lighting 
purposes.'^ 

It  was  admitted  by  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Fort  William  that  the  provision 
of  paragraph  5,  giving  to  the  City  the  right  to  sell  power  for  power  "purposes  up 
to  a  maximum  of  5  horse-power  and  10  horse-power,  for  the  respective  purposes 
mentioned,  did  not  confer  on  the  City  a  monoply  to  supply  such  small  consumers 
with  power,  but  that  the  Respondent  might  supply  such  classes  of  consumers  of 
power  in  competition  with  the  City. 

In  support  of  the  application  it  was  shown  that  the  Orpheum  Theatre  had 
an  auditorium  capable  of  seating  1,100  people;  that  vaudeville  and  moving  picture 
shows  were  the  forms  of  entertainment  given;  that  the  Applicant  required  electric 
current  for  various  purposes  in  and  about  the  business  of  the  theatre  such  as 
(1)  to  drive  a  vacuum  cleaner,  (2)  to  hoist  the  stage  curtain,  (3)  to  shift  the 
stage  scenery,  (4)  to  raise  trunks  from  lower  to  higher  levels,  and  (5)  to  operate 
an  air  system  of  heating  and  ventilation,  all  of  them  admittedly  involvino;  the  use 
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of  power  for  "  power  purposes  ''  under  the  agreement,  and  requiring  only  small 
motors  in  each  case  of  not  more  than  3  or  4  horse-power.  In  addition  to  the 
above  purposes  the  Applicant  requires  current  to  the  extent  of  11  horse-power- to 
operate  a  moving  picture  machine  and  of  1.3  horse-power  to  produce  the  stage 
effect  known  as  a  ''  spot  light,"  of  which  at  times  as  many  as  eight  were  used, 
requiring  in  all  current  to  the  extent  of  10.4  horse  power.  It  is  to  be  observed 
that  current  for  all  these  enumerated  modes  of  user  was  not  required  continuously 
nor  necessarily  at  the  same  time,  and  so  the  demand  for  current  contained  in 
the  letter  written  to  the  Respondent  by  the  Applicant's  fSolicitors,  dated  ,24th 
February,  1915,  mentioned  16  horse-power  as  the  quantity  to  be  supplied.  Of 
this  amount  of  current  the  applicant  would  not  pledge  himself  that  more  than 
5  horse-power  would  he  used  for  power  purposes  apart  from  the  current  for  the 
spot  light  and  moving  pictures  machine.  In  his  reply  to  the  above  letter  the 
manager  of  the  Respondent  wrote  referring  to  paragraphs  5  and  5  (a)  of  the 
agreement,  "  it  is  clearly  specified  that  the  City  handle  all  commercial  lighting  and 
the  Company  all  commercial  power  contracts  over  5  horse-power.  The  '  Orpheum ' 
is  strictly  a  lighting  proposition  and,  as  I  advised  Mr,  Murray  personally,  we 
are  debarred  from  serving  him  direct  by  virtue  of  tlie  above  contract  clauses, 
except  with  the  consent  of  the  City."  .  .  .  .  "It  is  not  a  case  of  our  admit- 
ting anything  that  is  not  within  the  contract.  It  is  purely  a  question  of  an 
earnest  desire  on  our  part  to  arrive  at  a  just  and  fa4r  interpretation  of  the  spirit 
of  the  contract,  regardless  of  whether  it  is  to  our  immediate  advantage  or  other- 
wise. If  we^  are  free  to  do  business  Avith  Mr.  Murray  or  any  other  prospective 
consumer,  we  would  be  most  pleased  to  do  so." 

The  application  is  made  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  contained  in  Section  50 
of  ''  The  Public  Utilities  Act,"  and  in  Section  21  of  "  The  Ontario  Railway  and 
Municipal  Board  Act"  respectively.     The  former  provides  that: 

'■  AMiere  there  is  a  sufficient  supply  of  the  public  utility  the  Corporation 
shall  supply  all  buildings  within  the  municipality,  situate  upon  land  lying  along 
the  line  of  any  supply  pipe,  wire  or  rod  upon  the  request  in  writing  of  the  owner, 
occupant  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any  such  building." 

Section  .21  of  "  The  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board  Act "  is  in  part 
as  follows: 

"21. —  (1)  The  Board  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  enquire  into,  hear  and  deter- 
mine any  application  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  person  interested,  complaining  that 
^ny  company,  person  or  municipal  corporation,  constructing,  maintaining  or 
operating  any  railway,  street  railway,  telegraph  or  telephone  system,  or  any  public 
utility,  or  having  the  control  thereof,  or  charged  with  the  performance  of  any 
duty  or  the  exercise  of  any  power  in  relation  thereto — 

"(a)  has  failed  to  do  any  act,  matter  or  thing  required  to  be  done  by  this 
Act  or  by  any  other  general  or  special  Act,  or  by  any  regulation, 
order  or  direction  made  thereunder  or  by  any  agreement  entered  into 
by  the  company,  person  or  municipal  corporation,  or  by  any  stipula- 
tion or  condition  in  a  municipal  by-law  accepted  or  acted  upon  by 
the  company,  person  or  municipal  corporation : 

and  requesting  the  Board  to  make  any  order,  or  give  any  direction,  sanction  or 
approval  which  by-law  it  is  authorized  to  give  or  make. 
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"(2)  The  Board  may  order  and  require  any  company,  person  or  municipal 
corporation  to  do  forthwith  or  within  or  at  any  specified  time,  and  in  any  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Board,  so  far  as  is  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  any  act, 
matter  or  thing  which  such  company,  person,  or  municipal  corporation  is  or 
may  be  required  to  do  under  this  Act,  or  under  any  other  general  or  special 
Act,  or  any  such  regulation,  order,  direction,  agreement  or  by-law,  and  may 
forbid  the  doing  or  continuing  of  any  act,  matter  or  thing  which  is  in  contra- 
vention of  any  such  Act  or  of  any  such  regulation,  order,  direction,  agreement 
or  by-law." 

It  was  objected  l)y  the  Respondent  that  the  Board  had  no  jurisdiction  on 
the  grounds : 

(1)  That  the  building  of  the  Applicant  is  not  situate  '"upon  land  lying  along 
the  line  of  any  supply  pipe,  wire  or  rod "  of  the  company,  as  required  by  Sec- 
tion 50  of  The  Public  Utilities  Act. 

(2)  That  under  the  agreement  between  tlie  Town  of  Fort  William  and  the 
Company,  the  Company  is  not  bound  to  supply  current  to  the  Applicant,  but  only 
to  the  TowTQ  as  set  out  in  paragraph  5  above,  and  its  refusal  to  furnish  current 
to  the  applicant  is  not  such  a  failure  as  authorizes  the  intervention  of  the  Board 
by  mandatory  order  under  Section  21  of  the  Board's  Act  above  set  out. 

Dealing  first  with  the  latter  objection  a  careful  perusal  of  the  agreement 
with  the  city,  under  which  alone  it  can  arise,  fails  to  disclose  any  contractual 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  company  to  supply  power  to  the  Applicant  or  other 
property  holders  oL"  tlie  Town  of  Fort  William.  In  the  aljsence  of  such  obligation 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  cannot  attach  under  Section  21  of  its  Act  as  on 
failure  to  do  a  thing — namely  to  furnish  current — required  to  be  done  under 
the   agreement. 

Failing  contractual  obligation  does  any  statutory  obligation  arise  under  Sec- 
tion 50  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act?  It  seems  to  the  Board  by  no  means  clear 
that  the  Applicant's  building  is  on  land  lying  along  the  line  of  a  supply  wire 
of  the  Company.  The  Orpheum  Theatre  is  situated  on  the  south-east  corner 
of  Victoria  Avenue  and  Archibald  Street,  and  on  the  south  side  of  the  former. 
A  line  of  supply  Avire  of  the  Company,  and  the  nearest  to  the  Applicant's  building, 
is  carried  along  a  lane  parallel  to  Victoria  Avenue  and  north  of  it  to  supply 
current  to  the  Exchange  Building  on  the  opposite  side  of  Victoria  Avenue  from 
the  Applicant'^  building.  It  is  common  knowledge  that  the  pipes  and  wires  for 
supplying  public  utilities  are  almost  universally  carried  along  highways,  lanes 
or  other  public  communications.  Indeed  only  in  this  way  can  the  utility  be 
conveniently  distributed  to  individual  customers.  That  this  is  the  mode  of  pro- 
cedure contemplated  by  the  Legislature  see  The  Public  Utilities  Act,  Section  3, 
Subsection  (2),  Section  7,  Section  20,  Section  50,  Subsection  (1).  Paragraph  6 
of  the  agreement  between  the  Town  of  Fort  William  and  the  Company,  giving  the 
Company  the  right  '"'  to  erect,  construct  and  maintain  poles,  wires  and  cables, 
over,  under  and  along  all  suitable  and  necessary  streets  and  lanes  in  the  Town 
of  Fort  William  "  clearly  shows  that  this  mode  of  pnx^edure  was  to  be  adopted 
here.  In  fact  the  supply  wires  of  the  company  are  carried  on  or  under  the  streets 
or  lanes  of  the  Town,  the  nearest  to  the  Apijlicant's  building  being  along  the 
lane  above  described.  In  view  of  this  there  seems  much  force  in  the  contention 
that  the  land  on  which  the  Applicant's  building  is  situate  does  not  lie  along 
the  line  of  a  supply  wire  of  the  Company,  inasmuch  as  it  does  not  lie  along  any 
street  or  lane  on  or  under  which  is  such  a  line  of  supply  wires. 
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Even  though  the  foregoing  conclusion  be  erroneous,  the  exercise  of  the  Board's 
power  under  Section  21  of  the  Act  constituting  it  and  defining  its  jurisdiction 
is  discretionary,  and  was  intended  to  be  used  only  where  a  public  utility  company 
by  the  abuse  or  non-user  of  its  powers  occasioned  hardship  to  the  individual. 
No  such  hardship  is  present  in  the  case  of  the  Applicant,  and  the  Board  in 
the  exercise  of  its  discretion  feels  warranted  on  that  account  in  refusing  his 
application.  The  agreement  between  the  Town  and  Company  delimits  the  scope 
of  the  activity  of  each  in  the  distribution  and  sale  of  current.  Generally — 
subject  to  certain  specified  exceptions — the  Town  is  restricted  to  furnishing  cur- 
rent for  public  and  private  lighting,  and  the  Company  to  furnishing  current 
for  power  purposes.  The  agreement  provides  in  variation  of  the  above  that  the 
Town  may  sell  current  in  small  quantities  for  povs'er  purposes  to  its  light  cus- 
tomers, just  as  the  power  customers  of  the  Company  may  use  current  for  their 
own  lighting  purposes.  These  variations  from  the  general  tenor  of  the  agree- 
ment were  no  doubt  dict-ated  by  a  regard  to  the  convenience  of  the  contracting 
parties,  as  well  as  of  the  customers  of  both.  The  supply  wires  of  the  Town 
have  been  carried  into  the  building  of  the  Applicant,  and  current  for  lighting 
and  for  small  powder  purposes  has  for  some  time  been  furnished  him.  The  addi- 
tional current  for  power  purposes  which  he  desires  on  this  application  to  be 
furnished  by  the  company  is  trifling  in  quantity  and,  having  regard  both  to  the 
spirit  and  letter  of  this  agreement,  seems  to  be  well  within  the  right  of  the  Town 
to  supply  to  him  as  its  customer  of  current  for  lighting  purposes.  If  the  Appli- 
cant's demands  for  current  for  power  purposes  are  slightly  in  excess  of  the  quantity 
wliich  the  Town  is  authorized  to  furnish  him  under  the  agreement  the  Company 
has  indicated  to  the  Board  its  acquiescence  in  the  Town's  satisfying  such  demands ; 
that  is  a  matter  for  adjustment  as  between  the  Town  and  Company,  the  parties 
to  the  agreement.  The  Applicant  is  assured  of  an  adequate  supply  of  the  public 
utility  he  needs,  and  that  at  the  hands  of  the  municipal  authorities,  and  this 
discharges  the  Board  from  further  responsibility  in  the  matter. 

The  application  is  dismissed. 

There  will  be  no  costs  to  either  party,  but  the  Applicant  will  pay  $20.00 
in  Law  Stamps.

Sir, — Acting  under  instructions  i'roni  your  Board,  I  went  to  Sudbury  and 
yesterday  made  a  careful  inspection  of  that  portion  of  the  Sudbury-Copper  ClilE 
Siil)urban  Electric  Railway  from  the  west  side  of  the  f'.P.R.  crossing  on  Elm 
.Street,  Sudbury,  thence  along  Lome  Street  aiul  Copper  C'lilf  Road  to  Power  Street, 
in  the  Town  of  Copper  Cliff,  a  distance  of  approximately  1.9  miles.  I  speak  of  a 
starting  point  on  the  west  side  of  the  C.P.R.  crossing  be<-ause  at  present  the  cars 
i-annot  run  any  further  east  into  the  Town  of  Sudbury  owing  to  the  diamond 
crossing  with  the  C.P.R.  tracks  not  having  been  put  in. 

From  this  point  east  along  Elm  Street,  Lisgar  and  Cedar  Streets  the  track  is 
laid  on  concrete  with  brick  paving  between  the  rails,  and  for  a  foot  on  each  side  of 
the  rails  next  to  the  driveway,  and  is  all  ready  for  operation  when  the  C.P.R. 
crossing  is  put  in.  The  overhead  Avork  is  up  and  is  suspended  from  iron  poles 
along  these  streets. 

From  Cedar  Street  the  line  goes  south  along  Durham,  Station,  Nelson  and 
.lolm  Streets  to  the  terminus  of  the  power  station.  This  part  is  not  complete  and 
will  not  be  for  a  few  weeks;  furthermore,  there  is  a  steel  bridge  over  the  C.P.R. 
al)0ut  130  foot  span  on  which  the  electric  line  runs,  which  I  would  prefer  to  have 
the  stress  sheets  of  and  other  plans  before  I  feel  justified  in  passing  this  section  of 
the  inle;  consequently,  I  have  only  taken  that  part  that  the  cars  can  now  run  over, 
which  is  as  first  referred  to. 

The  line  from  the  C.P.R.  crossing  to  Copper  Cliff  is  well  ballasted  and  drained, 
and  is  laid  with  80  lb.  rails  and  good  solid  ties.  There  are  four  wooden  trestle 
bridges,  three  of  them  built  on  frame  bents  resting  on  piles,  driven  in  some  cases 
til  a  depth  of  thirty  feet,  the  fourth  trestle  being  on  pile  bents.  The  stringers 
are  of  British  Columbia  fir,  there  are  four  rows  under  each  rail,  strong  enough  to 
carry  the  heaviest  engine  on  the  C.P.R.  The  poles  are  good  and  have  iron  brackets 
to  carry  the  overhead  work.  Some  twenty  of  these  brackets  are  not  yet  put  up, 
but  wooden  ones  have  been  substituted  temporarily  until  these  can  be  got  and 
placed.  The  bonding  is  not  done,  but  will  be  very  shortly,  and  Mr.  Boyd  will 
explain  that  the  bonds  are  ordered,  and  that  he  will  send  up  a  machine  for  facing 
the  rails  when  they  arrive  so  that  the  whole  can  be  completed  at  once.  The  matter 
i>f  bonding  will  not  materially  affect  the  operation,  for  the  area  of  the  rail  is  so 
urcat  and  the  joints  are  new,  and  there  is  such  gc/od  contact  with  the  fish  plate,  that 
'•ars  could  run  for  a  month  at  any  rate  without  them. 

There  is  only  one  car  just  now,  loaned  by  the  Metropolitan  Railway  here  until 
the  Company  get  theirs,  which  they  expect  almost  any  time.  The  power  station 
needs  some  additional  wiring,  and  a  switch  board,  but  this  work  will  be  done  as 
-oon  as  possible  and  will  not  interfere  with  the  operations. 

I  had  this  Metropolitan  ear  run  yesterday  from  the  C.P.R.  crossing  at  Sudbury 
right  through  to  Copper  Cliff  and  back,  pretty  well  loaded  with  people,  and  there 
M  as  no  hitch  of  any  kind.  The  wooden  station  at  Copper  Cliff  will  be  finished  in 
al)out  two  weeks,  so  that  this  part  of  the  line  will  he  complete,  when  all  I  have 
described  alx)ve  is  finished. 

The  track  requires  a  little  surfacing  and  lining  up  and  the  wing  of  one  of  the 
crossings  on  Lome  Street  needs  crowing  to  bring  it  into  line;  also  a  telephone 
f)()le  on  the  corner  of  Elm  and  Lome  Streets  must  be  moved  l)ack  to  make  the 
clearance  safe  for  operation.  I  have  called  the  engineer's  attention  to  these  matters 
and  thev  will  be  seen  to  at  once-.

terminus. 

I  would,  therefore,  suggest,  that  this  order  Ije  granted  for  a  period  of  sixty 
days,  during  which  time  the  Company  agrees  to  complete  the  work  on  the  power 
station,  poles  and  track,  as  mentioned  in  my  report,  and  put  in  the  C.P.R.  crossing. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  during  the  period  covered  by  this  temporary  order 
the  Company  submit  all  the  revised  plans  of  their  line,  which  I  have  asked  them 
for ;  also  the  stress  sheets  and  other  plans  of  the  steel  Ijridge  over  the  C.  P.  Railway 
at  Xelson  Street,  and  those  of  the  new  concrete  bridge  on  Station  Street.

Report  Re  Xew  Cars  for  Gerrard  Street  Civic  Line. 

The  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board,  Parliament  B^iUding.^,  Toronto. 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  request  I  have  made  an  inspection  of 
Tlie  cars  purchased  l)y  the  City  for  oj>eration  on  the  Civic  Line  and  beg  to  report  as 
follows : 
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These  cars  aro  of  the  single  truck  tyiM?.  similar  to  those  mentioned  in  my 
report  of  March  11th  except  that  they  are  fitted  with  wooden  slat  seats  instead  of 
rattan,  and  are  equipped  with  wheel  guards.' 

Seats.  The  seats  in  the  cars  are  similar  to  the  wooden  slat  seats  which  are 
being  used  in  some  of  the  Street  Railways  m  the  United  States,  and  the  Super- 
intendent to  the  Civic  Lines  states  that  they  are  the  most  satisfactory  type  of  seat 
for  City  service. 

Steps.  The  automatic  steps  should  be  adjusted  so  that  before  the  door  is 
sufficiently  opened  to  admit  of  a  person  the  step  would  be  practically  in  position. 

Fender  Equipment.  In  order  that  the  wheel  guard  equipment  shall  be  as 
effective  as  possible  as  a  life  saver,  it  is  necessary  that  ample  clearance  be  provided 
to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  injury  in  the  event  of  a  body  pa-sing  beneath  the 
vestibule.  It  is,  therefore,  advisable  in  the  case  of  the.se  oars  that  the  step  operating 
mechanism  be  altered  in  order  to  allow  the  required  clearance. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  these  cars  are  suitable  for  the  service  for  which  they 
have  been  designed,  and  would  recommend  that  they  be  approved  by  the  Board 
with  the  understanding  that  the  matters  mentioned  above  receive  attention,  and 
that  the  wheel  guard  fender  equipment  shall  not  bo  included  in  the  said  approval 
until  it  is  ascertained  if  they  can  l>e  maintained  in  an  efficient  state  in  this  climate 
under  winter  conditions.

Sir, — I  have  to  report  that  on  Monday  last  I  went  to  Hamilton  and  saw  Mr. 
Waller,  Superintendent  of  the  Hamilton-Duudas  Electric  Railwaj',  and  after- 
wards went  with  him  to  Dundas  and  examined  the  bridge  over  a  creek  on  the  road 
leading  into  Messrs.  Jones  Bros.  &  Company's  works,  into  which  it  is  proposed  to 
put  a  siding  from  the  Hamilton  and  Dundas  Eailway. 

Mr.  Waller  showed  me  all  correspondence  he  liad  concerning  this  matter  and 
I  understand  there  is  no  objection  from  any  of  the  parties  interested  to  the  con- 
struction of  this  siding. 

I  may  say  that  I  had  already  obtained  a  plan  and  specifications  of  the  bridge 
from  Messrs.  Jones  Bros.,  which  I  have  to  return  to  them,  and  from  these  I  was 
able  to  get  the  loading  used  and  make  the  necessary  calculations.  The  date  of  the 
plan  was  May,  1913,  and  I  think  the  bridge  was  put  up  in  that  year,  but  has  so  far 
been  used  only  as  a  roadway  bridge  into  the  works.  At  present  there  is  no  track 
laid,  but  everything  is  ready  for  this  except  some  slight  changes  in  the  floor  plank- 
ing of  the  bridge  to  permit  of  the  rails  resting  on  the  ties  so  that  they  will  come 
level  with  the  floor  when  laid.  This  bridge  is  30  foot  clear  span  or  about  31  feet 
6  inches  centre  to  centre  of  bearing;  the  girders  are  6  feet  6  inches  centre  to  centre 
under  the  ties,  and  the  width  of  the  bridge  is  11  feet  from  railing  to  railing,  the  usual 
width  of  a  class  B  roadway  bridge.  This  would,  of  course,  not  allow  of  vehicles  to 
use  the  bridge  while  a  train  was  on  it,  but  as  there  would  be  only  one  train  each 
day,  so  I  am  told,  and  the  roadway  appears  to  be  chiefly  for  an  entry  into  Jones 
Bros.,  works  I  do  not  think  that  would  be  any  drawback.  The  Board's  specifi- 
cations require  6  feet  6  inches  clear  from  the  centre  line  of  the  tracks  of  all  obstruc- 
tions, and  as  this  bridge  is  7  feet  clear  this  conforms  with  the  requirements.  The 
loading  is  for  an  engine  weighing  100,000  lbs.  on  two  axles  7  feet  apart  and  could 
be  used  for  Cooper's  E-IO  loading,"  which  is  slightly  lighter  than  class  2  of  the 
Board's  specifications.  I  might  say  the  concrete  abutmejits  are  not  as  good  as  they 
could  have  been,  and  show  signs  of  this  on  the  face.  However,  they  are  shown 
5  feet  thick  on  the  plan  and  are  not  very  high,  so  that;  they  should  sustain  the  load 
required. 

With  regard  to  the  location  of  the  track  as  shown  on  the  plans,  I  might  say 
that  I  think  it  would  be  difficult  to  change  it  to  the  centre  of  the  street,  owing  to 
the  curve  at  the  end  of  the  bridge  next  to  Bond  Street,  and  the  position  of  the 
bridge,  and  also  of  the  factory  buildings  at  the  other  end,  so  that,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  use  of  this  road  and  the  small  amount  of  track  on  it,  I  should  not 
call  the  proposed  track  location  a  serious  objection.  Had  this  been  on  a  busy  street 
the  position  of  the  track  as  shown  would  not  be  good  practice  and  should  be 
changed. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  approval  of  Plan  Xo.  E-566  submitted  to 
your  Board  by  the  Hamilton  and  Dunda-  T»ailway  Company,  but  before  such  ap- 
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proval  I  would  advise  that  the  usual  three  copies  of  the  working  drawings  and 
specifications  of  the  bridge  be  obtained  for  future  reference,  either  through  the 
Railway  Company  or  through  Messrs.  Jones  Bros.  These  plans  were  made  by  the 
Ontario  Bridge  Co.,  Crown  Office  Building,  Toronto.

FORM  OF  BY-LAW  TO  REGULATE  THE  MANAGEMENT  AND  OPERA- 
TION OF  A  TELEPHONE  SYSTEM  ESTABLISHED  UNDER  PART 
II  OF  "  THE  ONTARIO  TELEPHONE  ACT  "  AS  APPROVED  BY 
THE  ONTARIO  RAILWAY  AND  MUNICIPAL  BOARD. 

By-law  No of  tlie  Telephone  System  of  the  Municipality  of 

the of 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  to  pass  a  by-law  to  regulate  the  management  and 

operation  of  the  Telephone  System  of  the  Municipality  of 

subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ontario  Railway  and  Municipal  Board : 

THEREFORE  the  subscribers  of  the  Telephone  System  of  the  Municipality 

of ,  in  general  meeting  assembled,  enact 

as  folloAvs : — 

1.  General  meetings  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  subscribers  in  general  meeting;  and,  if  no  other  time 
or  place  is  prescribed,  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held 
on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  January  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

2.  The  Commissioners  may,  whenever  they  think  fit,  and  they  shall  upon  a  re- 
quisition made  in  writing  by  one-tenth  of  the  subscribers,  summon  a  general  meet- 
ing of  the  subscribers. 
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:').  The  requisition  shall  state  the  object  of  the  meeting  proposed  to  be  failed, 
and  shall  be  mailed  in  a  registered  enclosure  to,  or  delivered  at,  the  last  known 
address  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

■i.  Upon  receipt  of  such  reiquisition  the  Commissioners  shall  forthwith  sum- 
mon a  general  meeting,  and  if  they  do  not  summon  the  same  within  twenty-one 
days  of  the  receipt  of  the  requisition,  one-tenth  of  the  subscribers  may  themselves 
summon  a  meeting. 

5.  At  least  ten  days'  notice  of  any  special  or  general  meeting,  specifying  the 
place,  the  day,  and  the  hour  of  meeting,  shall  be  given  to  each  subscriber  by  un- 
registered letter  or  post  card  mailed  to  his  last  known  address,  and  in  the  case  of 
a  special  general  meeting  the  notice  shall  mention  the  business  to  be  transacted, 
but  the  non-receipt  of  such  notice  by  any  subscriber  shall  not  invalidate  the  pro- 
ceedings at  any  special  or  general  meeting. 

6.  If  within  one  hour  from  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  a  quorum  of 
subscribers  is  not  ijrcsent,  the  meeting,  if  summoned  by  the  Commissioners  upon 
the  requisition  of  subscribers,  or  at  the  instance  of  one-tenth  of  the  suibscribers, 
shall  be  dissolved.  In  any  other  case  the  meeting  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the 
same  day  in  the  following  week,  at  the  same  hour  and  place;  and  if  at  such  ad- 
journed meeting  a  quorum  of  subscribers  is  not  present,  it  shall  be  adjourned  sine 
die. 

7.  The  Chairman  (if  any)  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  preside  as 
chairman  at  every  general  meeting  of  the  subscribers.  If  there  is  no  such  chairman, 
or  if  at  any  meeting  he  is  not  present,  the  subscribers  shall  choose  one  of  their 
] lumber  to  be  chairman  of  the  meeting. 

8.  The  chairman  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  meeting,  adjourn  it  from  tim^ 
to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  but  no  business  s'hall  be  transacted  at  any  ad- 
journed meeting  other  than  the  business  left  unfinished  at  the  meeting  from  which 
the  adjournment  took  place. 

9.  At  any  general  meeting,  unless  a  poll  is  demanded,  a  declaration  by  the 
chairman  that  a  resolution  has  been  carried,  and  an  entr}^  -to  that  effect  in  the 
minutes  of  proceedings  of  the  system  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  fact,  with- 
out proof  of  the  number  of  proportion  of  the  votes  recorded  in  favour  of  or  against 
such  resolution. 

10.  If  a  poll  is  demanded,  the  same  shall  be  taken  in  such  manner  as  the 
chairman  directs,  and  the  result  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  resolution  of  the  sub- 
scribers in  general  meeting. 

11.  AVith  the  consent  in  writing,  of  all  the  subscribers,  a  general  meeting  may 
be  summoned  on  shorter  notice  than  ten  days  and  in  any  manner  which  such  sub- 
scribers think  fit. 

12.  The  presence  in  person  or  by  proxy  of  at  least  fifty  subscribers  or  of  one- 
fourth  of  all  the  subscribers  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  at  general- 
meetings. 

13.  Until  otherwise  determined  by  special  resolution,  every  sul)scriber  _shall 
have  one  vote. 

14.  Votes  may  be  given  either  personally  or  by  proxy,  and  the  instrument 
appointing  a  proxy  shall  be  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  the  appointer,  or  if  such 
appointer  is  a  corporation,  under  its  common  seal,  and  shall  be  attested  by  at  least 
one  witness,  and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  a  proxy  who  is  not  a  subscriber. 

15.  A  resolution  signed  by  all  the  Commissioners  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual 
as  if  it  had  been  passed  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  duly  called  and 
constituted. 
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IG.  The  romuneratiou  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  determined  by  the  sub- 
scribers in  general  meeting. 

17.  The  affairs  of  the  system  shall  be  managed  by  the  Commissioners,  who 
may  exercise  all  such  powers  in  respect  of  the  system  as  are  not  by  The  Ontario 
Telephone  Act  or  by  its  by-law  required  to  be  exercised  by  the  subscril)ers  in 
general  meeting,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  this  by-law,  to  the  provisions  of  that  Act 
and  to  such  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  such  regulations  or  provisions  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  subscribers  in  general  meeting ;  but  no  regulation  made  by  the 
subscribers  in  general  meeting  shall  invalidate  any  prior  act  of  the  Commissioners 
which  would  have  been  valid  if  such  regulation  had  not  been  made.  The  continuing 
Commissioners  may  act  notwithstanding  any  vacancy  in  their  body. 

18.  The  office  of  Commissioner  shall  be  vacated : — 

(a)   If  he  holds  any  other  office  or  place  of  profit  in  respect  of  the  system. 
(h)   If  he  is  concerned  in  or  participates  in  the  profits  of  any  contract  in 
respect  of  the  system. 

19.  No  Commissioner  shall  vacate  his  office  by  reason,  of  his  being  a  sharel- 
holder  or  member  of  any  corporation  which  has  entered  into  any  contract  with  or 
done  any  work  for  the  system  of  which  he  is  a  Commissioner,  but  he  shall  not  vote 
in  respect  of  such  contract  or  work,  and  if  he  votes  his  vote  shall  not  be  counted. 

20.  A  retiring  Commissioner  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

31.  If  at  any  meeting  of  subscribers  at  which  an  election  for  the  office  of  Com- 
missioner should  be  held  an  election  fails  to  be  had  for  one  or  more  of  such  offices, 
such  meeting  shall  stand  adjourned  till  the  same  day  in  the  next  week,  at  the  same 
place  and  hour,  and  if  at  such  adjourned  meeting  an  election  fails  to  be  had  for 
one  or  more  of  such  offices,  the  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  in  respect  of 
whose  office  or  offices  an  election  failed  to  be  held  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
nexti  annual  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  and  so  on  from  time  to  time  until  his  or 
their  successors  are  elected. 

2-3.  Any  vacancy  occurring  hi  the  Board  of  Commissioners  may  l)e  filled  by

so  chosen  S'halJ  retain  offi.ce  until  the  election  of  his  successor  by  the  subscribers  in 
general  meeting. 

33.  The  subscribers  in  general  meeting,  by  a  resolution,  of  which  notice  has 
been  given  in  the  summons  calling  the  meeting,  may  remove  any  Commissioner 
before  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  an,d  may,  by  resolution,  appoint  another 
person  in  his  stead;  the  person  so  appointed  sliall  hold  oflBce  for  the  balance  of  the 
term  of  the  Commissioner  so  removed. 

34.  (a)  The  Commissioners  may  meet  for  the  despatch  of  business,  adjourn, 
and  otherwise  regulate  their  meetings  as  they  think  fit,  and  determine  the  quorum 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

(&)  Questions  arising  at  any  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  votes.  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  chairman  shall  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote. 

(c)  A  Commissioner  may  at  any  time  summon  a  meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sioners. 

25.  The  'Commissioners  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  chairman  of 
the  Board,  and  if  at  any  meeting  the  chairman  is  not  present,  the  Commissioners 
present  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  be  chairman  of  the  meeting. 

26.  The  Commissioners,  by  resolution  entered  upon  the  minutes,  may  delegate 
any  of  their  powers  to  committees  consisting  of  such  member  or  members  of  their 
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body  as  they  think  fit,  and  a  committee  so  formed  shall,  in  the  exercise  of 'its 
powers  so  delegated,  conform  to  any  regulations  that  may  be  imposed  on  them  by 
the  Commissioners. 

27.  A  committee  may  meer  and  adjourn  as  it  thinks  proper.  Questions 
arising  at  any  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  members 
present,  and  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  chairman  shall  have  a  second  or 
easting  vote. 

28.  All  acts  done  by  any  meeting  of  the  Commissioners,  or  of  a  committee  of 
Commissioners,  or  by  any  person  acting  as  a  Commissioner,  notwithstanding  that 
it  is  afterwards  discovered  that  there  was  some  defect  in  the  appointment  of  any 
such  (Commissioner  or  person  so  acting,  or  that  they,  or  any  one  of  them,  were, 
disqualified",  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  every  such  person  had  been  duly  appointed  and 
was  qualified  to  be  a  Commissioner. 

39.  The  following  shall  be  the  regulations  which  shall  govern  the  management 
and  operation  of  the  Telephone  System  of  the  Municipality  of • 

(a)  The  central  office  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  control  and  supervise 
the  switching  of  all  lines.  Subscribers  on  party  lines  must  cease  conversations 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  central  operator. 

(&)  On  party  lines  subscribers  shall  not  use  a  telephone  for  more  than  five 
minutes  at  any  one  time  if  other  persons  require  the  line.  Social  conversations 
shall  cease  when  the  use  of  the  line 'is  required  for  the  transmission  of  urgent 
messages,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  subscribers  to  see  that  this  regulation  is 
rigidly  observed. 

(c)  No  subscriber  shall  allow  the  use  of  his  telephone  free  of  charge  to  any 
person  not  a  subscriber,  except  it  be  a  member  of  the  family,  his  partner  in 
business,  his  employee  or  guest,  or  a  subscriber  of  another  system  which  has  free 
interchange  with  this  system,  and  then  only  to  a  subscriber  of  this  or  his  system. 
Any  subscriber  who  fails  to  observe  this  regulation  shall  be  charged  with  the  full 
amount  of  the  fee  chargeable  to  non-subscribers  for  each  conversation  transmitted 
from  his  telephone  contrary  to  such  regulation. 

(d)  Any  person  (except  those  entitled  to  the  free  use  of  the  system  as  pro- 
vided for  in -the  foregoing  regulation)  shall  pay  the  sum  of  cents  for 
each  and  every  message  originating  and  terminating  upon  any  part  of  the  system. 

(e)  No  abusive,  profane  or  obscene  language  shall  be  permitted  to  pass  over 
the  liites.  Any  person  so  offending  will,  upon  conviction  under  the  provisions 
of  "The  Ontario  Summary  Convictions  x\ct,"  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Twenty-five  Dollars  and  in  default  shall  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  days. 

(/)  Subscribers  shall  not  take  down  the  receiver  for  the  purpose  of  listening 
to  conversations  passing  over  the  lines. 

(g)  Subscribers  shall  not  ring  their  telephones  when  other  parties  are  talking 
over  the  line. 

(h)  Subscribers  are  required  to  forward  to  the  secretary,  or  the  person  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  all  amounts 
due  the  system  for  long  distance  messages  sent  by  them  and  also  for  conversations 
transmitted  through  their  telephones  by  non-subscribers  during  each  preceding 
month. 

(t)  When  telephones  are  not  being  used  the  receivers  must  remain  on  the 
hook  in  order  to  prevent  the  batteries  running  down. 
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(/)  Subscribers  are  not  allowed  to  remove  or  otherwise  interfere  with  the 
wiring,  connections  or  other  parts  of  any  telephone  apparatus  furnished  by  this 
system. 

(A-)  All  complaints  regarding  inattention  or  defects  in  the  service  should  be 
reported  promptly  to  the  Secretary,  who  will  investigate. 

(Z)  The  telephone  is  first  located  by  the  system  in  such  position  as  the  sub- 
scriber may  direct;  if  thereafter  the  instrument  is  required  to  be  moved  such 
removal  will  be  done  by  the  system  at  the  expense  of  the  subscriber. 

(m)  In  these  regulations  the  word  "Subscriber"  shall  include  any  persou 
renting  telephone   service. 

(n)  Each  subscriber  shall  be  responsible  for  prompt  payment  of  all  charges  for 
messenger  or  long  distance  service  furnished  to  himself  or  others  in  respect  of 
conversations  transmitted  from  the  instrument  upon  the  premises  of  such  subscriber. 
and  if  such  pa^Tuent  is  not  promptly  made,  the  Commissioners  shall  have  the  right 
to  refuse  to  furnish  similar  service  until  such  pajonent  is  made. 

(o)  The  telephones  furnished  and  all  other  plant  comprising  the  system  are 
vested  in  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  of 

in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  subscribers,  and  the  Cor- 
poration, its  Commissioners  or  employees  shall  have  the  right  at  all  reasonable  hours 
to  enter  the  premises  where  the  telephones  are  or  may  be  located  for  the  purpose 
of  installing,  inspecting  or  repairing  the  same,  and  may  after  notice  in  writing 
discontinue  the  service  and  remove  the  telephone  of  any  person  for  non-payment 
of  maintenance  charges,  rent  or  tolls. 

(p)  For  the  purpose  of  furnishing  telephone  service,  the  Commissioners  act 
as  the  agents  of  the  user  of  the  telephone,  and  neither  the  Corporation  nor  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  liable  for  interruption  of  the  service  or  for 
failure  or  errors  in  making  connections. 

{q)  No  electrical  or  mechanical  attachments  shall  be  made  to  the  telephone 
or  lines  comprising  the  system  without  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners. 

(r)  No  person  shall  wilfully  interfere  with  or  interrupt  any  conversation  or 
message  transmitted  over  the  line  or  lines  of  the  System.

Tables  A,  B  axd  C. 

The  following  tables  A,  B  and  C  have  been  compiled  for  the  purpose  of  showing* 
the  various  subsidies  voted  from  July  1,  1867,  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  Rail- 
ways constructed  wholly  or  partly  within  the  Province. 

Table  A  sets  forth  the  subsidies  voted  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  t-o  the  vari- 
ous Railways  therein  mentioned.  These  subsidies,  however,  have  not  all  been  paid 
in  cash.  In  some  cases  the  Railways  have  received  the  whole  amount  in  cash, 
others  have  received  the  whole  amount  in  certificates  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3^  per  cent,  per  annum,  while  others  have  received 
payment  partly  in  cash  and  partly  in  certificates  of  Ontario  with  interest  at  3^2 
per  cent. 

Table  B  sliows  what  cash  the  Railways  have  received,  the  amounts  which  the 
Province  has  paid  in  re:^pect  of  the  certificates,  and  the  amount  of  outstanding 
certificates.  The  amounts  set  forth  in  the  total  column  in  Table  B  represent  the 
amounts  paid  to  Railway  Companies  respectively,  together  with  the  amount  of  the 
unredeemed  certificates  issued  to  such  Railways.  The  difference  between  the  gross 
sum  of  the  subsidies  voted  and  the  total  amount  paid  by  the  Government  to  Rail- 
ways and  the  unpaid  liabilitv  due  by  the  Government  in  respect  of  such  subsidies 
,is  made  up  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  Sj-'y  per  c^nt.  for  the  term  of  years  over 
which  the  payment  of  the  Government  is  distributed. 

Table  C  is  a  statement  showing  amounts  payable  annually  for  certificates  issued 
by  tlie  Treasurer  of  the  Province  for  "  Aid  to  Eailways  '*  and  Annuities.

'      ,  SECOND  AKNUAL  REPORT,  ONTARIO  SAFETY  LEAGUE.       . 

In  presenting  the  Second  Annual  Report  of  the  Ontario  Safety  League,  we 
deem  it  advisable  to  state  that  the  League  has  laljoured  under  very  con&ide.rable 
diffic-ulties  in  the  matter  of  finances,  due  to  general  conditions  and  the  multitude 
of  calls  upon  the  public  for  patriotic,  Red  Cross,  and  other  funds.  The  League's 
activities  have,  however,  been  successfully  maintained  and  much  solid  work 
accomplished. 

We  again  wish  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  the  Ontario  Railway  and 
Municipal  Board,  the  City  Council,  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Separate  School 
Board,  the  Toronto  Railway  Company,  the  Civic  Car  Lines,  the  Ontario  Motor 
League,  and  our  contributors  generally.  We  are  indebted  to  the  press  of  this  city 
for  their  magnificent  support  of  the  safety  movement,  and  we  desire  to  express  our 
thanks  to  the  numerous  safety  organizations  in  the  United  States,  who  have  given 
us  such  valued  assistance.  The  League  is  a  member  of  the  American  Museum  of 
Safety,  Xew  York,  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association,  Boston,  the  National 
Safety  Council,  Chicago,  and  the  Safety  First  Federation  of  America,  New  York, 
and  is  in  constant  touch  with  other  safety  organizations  throughout  the  continent. 

This  campaign  of  accident  prevention  is  almost  entirely  educational.  The 
Committee  has  felt  that  lasting  results  may  best  be  obtained  by  constantly  keeping 
the  safety  movement  before  the  public.  The  League  aims  to  avert  needless  loss  of 
life  and  property  by  preventing  unnecessary  accidents  and  fires. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1914  there  seemed  no  immediate  prospect  of  a  successful 
campaign  for  191.3  owing  to  the  general  business  outlook.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee, however,  made  a  strong  appeal  to  the  subscribers  of  1914,  many  of  whom 
felt  that  the  results  of  the  first  year's  campaign  justified  a  continuance  of  their 
financial  support.  The  Committee  decided  that  it  would  .serve  the  public  interests 
by  continuing  the  crusade,  although  possibly  in  a  lesser  degree. 

So  far  as  was  justified,  we  distributed  circulars,  card-  of  instruction  and  other 
literature  relative  to  the  prevention  of  needlcLSs  accidents,  and  are  satisfied  that  our 
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efforts  have  met  with  a  good  respon.se.  A  considerable  eorrespondenee  with  organ- 
izations in  Canada  and  the  Ignited  States  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
and  much  valuable  information  has  been  gathered.  In  October,  1915,  the  Organ- 
izer and  Engineer  attended  without  expense  to  the  League,  the  Fourth  xVnnual 
Congress  of  the  National  Safety  Council  at  Phi)ade1i)hia,  Pa.  This  was  a  most 
important  gathering,  extending  over  four  days,  and  attended  by  nearly  1,200 
delegates,  representing  some  of  the  largest  industrial  and  safety  organizations  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  General  Film  Company,  we  have  used  the  motion 
picture  film  entitled  '•'  The  Price,  of  Thoughtlessness  "'  with  great-  effect.  Tbe 
film  shows  clearly  the  results  of  carelessness,  and  was  designed  to  appeal  partic- 
ularly to  children.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  for 
Ontario  these  pictures  have  been  shown  throughout  the  whole  Province,  in  addition 
to  being  featured  at  the  Toronto  Exhibition.  The  League  holds  a  special  motion 
picture  license  granted  by  the  Ontario  Government. 

At  our  request,  the  Board  of  Education  again  printed  all  F]xerciscv  Xote. 
Dictation  and  Work  Books  with  safety  rules.  These  books  are  handled  many  times 
■in  every  school  day  by  a  very  large  number  of  pupils. 

The  Ontario  Motor  League  offered  Fifty  Dollars  in  cash  prizes  for  composi- 
tions from  the  pupils  of  the  schools  of  Toronto,  Hamilton,  Loudon  an(,l  Ottawa. 
This  contest  was  conducted  through  the  Safety  League  office  and  entailed  a  large 
amount  of  work.  A  considerable  number  of  compositions  was  received,  and  cheques 
were  forwarded  to  the  prize  winners  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

Numerous  notices  and  signs  have  been  placed  on  bill  boards,  in  street  cars,  iji 
shops,  etc.,  and  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the  iniblio  to  tlie  need  for  care  in 
all  walks  of  life. 

In  June  last  the  League,  inaugurated  the  School  Bulletin  Series  and  the 
Industrial  Bulletin  Service.  The  Board  of  Education  and  the  Separate  School 
Board  took  up  the  School  Bulletin  idea,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  havfe  a 
V\'eekly  distribution  of  bulletins  to  the  individual  classrooms  in  the  school.^  con- 
trolled by  these  Boards.  Each  week  a  new  bulletin  appears  in  every  classroom,  and 
as  the  subject  is  changed  from  week  to  week  and  all  deal  with  accident  and  fir^ 
prevention,  the  pupils  constantly  receive  some  new  thought.  This  work  has  th<' 
whole-hearted  support  of  the  principals  and  teachers. 

Prior  to  the  summer  holidays  70,000  copies  of  a  letter  to  parents  were  prepare! 
and  distributed  through  the  schools.  This  letter  pointed  out  the  great  need  for 
increased  caution,  and  asked  for  the  assistance  of  the  parents  in  the  campaign. 
Another  important  feature  of  our  work  in  the  schools  has  been  the  placing  of  a 
-hook  of  safety  stories  for  children  in  every  Pul)lic  and  Separate  School  library. 
*These  stories  are  used  in  the  junior  classes  for  supplementary  reading  as  oppor- 
tunity offers.  Over  T0,000  pupils  iii  Toronto  seliool?  are  reached  by  our  school_ 
work. 

The  Industrial  Bulletin  Service  is  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  manufacturers, 
all  of  whom  are  vitally  interested  in  accident  prevention,  particularly  since  the 
V^'orkmen's  Compensation  Act  came  into  force.  These  bulletins  are  sent  out  three 
or  four  times  each  nionth  to  over  three  hundred  local  manufacturers.  The  subject 
and  itppearance  is  altered  with  each  new  bulletin,  so  that  the  employees  may  see 
immediately  that  something  new  has  been  })laced  on  the  bulletin  board.

From  letters  re<^eivecl,  it  is  evident  that  this  service  was  neeile«I, 
and  is  appreciated  in  Toronto.

THEREFORE  the  subscribers  of  the  Telephone  System  of  the  Municipality

1.  General  meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places 
as  may  be  prescribed  l)y  the  subscribers  in  general  meeting;  and,  if  no  other  time 
or  place  is  prescribed,  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  subscribers  shall  be  held 
on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  January  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Commissioners.

5.  At  least  ten  days"  notice  of  any  special  or  general  meeting^  specifying  the 
place,  the  day,  and  the,  hour  of  meeting,  shall  be  given  to  each  subscriber  by  un- 
registered letter  or  post  card  mailed  to  his  last  known  address,  and  in  the  case  of 
a  special  general  meeting  the  notice  shall  mention  the  business  to  be  transacted, 
but  the  non-receipt  of  such  notice  by  any  subscriber  shall  not  invalidate  the  pro- 
ceedings at  any  special  or  general  meeting. 

6.  If  within  one  hour  from  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  a  quorum  of 
subscribers  is  not  present,  the  meeting,  if  summoned  by  the  Commissioners  upon 
the  requisition  of  subscribers,  or  at  the  instance  of  one-tenth  of  the  subscribers, 
shall  be  dissolved.  In  any  other  case  the  meeting  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the 
same  day  in  the  following  week,  at  the  same  hour  and  place;  and  if  at  such 
adjourned  meeting  a  quorum  of  subscribers  is  not  present,  it  shall  be  adjourned 
shie  (Ve. 
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7.  The  Chairniau  (if  auy)  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  preside  as 
chairman  at  every  general  meeting  of  "the  subscribers.  If  there  is  no  such  chair- 
man, or  if  at  any  meeting  he  is  not  prei-ent,  the  subscribers  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  to  be  chairman  of  the  meeting. 

8..  The  chairman  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  meeting,  adjourn  it  from  time 
to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  but.no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any 
adjourned  meeting  other  than  the  business  left  unfinished  at  the  meeting  from 
which  the  adjournment  took  place. 

9.  At  any  general  meeting,  unless  a  poll  is  demanded,  a  declaration  by  the 
chairman  that  a  resolution  has  been  carried,  and  an  entry  to  that  effect  in  the 
minutes  of  proceedings  of  the  system  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  fact,  with- 
out proof  of  the  number  of  proportion  of  the  votes  recorded  in  favour  of  or  against 
such  resolution. 

10.  If  a  poll  is  demanded,  the  same  .shall  be  taken  in  such  manner  as  the 
chairman  directs,  and  the  result  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  resolution  of  the  sub- 
scribers in  general  meeting. 

11.  With  the  consent  in  writing,  of  all  the  subscribers,  a  general  meeting  may 
be  summoned  on  .shorter  notice  than  ten  days  and  in  any  manner  which  .such  sub- 
scribers think  fit. 

12.  The  presence  in  person  or  by  proxy  of  at  least  fifty  subscribers  or  of  one- 
fourth  of  all  the  subscribers  shall  be  necessar}'  to  constitute  a  quorum  at  general 
meetings. 

13.  Until  otherwi.*e  determined  by  special  resolution,  every  subscriber  shall 
have  one  vote. 

14.  Votes  may  be  given  either  personally  or  by  proxy,  and  the  instrument 
appointing  a  proxy  shall  be  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  the  appointer,  or  if  such 
appointer  is  a  corporation,  under  its  common  seal,  and  shall  be  attested  by  at  least 
one  witness,  and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  a  proxy  who  is  not  a  subscriber. 

15.  A  resolution  signed  by  all  the  Commissioners  i=hall  be  as  valid  and  effectual 
as  if  it  had  been  passed  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  duly  called  and 
constituted. 

16.  The  remuneration  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  determined  by  the  sub- 
scribers in  general  meeting. 

17.  The  affairs  of  the  system  shall  be  managed  by  the  Commissioners,  who 
may  exercise  all  such  powers  in  respect  of  the  system  as  are  not  by  The  Ontario 
Telephone  Act  or  by  this  by-law  recjuired  to  be  exercised  by  the  subscribers  in 
general  meeting,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  this  by-law,  to  the  provisions  of  that  Act 
and  to  such  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  such  regulations  or  provisions  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  subscribers  in  general  meeting ;  but  no  regulation  made  by  the 
subscribers  in  general  meeting  .shall  invalidate  any  prior  act  of  the  Commissioners 
which  would  have  been  valid  if  such  regulation  had  not  been  made.  The  con- 
tinning  Commissioners  mav  act  notwithstanding  anv  vacaucv  in  their  bodv. 
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18.  The  office  of  Cummissioiior  shall  be  vacated : — 

(a)   If  he  holds  any  other  office  or  place  or  profit  in  respect  of  the  system. 
(6)   If  he  is  concerned  irt  or  participates  in  tlic  profits  of  any  contract  in 
respect  of  the  system. 

It'.  Xo  Commissioner  shall  vacate  his  office  by  reason  of  his  being  a  share- 
holder or  member  of  any  corporation  which  has  entered  into  any  contract  with  or 
done  any  work  for  the  system  of  which  he  is  a  Commissioner,  bnt  he  shall  not  vote 
in  re^spect  of  such  contract  or  work,  and  if  he  votes  his  vote  shall  not  be  counted. 

20.  A  retiring-  Commissioner  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

21.  If  at  any  meeting  of  subscribers  at  which  an  election  for  the  office  of  Com- 
missioner should  be  held  an  election  fails  to  be  had  for  one.  or  more  of  such  offices, 
such  meeting  shall  stand  adjourned  till  the  same  day  in  the  next  week,  at  the 
same  place  and  hour,  and  if  at  such  adjourned  meeting  an  election  fails  to  be  had 
for  one  or  more  of  such  offices,  the  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  in  respect  of 
whose  office  or  offices  an  election  failed  to  be  held  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  and  so  on  from  time  to  time  until  his  or 
their  successors  are  elected. 

2'i.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  tlie  Board  of  Commissioners  may  be  filled  by

with  the  approval  of  the  Ontario  Eailway  and  Municipal  Board  and  any  person 
so  chosen  shall  retain  office  until  the  election  of  his  successor  by  the  subscribers  in 
general  meeting.

The  Commissioners,  by  resolution  entered  upon  the  minutes,  may  delega-te 
anv  of  their  powers  to  committees  consisting  of  such  member  or  members  of  their 
l)odv  as  thev  think  fit.  and  a  committee  so  formed  shall,  in  the  exercise  of  its 
powers  so  delegated,  conform  to  any  regulations  that  may  be  imposed  on  them  by 
the  Conimi--ioncrs. 
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27.  A  committee  may  meet  and  adjourn  as  it  tliiiiks  proper.  Questions 
arising  at  any  meeting  shall  be  detea-mined  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  members 
present,  and  iu  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  chairman  shall  have  a  second  or 
casting  vote. 

28.  All  acts  done  by  any  meeting  of  the  Commissioners,  or  of  a  committee  of 
Commissioners,  or  by  any  person  acting  as  a  Commissioner,  notwithstanding  that 
it  is  afterwards  discovered  that  there  was  some  defect  in  the  appointment  of  any 
such  Commissioner  or  person  so  acting,  or  that  they,  or  any  one  of  them,  were 
disqualified,  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  every  such  person  had  been  duly  appointed  and 
was  qualified  to  be  a  Commissioner. 

29.  The  following  shall  be  the  regulations  which  shall  govern  the  management 
and  operation  of  the  Telephone  System  of  the  ^Innicipality  of 

(a)  The  central  office  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  control  and  supervise 
the  switching  of  all  lines.  Subscribers  en  party  lines  nmst  cease  conversations 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  central  operator. 

(h)  On  party  lines  subscribers  shall  not  use  a  telephone  for  more  than  five 
minutes  at  any  one  time  if  other  persons  require  the  line.  Social  conversations 
shall  cease  when  the  use  of  the  line  is  required  for  the  transmission  of  urgent 
messages,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  subscribers  to  see  that  this  regulation  is 
rigidly  observed. 

(c)  Xo  subscriber  shall  allow  the  use  of  his  telephone  free  of  charge  to  any 
person  not  a  subscriber,  except  it  be  a  member  of  the  family,  his  partner  in 
business,  his  employee  or  guest,  or  a  subscriber  of  another  system  which  has  free 
interchange  with  this  system,  and  then  only  to  a  subscriber  of  this  or  his  system. 
Any  subscriber  who  fails  to  observe  this  regulation  shall  be  charged  mth  the  full 
amount  of  the  fee  chargeable  to  non-subscribers  for  each  conversation  transmitted 
from  his  telephone  contrary  to  such  regulation. 

(d)  Any  person  (except  those  entitled  to  the  free  use  of  the  system  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  foregoing  regulation)  shall  pay  the  sum  of  cents  for 
each  and  every  message  originating  and  terminating  upon  any  part  of  the  system. 

(e)  Xo  abusive,  profane  or  obscene  language  shall  be  permitted  to  pass  over 
the  lines.  Any  person  so  offending  will,  uj^on  conviction  under  the  provisions 
of  ''  The  Ontario  Summary  Convictions  Act,"'  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Twenty-five  Dollars  and  in  default  shall  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  days. 

(/)  Subscribers  shall  not  take  down  the  receiver  for  the  purpose  of  listening 
to  conversations  passing  over  the  lines. 

(g)  Subscribers  shall  not  ring  their  telephones  when  other  parties  are  talking 
over  the  line. 

(h)  Subscribers  are  required  to  forward  to  the  secretary,  or  the  person  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  all  amounts 
due  the  system  for  long  distance  messages  sent  by  them  and  also  for  conversations 
transmitted  through  their  telephones  by  non-subscribers  during  each  preceding 
month. 

(i)  ^Yhen  telephones  are  not  being  used  the  receiver  must  remain  on  the 
hook  in  order  to  prevent  the  batteries  running  down. 

(/)  Subscribers  are  not  allowed  to  remove  or  otherwise  interfere  with  the 
wiring,  connections  or  other  parts  of  any  telephone  apparatus  furnished  bv%this 
system. 
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(A-)  All  complaints  regarding  inattention  or  defects  in  the  service  should  bo 
reported  promptly  to  the  Secretary,  who  will  investigate. 

[1)  The  telephone  is  first  located  by  the  system  in  such  position  as  the  sub- 
scriber may  direct;  if  thereafter  the  instrument  is  required  to  be  moved  such 
removal  will  be  done  by  the  system  at  the  expense  of  the  subscriber. 

(in)  In  these  regulations  the  word  '' Subscril)er  "  shall  include  any  person 
rejiting  telephone  service. 

(n)  Each  subscriber  shall  be  responsible  for  prompt  payment  of  all  charges  fur 
messenger  or  long  distance  service  furnished  to  himself  or  others  in  respect  of 
conversations  transmitted  from  the  instrument  upon  the  premises  of  such  subscriber, 
and  if  such  payment  is  not  promptly  made,  the  Commissioners  shall  have  the  right 
to  refuse  to  furnish  similar  service  until  such  papnent  is  made. 

(o)  The  telephones  furnislied  and  all  other  plant  comprising  the  system  arc 
vested  in  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  of 

in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  subscribers,  and  the  Cor- 
poration, its  Commissioners  or  employees  shall  have  the  right  at  all  reasonable 
hours  to  enter  the  premises  where  the  telephones  are  or  may  be  located  for  the 
purpose  of  installing,  inspecting  or  repairing  the  same,  and  may  after  notice  in 
writing  discontinue  the  service  and  remove  the  telephone  of  any  person  for  non- 
pa3nnent  of  maintenance  charges,  rent  or  tolls. 

(p)  For  the  purpose  of  furnishing  telephone  service,  the  Commissioners  act 
as  the  agents  of  the  user  of  the  telephone,  and  neither  the  Corporation  nor  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  liable  for  interruption  of  the  service  or  for 
failure  or  errors  in  making  connections. 

(q)  iSTo  electrical  or  mechanical  attachments  shall  be  made  to  the  telephone 
or  lines  comprising  the  system  without  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners. 

(r)  Xo  person  shall  wilfully  interfere  with  or  interrupt  any  conversation  or 
message  transmitted  over  the  line  or  lines  of  the  System.

to  erect  telephone  lines  and  poles  on  certain  highways  in  the  said  Township  of 
,  and  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  grant  the  request  of  the  said  Com- 
pany subject  to  the  approval  of  The  Ontario  Railway  ami  Mnnicipal  Board  first 
being  had  thereto. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of   

and  it  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows,  that  is  to  say : — 

1.  That  The Telephone  Company,  Limited,  l)e  and  is  hereby 

authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  telephone  lines  and  to  erect  the  necessary 
poles  and  wires  for  the  same  and  to  maintain  and  keep  up  the  same  upon  the  high- 
ways of  the  said  Township  of ,  and  to  use  any  {* certain)  of  the 

said  highways  of  tlie  said  Township  of for  placing  in,  upon,  over 

or  under  the  same,  the  poles,  cables,  ducts  and  wires  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  its  business  (*viz:) 

2.  That  the  construction  of  the  said  telephone  lines,  and  the  erection  of  the

PREFATORY 


The  eighth  Provincial  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada  held  four  sessions,  the 
iirst  sitting  from  the  31st  of  January  to  the  14th  of  April,  1821.  The  journals 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  this  session  were  published  in  1914,  but  those  of 
the  Legislative  Council  have  not  been  recovered.  The  journals  of  the  Legislative 
Council  for  the  second,  third  and  fourth  sessions  are '  printed  herein. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  subject  from  an  historical  point  of  view  in  this 
volume  is  the  account  of  the  commercial  and  financial  relations  then  developing 
between  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  Mr.  John  Beverley  Eobinson,  the  Attorney- 
General's  mission  to  Britain  in  connection  therewith.  It  will  be  seen  that  as  early 
as  182'2  a  proposal  for  the  legislative  union  of  these  provinces  was  seriously 
considered  by  the  British  Government.  In  view  of  subsequent  events  the  opinions 
on  this  proposal  expressed  by  Mr.  Eobinson,  one  of  the  ablest  men  of  his  day  in 
Upper  Canada,  are  of  special  significance.

YorTc,  21st  November,  1821. 

The  Provincial  Legislature  having  been  by  Proclamation  prorogued  to  this 
day,  at  three  o'clock  the  House  met  accordingly. 

Present: — The  Hons.  Wm.  Dummer  Powell,  Speaker;  James  Baby,  John 
McGill,  Thomas  Scott,  William  Dickson,  John  Strachan,  Joseph  Wells  and  Duncan 
Cameron. 

At  three  o'clock  p.m.  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come 
to  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber,  and  being  seated  upon  the  Throne,  the  Gen- 
tleman Usher  of  the  Black  Eod  was  directed  to  command  the  attendance  of  the 
Speaker  and  members  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  at  the  Bar  of  this 
•House,  and  they  being  come  thereto,  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  address  both 
Houses  of  the  Provincial  Parliament  in  the  following  words: — 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House 
of  Assembly: — 

I  regret  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  informing  you  that  our  Commissioners 
for  adjusting  our  financial  interests  with  Lower  Canada,  have  found  it  impracticable 
to  establish  a  new  agreement  on  terms  which  they  could  regard  as  compatible  with 
our  just  claims.  A  suspension  of  the  receipt  has  thus  unavoidably  occurred  in 
that  very  material  branch  of  our  Revenue  which  accrues  from  our  proportion  of 
the  duties  collected  at  the  Port  of  Quebec. 

Deeply  as  I  felt  the  importance  of  this  embarrassing  result,  I  would  not 
overlook  the  public  convenience  of  having  recourse  to  your  counsel  at  a  period 
when  your  absence  from  your  several  districts  might  have  materially  interfered  with 
the  administration  of  justice ;  but  measures  were  resorted  to  for  obviating  as  much 
as  possible  the  difficulties  which  in  this  conjunction  unavoidably  occurred. 

I  have  now  directed  that  the  papers  relative  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Com- 
missioners shall  be  immediately  submitted  to  you,  and  I  recommend  the  considera- 
tion of  this  important  subject  to  your  earliest  attention. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly, — The  Public  Accounts,  with  estimates 
for  the  ensuing  year,  shall  be  laid  before  you  without  delay.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
observe  that  our  internal  revenue,  small  as  it  is,  and  altogether  unequal  to  our 
exigencies,  has  not  decreased  during  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the  general 
depression  of  trade  and  agriculture. 

Henceforward  the  annual  expenditure  will  be  considerably  lessened  by  the  re- 
ductions which  have  been  made  in  the  Militia  Pension  List  under  your  late  Act; 
and  in  availing  myself  of  the  provision  enabling  me  to  borrow  on  debenture  the 
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sum  required  to  discharge  the  arrearages  due  on  that  head,  I  was  grateful  to  find 
that  the  negotiation  of  the  loan  was  immediately  effected  within  this  Province. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  and  Gentlemen : — The  important  matter  I  have  already 
alluded  to  as  inducing  me  tq  call  you  thus  early  together  will  demand  your  first 
and  chief  consideration;  for  until  we  are  relieved  from  the  interruption  in  the 
receipt  of  our  principal  revenue,  the  means  of  advancing  public  improvement  must 
necessarily  be  much  circumscribed. 

There  are  doubtless  other  matters,  however,  on  which  your  deliberations  may 
be  occupied  with  advantage  to  your  fellow  subjects.  Looking  to  the  situation 
of  our  Agricultural  Interests,  I  cannot  but  feel  desirous  it  might  be  found  possible 
to  afford  some  effectual  encouragement  to  the  experiment  of  cultivating  hemp,  and 
such  other  productions  as  would  find  a  more  constant  and  profitable  demand  in  the 
Parent  State. 

You  may  be  assured  that  I  am  always  inclined  to  co-operate  heartily  with  you 
in  every  measure  in  which  my  duty  and  judgment  will  allow  me  to  concur;  and  I 
desire  to  impress  upon  you  that  a  continuance  of  unanimity  between  the  different 
branches  of  the  Legislature  is  necessary  to  create  confidejice  in  our  measures,  and 
to  give  weight  to  our  representations. 

The  Speaker  and  members  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  having  with- 
drawn. His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  retired;  whereupon  the  House 
formed.     Prayers  were  read. 

The  Speaker  informed  the  House  that  he  had  a  copy  of  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor's  Speech,  which  he  read,  and  it  was  again  read  (pro  forma)  by 
the  Glerk  at,  the  table. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  Messrs.  Baby,  Dickson  and  Strachan  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  prepare  an  Address  in  answer  to  His  Excellency's 
Speech. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow  at  two 
o'clock,  P.M. 

Monday,  22nd  November,  1821. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present: — The  Hons.  Wm.  D. 
Powell,  Speaker;  James  Baby,  John  McGill,  William  Dickson,  John  Strachan. 
Joseph  Wells,  and  Duncan  Cameron.    Prayers  were  read. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  Address  in  answer  to  His  Excellency 
the  Lieutenant  Governor's  Speech,  reported  that  they  had  done  so;  and  now  sub- 
mitted it  to  the  consideration  of  the  House.  Ordered  that  the  said  report  be 
accepted,  and 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of 
the  whole  to  take  the  same  into  consideration. 

House  in  Committee,  Mr.  Baby  in  the  Chair.    The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  address,  and 
recommended  it  to  the  adoption  of  the  House.  Ordered  that  the  report  be  accepted, 
and, 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  Address  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and 
read  a  third  time  to-morrow. 

The  Hon.  Messrs.  Baby  and  Strachan  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  wait 
upon  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  know  when  he  will  be  pleaseil 
to  receive  the  House  with  their  Address. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow  at  ten 
o'clock  A.]\r. 
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Friday,  23rd  November,  1821. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present: — The  Hons.  "Wm.  D. 
Powell,  Speaker,  James  Babj,  John  McGill,  Thomas  Scott,  William  Dickson,  John 
Strachan,  Joseph  Wells  and  Duncan  Cameron.    Prayers  were  read. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor, to  know  when  he  would  be  pleased  to  receive  this  House  with  the  Address 
in  answer  to  His  Excellency's  Speech,  reported  that  they  had  done  so,  and  that 
His  Excellency  had  appointed  this  day  at  two  o'clock,  P.M.  for  that  purpose. 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Address  in  answer  to  the  Speech  of 
His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  was  read  a  third  time,  and  on  motion  made 
and  seconded,  the  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  take 
the  same  into  consideration. 

House  in  Committee,  Mr.  Baby  in  the  Chair.    The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee  had  taken  the  Address  into  con- 
sideration, and  had  made  some  amendments  thereto,  which  they  recommended  to 
the  adoption  of  the  House.    Ordered  that  the  report  be  accepted. 

And  on  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  Address  was  read  as  amended ;  ordered 
to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time  this  day. 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  day  the  Address  in  answer  to  the  Speech  of 
His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  was  read  a  third  time;  and  the  question 
if  it  do  now  pass  being  put  it  was  carried  in  the  affirmative.  Whereupon  the 
Speaker  signed  the  same. 

At  half  past  one  o'clock,  the  Speaker,  attended  by  the  Members  and  Officers 
of  this  House,  proceeded  to  the  Government  House,  and  presented  their  Address 
in  the  following  words : — 

To  His  Excellency  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  Knight  Commander  of  the  Most 
Honorable  Military  Order  of  the  Bath,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Province  of 
Upper  Canada,  and  Major  General  Commanding  His  Majesty's  Forces  therein, 
&c.,  &c.,  &c.,  &c. 

May  it  please  Your  Excellency: — We,  His  Majesty's  most  Dutiful  and  Loyal 
Subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  of  Upper  Canada  in  Provincial  Parliament  as- 
sembled, beg  leave  to  offer  our  thanks  to  Your  Excellency  for  Your  Excellency's 
Speech  to  both  Houses  at  the  opening  of  the  present  Session  of  the  Legislature. 

We  regret  that  our  Commissioners  for  adjusting  our  financial  interests  with 
Lower  Canada  found  it  impossible  to  establish  a  new  agreement  on  just  and 
reasonable  terms;  and  that  the  suspension  of  such  a  large  branch  of  our  revenue 
as  that  arising  from  our  proportion  of  the  duties  collected  at  the  Port  of  Quebec 
is  thus  occasioned. 

We  receive  with  grateful  acknowledgements  the  fresh  proof  of  Your  Excel- 
lency's successful  labours  for  the  benefit  of  the  Province,  in  providing  the  means 
for  obviating  the  difficulties  flowing  from  this  embarrassing  result  until  the  Legis- 
lature could  be  assembled  without  public  inconvenience. 

Our  relations  with  our  Sister  Province  of  Lower  Canada  shall  command  our 
earliest  attention,  as  soon  as  the  proceedings  of  the  Commissioners  are  laid  before 
us  and  we  are  not  without  hope  that  the  interruption  to  the  receipt  of  our  principal 
revenue,  by  which  the  means  of  advancing  public  improvement  must  necessarily 
be  much  circumscribed,  will  be  speedily  removed  by  the  reasonable  interference  of 
the  Parent  State. 
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We  shall  not  fail  to  take  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  Province  into  serious 
consideration;  and  shall  readily  concur  in  such  encouragements  for  the  cultivation 
of  hemp  and  other  products  likely  to  command  a  steady  market,  as  our  limited 
means  may  permit. 

We  thankfully  receive  Your  Excellency's  assurance  to  co-operate  heartily  with 
us  in  every  measure  in  which  your  duty  and  Judgment  will  allow  you  to  concur ; 
and  deeply  sensible  of  the  value  of  unanimity  between  the  different  branches  of  the 
Legislature  in  creating  confidence  in  our  measures  and  giving  weight  to  our  repre- 
sentations, we  shall  bear  it  continually  in  mind.

To  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  reply: — 
Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council, — I  return  you  my  thanks  for 
this  Address;  and  I  receive  with  confidence  the  assurance  that  you  will  proceed 
without  delay  to  the  consideration  of  the  important  matters  which  I  have  recom- 
mended to  your  notice. 

The  Speaker,  Members  and  Officers  having  returned  to  the  Council  Chamber; 
the  Speaker  informed  the  House  that  he  had  a  copy  of  His  Excellency's  answer 
to  their  Address,  which  he  read;  and  it  was  again  read  (pro  forma)  by  the  Clerk. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  adjourned  until  one  o'clock  P.M. 
on  ^londay  next. 

Monday,  26th  November,  1821. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present: — The  Hons.  W.  D. 
Powell,  Speaker;  James  Baby,  John  McGill.  Wm.  Claus,  Wm.  Dickson,  John 
Strachan,  Joseph  Wells,  Duncan  Cameron  and  Geo.  H.  Markland.  Prayers  were 
read. 

Mr.  Dickson  gave  notice  that  he  would  to-morrow  bring  in  a  Bill  to  repeal 
certain  clauses  in,  and  amend  the  several  Acts  relating  to  the  practice  of  Law  and 
Jurisprudence  in  this  Province. 

A  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  being  announced, 
Major  Hillier  was  admitted;  who  informed  the  House  that  he  was  the  bearer  of  a 
message  from  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  which  he  delivered  to  the 
Speaker. 

Major  Hillier  having  withdrawn,  the  said  message  was  read  by  the  Speaker 
as  follows : —

The  Lieutenant  Governor  transmits  to  the  Legislative  Council  a  copy  of  the 
report  made  to  him  by  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  renewal  of  the  Pro- 
visional Agreement  between  this  Province  and  Lower  Canada  on  the  subject  of 
duties  collected  at  the  Port  of  Quebec.

Resolved,  That  upon  examination  of  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  appointed 
on  the  part  of  this  Province  to  treat  with  those  of  Lower  Canada  respecting  the 
establishing  of  such  regulations  as  may  regard  the  collection  of  duties  or  payment 
of  drawbacks  to  be  imposed  or  allowed  on  goods  passing  from  one  Province  into 
the  other  by  the  Legislature  of  each  Province  respectively,  and  of  and  concerning 
any  proportion  of  drawbacks  to  be  received  and  paid  of  any  equal  duties  already

of  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  at  the  last  meeting,  that  any  further  effort 
to  adjust  by  amicable  arrangement  between  the  Commissioners  the  amount  of 
arrearages  which  this  Province  claims,  or  to  establish  any  agreement  for  the 
future  would  be  certainly  fruitless:  and  that  to  attempt  it  would  only  lead  to 
further  disappointment  and  delay,  without  any  prospect  of  a  beneficial  result. 

Resolved,  That  it  appears  clearly  to  this  House  that  large  arrearages  on  account 
of  duties  received  at  the  British  Port  of  Quebec,  before  the  year  1817,  are  due  to 
this  Province  from  Lower  Canada,  under  the  express  terms  of  Provisional  Agree- 
ments, ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  both  Provinces;  which  arrearages  the  Com- 
missioners of  Lower  Canada  peremptorily  decline  entering  into  the  consideration 
of,  alleging  that  the  executions  of  agreements  when  concluded  is  properly  the  Pro- 
vince of  the  Executive  Government. 

Resolved,  That  it  appears  to  this  House  that  applications  for  the  payment  of 
these  arrearages  have  been  made  to  the  Executive  Government  of  Lower  Canada 
by  the  Government  of  this  Province,  which  have  afforded  no  prospect  of  a  final 
adjustment. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  House  that  the  means  by  which  alone 
the  Commissioners  of  Lower  Canada  would  consent  to  ascertain  the  amount  of 
drawbacks  due  to  this  Province  upon  goods  imported  from  Lower  Canada  since  the 
expiration  of  the  last  Provincial  Agreement  were  not  such  as  it  was  practicable  to 
adopt,  or  as  could  possibly  lead  to  a  just  and  satisfactory'  result.  And  that  the 
insisting  upon  such  means  after  a  lapse  of  two  years,  during  which  Upper  Canada 
had  been  solely,  by  the  omission  of  the  necessary  provisions  on  the  part  of  the  Lower 
Province,  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  renewing  their  agreement,  and  during 
which  it  was  known  no  means  had  been  taken  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  the  debt 
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thus  sulTered  to  acL-nie,  manifested  no  desire  to  re])air  the  ineonvenience  this  Pro- 
vince had  thus  been  compelled  to  sustain,  or  to  encourage  confidence  in  the  future 
consideration  of  our  Sister  Province. 

Eesolved,  That  the  express  and  decided  refusal  of  the  Commissioners  of  Lower 
Canada  to  enter  into  any  agreement  for  any  period  heyond  the  close  of  next  session 
of  tlieir  Legislature,  which  should  not  have  for  its  basis  the  sole  collection  of  its 
revenue  by  both  Provinces  respective!}',  leaves  only  to  Upper  Canada  the  adoption 
of  a  measure  which  the  bare  inspection  of  the  boundary  hj  which  it  is  separated 
from  Lower  Canada  shows  to  be  impracticable;  and  which  (by  any  experiment  con- 
tinued for  many  years  to  the  manifest  and  great  loss  of  Upper  Canada  has  been 
proved  so  to  the  conviction  of  both  Provinces. 

Resolved,  That  while  the  whole  Eevenue  due  to  this  Province  for  its  propor- 
tion of  duties  received  at  the  Port  of  Quebec  for  the  last  two  years,  together  with 
large  unliquidated  arrearages  of  another  date,  and  detained  in  the  Treasury  of 
Lower  Canada,  and  the  Executive  Government  is  embarrassed,  the  public  creditors 
are  delayed,  all  means  of  advancing  works  of  general  utility  withheld,  and  it  has  at 
last  become  necessary  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Province  a  sum  which  the 
receipt  of  this  revenue  only  can  enable  it  to  redeem  to  pay  the  pensions  which 
Upper  Canada  has  generally  extended  out  of  its  limited  means  to  those  who  were 
wounded  in  maintaining  the  cause  of  the  Empire  in  a  National  "War. 

Eesolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  House  that  the  Province  having  looked 
for  two  years  in  vain  for  any  opportunity  of  attempting  an  amicable  arrangement, 
and  having  at  last  thus  completely  failed  in  the  attempt,  has  no  longer  any  alter- 
native but  to  surrender  all  their  just  claims  for  the  past,  and  to  continue  for  the 
future  in  a  state  of  dependence  on  the  Legislature  of  another  Province,  which  was 
never  either  expedient  or  just,  but  which  had  been  patiently  borne  while  a  spirit 
of  accommodation  sustained  mutual  confidence,  and  until  the  Commissioners  of 
Lower  Canada  openly  made  that  confidence  a  matter  of  reproach,  or  to  address 
ourselves  to  our  'Gracious  Sovereign,  most  humbly  and  earnestly  entreating  his

The  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  fees  now  allowed  in  the  Court 
of  King's  Bench  reported : 

That  Your  Committee,  as  a  preliminary  step,  did  recur  to  the  first  Provincial 
Statute  constituting  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  passed  in  the  thirty-fourth  year 
of  His  late  Majesty's  reign;  whereunto  are  annexed  a  table  of  fees  for  the  services 
therein  specified.  It  is  presumed  doubts  and  difficulties  did  arise  in  practice  in 
the  amplification  or  modification  of  fees  for  other  services  in  the  practice  performed, 
and  not  provided  for,  as  in  the  44th  Geo.  Ill,  Chap.  3,  an  Act  passed  repealing 
the  34th  Geo.  Ill,  which  last  Statute  was  also  repealed  by  an  Act  of  the  50th  Geo. 
Ill,  Chap.  9,  leaving  the  law  as  to  the  allowance  of  fees  on  the  same  footing  as 
j  established  by  the  first  Act;  since  which  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  has  (it  is  said) 
as  incident  to  liis  office,  taxed  or  modified  all  Bills  of  Costs;  and- in  having  rec-ourse 
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to  that  Officer  in  a  communication  from  him  we  are  informed  that  he  is  chiefly 
governed  in  taxation  of  costs  between  party  and  party  by  the  first  Act  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Parliament  constituting  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  and  in  cases  where  no 
fees  are  specified  in  that  Act  reference  is  had  to  the  charges  allowed  in  the  Superior 
Courts  of  ^Yestminster  Hall. 

To  enable  Your  Committee  to  judge  of  the  scale  and  uniformity  of  such  taxed 
tables,  at  different  periods,  different  causes,  and  by  different  officers,  it  was  an 
object  of  Your  Committee  to  have  caused  to  'be  laid  before  them  Bills  of  Costs 
taxed  in  the  respective  years  from  1796  to  the  present  period,  but  the  time,  as  in- 
formed, that  would  elapse  before  such  could  be  completed  appeared  too  distant  to 
authorize  the  Committee  to  wait  for  such  information. 

Other  sources  of  information  have  'been  before  Your  Committee  which  warrant 
in  believing  that  a  forbearance  of  the  present  practice  would  be  more  advisable 
than  in  continuing  that  on  which  Your  Committee  has  found  so  many  discordant 
results  as  well  as  opinions.     All  of  which  is  submitted. 

The  Committee  of  Conference  from  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Council 
communicated  to  tlie  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  appointed  to  confer 
with  them  on  the  subject  of  a  Bill  sent  up  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  intituled

The  Lieutenant  Governor  in  transmitting  to  the  Honorable  the  Legislative 
Council  the  Memorial  of  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Militia,  thinks  fit  to  remark 
that  upon  a  strong  representation  by  that  Officer  that  the  existing  establishment 
of  his  office  was  entirely  inadequate  to  the  discharge  of  duties  which  had  accumu- 
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lated  from  a  variety  of  causes,  it  had  been  found  necessary  to  allow  some  addition 
to  the  contingencies. 

Tlie  Lieutenant  Governor  has,  however,  repeated  liis  injunction  that  these 
sliall  be  restrained  within  the  most  moderate  bounds. 

Although  the  Lieutenant  Governor  is  not  insensible  to  the  difficulties  under 
which  the  Provincial  Revenue  now  labors,  he  cartnot  but  observe  how  little  com- 
mensurate is  the  provision  for  the  Adjutant  General  since  the  expiration  of  the 
last  Statute,  either  to  the  personal  support  of  that  Officer  or  the  respectability  of 
the  situation;  and  he  therefore  recommends  that  the  House  should  take  into 
consideration  the  expediency  of  renewing  the  Act  whidi  has  been  suifcred  to 
expire.

Most  Humbly  Sheweth:  That  Your  Excellency's  Memorialist  was  appointed 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Militia,  and  fdled  that  office  with  a  salary  of  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five  pounds  until  the  21st  March,  1820,  when  an  Act  granting 
a  part  of  that  salary  expired,  and  Your  Memorialist,  under  a  great  accumulation 
of  duty  from  the  raj)id  growth  of  the  Province  and  augmentation  of  its  Militia, 
together  with  other  duties  never  before  required  of  his  department,  has  received 
only  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  eighth'  pounds  sterling;  not  equal  to  the  salary 
of  clerks  in  other  departments,  or  Officers  in  this  Pj"ovince. 

Under  such  circumstances  Your  Memorialist  humbly  prays  that  he  may 
receive  from  the  said  21st  March,  1820,  such  a  permanent  salary  as  the  wisdom 
and  justice  of  Your  Excellency  may  deem  consistent  for  the  respectable  main- 
tenance of  a  person  discharging  the  duties  of  an  office  of  such  high  trust  and 
responsibility.

That  when  Your  Memorialists  had  completed  the  Schedules  of  the  granted 
and  leased  lands  from  the  1st  July,  1820,  to  the  1st  day  of  July,  1821,  pursuant 
to  an  Act  passed  in  the  fifty-ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  relative 
to  the  levying  and  collecting  the  rates  and  assessments  in  this  Province,  and 
which  Your  Memorialist  had  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  Government  Office 
in  September  last. 

It  appeared  to  Your  Memorialist,  on  referring  to  the  said  Act,  that  he  was  not 
entitled  to  receive  for  any  schedule  made  subsequent  to  the  said  1st  day  of  July, 
1820,  more  than  the  sum  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence,  in  the  conjecture,  as  Your 
Memorialist  presumes  to  think,  that  after  that  period  all  the  schedules  would  be 
supplementary. 

Your  Memorialist  therefore  respectfully  begs  leave  to  state  that  of  the  schedules 
made  by  him  of  grants,  leases  and  locations  between  the  1st  day  of  July,  1820,  and 
the  1st  day  of  July,  1821,  forty-one  were  original  ones  (being  the  first  return  of  as 
many  townships)  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  supplementary  schedules,  as 
enumerated  in  the  lists  that  accompanied  them. 

And  as  Your  Memorialist  humbly  presumed  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  framing  the  afore  recited  Act  that  the  Surveyor  General  should  be  re- 
munerated in  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  for  each  and  every  original  schedule  of 
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a  township  furnished  by  him :  and  in  the  sum  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence  for  each 
schedule  truly  supplementar}-, 

He  respectfully  submits  the  foregoing  to  Your  Excellency's  consideration,  and 
humbly  requests  that  Your  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to  grant  him  such  relief 
in  the  premises  as  to  Your  Excellency  may  seem  meet. 

And  as  in  duty  bound,  Your  Memorialist  shall  ever  pray.

Scott,  John  Strachan,  Joseph  Wells 
and  George  H.  Markland.    Prayers  were  read. 
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At  eleven  o'clock,  the  Speaker,  Members  and  Officers  of  this  House  proceeded 
with  the  Speaker,  Members,  and  Officers  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  to 
tiie  Government  House,  to  present  the  Joint  Addresses  to  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  which  are  as  follows: 

To  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty : — 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign: — We,  Your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects, 
the  Legislative  Council  and  Commons  of  Upper  Canada  in  Provincial  Parliament 
assembled,  humbly  approach  Your  Majesty  with  our  respectful  representation. 

That  when  your  August  Father  announced  to  His  Imperial  Parliament  his 
gracious  intention  to  divide  his  Province  of  Quebec  into  two  distimt  Provinces, 
to  comprehend  all  that  territory  acquired  by  conquest  under  the  name  of  Canada, 
the  Parliament,  sensible  of  the  Poyal  will  to  secure  equally  to  his  old  and  new 
subjects  respectively  the  full  enjoyment  of  their  religions.  Laws  and  Language, 
did  in  its  wisdom  provide  for  such  security  a  constitution  common  to  both  the 
future  Provinces.  In  granting  to  the  Provinces  respectively  a  legislative  power 
quite  adequate  to  their  wants  and  prosperity  so  much  was  only  reserved  as  was 
necessary  to  protect  religion,  the  prerogative  and  commerce  from  the  irregular 
interposition  of  either. 

The  local  situation  of  Upper 'Canada  singular  amongst  the  numerous  colonies 
and  possessions  of  the  United  Kingdom,  leaves  her  no  approach  to  the  ocean  but 
through  the  Port  of  Quebec,  the  Capital  of  Lower  Canada. 

The  regulation  of  that  port  and  the  control  of  imports  into  and  exports  from 
it  naturally  belong  to  the  National  Legislature,  ^and  was  retained  in  the  consti- 
tutional charter  granted  by  Parliament. 

A  legislative  authority  in  matters  of  trade  has,  however,  been  hitherto  allowed 
with  such  liberal  indulgence  to  the  Colonists  that  the  respective  Provincial  Legis- 
latures have  been  permitted  to  adopt  in  that  respect  such  course  as  they  could 
agree  upon  not  being  adverse  to  the  national  laws. 

During  more  than  twenty  years  the  most  perfect  harmony  subsisted  between 
the  Provinces  on  the  subject  of  Eevenue  from  the  receipt  of  Customs  at  the  Port 
of  Quebec;  and  this  harmony  was  sustained  by  occasional  consultation  and  agree- 
ment. 

By  the  last  Provisional  Agreement  between  the  two  Provinces,  in  1817, 
L^pper  Canada  was  entitled  to  receive  one-fifth  of  the  duties  levied  at  the  Port 
of  Quebec;  exclusive  of  the  expense  of  collection;  but  the  term  was  limited  to  the 
1st  day  of  July,  1819;  and  no  provision  was  made  for  the  payment  of  this  pro- 
portion in  the  event  of  the  annual  Legislative  Session  of  Lower  Canada  being  in- 
interrupted. 

This  event  occurred,  and  the  adjusted  revenue  of  this  Province  was  withheld 
for  a  part  of  the  period  agreed  to  and  from  the  same  cause  all  proceedings  towards 
the  renewal  of  any  agreement  were  postponed  until  the  last  year. 

Large  arrearages  are  moreover  due  to  this  Province  under  the  express  terms 
of  agreements  ratified  by  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  for  which  applications 
have  for  several  years  past  been  made  to  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  without 
success.  , 

The  difficulties  experienced  by  this  Province  from  the  detention  of  its  revenue 
impelled  us  during  our  last  session  earnestly  to  implore  the  interposition  of  Your 
Majesty  but  a  sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed  to  permit  of  our  receiving  a  signifi- 
cation of  Your  Eoyal  pleasure. 
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Since  our  prayer  ^vas  addressed  to  Your  ^fajesty's  Commissioners  on  the  part 
of  both  Provinces  have  been  named  as  usual,  and  have  met  during  the  last 
summer,  but  could  not  agree  upon  any  reasonable  terms  of  accommodation  for 
the  future. 

In  the  meantime  this  Province  is  without  revenue  from  its  principal  source, 
the  duties  on  foreign  imports,  and  our  internal  revenue  being  altogether  inadequate 
even  to  the  ordinary  and  necessary  charges  of  the  Public  Service,  the  Executive 
Government  is  embarrassed,  the  public  creditors  are  delayed,  all  means  of  advancing 
works  of  general  utility  withheld,  and  it  has  at  last  become  necessary  to  borrow 
on  the  credit  of  the  Province  a  sum  which  the  receipt  of  this  revenue  only  can 
enable  it  to  redeem,  in  order  to  pay  the  pensions  which  Upper  Canada  has 
extended  out  of  her  limited  means  to  those  who  were  wounded  in  maintaining  the 
cause  of  Your  Majesty's  Empire  in  a  National  War. 

Under  these  circumstances  of  accumulating  difficulties  we  feel  it  to  be  the 
first  duty  we  owe  to  Your  Majesty's  subjects  in  this  Province  to  unite  again  in 
an  humble  and  earnest  appeal  to  Your  Majesty;  and  in  the  beginning  of  this 
Session  resolutions  were  entered  into  and  a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  was 
formed  for  the  express  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  present  situation 
of  this  Province  in  regard  to  its  financial  relations  with  Your  Majesty's  Province 
of  Lower  Canada.  That  Committee  have  agreed  to  a  report  which  with  the  reso- 
lutions it  refers  to  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  lay  before  Your  Majesty. 

Our  Humble  petition,  May  it  please  Your  Majesty,  now  is  that  Your  Majesty 
would  be  graciously  pleased  to  recommend  to  Your  Imperial  Parliament  to  assume 
the  entire  and  exclusive  control  of  all  imports  and  exports  in  and  from  the  Port 
of  Quebec,  or  to  make  such  other  enactments  for  securing  to  each  Province  its 
rights  as  Your  Majesty  by  the  advice  of  your  Imperial  Parliament  shall  deem 
expedient. 

That  it  would  make  provision  for  ascertaining  and  securing  the  payment  to 
Upper  Canada  of  such  arrearages  as  are  due  from  the  Lower  Province  under  the 
terms  of  agreements  formally  ratified. 

We  beg  leave  to  renew  our  humble  assurances  of  our  entire  devotion  to  Your 
Majesty's  person  and  Government,  and  to  express  our  perfect  confidence  in  the 
wisdom  and  justice  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  to  provide  us  at  the  gracious 
recommendation  of  Your  Majesty  a  just  remedy  for  the  past,  and  to  secure  to 
us  the  enjoyment  of  our  future  rights.

It  would  ill  become  me,  however,  as  a  Servant  of  His  Majesty,  or  an  Inhabitant 
of  this  Province,  to  hesitate  from  reasons  of  personal  interest  or  convenience  to 
decline  any  Public  Duty,  however  arduous,  which  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  may  choose  to  confide  in  me:  and  in  the  present  instance  I  cannot  but 
feel  that  the  manner  in  which  I  am  called  upon  diminishes  the  weight  of  a  res- 
ponsibility which  no  consideration  could   induce  me  to  solicit.

schedules  furnished  before  that  period,"  was  read  a  third  time,  and  the  question  if 
it  do  now  pass  being  put,  was  carried  in  the  affirmative,  whereupon  the  Speaker 
signed  the  same. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow  at  11 
o'clock. 

Wednesday,  16th  January,  1822. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present:  The  Hons.  Wm.  D.  Powell, 
Speaker;  James  Baby,  John  McGill,  Thomas  Scott,  John  Strachan,  Joseph  Wells, 
Duncan  Cameron  and  George  H.  Markland.

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On  motion  made  and  seconded,  ordered  that  what  remains  of  the  order  of  the 
day  be  discharged;  and  the  House  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the 
"Whole  to  take  into  further  consideration  the  Bill  intituled  "An  Act  granting  to  His 
Majesty  a  sum  of  money  in  aid  of  the  funds  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
Administration  of  Justice  and  Support  of  the  Civil  Government  of  this  Province." 
House  in  Committee.     Mr.  Strachan  in  the  Chair. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair.  The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  taken  the  said  Bill  into  further  consideration ;  had  made  some  further  progress 
therein,  and  recommended  that  a  conference  he  requested  with  the  Commons  House 
of  Assembly  on  the  subject  matter  thereof.

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Bill  intituled,  "An  Act  to  repeal  part  of 
and  amend  the  laws  now  in  force  for  the  raising  and  training  the  Militia  of  this 
Province,"  was  read  a  third  time  as  amended;  and  after  Mr.  Baby  had  declared  his 
dissent  to  the  Bill,  the  question  was  put  if  it  do  now  pass,  and  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive. Whereupon  the  Speaker  signed  the  amendments,  and  the  Bills  were  by  the 
^[aster-in-Chancery  carried  down  to  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly. 

A  deputation  from  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  being  announced,  it  was 
admitted,  and  brought  up  for  the  concurrence  of  this  House  a  Bill  intituled  "An 
Act  to  grant  to  His  Majesty  a  certain  sum  of  money  for  the  purposes  therein  men- 
tioned." 

The  deputation  having  withdrawn,  the  Bill  was  read  a  first  time ;  and  on  motion 
made  and  seconded,  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  this  day.

His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  reserve  the  following  Bills  for  the  signification 
of  His  Majesty's  pleasure  thereon : 

1.  An  Act  to  repeal  the  laws  now  in  force  granting  poundage  to  the  Eeceiver 
General  of  this  Province,  and  to  provide  a  salary  for  that  Officer  in  lieu  of  such 
poundage. 

An  Act  to  repeal  the  laws  now  in  force  making  provision  for  the  Office  of 
Adjutant  General  of  Militia  of  this  Province,  and  to  make  more  adequate  provision 
for  the  said  Office. 

After  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  address  the  Houses  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature  in  the  following  words: 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House 
of  Assembly :  I  cannot  release  you  from  j^our  present  attendance  in  Parliament  with- 
out expressing  my  regret  that  the  urgency  of  the  public  business  has  compelled  me, 
notwithstanding  your  exertions,  to  continue  this  Session  through  a  period  of  the  year 
not  usually  occupied  by  the  sitting  of  the  Legislature. 
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The  manifold  mischiefs  which  threatened  the  Province  in  consequence  of  the 
suspension  of  receipt,  which  by  the  failure  of  an  arrangement  with  the  Sister  Colony 
had  been  occasioned  in  the  most  important  branch  of  our  Revenue  induced  me  at 
the  opening  of  the  Session  to  recommend  this  matter  in  an  especial  manner  to  your 
consideration;  and  I  could  not  fail  to  observe  with  satisfaction  that  in  your  several 
proceedings  which  have  been  directed  to  the  removal  of  this  most  important  evil, 
you  have  manifested  as  well  your  regard  to  temper  and  moderation  as  to  the  ex- 
pectations and  proper  interests  of  the  country. 

Gentlemen  "of  the  House  of  Assembly:  I  thank  you  in  the  name  of  His  Majesty 
for  the  vote  of  supply  which  you  have  passed  in  aid  of  the  funds  for  the  support  of 
the  Civil  Government. 

The  diligent  and  accurate  investigation  which  you  have  doubtless  applied  to  all 
matters  connected  with  the  public  disbursements  for  that  series  of  years,  of  which, 
in  compliance  with  your  Address,  I  caused  the  detailed  accounts  to  be  prepared  and 
laid  before  you  must,  I  trust,  have  made  you  fully  sensible  that  although  a  propor- 
tionable addition  in  the  duties  of  the  Executive  has  necessarily  kept  pace  with  the 
extensive  increase  of  population  and  organized  territory  that  has  so  rapidly  taken 
place  within  the  period  to  which  you  have  referred;  yet  the  annual  demand  upon 
the  revenue,  except  in  some  few  and  trivial  instances,  the  receipt  for  which  was 
manifest,  has  experienced  no  augmentation,  while  it  has  upon  the  whole  been  very 
considerably  diminished.  It  is  my  anxious  wish  to  keep  the  public  expenditure 
within  the  most  reasonable  bounds;  but  I  am  sure  you  cannot  but  agree  with  me 
that  to  withdraw  from  the  ordinary  departments  of  the  Public  Service  the  means 
necessary  to  render  them  effective,  or  to  deprive  the  Servants  of  His-  Majesty  of 
their  fair  and  long  established  remuneration,  would  be  an  economy  neither  profitable 
nor  just. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  and  Gentlemen :  The  enactments  you  have  made  for 
securing  the  Province  from  foreign  influence  by  disqualifying  certain  descriptions 
of  persons  from  holding  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Assembly ;  for  improving  the  system 
and  regulating  the  practice  of  the  Courts  of  Justice;  and  for  rendering  the  Militia 
more  effective,  are  all  measures  important  in  their  nature;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that 
experience  will  justify  the  expectations  with  which  you  framed  them.  That  friendly 
intercourse  between  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament,  by  means  of  which  the  united 
result  of  some  of  your  most  useful  labours  has  been  preserved  to  benefit  your  country, 
must  have  convinced  you  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  how  necessary  is  the  pre- 
valence of  that  spirit  of  harmony  and  good  understanding  to  do  full  justice  to  the 
public  service. 

On  my  part,  I  shall  always  continue  to  be  animated  by  a  sincere  desire  to  culti- 
vate by  all  open  and  constitutional  means  a  perfect  confidence  between  me  and  the 
other  branches  of  the  Legislature,  not  only  as  a  matter  congenial  with  my  own 
disposition,  but  as  necessary  for  promoting  to  the  utmost  extent  the  true  interests 
of  the  people,  the  most  prominent  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  me  by  the  gracious 
injunctions  of  my  Sovereign. 

The  Honorable  the  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council  then  said : 

It  is  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  will  and  pleasure  that  this 
Provincial  Parliament  be  prorogued  to 
to  be  then  here  holden:  and  this  Provincial  Parliament  is  prorogued  accordingly. 
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I  certify  the  foregoing  to  he  a  correct  transcript  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Legislative  Council,  in  the  second  Session  of  the  eighth  Provincial 
Parliament  of  Upper  Canada.

Yoke,  15th  January,  1823. 

The  Provincial  Legislature  having  been  by  proclamation  prorogued  to  this  day 
at  two  o'clock,  the  House  met  accordingly.  Present:  The  Hons.  William  Dummer 
Powell  (Speaker)  ;  John  McGill,  Thomas  Scott,  William  Dickson,  Thomas  Clark, 
John  Strachan,  Joseph  Wells,  Duncan  Cameron  and  George  H.  Markland. 

At  two  o'clock.  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the 
Legislative  Council  Chamber  and  being  seated  on  the  Throne,  the  Gentleman 
Usher  of  the  Black  Eod  was  directed  to  command  the  attendance  of  the  Speaker 
and  members  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  at  the  Bar  of  this  House;  and 
they  being  come  thereto.  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  address  both  Houses  of  the 
Provincial  Parliament  in  the  following  words: 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House 
of  Assembly:  In  determining  to  assemble  j'ou  at  the  latest  period  admitted  of  by 
the  Constitution,  I  was  influenced  by  the  consideration  of  what  seemed  expedient 
for  the  public  business,  and  I  hoped  by  this  arrangement  to  be  enabled  to  lay 
before  you  the  decision  of  the  Arbitrators  on  the  respective  claims  of  the  two  Pro- 
vinces in  the  course  of  the  Session. 

Your  Address  to  your  Sovereign  in  consequence  of  the  interruption  which 
the  public  revenue  had  suffered,  and  which  in  an  early  part  of  the  recess  I  trans- 
mitted to  His  Majesty's  Government  by  the  Commissioner  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, has  been  received  with  that  attention  which  His  Majesty  always  bestows 
on  the  reasonable  and  temperate  language  of  his  people.  Impressed  with  the  extent 
of  the  evils  which  you  represented.  His  Majesty  not  only  sought  the  means  of 
remedying  them,  hut  felt  the  necessity  of  preventing  their  return. 

With  this  view  comprehensive  measures  were  suggested  to  the  Parliament  of 
the  United  Kingdom  as  were  considered  best  calculated  to  remove  all  grounds  for 
future  jealousy  and  misunderstanding  between  the  Sister  Colonies,  and  most 
conducive  to  their  good  government  and  prosperity  in  their  present  circumstances 
and  situation.  For  this  purpose  a  Bill  was  under  discussion  in  which  it  was 
thought  proper  to  impart  to  you  by  means  of  an  union  of  the  two  Legislatures,  a 
just  share  in  all  Colonial  deliberations  affecting  the  interests  of  both  countries. 
This  important  part  of  the  projected  Bill  it  has  been  thought  expedient  to  reserve 
for  reconsideration  in  a  future  session.  But  that  we  might  not  remain  without 
the  benefit  of  a  speedy  remedy  for  embarrassments  which  were  pressing  and 
increasing,  the  express  objects  of  your  address  were  considerably  extricated  from 
this  delay  to  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special  enactment  in  which  you  will  find 
satisfactory  provision  for  assuring  to  you  that  protection  and  security  which  you 
solicited. 
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The  Commissioner  appointed  by  me  on  this  occasion  in  compliance  with  your 
joint  recommendation,  has  acquitted  himself  entirely. to  my  satisfaction. 

A  favorable  reply  to  your  address  in  behalf  of  the  sufferers  by  the  late  war 
will  be  submitted  to  you,  and  the  gracious  scheme  which  has  been  proposed  for 
your  co-operation  will  doubtless  engage  your  early  attention. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly:  I  have  directed  the  proper  officer  to 
lay  the  usual  accounts  before  you,  and  I  trust  you  will  make  the  necessary  pro- 
vision in  aid  of  the  Revenue  collected  under  British  Statutes  to  enable  you  to  meet 
the  exigencies  of  the  public  service,  and  for  the  honorable  support  of  His  Majesty's 
Government. 

In  obedience  to  the  recent  enactments  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  one-fifth 
of  the  collection  at  the  Port  of  Quebec  since  the  expiration  of  the  last  Provincial 
Agreement  has  been  received.  "Warrants  have  issued  for  the  repayment  of  the 
advances  which  I  had  procured  in  order  to  carry  oh  the  public  service,  and  the 
remaining  sum  has  been  carried  to  the  proper  accounts  to  be  applied  to  the  different 
objects  of  expenditure  authorized  by  law. 

By  the  accounts  of  the  last  three  years,  which  have  been  transmitted  from 
Quebec,  there  appears  to  have  been  a  material  defalcation  in  the  amount  of  the 
collection  at  that  port. 

Our  means,  liowever,  have  been  more  than  adequate  to  meet  the  different 
appropriations,  but  not  for  the  redemption  of  our  debentures. 

By  the  transfer  to  the  Provincial  Bank  of  that  proportion  of  the  debt  which 
became  payable  in  the  course  of  the  last  year  a  saving  of  one-half  of  the  interest 
will  be  effected,  and  I  am  happy  to  notice  the  benefit  which  the  country  has  thus 
derived  from  that  institution. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  and  Gentlemen :  The  laws  which  will  expire  at  the  con- 
clusion of  this  Session  of  the  Legislature  will  not  fail  to  engage  your  attention. 

In  considering  the  expediency  of  renewing  the  legal  provisions  affecting  dis- 
tilleries, you  will  I  hope  regard  the  occasion  as  favorable  for  endeavoring  to  check 
the  immoderate  and  pernicious  use  of  Spirituous  Liquors,  for  which  purpose, 
perhaps,  some  advantage  might  be  derived  from  an  increase  in  the  existing  duties. 

In  a  country  where  temptations  against  the  habit  of  sobriety  are  comparatively 
great,  it  will  not  appear  invidious  that  I  should  have  thought  proper  to  recommend 
to  your  attention  an  object  which  has  frequently  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  Parent  Country,  and  the  Councils  of  other  long-established  and 
venerable  States,  and  employed  their  rej^eated  interference;  and  I  am  sure  you 
will  not  be  disposed  to  forget  that  you  then  give  the  strongest  proof  of  your  regard 
for  the  public  welfare  when  you  solicit  the  sanction  of  your  Sovereign  to  laws 
judiciously  calculated  to  preserve  the  health  and  amend  the  morals  of  the  people. 

The  House  of  Assembly  having  withdrawn,  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  was  pleased  to  retire. 

Prayers  were  read. 

The  Honorable  and  Eeverend  Dr.  Strachan  informed  the  House  that  George 
Crookshank,  Esquire,  was  in  attendance  with  a  Commission  appointing  him  a 
member  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  this  Province.

May  it  please  Your  Excellency, — We,  His  Majest}''s  most  dutiful  and  loyal 
subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  of  Upper  Canada  in  Provincial  Parliament  as- 
sembled, beg  leave  to  offer  our  most  respectful  acknowledgments  for  Your  Excel- 
lency's Speech  from  the  Throne  at  the  opening  of  the  present  Session. 

Your  Excellency's  consideration  in  determining  to  call  us  together  at  the 
latest  period  permitted  by  the  Constitution  for  the  expediency  of  the  public  business, 
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and  from  a  hope  of  being  enabled  by  that  arrangement  to  lay  before  us  the  decision 
of  the  Arbitrators  on  the  respective  claims  of  the  two  Provinces-  in  the  course  of 
this  Session,  calls  for  our  best  thanks. 

We  are  deeply  sensible  of  the  paternal  care  evinced  by  our  Most  Gracious 
Sovereign,  in  seeking  the  means  of  remedying  the  evils  which  we  represented,  and 
of  averting  them  in  future,  with  which  view  such  comprehensive  measures  were 
suggested  to  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  as  were  considered  best  calcu- 
lated to  remove  all  ground  for  future  jealousy  and  misunderstanding  between  the 
sister  Provinces,  and  most  ♦conducive  to  their  good  government  and  prosperity 
under  their  present  situation,  and  for  which  purpose  a  Bill  wa^  under  discussion 
in  which  it  was  thought  proper  to  impart  to  us  by  means  of  an  union  of  the  two 
Legislatures  a  just  share  in  all  Colonial  deliberations  on  matters  affecting  the 
interests  of  both  countries. 

The  satisfactory  provision  made  by  a  Special  enactment  for  assuring  us  the 
protection  and  security  we  solicited  and  which  prevents  us  from  remaining  without 
the  benefits  of  a  speedy  remedy  from  embarrassments  which  were  pressing  and 
increasing,  we  humbly  receive  as  a^  further  proof  of  His  Majesty's  gracious  atten- 
tion to  our  welfare ;  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  we  shall  never  presume  to  approach 
the  foot  of  the  Throne  but  when  our  prayer  is  founded  in  justice  and  clothed  in 
language  of  such  deference  and  respect  as  becomes  subjects  attached  by  principle 
as  well  as  affection  to  the  best  of  Sovereigns. 

The  approbation  which  Your  Excellency  is  pleased  to  bestow  on  the  Com- 
missioner is  most  agreeable  to  us,  since  it  was  from  the  conviction  that  he  was  in 
all  respects  the  best  qualified  to  discharge  so  important  a  duty  that  we  ventured 
with  all  deference  to  recommend  him  to  Your  Excellency's  favorable  considera- 
tion. "We  cannot  therefore  but  rejoice  that  encouraged  by  Your  Excellenc}''s  wise 
direction  and  powerful  influence,  his  services  have  surpassed  our  most  sanguine 
expectations. 

The  favorable  reply  to  our  address  on  behalf  of  the  sufferers  by  the  late  war 
excites  our  warmest  gratitude;  and  our  earliest  attention  shall  be  given  to  the 
gracious  scheme  proposed  for  our  co-operation,  from  whioli  we  sincerely  anticipate 
a  most  happy  result. 

We  shall  not  fail,  in  compliance  with  the  recommendations  of  Your  Excel- 
lency, to  take  into  consideration  the  laws  which  may  expire  at  the  conclusion  of 
this  session  of  the  Legislature. 

We  humbly  thank  Your  Excellency  for  having  called  our  attention  to  the 
opportunity  afforded  us  of  endeavoring  to  check  the  immoderate  and  pernicious 
use  of  spirituous  liquors  by  increasing  the  existing  duties  on  distilleries;  feeling 
fully  sensible  that  when  we  solicit  the  sanction  of  our  Sovereign  to  laws  judic- 
iously calculated  to  preserve  the  health  and  amend  the  morals  of  the  people,  we 
give  the  strongest  proof  of  our  regard  for  the  public  welfare.

Hon.  Earl  Bathurst,  His  Majesty's  prin- 
cipal Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  to  ]\Iajor  General  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland, 
K.C.B.,  etc.,  dated  Downing  Street,  12th  June,  1S22. 

"With  reference  to  your  dispatch  transmitting  an  Address  of  the  Legislative 
Council  and  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada,  upon  the  subject  of  compensation  to 
certain  inhabitants  of  that  Province  for  losses  sustained  during  the  late  war  with 
the  United  States  of  America,  I  have  to  acquaint  you  that  His  Majesty  has 
acceded  to  a  request  preferred  by  Mr.  Gait,  the  agent  for  the  sufferers,  that  a  loan 
shall  be  raised  of  $100,000  of  which  the  Government  here  will  guarantee  half 
the  interest  ($2,500  per  annum),  the  Province  providing  for  the  remainder;  which 
loan  shall  be  applied  in  satisfaction  of  such  claims  of  sufferers  by  the  invasion  as 
may  be  established  before  a  new  commission. 

The  proposed  measure  must  of  course  be  Submitted  to  and  receive  the  sanction 
of  the  Legislature  at  their  first  meeting.

Extract  from  a  dispatch  directed  to  Major  General  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland, 
K.C.B,  by  His  Majest}-'s  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies. 

I  have  laid  before  the  King  the  joint  address  of  the  two  branches  of  the 
Legislature  of  Upper  Canada,  praying  that  half  pay  may  be  allowed  to  the 
Officers  and  Staff  of  the  late  Incorporated  Battalion  of  the  Militia  of  that 
Province,  transmitted  in  your  letter  of  the  10th  of  May;  wherein  you  state  that  this 
application  is  founded  upon  the  circumstances  of  that  allowance  having  been  made 
to  the  Yoltigeurs  of  Lower  Canada,  a  corps  similarly  constituted  with  the  Incor- 
porated Battalion  of  the  L'pper  Province.  In  reply,  I  have  to  observe  that  an 
examination  into  the  circumstances  under  which  these  two  corps  were  respectively 
raised  has  induced  me  to  question  the  similarity  of  their  constitution;  t!ie  one 
a  Fencible  Corps  raised  under  regular  condition?  according  to  which  every  officer 
was  called  to  raise  his  quota  of  men.  and  for  a  nmrp  extended  service:  the  other 
"i   A    (ii) 
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the  local  constitutional  force  of  the  Province,  whose  services  could  have  been 
demanded  if  they  had  not  volunteered  upon  the  occasion  by  a  certain  proportion 
of  the  number.  It  is  upon  this  principle  of  distinction  that  I  do  not  feel  myself 
authorized  to  recommend  a  com])liance  with  the  prayer  of  the  address,  and  not 
from  any  forgetfulness  of  the  gallant  conduct  of  the  corps  in  question.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  that  having  arrived  in  London  on  Saturday,  the  22nd 
of  March,  I  delivered  at  the  Colonial  Office  on  Monday  the  24th  March  the  letters 
and  dispatches  with  which  I  was  charged,  and  wrote  to  Earl  Bathurst  the  letter 
marked  "A."  Mr,  Wilmot,  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  wrote 
immediately  to  request  that  I  would  call  upon  him  the  next  day,  which  I  did; 
and  Earl  Bathurst  appointed  Wednesday  the  ..28th  March  for  receiving  the 
Address  and  report  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  I  accordingly 
presented  them  on  that  day  to  His  Lordship. 

From  that  time  I  had  repeated  interviews  with  Mr.  Wilmot,  and  on  the  4th 
April  addressed  to  him  the  letter  marked  "B,"'  and  was  requested  to  attend  the 
next  day  at  the  Colonial  Office  in  company  with  Mr.  Caldwell,  the  Eeceiver 
General  of  Lower  Canada,  and  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Council  there,  and  with 
Mr,  Marshall,  the  Solicitor  General  of  that  Province;  and  I  was  desired  to  pre- 
pare the  heads  of  a  Bill  such  as  I  conceived  would  provide  fairly  for  adjusting 
the  differences  between  the  two  Provinces,  and  submit  it  to  those  gentlemen,  that 
they  might,  on  the  part  of  Lower  Canada  make  such  objections  or  remarks  in 
writing  as  they  might  think  proper. 

The  late  period  of  the  Session  of  Parliament  made  it  desirable  that  no  time 
should  be  lost,  and  on  the  7th  of  April  I  delivered  to  Mr.  Caldwell  and  Mr. 
Marshall  the  paper  marked  "C." 

Their  remarks  were  submitted  to  my  perusal,  but  no  copy  has  been  com- 
municated to  me.  They  did  not,  indeed,  offer  any  material  objection  to  the 
substantial  provisions  of  the  Bill  I  have  proposed,  Xot  long  after  Mr.  Caldwell 
showed  me  the  resolutions  which  were  passed  in  the  Assembly  of  Lower  Canada 
at  the  close  of  the  last  Session,  respecting  the  claims  of  "Upper  Canada,  and 
which  His  Excellency  has  no  doubt  seen.  ^ 

In  reply  to  the  statements  and  positions  advanced  in  these  resolutions,  and 
also  to  the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Caldwell  and  Mr.  Marshall,  I  addressed  to  Mr. 
Wilmot  the  letter  marked  "b."  At  the  desire  of  Earl  Bathurst,  I  also  had  fifty 
copies  of  the  Eeport  of  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada,  with  the  appendix 
printed,  and  placed  them  at  His  Lordship's  disposal. 
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Having  at  the  request  of  Earl  Batliurst  and  of  Mr.  Wilmot,  been  present  at 
several  conferences  at  the  Colonial  OUke,  in  which  the  union  of  the  two  Pro- 
vinces, or  rather  of  their  Legislatures,  was  proposed  and  discussed,  I  communicated 
freely  my  opinion  upon  the  probable  consequences  of  such  a  measure;  and  gave 
information  upon  the  several  points  on  which  I  was  interrogated. 

That  I  might  not  be  misunderstood,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Wilmot  ("E") 
communicating  a  statement  of  my  sentiments  upon  the  contemplated  union  of  the 
two  Legislatures,  for  the  consideration  of  Earl  Bathurst,  with  whom  I  had  soon 
afterwards  a  personal  interview  on  the  subject;  and  His  Majesty's  Government 
having  after  the  fullest  consideration  determined  to  propose  to  Parliament  a 
Bill  for  giving  a  Joint  Legislature  to  the  Canadas,  I  found  I  could  not  render 
a  more  effectual  service  to  Upper  Canada,  after  a  determination  had  been  come 
to  upon  this  important  measure,  which  I  was  neither  instructed  to  solicit  nor 
oppose,  than  by  using  my  best  endeavours  that  the  union  should  be  effected  in 
such  a  manner  as  would  most  securely  guard  the  interests  of  Upper  Canada  and 
be  most  likely  to  promote  its  future  welfare. 

The  Bill  which  has  been  prepared  for  that  purpose  is  now  under  considera- 
tion of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown,  and  notice  of  it  will  be  given  in  Parliament 
immediately.  I  will  send  it  to  you  as  soon  as  it  is  printed,  and  would  transmit 
a  manuscript  copy  now,  but  that  it  is  uncertain,  of  course,  until  the  Law  Officers 
have  made  their  report  whether  it  will  be  brought  up  in  its  present  shape.  I  send 
you  the  heads,  shortly  extracted,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Bill  will 
be  passed  during  this  Session  very  nearly  in  its  present  form,  as  from  various 
considerations  unconnected  with  the  financial  questions  between  the  two  Provinces, 
the  expediency  of  giving  them  an  united  Legislature  seems  so  strongly  impressed 
on  the  minds  of  all  persons  here,  and  His  Majesty's  Government  in  particular 
appear  to  consider  it  so  desirable  for  many  reasons  that  I  have  little  doubt  an 
union  would  at  all  events  have  been  proposed  during  the  present  Session  of 
Parliament,  and  I  cannot  but  consider  myself  fortunate  to  have  had  it  in  my 
power  at  so  critical  a  moment  to  afford  such  information  and  intercede  for 
such  provisions  on  the  part  of  Upper  Canada  as  I  hope  will  best  secure  its  interests 
and  promote  its  prosperity  under  the  great  change  contemplated.

Sir:  In  the  different  interviews  with  which  you  have  so  obligingly  honored 
me,  the  contemplated  provisions  for  regulating  generally  the  commerce  of  the 
Canadas  have  come  alone  into  discussion. 

These  are  of  a  nature  deeply  interesting  to  both  Provinces,  and  the  principles 
on  which  they  are  founded  clearly  manifest  the  most  indulgent  and  liberal  spirit 
on  the  part  of  His  Majesty's  Government  towards  the  Colonies.  No  duty  can 
be  more  pleasing  to  me  as  an  inhabitant  of  Upper  Canada  than  to  give  any 
information  and  contribute  any  assistance  in  framing  these  provisions  which  my 
knowledge  of  its  local  interests  may  enable  me.  At  the  same  time,  I  cannot 
forbear  to  represent  that  a  Bill  of  the  kind  proposed  would  go  a  very  little  v/ay 
in  removing  any  of  the  difficulties  in  which  Upper  Canada  is  at  present  involved 
with  respect  to  its  revenue,  and  would  not  apply  at  all  to  some  of  the  most 
material  points  on  which  its  Legislature  have  now  a  second  time  most  earnestly 
besought  the  interposition  of  His  Majesty  and  the  Imperial  Parliament  as  the 
only  means  of  indemnity  against  the  injuries  which  they  represent  the  Province 
to  have  sustained  from  Lower  Canada,  and  the  only  hope  of  protection  against 
the  recurrence  of  the  evils  to  which  it  has  been  exposed  by  its  state  of  dependence 
upon  the  Legislature  of  another  Colony. 

I  was  unwilling  to  interrupt  the  consideration  of  the  general  measures  under 
discussion  by  pressing  the  particular  points  last  alluded  to  till  time  had  been 
afforded  you  to  give  the  necessary  attention  to  the  Address  and  Eeport  which  I 
had  the  honor  of  submitting  through  Earl  Batlmrst  to  the  gracious  consideration 
of  His  Majesty,  nor  should  I  do  so  now,  but  that  I  am  desirous  you  should  bear 
these  subjects  in  mind  either  as  connected  with  or  distinct  from  the  proposed 
Bill  in  time  to  avail  yourself  of  every  information  which  the  discussion  of  that 
Bill  may  afford  you  an  opportunit}'  of  obtaining. 

I  need  not  at  present  recapitulate  the  different  subjects  on  which  the  Legis- 
lature of  Upper  Canada  have  preferred  their  petition  to  His  Majesty,  looking 
anxiously  but  confidently  forward  to  the  just  interposition  of  His  Majesty  and 
the  Imperial  Parliament  in  adjusting  its  relations  with  Lower  Canada  as  the 
only  means  of  rescuing  its  Government  from  the  immediate  disgrace  of  a  public 
bankruptcy,  and  of  providing  for  its  future  support.  They  are  fully  and  explicitly 
stated  in  the  Eeport  which  accompanies  the  Address,  and  their  proof  rests  prin- 
cipally on  matters  of  public  record,  and  on  other  documents  to  which  that  docu- 
ment expressly  refers.

Clauses  for  adjusting  the  present  claim?  of  Upper  Canada  on  the  Lower  Pro- 
\ince,  and  providing  for  the  regulation  of  the  future  intercourse  between  the  two 
Provinces  proposed  to  be  inserted  in  the  Canada  Bill,  after  the  clauses  for  the 
general  regulation  of  the  Canada  Trade. 

And  whereas,  since  the  division  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  into  the  Provinces 
of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  divers  regulations  have  from  time  to  time  been  made 
by  agi-eements  entered  into  under  authority  of  statutes  passed  by  the  Legislatures 
of  the  said  two  Provinces  respectively,  concerning  the  imposing  of  duties  upon 
articles  imported  into  the  Port  of  Quebec  in  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  and 
of  the  payment  of  drawbacks  of  such  duties  to  the  Government  of  Upper  Canada 
on  account  of  the  proportion  of  goods  so  imported  into  Quebec  and  passing  from 
thence  into  the  said  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  the  last  of  which  agreements  ex- 
pired on  the  first  day  of  July,  1819.  And  whereas  it  appears  by  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners  last  appointed  by  both  Provinces  to  treat  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, that  the  Province  of  L'pper  Canada  claims  certain  arrearages  from  the 
Province  of  Lower  Canada  for  drawbacks  of  divers  duties  levied  under  Acts  of 
the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  and  of  the  said  Province  of  Lower  Canada  on 
goods  and  commodities  entered  at  the  Port  of  Quebec  and  afterwards  imported 
into  tlie  Province  of  Upper  Canada  and  consumed  therein,  which  claim  is  not  ad- 
mitted on  the  part  of  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada;  and  it  further  appears  by 
the  said*  report  that  the  Commissioners  last  appointed  for  the  purpose  aforesaid 
have  failed  in  establishing  any  regulation  for  the  future  by  reason  that  they  could 
not  agi'ec  upon  the  proportion  of  duties  to  be  paid  to  Uppor  Canada  by  way  of 
drawbacks  on  the  goods  consumed  therein. 

For  remedy  of  the  inconvenience  occasioned  thereby,  and  for  the  satisfactory 
investigation  and  adjustment  of  the  said  claims,  be  it  enacted,  etc.,  that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  person  administer- 
ing the  Government  of  each  of  the  said  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada 
respectively,  so  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  to  ap- 
point by  commission  under  the  Great  Seal  of  their  respective  Province  one  Arbi- 
trator, who,  together  with  a  third  arbitrator  to  be  named  and  appointed  in  like 
manner  by  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  person  administering  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Xova  Scotia  or  Xew  Brunswick,  and  to  be  a  subject  of  His  ^Majesty 
inhabiting  the  said  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  etc.,  shall  have  power  to  hear  and 
determine  all  claims  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  upon  the  Province  of  Lower 
Canada  under  the  several  agreements  heretofore  subsisting  between  the  said  two 
Provinces  since  the  division  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  alleged  to  be  unper- 
formed according  to  the  fair  understanding  and  construction  of  the  said  agree- 
ments, and  also  all  claims  of  the  Province  of  I'pper  Canada  on  account  of  any 
matter  not  embraced  within  the  same. 

Add  clauses. — That  the  opinion  of  the  majority  shall  decide.    , 

That  if  either  of  the  Arbitrators  appointed  for  Upper  or  Lower  Canada  fails 
to  attend  on  due  notice  being  given  for  that  purpose,  the  other  two  may  meet  and 
determine. 

Power  to  administer  oaths. 

To  send  for  witnesses. 

Copies  of  the  award  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  Arbitrators  to,  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Governors  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  to  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners of  His  ^lajestv^s  Treasury.

In  case  of  death  of  either  Arbitrator  before  decision  the  Governor  of  the  Pro- 
vince for  which  he  was  appoint6d  may  commission  another.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  tliat  if  all  duties  which  have  been  levied  in  the 
Province  of  Lower  Canada  since  the  1st  of  July,  1810,  upon  any  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandise or  commodities  imported  by  sea  into  the  said  Province  of  Lower  Canada, 
and  also  for  all  duties  which  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  and  before  the  first  day 
of  January,  1824,  shall  be  levied  in  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  npon'any  goods, 
wares,  merchandise  or  commodities  imported  by  sea  into  the  said  Province  of  Lower 

Canada,  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  shall  be  entitled  to  have  and  receive 

part  as  the  proportion  of  duties  arising  and  due  to  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada 
upon  such  importations. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  that  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  etc., 
of  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  shall  and  maj'  issue  his  Warrant  forthwith  in 
favour  of  the  Receiver  General  of  Upper  Canada  for  such  proportion  of  the  duties 
received  in  the  Pro\*ince  of  Lower  Canada  before  the  passing  of  this  Act;  and 
shall  and  may  on  the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  1st  day  of  July  in  each  and  every 
year  thereafter  until  after  the  said  1st  day  of  January,  1821,  issue  his  warrant 
in  like  manner  for  the  payment  of  such  sum  as  may  be  then  due  on  account  of  the 
said  proportion. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  (clause  for  establishing  the  proportion  to  be 
paid  after  the  1st  January,  1824,  by  arbitration  upon  the  same  principle  as  that 
for  determining  the  question  of  arrears,  with  an  appeal  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Privy  Council  or  by  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  or  Pri^T  Council  in  the  first  in- 
stance on  hearing  the  representations  and  evidence  of  both  parties:  such  propor- 
tion to  be  ascertained  every  four  years. 

And  whereas  the  division  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  into  the  two  Provinces 
of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  was  intended  for  the  common  benefit  of  His  Majesty's 
subjects  residing  within  both  the  newly  constituted  Provinces,  and  not  in  any  manner 
to  obstruct  the  intercourse  or  prejudice  the  trade  to  be  carried  on  by  the  inhabitants 
of  any  part  of  the  said  lat-e  Province  of  Quebec  with  Great  Britain  or  with  other 
countries:  and  it  has  accordingly  been  made  a  subject  of  mutual  stipulation 
between  the  two  Provinces  in  the  several  agreements  which  have  heretofore  sub- 
sisted that  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  should  not  impose  any  duties  upon 
articles  imported  from  Lower  Canada,  but  would  permit  and  allow  the  Province 
of  Lower  Canada  to  impose  such  duties  as  they  might  think  fit  upon  articles 
imported  into  the  said  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  of  which  duties  a  certain  pro- 
portion was  by  the  said  agreements  provided  to  be  paid  to  the  Province  of  Upper 
Canada. 

And  whereas  in  consequence  of  the  cessation  of  such  agreements  as  above  re- 
cited it  is  necessary  to  protect  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  from  any  evils  which 
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alight  arise  from  the  exercise  of  an  exclusive  control  by  the  Lefrislature  of  Lower 
Canada  over  the  imports  and  exports  into  and  out  of  the  Port  of  Quebec; 

And  it  is  further  expedient  in  order  to  enable  the  said  Province  of  Upper 
Canada  to  provide  with  sufficient  certainty  for  the  support  of  its  Civil  Govern- 
ment, and  for  other  permanent  and  necessary  charges  upon  its  Revenue  to  estab- 
lish such  control  as  may  prevent  the  Legislature  of  Lower  Canada  from  repealing 
suddenly  and  without  affording  to  Upper  Canada  an  opportunity  of  remonstrance, 
existing  duties  upon  which  the  principal  part  of  such  revenue  may  depend;  Be 
it  therefore  enacted,  etc.,  that  all  and  every  the  duties  which  at  the  time  of  the 
expiration  of  the  last  agreement  between  the  said  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower 
Canada  were  payable  under  any  Act  or  Acts  of  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  on 
the  importation  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  into  the  Port  of  Quebec,  shall 
be  payable  and  levied  until  the  Act  or  Acts  imposing  the  same  or  any  of  them 
shall  be  repealed  by  an  Act  or  Acts  of  the  said  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  and  until 
such  Act  or  Acts  repealing  such  duties,  after  a  copy  of  the  same  has  been  trans- 
mitted to  the  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  be  laid  before  both 
House-!  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  according  to  the  forms  and  provisions  con- 
tained in  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  passed  in  the  thirty-first  year 
of  His  late  Majesty's  reign,  chap.  31,  intituled,  etc.,  and  the  Royal  assent  thereto 
proclaimed  within' the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  said  last  mentioned  Act. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  that  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act 
of  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  whereby  any  additional  or  other  duties  shall 
or  may  be  imposed  on  articles  imported  by  sea  into  the  said  Province  of  Lower 
Canada,  shall  have  the  force  of  law  until  the  same  shall  have  been  laid  before  the 
Imperial  Parliament  as  provided  for  in  certain  cases  by  31st  Geo.  III.,  chap.  31, 
and  His  Majesty's  assent  thereto  published  by  Proclamation  in  the  said  Provinca 

of  Lower  Canada,  a  copy  of  such  Act  having  within from  the  passing  of  the 

same  been  transmitted  to  the  Governor  of  the  Province  of  L^pper  Canada;  provided 
always,  nevertheless,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  \o  transmit  any  such  Act  to  be 
laid  before  the  Imperial  Parliament  if  the  concurrence  of  the  Province  of  Upper 
Canada  therein  shall  be  signified  in  the  manner  to  be  specified  in  this  Act. 

(Xote  accompanying  the  foregoing  draft.) 

I  have  drawn  up  with  as  much  connection  as  I  could  in  so  short  a  time  the 
substance  of  the  different  provisions  which  I  have  already  proposed  on  the  part  of 
Upper  Canada. 

To  reduce  them  properly  to  detail  will  require  more  particular  consideration, 
but  the  heads  I  have  given  will  show,  I  hope,  with  sufficient  precision  the  nature 
of  the  different  enactments  which  appear  to  me  necessary  to  place  the  two  Pro- 
vinces on  a  fair  footing  with  respect  to  each  other  in  matters  of  trade  and  revenue. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  that  in  proceeding  with  the  detail  more  eligible  modes 
may  not  suggest  themselves  of  attaining  the  same  ends  with  equal  justice  to  both 
Provinces,  and  it  is  very  probable  that  additional  precautions  may  be  found  neces- 
sary to  give  effect  to  the  measures  proposed,  but  I  am  willing  to  be  understood 
that  I  have  no  intention  to  urge  on  behalf  of  Upper  Canada  any  measure  distinct 
in  principle  from  those  embraced  in  this  sketch,  unless  it  occurs  to  me  in  time  to 
admit  of  my  giving  Mr.  Caldwell  notice  of  it  before  his  departure.

Sir, — Mr.  Caldwell  has  very  politely  directed  my  attention  to  the  Courier 
newspaper  of  Friday  last,  in  which  are  some  resolutions  passed  by  the  Assembly 
of  Lower  Canada  in  their  last  Session,  respecting  the  questions  between  the  two 
provinces  of  Canada  on  the  subject  of  revenue. 

I  transmit  the  paper  for  your  perusal,  and  take  the  liberty  of  making  some 
remarks  upon  the  positions  advanced  in  the  resolutions: 

"  That  the  right  of  Upper  Canada  with  respect  to  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
dise imported  into  Lower  Canada  or  exported  therefrom  consists  only  of  a  right 
of  passage  thro'  the  said  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  or  depends  on  conventional 
arrangements  between  the  two  Provinces,"  is  a  position  which  if  admitted  would 
do  nothing  to  obviate  the  difficulties  which  occasion  the  present  embarrassments 
of  Upper  Canada;  because  as  far  as  respects  the  alternative  of  conventional  arrange- 
ments the  very  hardship  complained  of  is  that  there  is  none  in  force  to  regulate 
the  present  or  to  provide  for  the  future  intercourse  between  the  two  Provinces; 
that  Lower  Canada  omitted  thro'  a  period  of  nearly  two  years  to  appoint  Com- 
missioners to  treat;  and  that  when  Commissioners  were  appointed  for  that  purpose 
they  were  not  authorized,  as  they  declared,  to  look  into  the  past ;  and  would  accede 
to  no  terms  which  our  Commissioners  could  possibly  concur  in,  for  the  time  to 
come.  Upon  the  remaining  part  of  the  resolution,  namely,  the  abstract  position 
that  Upper  Canada  has  no  other  claim  but  to  "  A  right  of  transit  of  goods  througli 
the  Lower  Province,"  I  beg  to  observe  that  Upper  Canada  has  not  only  a  right  of 
transit,  but  of  a  free  transit;  that  is,  relieved  from  any  duties  which  may  have 
been  imposed  upon  such  goods  on  their  entrance  into  Lower  Canada;  and  that  such 
right  has  been  uuiforml}-  recognized  by  every  Provisional  Agreement  since  the 
division  of  the  Provinces. 

It  is  conceived,  indeed,  that  Upper  Canada  has  even  claims  bej^ond  this  in 
respect  of  goods  which  having  paid  a  duty  at  Quebec  under  the  1-ith  Geo.  III.,  as 
well  as  under  Provincial  enactments,  are  consumed  in  neither  Province,  but  are 
exported  to  the  United  States  of  America.  These  claims,  tho'  of  inferior  moment, 
are  urged  in  the  report  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  present,  and  the  reasons 
stated  on  which  they  are  grounded. 

But  if  the  claim  of  Upper  Canada  were  confined  to  the  free  transit  of  such 
goods  as  her  inhabitants  consume,  the  express  declarations  of  the  last  Commis- 
sioners appointed  by  Lower  Canada  would  deprive  her  of  that  right:  for  they  un- 
equivocally declare  in  writing  to  our  Commissioners,  that  "  The}''  will  agree  to  no 
lather  arrangement  than  that  each  Province  shall  collect  its  own  revenue,  and  that 
they  will  pay  us  no  drawbacks."  But  the  duties  imposed  by  the  14th  Geo.  Ill  will 
continue  to  be  levied  on  importations  at  Quebec,  and  no  doubt  the  Legislature  of 
Lower  Canada  will  always  add  to  these  duties  others  of  their  own;  therefore  if 
they  will  henceforth  pay  no  drawbacks  to  Upper  Canada,  whatever  revenue  we 
should  attempt  to  raise  from  European  merchandise  a^  it  comes  into  our  Province, 
can  only  be  obtained  by  imposing  duties  in  addition  to  those  already  levied  on  the 
same  articles  when  they  arrived  at  the  Port  of  Quebec,  of  which  we  are  to  receive  no 
drawback,  and  over  which  we  are  to  have  no  control. 

Upon  the  remaining  resolutions  I  beg  to  remark  the  claims  of  Upper  Canada 
upon  the  Lower  Province  are  grounded  principally  upon  former  provisional  agree- 
ments, which  it  is  contended  have  not  been  complied  with :  and  proof  is  offered  to 
substantiate  claims  under  them  to  a  very  considerable  amount.    Lower  Canada,  on 
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the  other  hand,  denies,  tho'  not  in  positive  terms,  that  such  claims  exist.  It  is  sub- 
mitted that  arbitrators  can  best  decide  this  question.  But  it  is  moreover  conceived 
that  beyond  these  claims  under  agreements  unperformed,  there  may  exist  others 
equally  clear  and  just:  which  those  agreements  ought  not  to  preclude,  unless  they 
are  such  as  the  Commissioners  who  performed  those  agreements  were  authorized 
to  adjust,  and  did  in  fact  consider. 

The  agreement  entered  into  at  Quebec  on  the  7th  of  June,  1517,  between  the 
Commissioners  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  which  by  these  resolutions  is  not  re- 
cognized as  valid,  related  merely  to  the  payment  of  a  particular  sum  of  1,585  pounds 
sterling  on  account  of  arrearages  claimed  by  Upper  Canada,  and  is  wholly  unim- 
portant as  to  any  question  remaining  now  to  be  considered.  It  was  so  far  sanctioned 
by  the  Legislature  of  LoAver  Canada  that  they  passed  an  Act  appropriating  a  sum 
to  Upper  Canada  which  was  ascertained  by  that  agreement,  and  I  cannot  conceive 
for  what  purpose  a  question  is  now  raised  about  it ;  for  it  was  but  a  portion  of  what 
is  claimed,  and  was  neither  expressed  nor  pretended  to  be  in  satisfaction  of  the 
claims  of  Upper  Canada,  but  quite  the  contrary.  As  to  the  assertion  contained 
in  the  resolutions  that  the  proportion  of  goods  imported  into  Lower  Canada  and 
consumed  in  Upper  Canada  has  materially  diminished  since  the  last  agreement  in 
1817  is  fully  met  and  particularly  considered  in  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil and  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada,  and  documents  are  appended  to  that  report 
which  clearly  sustain  whatever  is  advanced  in  it  on  that  head.  Upon  the  last  re- 
solution it  is  only  necessary  to  observe  that  it  could  scarcely  have  been  anticipated 
by  Upper  Canada  that  the  Legislature  of  the  Lower  Province  would  delay  for  so 
long  a  period  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  to  renew  the  consultation;  and 
that  after  they  had  by  that  omission  subjected  us  to  so  great  inconvenience  it 
seemed  not  an  unreasonable  expectation  that  they  wojild  proceed  to  ascertain  the 
proportion  bj  the  means  which  had  been  last  resorted  to,  rather  than  to  aggravate 
the  evils  of  the  delay  by  the  unforeseen  requisition  of  a  mass  of  evidence  of  past 
transactions  which  no  precaution  or  expense  which  Upper  Canada  could  have  em- 
ployed would  have  rendered  satisfactory,  and  which  it  was  well  known  at  the  time 
it  was  demanded  could  not  possibly  be  obtained.  In  truth,  the  attempt  to  take  an 
account  of  all  the  goods  which  passed  from  the  one  Province  into  the  other  had 
been  abandoned  by  both  Provinces  as  impracticable,  and  it  is  not  singular  that  we 
had  not  without  the  aid  of  the  necessary  officers  for  that  purpose  persevered  in  a 
system  which  it  was  found  could  not  be  carried  into  effect  wliile  those  officers  existed, 
and  which  had  been  therefore  discontinued. 

It  is  true  that  the  Commissioners  of  L"'"pper  Canada  would  not  consent  to  the 
mode  proposed  for  ascertaining  the  proportion  of  duties  to  be  paid  since  the  ex- 
piration of  the  last  agi'eement,  because  they  represented  and  proved  that  that  mode 
was  impracticable  and  that  the  result  could  not  be  satisfactor}'. 

All  this  appears  in  the  report  of  the  last  Commissioners,  but  I  am  enabled  to 
show  that  sufficient  evidence  was  in  fact  collected  by  one  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Upper  Canada,  in  conjunction  with  one  from  Lower  Canada,  to  prove  at  least  the 
right  to  more  than  the  proportion  contended  for,  and  that  in  the  face  of  that 
evidence  such  proportion  was  nevertheless  refused. 

I  have  only  to  add  that  these  resolutions  of  the  Assembly  of  Lower  Canada 
are  wholly  silent  on  the  most  important  point,  and  that  with  respect  to  the  past 
claims  of  Upper  Canada  they  suggest  no  means  and  hold  forth  no  prospect  of  their 
adjustment,  whOe  nearly  the  w'hole  of  our  revenue  for  the  three  last  years  is  de- 
tained in  their  treasury.    These  resolutions,  it  is  also  to  be  observed,  were  adopted 
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by  the  Legisiature  oi'  Lower  Canada  after  a  knowledge  of  e\ery  point  upon  whieli 
the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  has  intreated  the  interposition  of  His  Majesty  and 
the  Imperial  Parliament,  for  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  prayed  His  Ex- 
cellency Sir  Peregrine  Maitland  to  transmit  to  the  Covernment  of  Lower  Canada, 
for  the  information  of  the  Legislature  of  that  Province  in  Session  then,  a  copy  of 
the  Address  to  His  Majesty  and  of  the  Eeport  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  pre- 
sent to  Earl  Bathurst,  and  I  know  that  those  papers  were  transmitted  long  before 
these  resolutions  are  stated  to  have  been  passed. 

The  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Caldwell  and  Mr.  Marshall  upon  some  of  the  enact- 
ments proposed  by  me  for  placing  on  a  just  footing  the  financial  concerns  of  the 
two  Provinces  do  not  affect  the  most  material  of  these  provisions,  and  the  points 
they  involve  are  so  particularly  referred  to  in  the  report  I  have  presented,  and  in 
this  paper,  that  I  need  not  at  present  urge  anything  further  against  them.  I  will 
only  observe  that  nothing  can  be  more  mistaken  than  to  deny  the  claim  of  Upper 
Canada  to  a  just  proportion  of  the  duties  levied  under  the  British  Statute  of  14 
George  III. 

The  annual  vote  of  the  British  Parliament  pays  only  some  specified  salaries, 
lit  defrays  but  a  part,  and  not  the  greater  part,  of  the  expense  of  administering 
justice  and  supporting  the  Civil  Government  within  the  Province  of  Upper 
Canada.  How  can  it,  then,  be  proposed  that  Upper  Canada  shall  remain  embar- 
rassed from  want  of  funds  to  meet  those  objects,  while  upon  the  articles  she  con- 
sumes duties  are  paid  at  Quebec  which  are  expressly  appointed  to  that  purpose,  but 
which  it  is  now  contended  are  to  be  wholly  expended  in  Lower  Canada. 

If  it  should  appear  to  you  that  any  of  the  points  urged  by  the  Legislature 
of  Upper  Canada  are  in  themselves  questionable,  or  are  rendered  so  by  any  state- 
ments or  agreements  advanced  on  the  other  side.  I  shall  be  much  obliged  by  having 
an  opportunity  afforded  me  f)i  further  explanation.

Sir, — The  measure  of  uniting  the  two  Provinces  of  Canada,  on  which  you  did 
me  the  honor  to  confer  with  me  in  company  with  Mr.  Osgoode  and  Mr.  Ellis,  and 
also  with  the  Solicitor  General  of  Lower  Canada,  is  one  of  so  great  moment  to  these 
Colonies,  and  involves  so  many  considerations  that  I  feel  it  due  to  myself  to  place 
before  His  Majesty's  Government  in  writing  what  has  occurred  to  me  on  the  sub- 
ject, though  I  should  do  little  more  than  repeat  what  I  have  before  stated  in  con- 
versation. 

You  will  oblige  me  by  laying  before  Earl  Bathurst  the  paper  which  accompanies 
this  letter,  in  which  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  state  plainly  such  views  of  the  sub- 
ject as  my  acquaintance  with  the  situation  of  Upper  Canada  and  my  opinion  of 
the  wishes  and  interests  of  His  Majesty's  subjects  there  lead  me  to  entertain. 

Having  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  Earl  Bathurst  proposed  measures 
for  placing  the  two  Canadas  on  a  fair  footing  with  respect  to  each  other,  without 
reference  to  an^-  union  of  the  Provinces,  and  having  now  ventured  to  state  explicitly 
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my  seutiments  upon  the  expedieucy  of  such  an  Union,  I  have  only  to  add  that  I 
shall  be  most  happy  to  afford  any  further  information  or  explanation  in  my  power, 
and  that  whatever  cause  His  Majesty's  Government  may  determine  to  adopt  upon 
consideration  of  the  different  measures  proposed,  I  shall  be  equally  ready  to  aid  it 
by  any  service  of  mine  which  can  be  useful:  entirely  persuaded  both  by  the  very 
liberal  policy  about  to  be  extended  to  the  Canadas  with  respect  to  their  trade,  and 
by  the  patient  attention  which  has  been  given  to  the  different  points,  I  am  instinicted 
to  urge  that  the  prosperity  of  those  Provinces  is  earnestly  desired  by  His  Majesty, 
and  that  no  measure  will  be  decided  on  but  in  the  fullest  conviction  that  it  is  most 
likely  to  ensure  their  security  and  welfare.

Considerations  upon  the  expediency  of  giving  an  United  Legislature  to  the 
two  provinces  of  Canada,  by  an  Act  to  be  passed  during  the  present  Session. 

The  reasons  which  led  to  the  division  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  were  that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  two  portions  of  the  Pronnce  now  forming  Upper  and  Lower 
Canada  differed  in  language  and  religion,  and  had  been  accustomed  to  different 
systems  of  jurisprudence. 

These  reasons  remain  not  materially  weakened  in  any  respect,  for  the  accession 
to  the  population  of  Upper  Canada  by  emigration  since  the  division  has  been 
almost  entirely  of  persons  strangers  to  the  French  laws  and  language,  and  princip- 
ally of  the  Protestant  faith,  while  in  Lower  Canada  the  inhabitants  are  at  this 
moment  in  the  proportion  it  is  stated  of  nineteen  in  twenty  composed  of  Canadian 
French. 

Whatever  weight,  therefore,  was  due  to  these  arguments  for  a  separation  at 
the  time  it  took  place,  is  not  yet  undiminished:  and  it  mav"^  be  added  that  the 
subsequent  general  dispersion  of  population  through  a  territory,  the  extremes  of 
which  are  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hundred  miles  asunder,  furnishes  an  argument  of 
inconvenience  against  uniting  them  now  under  one  legislature,  which  probably  did 
not  exist  in  a  sufficient  degree  to  form  an  inducement  for  the  separation. 

These  circumstances,  however,  though  entitled  to  consideration  as  materially 
affecting  the  welfare  and  convenience  of  the  t\A'o  Provinces,  whose  increase  in  popu- 
lation and  opulence  is  desirable  to  facilitate  by  giving  to  them  the  most  convenient 
form  of  Government  for  their  local  wants,  are  none  of  them,  it  must  be  confessed, 
of  that  permanent  nature  that  they  ought  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  proposed 
union,  if  it  be  clear  that  such  union  is  necessary  to  increase  the  value  of  these 
colonies  to  the  mother  country,  or  to  provide  in  the  most  effectual  manner  for  their 
own  security  and  weKare. 

For  my  own  part,  I  do  not  know  in  what  manner  any  of  these  end's  is  expected 
to  be  answered  by  the  proposed  union.  The  Provinces  have  gone  on  hitherto  ad- 
vancing by  very  rapid  strides  in  population  and  improvement,  their  inhabitants 
well  satisfied  with  the  footing  on  which  their  Government  was  placed  by  the  31st 
Geo.  III.,  chapter  31,  and  sensible  themselves  of  no  evil  or  inconvenience  growing 
out  of  the  system  established  by  that  statute,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends, 
except  that  within  these  last  few  years  difficulties  have  arisen  in  adjusting  the  pro- 
portion of  duties  and  regulating  the  commercial  intercourse  between  the  two  pro- 
vinces, which  matters  had  hitherto  been  arranged  by  amicable  agreement,  but 
which  it  has  been  now  found  necessary  to  refer  to  the  decision  of  the  Imperial  Par- 
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liament,  an  exigency  foreseen  as  the  probable  consequence  of  the  separation  when 
the  31st  Geo.  Ill  was  passed,  and  for  which  a  power  of  providing  a  remedy  by  the 
intervention  of  British  Acts  is  in  terms  reserved  by  that  statute. 

If,  however,  although  the  legal  and  constitutional  rights  of  the  Imperial  Par- 
liament to  control  the  provinces  in  these  respects  is  undoubted,  these  differences 
between  them  with  respect  to  their  commercial  and  financial  regulations  cannot, 
in  point  of  fact,  be  adjusted  in  any  other  manner  than  by  a  union  of  the  Legis- 
latures, that  would  of  itself  be  a  sufficient  reason ;  for  while  these  points  are 
unsettled  the  Government  and  Legislatures  of  both  Provinces  are  subject  to  be 
involved  in  irritating  discussions,  which  may  tend  to  much  evil,  and,  what  is  more 
immediately  pressing,  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  is  absolutely  unable  for  want 
of  the  funds  which  remain  locked  up  in  the  Treasury  of  Lower  Canada  to  pay  their 
creditors  or  to  support  the  current  expenses  of  her  Government. 

But  I  must  declare  I  see  no  reason  for  supposing  that  a  union  of  the  Legis- 
latures is  required  on  this  ground,  for  I  submit  in  the  first  place  that  such  an 
union  would  by  no  means  get  rid  of  the  principal  point  of  this  agreement,  the 
claims  of  Upper  Canada  for  the  past.  Those  claims  must  necessarily  remain,  the 
amount  must  be  ascertained,  and  tlieir  payment  to  Upper  Canada  provided  for  by 
some  Act  of  the  British  Parliament,  notwithstanding  an  union,  and  indeed  as  far 
as  respects  the  claims  of  Upper  Canada  for  duties  already  received  to  her  use, 
and  to  be  expended  when  paid  solely  for  her  benefit,  some  difficulty  as  regards  the 
exclusive  appropriation  of  them  would  be  created  by  an  union.  Then,  in  regard 
to  the  future  regulation  of  the  intercourse  between  the  two  Colonies,  the  measures 
humbly  prayed  for  on  the  part  of  Upper  Canada  are  such  as  it  is  conceived  no 
reasonable  objection  can  be  urged  against.  At  all  events,  the  Imperial  Parlia- 
ment can  well  judge  of  their  expediency,  and  whether  they  are  such  as  both  Pro- 
vinces ought  to  be  content  to  acquiesce  in,  and  if  either  Province  he  not  patient 
under  regulations  exacted  by  a  sense  of  justice  due  to  the  other,  it  will  then,  I 
submit,  be  time,  as  far  as  the  desired  end  is  to  remedy  those  difficulties,  to  project 
an  union  as  the  only  other  method  of  attaining  a  necessary  object. 

Believing,  then,  as  I  certainly  do,  that  an  union  is  not  absolutely  necessary 
on  this  ground,  it  is  not  to  be  considered  whether  there  is  anything  in  the  present 
situation  of  the  two  Provinces  which  calls  for  a  measure  so  important  in  its  nature, 
and  which  may  he  attended  with  circumstances  of  particular  inconvenience  to  each. 

In  remarking  upon  the  inducements  which  occur  to  me,  I  can  only  speak 
hypothetically,  for  it  may  be  that  His  Majesty's  Government  are  induced  to  the 
contemplation  of  a  union  by  consideration  of  policy  altogether  different  from  those 
which  present  themselves  to  me.  I  know  that  the  Legislature  of  Lower  Canada 
have  refused  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  administering  justice  and  sup- 
porting the  Civil  Government  of  their  Province  in  any  other  manner  than  by  an 
annual  vote  system  of  proceedings,  to  which  His  Majesty's  Government  objects 
as  being  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  that  Constitution  of  which  they  are  ready  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privileges,  and  as  placing  unconstitutionally  every  officer 
of  the  Civil  Government  in  a  state  of  dependence  upon  one  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature. I  am  aware,  too,  that  the  greatest  embarrassments  are  felt  in  conducting 
the  Government  of  that  Province  from  the  refusal  of  the  Assembly  to  place  the 
Civil  establishment  on  any  other  footing.  There  may  no  doubt  be  other  points 
also  on  which  the  Assembly  of  Lower  Canada,  consisting  principally  of  people  of 
French  extraction  and  Catholics,  exhibit  at  least  an  indifference  to  objects  which 
in  a  British  colony  it  is  desirable  to  advance,  and  cherish  prejudices  which  confine 
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them  to  a  narrow  line  of  policy,  and  make  them  hostile  to  improvements  which 
would  advance  the  welfare  of  the  colony  and  render  it  a  more  important  part  of 
the  British  Dominion. 

Of  these  inconveniences  it  is  impossible  to  say  decidedly  until  they  are  more 
specifically  pointed  out  how  far  they  might  be  expected  to  be  removed  by  an  union 
of  the  Legislature;  but  as  to  that  first  mentioned,  namely,  the  embarrassment  felt 
at  present  in  Lower  Canada  from  the  refusal  of  the  Legislature  to  make  a  more 
permanent  provision  for  the  Civil  List,  I  confess  I  do  not  see  that  it  would  be 
removed  by  such  a  measure;  for  supposing  the  Canadas  to  be  joined  according  to 
their  present  scale  of  representation,  if  any  member  from  Upper  Canada  should 
consent  to  a  permanent  provision  for  the  Civil  List  it  would  still  not  be  carried, 
and  without  expressing  any  opinion  upon  the  justice  as  it  now  stands  in  Lower 
Canada,  I  do  not  by  any  means  think  it  safe  to  anticipate  that  the  members  from 
Upper  Canada  would  generally  support  the  provision  in  the  terms  in  which  it  was 
required  to  be  made.  As  to  any  inconvenience  that  may  be  felt  from  the  entire 
prcponderaney  of  a  French  Canadian  interest  in  the  Legislature  of  Lower  Canada, 
I  do  not  see  that  the  certainty  of  their  being  counteracted  by  an  union  is  either 
near  enough  or  clear  enough  to  make  it  advisable  on  that  ground. 

It  would  be  long  before  the  influence  of  the  members  from  Upper  Canada 
would  be  an  over-ruling  influence,  and  I  think  it  doubtful  when  it  did  become  so 
they  would  be  disposed  to  exert  it  in  exchanging  the  internal  municipal  policy 
of  the  other  Province  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  nine-tenths  of  its  inhabitants,  and 
which,  whether  wise  or  not,  was  endeared  to  them  by  long  use,  and  had  been  so 
far  respected  by  the  British  nation  that  they  had  been  hitherto  left  to  change  or 
retain  it  as  they  might  prefer. 

That  an  union  of  the  Provinces  might  add  to  their  strength  by  producing  a 
more  perfect  community  of  interests  and  feeling,  by  subjecting  their  militia  to  a 
uniform  system  of  discipline,  and  by  placing  their  means  of  defence  against  a 
foreign  enemy  more  conveniently  and  effectually  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government. 

That  it  might  in  time  by  the  gradual  operation  of  the  natural  consequences 
of  such  an  union  make  the  whole  colony  more  completely  British  in  their  system 
of  laws,  in  their  education,  in  their  feeling  and  in  their  general  temper  of  all 
their  public  acts;  that  it  would  produce  an  uniform  regulation  of  trade  throughout 
the  territory  and  ensure  the  interest  of  every  part  being  subservient  to  the  welfare 
of  the  whole,  and  that  it  would  necessarily  put  an  end  to  all  future  difficulties 
about  duties  and  drawbacks  by  sharing  among  all  the  enjoyment  of  that  in  which 
they  have  all  an  interest  are  general  advantages  which,  though  some  of  them  are' 
rather  indefinite  as  to  their  extent  and  uncertain  as  to  the  period  in  which  they 
might  be  felt,  might,  I  think,  be  rationally  expected. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  am  doubtful  of  the  prudence  of  disturbing  the  present 
system  of  things  in  the  prospect  of  those  rather  indefinite  and  distant  advantages, 
and  at  the  hazard  of  these  inconveniences  which  have  suggested  themselves  to-  me 
and  which  I  will  shortly  state. 

At  present  things  are  proceeding  pleasantly  and  prosperously  in  Upper  Canada. 
In  Lower  Canada  they  are  not,  but  I  do  not;  think  an  union  would  remove  in  the 
least  difficulties  existing  there,  and  it  might  have  the  bad  effect  of  involving  the  one 
Province  in  the  troubles  of  the  other. 

The  number  of  representatives  in  Upper  Canada  is  at  present  less  than  in  the 
Lower  Province,  and  would  no  doubt  continue  so  for  many  years.  The  latter 
consist,  with  very  few  exceptions,  of  Canadian  French,  and  I  am  apprehensive 
ihat  an  union  of  the  two  Provinces  would  be  resrarded  with  such  extreme  jealousv 
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and  repugnance  by  the  great  body  of  the  people  in  Lower  Canada  thai  on  future 
occasions  they  would  even  more  studiously  endeavor  to  exclude  Englishmen  from 
their  Assembly  .and  confine  their  conlidence  to  those  who  would  sedulously  regard 
their  old  system  of  things  from  innovation,  and  for  many  years  I  fear  the  people 
of  Upper  Canada  would  find  it  difficult  to  obtain  any  appropriation  of  Eevenue  to 
purposes  of  public  improvement  within  their  Province  or  to  gain  sufficient  attention 
to  their  local  interests  from  an  Assembly  of  whom  the  greater  number  would  be 
unfriendly  to  their  religion  and  unacquainted  with  their  laws,  and  jealous  of  their 
influence.  If  these  consequences  should  follow  they  would  retard  the  now  rapidly 
increasing  prosperity  of  Upper  Canada  at  the  most  critical  moment.  Perhaps  the 
apprehension  is  groundless,  I  state  merely  my  own  impression.  Upper  Canada,  it 
is  true,  contains  at  present  a  much  less  population  than  the  Lower  Province,  the 
one  having  been  first  settled  by  Europeans  only  forty  years  ago,  and  the  other 
more  than  two  hundred;  but  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  in  extent  of  land  capable 
of  cultivation,  in  the  excellence  of  its  soil  and  its  climate,  and  consequent  capability 
of  producing,  the  former  possesses  almost  unrivalled  advantages,  and  it  would  be 
much  to  be  lamented  that  these  should  be  prevented  from  developing  themselves 
by  being  placed  under  the  control  of  persons  little  acquainted  with  our  agricul- 
tural interests,  and  ever  averse  to  the  system  of  tenures  and  of  laws  under  which 
the  Province  has  so  surprisingly  flourished. 

That  it  would  go  thus  controlled,  at  least  for  many  years  to  come,  I  take  to 
be  certain,  especially  if  the  Legislature  should  he  convened  at  Montreal,  for  I  fear 
in  the  present  state  of  Upper  Canada  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  gentlemen  who 
could  so  completely  abandon  their  own  pursuits  as  to  attend  an  annual  Legislative 
Session  of  three  months  at  so  great  a  distance  from  their  homes.  It  could  not  be 
expected  that  the  attendance  of  Memlbers  from  the  Upper  Province  would  be  bv 
any  means  so  numerous,  even  in  proportion,  as  from  the  Lower,  and  I  see  great 
reason  to  apprehend  that  in  any  question  in  which  the  interest  of  the  two  Pro- 
vinces may  come  into  competition,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  proportion  of  revenue 
to  exjiend  in  Upper  Canada,  there  would  be  little  chance  for  some  time  to  come 
of  a  fair  decision.  I  fear  this  the  more  from  the  conviction  that  the  mass  of  the 
people  of  Lower  Canada  would  feel  extreme  annoyance  at  the  union,  looking  upon 
it  as  a  scheme  to  give  to  the  English  population  an  undue  ascendancy,  and  would 
he  but  little  disposed  for  some  time  to  unite  cordially  ^vith  us,  forgetting  all  dis- 
tinctions. 

It  deserves  perhaps  also  -to  be  considered  how  far  it  is  politic  upon  national 
grounds  to  unite  the  two  Colonies  now  distinct,  thereby  involving  ^on  all  occasions 
the  politics  of  one  with  the  other,  giving  to  them  the  means  of  making  common 
cause  in  any  unfortunate  discussion  which  might  arise,  and  rendering  any  dis- 
agreement a  cause  of  irritation  and  of  difficulty  in  two  Governments,  whereas 
otherwise  it  might  but  affect  the  tranquillity  of  one. 

Several  other  considerations  of  less  importance  naturally  suggest  tliemselves 
in  weighing  the  probable  consequences  of  an  union  of  the  Legislatures.  My  desire 
has  been  to  state  such  as  appeared  to  be  most  worthy  of  notice,  and  in  doing  this 
I  beg  not  to  be  understood  a?  presuming  to  speak  the  sentiments  of  the  Govern- 
ment or  of  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada,  for  I  am  neither  authorized  .nor 
prepared  to  state  their  opinions  upon  the  expediency  of  an  union  which  was 
never,  within  my  knowledge,  contemplated  by  either. 

The  representations  from  that  Province  with  which  I  am  charged  were  not 
intended,  I  am  certain,  to  point  specifically  to  that  end:  and  indeed  the  measures 
which  T  have  taken  the  liberty  of  proposing,  and  which  are  under  the  consideration

of  His  Majesivs  Govenimeni,  are  wholly  oi'  a  diU'ereut  nature.  1  lauDol  eveu 
pretend  to  §ay  how  far  au  union  would  be  agreeable  to  the  people  of  LFpper  Canada 
generally.  I  have  reason  to  think  a  majority  of  their  present  representatives  are 
unfavorable  to  it,  from  a  conviction  that  it  would  not  be  beneficial,  though  some 
of  that  body,  for  whose  opinion  I  have  much  respect,  think  otherwise. 

I  will  take  the  liberty  of  remarking  further  that  the  Act  by  which  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec  was  divided,  and  the  present  .separate  Government  is  established, 
was  the  result  of  great  and  long  deliberation;  and  if  the  change  of  a  system  so 
matured  should  prove  disagreeable  to  the  inhabitants  of  both  or  either  of  the  Pro- 
vinces, it  may  be  expected  that  they  will  feel  it  more  deeply  in  proportion  as  it 
shall  appear  to  have  been  hastily  decided  on,  and  without  an  opportunity  having 
been  afforded  them  of  making  known  their  sentiments. 

The  people  of  Canada  have  been  ever  treated  by  Great  Britain  with  a  mildness 
and  a  degree  of  parental  indulgence  that  would  make  them  the  more  sensible  to 
any  apparent  want  of  consideration  even  of  their  feelings. 

Another  matter  occurs  to  me  upon  which  it  is  necessary  to  guard  against 
any  erroneous  im])re?sion.  The  French  inhal)itauts  of  Lower  Canada,  T  am  firmly 
persuaded,  are  as  peacefully  disposed,  as  much  inclined  to  submit  to  authority,  and 
as  loyally  attached  to  the  British  Government  as  any  portion  of  His  Majesty's 
subjects,  and  whatever  trouble  their  representatives  may  give  by  refusing  to  make 
a  permanent  provision  for  the  Civil  List,  or  upon  questions  of  revenue,  or  of  any 
kind  between  themselves  and  the  Executive  Government,  is  not  to  be  ascribed  to 
the  preponderance  of  French  influence  over  the  English,  hut  to  that  desire  which 
is  found  in  all  Assemblies  to  assert  to  the  utmost  the  share  of  power  which  they 
think  the  constitution  gives  them,  a  disposition  which  I  think  the  descendants  of 
English,  Irish  and  Scotch  w\]\  be  found  as  likely  to  persevere  in  as  the  descendants 
of  Frenchmen. 

It  is  not  my  desire,  by  anything  I  have  said,  to  lead  to  a  conclusion  that  the 
Legislature  should  not  be  united,  unless  that  inference  shall  appear  to  be  the 
sound  deduction  from  the  considerations  I  have  stated. 

I  have  set  down  what  presented  itself  on  both  sides,  anxious  only  that  the 
decision  may  be  made  on  sure  grounds,  and  not  formed  upon  erroneous  conceptions 
or  expectations  which  are  not  likely  to  be  fulfilled.

Sir, — I  now  submit  to  you  the  clause  respecting  duties  imposed  in  Lower 
Canada  upon  scows,  rafts,  &c.,  passing  from  Upper  Canada  through  its  waters, 
upon  which  I  spoke  to  you  yesterday. 

Being  entirely  prospective,  it  was  unnecessary  to  propose  it  while  the  measure 
for  uniting  of  the  Provinces  formed  part  of  the  Canada  Bill. 

In  addition  to  what  I  have  already  urged  on  this  subject,  I  beg  to  nefer  to 
pages  39  and  40  of  the  Report  of  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada,  in  which  the 
rates  in  question  are  complained  of.  and  to  page  50,  for  a  copy  of  the  Act  by 
which  they  are  imposed,  and  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  those  rates  are  very 
consii^*:.rable  in  amount,  and  that  as  they  are  raised  solely  for  the  Legislature  of 
Lowei  Canada,  so  they  are  to  he  expended  solely  at  its  discretion. 
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I  will  only  add  that  flour  and  lumber  are  the  principal  exports  of  Upper 
Canada;  the  former  of  which  is  sent  down  the  St.  Lawrence  in  scows,  the  latter 
in  rafts  and  cribs;  and  that  chiefly  upon  these  exports  of  Upper  Canada  on  their 
way  to  Great  Britain,  or  to  foreign  markets,  a  sum  has  been  levied  under  this 
Act  which  two  years  ago  had  accumulated  to  five  thousand  pounds  sterling,  and 
which  remained  in  the  treasury  of  the  Lower  Province  unexpended,  as  appeared 
by  the  public  accounts  printed  by  order  of  its  Legislature.     It  is  scarcely  credible 
by  any  but  mercantile  men  how  seriously  impositions  of  much  less  amount  than 
these  upon  the  staple  articles  of  a  country  may  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  its 
trade,  especially  in  the  present  period  of  low  profits  and  uncertain  markets,  and  it 
is  incorrect  to  imagine  that  the  consumers  who  ultimately  pay  them  are  the  only 
persons  indemnified.    They  are  deductions  from  the  profit  of  the  exporter,  or,  rather, 
in  the  present  depressed  state  of  trade,  they  add  to  his  loss,  and  when  our  flour 
can  scarcely  find  a  market,  and  our  timber,  since  the  late  regulations,  can  with 
difficulty  be  brought  into  competition  with  that  from  the   Baltic,  the  addition 
of  these  rates,  especially  that  of  seven  shillings  and  sixpence  upon  every  crib  of 
timber,  becomes  a  consideration  of  very  serious  moment,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
necessity  of  protesting  against  a  principle  which  would  place  our  Province  entirely 
at  the  mercy  of  the  other.     I  do  hope,  therefore,  that  His  Majesty's  Government 
will  see  the  expediency  of  adding  the  proposed  clause  to  the  Bill,  as  it  has    no 
retrospective  operation  and  goes  merely  in  future  to  prevent  such  taxes  being 
levied  upon  the  people  of  Upper  Canada  under  any  pretence,  leaving  the  improve- 
ment of  the  navigation  an  object  equally  interesting  to  both  Provinces  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  means  as  they  may  both  concur  in.

The  two  Acts  recently  passed  for  regulating  the  trade  between  His  Majesty's 
possessions  in  America  and  the  West  Indies  and  other  parts  of  the  World,  and  for 
regulating  the  trade  between  His  Majesty's  possessions  in  America  and  the  West 
Indies  and  other  places  in  America  and  the  West  Indies  place  the  commerce  of 
the  Xorth  American  Colonies  on  the  most  liberal  footing.  By  the  first  a  direct 
trade  is  opened  to  our  shipping  with  all  foreign  countries  in  Europe  or  Africa, 
and  it  will  be  found  that  the  list  of  articles  to  which  the  trade  is  restricted 
embraces  almost  every  production  which  we  could  desire  to  import  from  those 
countries,  since  whatever  this  Kingdom  manufactures  could  not  be  procured  by 
us  of  so  good  quality  or  so  cheaply  elsewhere.  Our  trade  henceforth  with  foreign 
nations  is  open  as  freely  to  us  as  to  our  fellow  su])jcr'ts  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
with  this  advantage  over  them,  that  the  wines  or  other  merchandise  we  may  import 
from  thence  are  not  subject  to  the  same  heavy  impositions. 

Wliat  we  can  find  to  send  in  return  is  another  consideration  upon  which  must 
depend  the  extent  to  which  we  can  avail  ourselves  of  these  advantages.  An  oppor- 
tunit)'  is  given  if  we  can  improve  it. 

I  learn  that  by  another  Act  passed  this  session  the  same  privilege  of  trading 
to  the  East  Indies  which  has  been  given  to  private  traders  of  the  United  Kingdom 
is  with  the  same  exceptions  extended  to  the  Colonies.     The  circumstancep  of  the 
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Colonies  may  for  some  time  render  this  privilege  of  little  value,  but  while  we 
are  placed  on  the  same  footing  with  other  British  Subjects  we  cannot  complain. 

While  these  measures  were  in  progress,  I  had  some  conversation  with  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  present  state  of  the  trade  in  Canada  witli 
respect  to  the  .article  of  tea,  which  is  too  notorious  in  both  Provinces,  and  sug- 
gested that  little  injury  would  arise  to  the  East  India  Company  and  much  good 
to  our  own  revenue  if  we  could  be  allowed  to  import  tea  directly  from  the  East 
Indies,  or  through  the  United  States  on  payment  of  a  certain  duty.  It  was  too 
late  in  the  Session  to  propose  a  measure,  which,  as  it  would  be  in  direct  violation 
of  the  Company's  Charter,  could  not  during  the  existence  of  it  be  brought  for- 
ward without  their  acquiescence,  but  it  did  not  appear  to  me  from  what  was  said 
upon  the  subject  that  an  application  would  be  hopeless  if  urged  in  time  to  admit 
of  its  being  well  considered,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  it  would  be  liberally  enter- 
tained by  the  Government.    I  mention  this  that  it  may  be  thought  of. 

It  will  be  seen  that  by  the  first  Act  different  British  Statutes  are  repealed 
of  which  the  policy  was  to  promote  the  trade  of  the  Canadas  by  allowing  the 
exportation  from  thence  to  certain  parts  of  Europe  of  the  productions  of  the  United 
States  brought  by  land  or  inland  navigation  without  requiring  certificates  of 
origin,  or  in  other  words  to  make  so  far  as  these  Statutes  extended  the  Port  of 
Quebec  the  outlet  for  the  productions  of  the  Northern  States;  but  it  may  seem 
by  the  second  section  of  what  may  be  called  the  present  Colonial  Europe  Trade 
Bill  that  they  are  only  repealed  to  make  way  for  what  would  appear  a  general 
extension  of  this  policy,  for  by  that  section  it  is  lawful  to  export  from  the  Colonies 
direct  to  any  foreign  port  in  Europe  or  in  Africa,  &c.,  any  article  the  growth, 
produce  or  manufacture  of  any  such  Colony,  "  Or  any  article  ivliich  may  have  been 
legally  imported  into  any  such  Colony,"  and  such  undoubtedly  would  be  the  bene- 
ficent effect  of  that  Statute  if  it  stood  alone;  but  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Acts  for 
regulating  the  trade  between  the  British  possessions  in  America  and  the  West 
Indies,  and  other  places  in  America  and  the  West  Indies,  and  the  Act  Ch.  119,  for 
regulating  the  inland  trade  between  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada 
and  the  United  States  of  America,  have  the  effect  of  destroying  this  policy  alto- 
gether, inasmuch  as  the  principal  productions  of  the  United  States  cannot  since 
those  Acts  be  imported  from  the  United  States  through  any  channel  into  the 
Canadas  without  being  subject  to  considerable  duties. 

And  therefore  in  this  respect  the  trade  of  the  Canadas  is  placed  on  a  worse 
footing,  in  principle  at  all  events,  in  hope  not  at  present  very  materially  so  in 
practice.  To  avoid  this,  if  possible,  I  suggested  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  the  expediency  of  allowing  both  Proyinces  to  continue  as  they  have  done 
to  admit  the  productions  of  the  United  States  by  inland  navigation,  free  of  duty 
or  otherwise,  as  they  might  think  most  advisable,  because  as  the  duties  imposed  by 
that  Act  (iSTo.  2)  on  the  importation  of  those  articles  by  sea  from  the  United 
States  into  the  West  Indies  and  other  colonies  were  meant  solely  and  expressly 
for  our  protection,  and  to  encourage  the  agricultural  productions  of  our  Pro- 
vinces, which  were  common  with  those  of  the  United  States;  it  was  not  necessary 
to  protect  ourselves  against  ourselves;  and  we  might  safely  be  allowed  to  judge 
whether  the  free  admission  of  American  Flour,  Timber,  &c.,  into  our  Province 
for  exportation  might  not  be  beneficial  to  our  trade  without  being  injurious  to  our 
agriculture. 

And  I  suggested  that  by  allowing  such  importations  we  might,  by  exporting 
the  productions  of  America  with  our  own,  be  enablcif  immediately  to  supply  the 
8  A  (ii) 
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West  Indies  eutirely,  and  might  curry  ou  a  more  extensive  trade  -witli  tlie  other 
parts  of  the  World.  The  answer,  liowever,  was  a  very  obvious  one,  and,  I  admit,  a 
very  just  one. 

The  West  Indians,  it  was  said,  would  justly  complain  if  the  price  of  the  uQrc>- 
saries  of  life  was  raised  upon  them  to  enable  us  to  dispose  advantageously  not 
only  of  our  own  productions,  but  of  those  of  foreign  countries.  And  if  the  pro- 
ductions of  the  United  States  brought  by  internal  navigation  into  the  Canada.- 
were  not  made  subject  to  the  same  duties  as  when  imported  into  the  other  British 
Colonies,  the  Americans  would  complain  that  the  relaxation  professed  to  be  made 
in  the  navigation  laws  for  the  benefit  of  a  reciprocal  commerce  would  lie  but 
partially  extended,  and  would  be  rendered  in  a  great  measure  nugatory  by  their 
productions  being,  when  carried  in  their  own  shipping  to  our  West  India  Islands, 
made  subject  to  heavy  duties,  and  admitted  in  the  same  islands  free  of  duty  if 
introduced  by  our  shipping  by  a  circuitous  importation. 

That  would  indeed  be  the  direct  effect  as  the  West  India  Bill  now  stands, 
for  the  enumerated  articles  are  subject  only  to  duty  when  brought  from  a  foreign 
countrj',  and  if  the  wording  were  otherwise,  evasions  would  be  unavoidable.  Be- 
sides, the  other  North  American  Provinces  might  claim  the  same  privileges  for 
the  same  reasons  that  we  should  desire  it,  and  if  extended  to  them  it  would  lead 
to  their  supplying  the  West  India  markets  with  American  Flour  to  the  exclusion 
of  that  produced  in  Canada. 

I  have  been  the  more  explanatory  upon  this  subject,  because  perhaps  it  is  the 
most  important,  and  it  may  be  of  consequence  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  these  matters,  which  are  necessarily  much  better  understood  by  most 
others  in  Canada  than  myself.  The  general  change  in  the  system  of  the  navigation 
hiws  introduced  by  the  Act  for  "  IJegulating  the  trade  of  the  British  Possessions 
in  America  and  the  West  Indies  with  other  places  in  America  and  the  West 
Indies  "  is  a  great  National  measure,  prompted  chiefly  by  the  present  deplorable 
state  of  the  West  India  Islands,  which  the  Planters  attributed  too  much  perhaps 
to  the  interruption  of  intercourse  with  the  United  States  of  America  by  the  retalia- 
tory system  which  that  country  had  adopted.  Every  disposition  has  been  shown 
to  secure  us  against  injurious  conse(|uences  by  the  imposition  of  protecting  duties 
on  such  articles  from  the  United  States  as  are  equally  produced  in  Canada. 

Efforts  were  made  by  those  interested  in  the  Canada  Trade  to  have  tliose 
duties  placed  as  high  as  possible,  but  duties  so  higli  as  to  be  nearly  ])rohiliitory 
would  have  been  in  direct  opposition  to  the  principles  and  professed  policy  of  the 
Bill.  The  West  Indians,  on  the  other  hand,  exerted  themselves  strenuously  and 
most  naturally  to  have  the  duties  low,  as  they  are  principally  on  articles  of  the 
first  necessity,  and,  whatever  their  amount,  were  direct  sacrifices  made  by  them 
to  the  interests  of  the  other  Colonies. 

The  Parliament  endeavoured  to  fix  the  just  medium,  and  though  I  imagine 
it  was  felt  that  the  duties  are  scarcely  sufficient  to  compensate  the  difference  of 
transport,  and  to  place  our  productions  on  equal  terms  with  the  American  in  the 
West  India  Markets,  they  are  a>^  high  as  could  be  obtained,  or  as  would  be 
patiently  acquiesced  in,  and  therefore  are  the  more  likely  to  be  permanent.  It 
will  be  seen  that  care  is  taken  to  guard  against  the  introduction  of  American 
grain  bonded  in  England  into  the  West  Indies  except  upon  the  same  duties  as  if 
imported  from  the  United  States. 

The  omission  to  impose  a  duty  upon  Indian  Corn  Meal  was  accidental,  and 
it  is  intended  to  remedy  it  next  session.  It  was  suggested  a  duty  should  be. 
imposed  upon  rice,  as  it  very  much  supersedes  the  consumption  of  flour,  but  it 
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was  not  considered  just  to  protect  the  productions  of  the  Canadas  by  imposing  a 
duty  upon  otiier  articles  of  equal  and  perhaps  of  greater  necessity  which  they  do 
not  produce.  Wheat,  it  seems,  cannot  be  sent  to  the  West  Indies,  and  therefore 
no  protection  in  regard  to  it  was  thought  necessary.  It  is  to  be  considered  how 
far  the  omission  of  a  duty  on  wheat  may,  consistently  with  the  letter  of  the  Act, 
admit  of  a  trade  in  American  Flour  through  the  Canadas  by  importing  the  wheat 
and  manufacturing  it  in  the  Provinces. 

I  have  mentioned  such  matters  as  occurred  to  my  recollection  respecting  the 
two  Acts  regulating  the  Colonial  Trade  generally,  because  Upper  Canada  is  more 
or  less  interested  in  both,  and  because,  as  it  is  just  to  state,  every  opportunity  was 
afforded  me  to  make  suggestions  while  they  were  in  progress. 

Upon  the  Act  "  For  regulating  the  trade  of  the  Provinces  of  Lower  and 
Upper  Canada,  and  for  otlier  purposes  relating  to  the  said  Provinces,"  which  more 
directly  concerns  us,  it  will  readily  occur  that  it  might  have  been  more  desirable 
for  the  Provinces  ihemselves  tliat  no  provisions  had  been  made  with  respect  to 
the  inland  trade  between  them  and  the  United  States  of  America,  and  that  they 
had  been  left  to  regulate  it  by  their  own  enactments,  as  they  have  hitherto  done, 
but  as  it  would  have  been  invidious  towards  the  other  Colonies  to  exempt  these 
in  any  manner  from  the  operation  of  the  general  system,  so,  for  other  reasons 
which  I  have  before  stated  more  particularly,  a  uniform  system  was  so  far  insisted 
upon  as  to  extend  the  permission  to  import  into  Canada  by  inland  navigation,  by 
American  Ships  as  well  as  by  British,  or  by  land  carriage,  to  the  same  articles, 
and  upon  the  same  duties,  as  are  enumerated  in  the  Schedules  to  the  West  India 
Trade  Bill,  and  consequently  the  Schedules  are  the  same  in  both  for  the  sake  of 
uniformity,  alth.ougli  they  are  not  so  applicable  to  the  nature  of  the  trade  in  the 
one  case  as  in  the  other.  I  should  have  been  happy  if  the  application  of  the  general 
system  to  the  inland  trade  of  the  Provinces,  and,  at  least  with,  respect  to  the  duties, 
could  have  been  dispensed  with,  but  I  do  not  consider  the  failure  in  this  respect 
of  much  consequence.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Colonial  Legislatures  are  not 
restrained  from  adding  to  the  duties  imposed  by  this  Act;  so  that  it  is  still  in 
their  discretion  to  protect  their  own  agriculture  by  prohibitory  duties  upon 
American  productions  if  they  deem  such  a  policy  wise.  It  is  only  provided  that 
not  less  than  these  duties  shall  l»e  levied :  higher  duties  even  now  existing  are  not 
repealed.  This  will  be  seen  in  the  third  clause  of  the  Act,  and  in  the  West  India 
Act  the  same  provision  is  extended  to  all  the  Colonies. 

The  greatest  difficulty  I  experienced  was  to  prevent  the  inland  intercourse 
between  the  Canadas  and  the  United  States  from  being  limited,  as  the  trade  is 
in  an  express  clause  in  the  Ceneral  Colonial  Act  to  the  articles  enumerated  in  the 
Schedule,  which,  considering  the  peculiar  situation  of  Upper  Canada,  so  far  from 
the  ocean,  would  have  been  most  ruinous,  henceforth  all  the  salt,  ironware,  mill- 
stones, machinery  of  all  kinds  and  every  cumbrous  article  must  have  come  up 
the  St.  Lawrence  at  an  expense  greater  than  their  present  value,  and  we  should 
have  been  precluded  from  getting  a  multitude  of  trifling  articles  which,  from  our 
contiguity  to  the  United  iStates.  we  find  it  convenient  to  get  from  thence,  and  by 
which  the  trade  of  Great  Britain  is  in  no  degree  injured.  Upon  this  subject  1 
made  frequent  representations,  and  it  was  at  last  placed  upon  the  desired  footing; 
so  it  will  be  found  there  is  nothing  in  the  present  Act  to  prevent  getting  other 
articles  from  the  United  States  than  those  enumerated  upon  such  terms  as  we 
please,  subject,  however,  to  the  restrictions  of  the  navigation  laws,  that  tleij  must 
he  in  British  bottoms,  for  it  is  only  in  respect  of  the  enumerated  articles  that  that 
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restriction  is  relaxed.  And  it  is  very  material  that  the  operation  of  the  Act  in 
this  respect  should  be  distinctly  noticed,  because  the  necessity  conceived  for  the 
express  enactments  to  allow  the  partial  relaxation  of  the  navigation  laws  upon 
the  inland  waters  show  the  construction  of  the  Parliament  upon  their  general 
application  to  such  navigation,  no  less  than  the  particular  clause  in  which  they 
are  adverted  to.  There  was  formerly,  indeed,  under  the  words  of  the  7th  and  8th 
William  and  Mary,  no  room  for  doubt;  but  now  it  is  placed  beyond  the  possibility 
of  dispute,  that  no  articles  can  be  imported  into  the  Ports  of  Upper  or  Lower 
Canada  in  American  bottoms,  except  as  are  in  the  Schedule,  nor  any  carried  from 
Port  to  Port  in  either  Province  in  such  bottoms,  though  it  will  be  seen  in  the 
loth  section  of  the  Bill  that  all  articles  may  be  exported  from  our  Ports  to  the 
United  States  in  American  bottoms  as  in  other  colonies  by  the  "West  India  Act, 
for  it  was  intended  that  our  inland  intercourse  with  the  United  States  should  not 
be  subject  to  any  restriction  which  had  been  relaxed  in  the  other  Colonies,  and 
whether  it  would  be  prudent  that  that  intercourse  should  be  freed  from  thp 
restrictions  which  still  remain  (I  mean  as  to  carrying  in  foreign  bottoms)  is  a 
question  of  policy  on  which  there  may  be  different  opinions,  and  on  which  the 
.-entiments  of  the  Colonies  themselves  would,  I  dare  say,  receive  attention.  In  the 
meantime  the  effect  of  the  Act  is  as  I  have  stated  it,  and  it  is  necessary  it  shoiild 
be  clearly  understood. 

The  reasons  of  the  other  regulations  in  the  Canada  Act  are  sufficiently 
explained  in  the  several  enactments. 

The  provisions  for  adjusting  all  questions  of  revenue  between  the  Province? 
srarcely  require  explanation,  as  the  reasons  are  sufficiently  recited,  and  the  subject 
lias  been  already  so  much  discussed,  but  a  fear  they  may  be  misapprehended 
induces  me  to  make  a  few  remarks. 

The  claims  for  arrears  of  Provincial  duties  up  to  the  expiration  of  the  last 
agreement  is  confined' to  such  as  arise  under  the  several  agreements  themselves,  for 
it  is  considered  just  by  the  Government,  and  was  conceded  by  our  Commissioners 
at  the  last  meeting,  that  the  agreement  must  be  considered  final  for  the  periods  to 
which  they  refer,  and  that  it  is  only  to  be  inquired  whether  they  have  been  per- 
formed or  not,  an  enquiry  which  is  extended  to  "  The  fair  understanding  and  con- 
struction "  of  the  agreements  by  express  words  in  the  Act.  As  to  the  proportion 
of  duties  under  British  Acts  of  Parliament  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  perfectly  open 
to  Upper  Canada  to  state  any  claim  to  the  arbitrators,  and  to  adduce  evidence, 
oxi-ept  with  respect  to  such  periods  as  have  been  provided  for  by  agreements,  which 
is  only  that  included  within  the  agreement  of  1817;  but  the  decisions  of  such 
claims  must  rest  with  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury.  It  was  objected  to  hear  any 
principle  as  to  the  distribution'  of  those  duties  to  the  decision  of  the  arbitrators, 
and  I  concur  in  thinking  that  the  present  arrangement  in  that  respect  is  most 
yroper.  I  suggested  for  consideration  the  propriety  of  an  appeal  to  the  King  in 
Council,  or  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  from  the  decision  of  the  arbitrators,  where 
they  are  authorized  to  decide,  but  it  was  thought  it  would  be  inexpedient,  and  I 
i]iprehend  it  would  certainly  have  led  to  delay,  for  one  party  or  the  other  would 
have  appealed,  and  both  have  an  equal  chance  of  justice  before  the  arbitrators. 

The  23rd  clause  was  inserted  upon  a  suggestion  while  the  Bill  was  in  progress, 
Jind  of  course  can  be  in  no  otherwise  objectionable  than  as  it  is  merely  nugatory, 
"tocanse  there  are  but  three  things  which  arbitrators  can  be  called  by  the  Act  to 
.consider:  1st,  claims  for  arrears,  of  which  Lower  Canada  never  pretended  to  have 
any,  and  indeed  it  is  impossible  she  should,  as  the  agreeinents  necessarily  only  pro- 
vi/in  for  the  pavmont  to  us  of  a  proportion  by  that  Province,  as  the  receiver,  in 
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the  first  instance,  of  the  whole.  2ud,  to  declare  for  tlie  time  to  come  what  pro- 
portion we  shall  have  of  the  Provincial  duties  levied  on  importations  by  sea,  and 
on  this  head  it  is  impossible  Lower  Canada  can  have  any  claim,  because  she  holds 
everything  till  it  is  decided  what  part  she  is  to  pay  us,  which  is  the  only  question. 
Thirdly,  to  claims  to  the  distribution  of  duties  under  British  Acts,  and  to  report 
them  for  the  decision  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  and  here  the  possibility  of 
reciprocal  claims  is  supposed  and  expressly  provided  for.  However,  the  clause 
does  no  harm,  as  it  carries  the  appearance  of  reciprocity,  and  if  there  was  room 
for  the  reality  it  would  be  but  just  the  provision  should  exist. 

The  proportion  of  the  1-5  of  the  duties  levied  since  the  1st  July,  1819,  is  all  that 
would  be  conceded;  as  that  was  the  last  ratio  established,  indeed  it  could  not  be  ex- 
liceted  that  the  Government  would  propose  more  without  an  actual  investigation  and 
evidence  of  increased  consumption,  and  besides,  our  Commissioners  had  offered 
to  accept  it.  I  knew  the  present  state  of  our  finances,  and  the  encumbrances  upon 
them  would  not  admit  of  delay  in  the  receipt  now  due;  and  therefore  I  consented 
to  the  1-5  for  a  period  not  later  than  July,  1824;  but  it  will  be  found  by  a  careful 
perusal  of  the  Act,  particularly  the  27th  clause,  that  it  remains  open  to  Upper 
Canada  to  urge  a  claim  to  a  proportion  of  the  14th  Geo.  Ill,  greater  than  1-5  upon 
the  principles  explained  in  the  report  since  the  expiration  of  the  last  provisional 
agreement,  which  claim  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  will  decide  upon,  and  that  in 
the  meantime  1-5  of  those  duties  also  will  for  the  present  be  received. 

This  provision  with  respect  to  the  proceeds  of  duties  under  14th  Geo.  Ill 
extends  generally  to  the  future. 

The  19th  clause  renders  necessary  a  previous  understanding  between  the  two 
Provinces  respecting  the  imposition  of  duties,  which  it  is  but  just  should  have  place, 
as  both  are  directly  interested. 

Nothing  further  occurs  to  me  respecting  these  or  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  of  the  others  I  have  remarked  upon. 

It  will  readily  b6  supposed  many  other  modifications  have  come  under  consider- 
ation, which,  as  they  were  not  adopted,  it  is  needless  to  advert  to,  but  I  hope  it 
will  be  found  generally  that  the  different  views  of  the  subject  were  not  overlooked.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  for  the  information  of  His  Honor  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  that  the  Bill  which  His  Majesty's  Government  had  deter- 
mined previously  to  my  letter  to  you  of  the  16th  of  May  to  propose  to  Parliament, 
and  of  wliich  I  communicated  to  you  the  heads,  was  submitted  to  the  Law  Officers 
of  the  Crown,  whose  consideration  of  it  necessarily  occupies  Pome  time,  and  retards 
its  introduction;  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  having  in  the  mean- 
time deemed  it  advisable  to  incorporate  with  the  Bill  the  provisions  for  regulating 
the  inland  intercourse  of  the  Canadas  with  the  United  States  of  America,  which 
the  change  of  system  lately  adopted  with  respect  to  the  trade  of  the  British  Colonies 
rendered  necessary,  a  further  delay  was  occasioned ;  and  near  the  end  of  the  month 
of  May  the  Bill,  embracing  those  regulations  of  trade,  and  the  several  enactments 
of  which  I  had  sent  you  the  heads,  was  brought  into  the  House  of  Commons  by 
Mr.  Wilmot,  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies.  The  extreme  pressure 
of  business  before  Parliament  occasioned  the  subsequent  postponement  of  its  sub- 
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sequent  stages  from  day  to  day,  but  as  soon  as  it  could  again  be  taken  up  it  was 
read  a  second  time  without  opposition  and  pased  through  Committee,  and,  at  the 
instance  of  His  Majesty's  Government,  it  was  ordered  to  be  re-committed  on  a  day 
as  distant  as  the  advanced  period  of  the  Session  would  admit,  and  in  the  mean- 
time to  be  printed.  One  of  the  copies  of  the  Bill  thus  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
Commons  I  have  lately  sent  you.  Upon  the  discussion  which  took  place  after  this 
delay  several  members  objected  strenuously  to  the  immediate  passing  of  that  part 
of  the  Bill  which  provided  for  the  union  of  the  Legislatures  on  the  ground  that 
it  did  not  appear  that  the  people  of  the  two  Provinces  were  aware  that  so  great 
a  change  was  contemplated,  and  that  they  might  have  objections  to  offer  which, 
whatever  might  be  the  decision  upon  them  ultimately,  it  was  contended  they 
ought  to  have  an  opportunity  of  urging. 

The  expediency  of  the  change  proposed  was  not  denied  in  the  discussion,  and 
it  was  affirmed  by  those  who  interceded  for  the  delay  that,  admitting  the  union  to 
be  expedient,  the  terms  upon  which  it  was  proposed  by  the  Bill  to  effect  it  appeared 
equitable  and  proper. 

The  objection  went  only  to  the  inexpediency  of  passing  a  Bill  at  the  late 
period  of  the  session,  effecting  an  important  change,  of  which  it  was  alleged,  there 
was  nothing  before  the  House  to  prove  the  necessity  which  had  not  been  denied 
on  the  part  of  either  of  the  Provinces,  and  to  which  it  was  possible  one  or  both 
might  be  very  much  opposed.  These  objections  were  over-ruled  by  a  great  majority 
of  the  members  present,  but  upon  a  subsequent  discussion,  which  took  place  upon 
the  .23rd  July,  His  Majesty's  Ministers,  finding  that  those  who  had  objected 
to  passing  during  the  present  session  those  claiises  which  respected  the  union  of 
the  Legislatures  persevered  in  their  opposition  on  the  grounds  they  had  first  taken, 
declared  themselves  unwilling  to  press  the  measure,  finding  it  did  not  meet,  as 
they  had  expected  it  would,  with  the  general  concurrence  of  the  House,  and  pro- 
posed themselves  what  had  been  suggested  on  the  former  debate,  that  so  much  of 
the  Bill  as  relates  to  the  constitution  of  the  Canadas  should  be  separated  from  the 
rest  and  brought  in  as  a  separate  Bill,  and  should  pass  so  far  through  its  ordinary 
stages  as  to  admit  of  its  being  printed  in  order  that  it  might  lie  over  for  considera- 
tion and  an  opportunity  be  afforded  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  two  Provinces  to 
make  any  representations  they  might  desire.  It  was  expressly  declared,  however, 
by  His  Majesty's  Ministers,  that  as  they  were  entirely  convinced  of  the  expediency 
and  even  of  the  necessity  of  the  measure,  they  onlv  deferred  it  for  the  present  lest 
the  opposition  which  had  unexpectedly  been  given  to  it,  though  only  with  respect 
to  the  time  of  its  passing,  might  excite  a  prejudice  against  the  Bill  in  the  minds 
of  the  people  of  Canada  and  induce  them  to  acquiesce  less  cheerfully  than  they 
otherwise  would  in  any  practical  inconveniences  Avhich  might  be  felt  at  first  from 
the  change.  That  they  would  therefore  give  time  for  an  expression  of  opinion,  but 
that  they  would  proceed  with  the  measure  the  next  session  unless  some  good  grounds 
should  be  shown  for  supposing  that  the  union  contemplated  would  be  injurious  to 
the  great  interests  of  the  Provinces ;  that  though  they  acceded  to  it,  they  regretted 
the  delay  of  a  measure  which  appeared  to  them  the  best  calculated  to  remove  all 
future  differences  between  the  two  Canadas,  and  to  promote  their  ultimate  security 
and  prosperity,  and  which  they  thought,  had  it  passed  as  they  anticipated,  by  the 
unanimous  voice  of  the  British  Parliament,  would  have  been  received  with  the  same 
conviction  by  the  Provinces  themselves.  With  this  declaration  of  their  impression 
and  declaration  of  their  intentions  for  the  future  they  moved  that  the  Committee 
should  be  instructed  to  divide  the  Bill  before  the  House  into  two  parts ;  and  that  the 
first,   comprehending  the  proposed  union,  should  be  proceeded  in  no  further  at 
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present  than  the  second  reiuling;  that  it  might  be  printed  and  lie  over  to  the  next 
Session.  The  latter  part  of  the  Bill,  embracing  the  provision  for  regulating  the 
inland  trade  of  the  Canadas  with  the  United  States,  and  the  several  enactments 
for  investigating  and  settling  the  claims  of  the  Upper  Province  upon  the  Lower, 
and  respecting  the  future  distribution  of  the  duties  to  be  levied  in  the  latter  Pro- 
vince upon  importations  by  sea,  of  the  urgent  necessity  of  which  enactments,  as 
well  as  of  their  justice  the  House  declared  themselves  satisfied,  was  on  a  subsequent 
day  reported  by  the  Committee.  The  postponement  of  the  proposed  union  of  the 
Legislatures,  and  the  possibility  of  His  ]\Lajesty's  Government  upon  further  con- 
sideration relinquishing  the  measure  entirely  (which  supposition,  however,  I  have 
not  the  slightest  ground  for  entertaining)  rendered  it  necessary  to  provide  in  the 
P)ill  about  to  be  passed  against  the  recurrence  of  future  inconvenience  to  Upper 
Canada  from  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Lower  Province,  which  would  not 
have  been  necessary,  or  which  could  not  consistently  have  been  done  had  the  Legis- 
latures of  the  Canadas  been  united.  I  therefore  submitted  the  clauses  28  and  29 
in  the  Act  as  it  has  passed  nearly  in  the  terms  which  I  had  first  proposed  them  in 
the  draft  which  I  had  laid  before  Earl  Bathurst  previously  to  the  measure  of  uniting 
the  Legislatures  being  resolved  upon  by  His  Majesty's  Government. 

The  necessity,  also,  of  protecting  the  exports  of  Upper  Canada  against  taxation, 
direct  or  indirect,  by  the  Legislature  of  Lower  Canada,  which  is  much  insisted  upon 
in  the  report,  impelled  me  to  press  for  the  adoption  of  the  clause  No.  30  in  the 
Act;  and  I  accordingly  submitted  it  to  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  with  the  ex- 
planations contained  in  my  letter  to  him,  of  which  a  copy  is  sent  herewith,  marked 
"A."  Objections  were  called  for  and  urged  in  writing  on  the  part  of  Lower  Canada 
against  this  clause,  as  against  the  enactments  before  proposed,  and  Earl  Bathurst 
having  decided  upon  the  reasonableness  of  affording  the  protection,  it  was  submitted 
and  passed  by  the  Houses  with  these  and  other  amendments  rendered  necessary  by 
the  division  of  the  Bill;  it  passed  through  its  subsequent  stages  and  was  assented 
to  on  the  3rd  August.  The  clause  respecting  tenures  of  lands  in  Lower  Canada 
having  at  the  suggestion  of  several  members  in  the  House  of  Commons  been  incor- 
porated with  it  as  being  one  of  unquestionable  benefit,  and  not  connected  with  the 
measure  of  imiting  the  Legislatures,  nor  requiring  on  that  account  to  be  postponed. 
I  now  transmit  to  you  to  be  laid  before  His  Excellency  the  Act  which  was  passed, 
with  such  explanations  as  occur  to  me  stated  in  the  paper  marked  "  B,"  and  also  a 
copy,  printed  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Commons,  of  the  Bill  for  uniting  the 
Legislatures,  which  it  is  intended  to  propose  again  in  the  next  Session  of  Parliament. 

With  respect  to  the  first,  I  am  confident  in  my  expectations  that  the  provisions 
it  contains  for  adjusting  the  claims  of  Upper  Canada,  and  for  preventing  future 
injury  to  its  trade  or  revenue  by  the  acts  of  the  other  Province,  will  be  acceptable 
to  His  Excellency,  and  satisfactory  to  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature;  as  they  con- 
firm in  all  respects  the  principles  contended  for,  and  afford,  as  nearly  as  possible, 
the  remedies  recommended  by  the  report.  The  pleasure  I  feel  at  the  successful 
issue  of  exertions  which  have  necessarily  been  attended  with  much  anxiety  from  my 
impression  of  the  value  of  the  objects  contended  for,  greater  even  with  respect  to 
the  future  than  the  past,  would  be  much  lessened  if  I  did  not  think  every  one  of 
the  provisions  perfectly  reconciled  with  the  just  rights,  and  by  no  means  injurious 
to  the  fair  interests  of  Lower  Canada;  and  even  with  this  conviction  on  my  mind 
it  is  a  strong  additional  source  of  satisfaction  that  not  on6  of  these  measures  was 
decided  upon,  or  even  discussed  or  proposed,  before  His  Majesty's  Government,  but 
in  the  presence  of  gentlemen  who,  though  they  were  not  accredited  agents  of  Lower 
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Canada,  were  from  their  situation  and  experience  in  that  Province  perfectly  ac- 
quainted with  its  interests,  and  well  qualified  by  their  talents  to  represent  them; 
and  that  objections  from  those  persons  to  the  claims  of  Upper  Canada  were  not 
only  received  but  called  for. 

With  respect  to  the  Bill  for  effecting  the  proposed  union.  His  Excellency  will 
readily  understand  from  my  former  communications  how  much  I  have  been  relieved 
by  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  disposed  of,  as  it  will  afford  to  both  Provinces 
an  opportunity  of  considering  beforehand  the  probable  consequences  of  a  very 
material  change  in  their  constitution ;  which  with  all  the  reflection  I  have  been  able 
to  give  it  I  confess  I  should  be  extremely  sorry  upon  my  own  judgment,  unaided 
by  the  opinion  of  those  equally  interested  in  its  operation,  to  be  in  any  degree  instru- 
mental in  promoting  or  defeating. 

On  the  one  hand,  had  my  first  impression  with  respect  to  the  policy  of  uniting 
the  Legislatures  been  other  than  it  was,  I  should  not  have  ventured  (especially  in 
the  particular  situation  in  which  I  stood)  without  being  instructed,  and  even  with- 
out being  acquainted  with  the  sentiments  of  His  Excellenc}',  or  of  the  Legislature 
or  the  people  of  the  Province  to  urge  a  measure  of  so  important  and  delicate  a 
nature.  On  the  other  hand,  being  the  bearer  of  an  appeal  from  the  Legislature  of 
Upper  Canada,  which  stated  injuries  resulting  from  the  present  relative  situation 
of  the  two  Provinces,  which  it  was  declared  must  be  ruinous  if  suffered  to  continue, 
and  for  which  an  entire  reliance  was  expressed  in  the  wisdom  of  His  Majesty  io 
provide  us  a  remedy,  I  felt  that  I  should  be  acting  most  inconsistently  with  the 
situation  in  which  I  stood,  if,  vrithout  instructions,  and  merely  on  my  own  idea 
of  their  unfitness,  I  should  fly  in  the  face  of  the  measures  which  His  Majesty's 
Government  proposed  as  most  likely  to  yield  us  the  security  we  desired,  and  which, 
for  all  I  knew,  might  appear  in  the  same  light  to  most  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Pro- 
vince. It  appeared  to  me  clearly  that  I  could  do  no  more  than  press  respectfully 
the  adoption  of  other  measures  which  appeared  to  me  preferable,  and  to  state  plainly 
to  the  Government  the  result  of  my  own  consideration  as  to  the  inconveniences 
which  might  be  apprehended,  and  the  benefits  which  might  safely  be  anticipated 
from  a  union;  and  this  I  did  as  fully  as  was  in  my  power,  not  merely  in  a  written 
paper,  in  which  what  occurred  to  me  was  necessarily  thrown  together  hastily,  and 
on  the  first  impression,  but  also  verbally,  on  all  occasions  upon  which  I  was  con- 
sulted. Indeed  the  ready  access  afforded  to  me,  and  to  all  who  manifested  any 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  Canada,  while  these  measures  were  under  discussion,  and 
the  unreserved  personal  communications  with  which  we  were  honored  by  Earl 
Bathurst  and  by  the  Under  Secretary  of  State,  prevented  the  necessity  of  a  written 
correspondence. 

When  His  Majesty's  Government,  after  hearing  all  that  could  be  urged,  re- 
solved to  propose  the  union,  and  when  I  knew  that  many  members  of  the  House 
of  Commons  who  frequently  opposed  the  measures  of  the  Government  were  sup- 
porters of  this,  and  there  was  every  reason  to  believe  it  would  meet  with  general 
concurrence,  I  perceived  clearly  that  unqualified  opposition  on  my  part,  had  I 
thought  the  measure  decidedly  called  for  it,  besides  being  fruitless  and  in  the  char- 
acter in  which  I  stood  unwarranted  might  have  embarrassed  and  rendered  ineffectual 
my  applications  upon  the  other  points,  and  would  have  deprived  me  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  interceding  for  those  modifications  of  the  proposed  union  which,  if  the 
Bill  should  pass,  will  secure  the  inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada,  I  think  in  the  most 
important  points  as  much  as  they  can  be  secured  under  the  change  of  circumstances; 
and  which  perhaps  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  inhabitants,  render  the  measure  ulti- 
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niately  beneficial  to  the  Province,  and  reconcile  them  to  any  present  practical  in- 
conveniences that  cannot  be  avoided. 

It  may  be  satisfactory  to  His  Excellency  (inasmuch  as  I  may  be  supposed  to 
have  been  governed  by  instructions  received  before  my  departure)  to  learn  that  the 
line  of  conduct  which  I  had  pursued  with  respect  to  the  union  was  distinctly  stated 
by  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  in  the  House  of  Commons.  In  answer  to  a  sug- 
gestion expressed  by  a  Member  that  it  was  a  measure  urged  by  Upper  Canada  by  its  * 
agent  in  opposition  to  the  interests  and  wishes  of  Lower  Canada,  he  corrected 
the  misapprehension  by  declaring  that  it  originated  entirely  with  His  Majesty's 
Government,  and  was  not  at  the  instance  of  either  Province;  that  so  far 
from  soliciting  it  on  the  part  of  Upper  Canada  I  had  resisted  it  in  its  introduction, 
and  had  never  urged  publicly  or  privately,  that  I  had  afforded  every  information 
required  of  me  and  had  stated  merely  my  own  impression  as  to  the  arguments  for 
and  against  it. 

What  may  be  the  opinion  entertained  in  Upper  Canada  upon  the  policy  of  the 
Bill  as  it  now  stands,  I  am  altogether  at  a  loss  to  anticipate,  and  now  that  an  oppor- 
tunity is  afforded  of  judging  of  it  in  all  its  details  it  is  unnecessary  that  I  should 
express  my  own;  because  it  is  no  longer  of  consequence.  It  is  due,  however,  to  the 
confidence  reposed  in  me,  to  state  everything  within  my  knowledge  which  may  give 
to  the  Province  the  full  benefit  of  the  delay  which  has  occurred.  And  I  will,  there- 
fore, add  that  it  appears  to  me  His  Majesty's  Government  remains  as  strongly  im- 
pressed as  ever  with  the  conviction  that  the  contemplated  union  would  very  much 
add  to  the  importance  and  promote  the  prosperity  of  both  Provinces,  and  that  I 
have,  therefore,  no  doubt  as  to  their  present  determination  to  press  the  Bill  during 
the  next  Session.  And  as  it  must  be  obvious  that  neither  the  Government  nor  the 
Parliament  of  this  countrj'-  can  be  influenced  in  their  adoption  of  the  measure  by 
any  other  possible  motive  than  a  desire  to  advance  the  welfare  and  increase  the  value 
of  the  colonies ;  so  it  must  be  expected  that  if,  notwithstanding  any  objections  that 
may  be  urged,  it  shall  appear  that  the  union  will  be  greatly  beneficial  to  the  two 
Provinces  combined,  an  apprehension  of  slight  practical  inconveniences  to  either, 
or  a  more  general  repugnance  to  the  measure,  not  accounted  for  on  rational  grounds 
will  not  be  suffered  to  prevent  it.  I  state  this  in  order  to  impress  my  conviction 
that  it  will  be  important  principally  to  consider  the  permanent  consequences  and 
the  balance  of  good  or  evil  likely  to  arise,  and  I  should  feel  it  a  great  injustice  to 
His  Majesty's  Government  not  to  add  an  assurance  from  my  own  experience  that 
representations  upon  these  subjects  respectfully  urged  will  be  sure  to  be  patiently 
received  and  most  scrupulously  weighed. 

As  to  the  probable  determination  of  Parliament  upon  the  measure,  I  can  only 
state  that  I  attended  the  discussions  on  the  Bill  and  that  I  heard  no  opposition  what- 
ever offered  to  the  principle,  but  that  the  expediency  of  uniting  the  Legislatures 
seemed  to  be  the  prevailing  opinion,  and  that  had  the  Government  passed  it  the  last 
Session  the  number  of  those  who  resisted  it  on  the  ground  of  time  only  was  by  no 
means  sufficient  to  have  prevented  the  Bill  passing.  I  mention  these  facts  that  they 
may  assist  in  forming  a  judgment  of  the  probable  issue  of  the  measure.  It  was 
suggested  in  discussion  in  the  House  that  witnesses  should  be  examined  at  the  bar, 
as  in  the  year  1791,  and  either  Province  heard  by  counsel  if  it  requested  it.  What 
steps  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  may  take  I  cannot  conjecture.  Some  few  mer- 
chants here  connected  with  that  Province  petitioned  at  a  very  late  period  of  the 
Session  in  favor  of  the  Bill,  and  their  Petition  has  been  ordered  to  be  printed.   Other 
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gentlemen  of  the  same  class  prefer  a  remonstrance  to  His  Majesty's  Government 
against  it,  and  Mr.  Marryatt,  a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons,  declared  that 
he  had  received  many  communications  from  persons  connected  with  that  Province 
who  were  unfriendly  to  the  union.  One  thing  strikes  me  as  most  important  to  be 
attended  to,  whatever  may  he  the  opinion  as  to  the  Bill  in  its  present  shape,  and 
that  is,  if  the  change  does  take  place  and  in  consequence  of  the  representations  of 
Lower  Canada  it  should  be  effected  upon  terms  which  will  give  to  Upper  Canada  less 
influence  in  the  joint  representation,  or  without  any  of  the  restrictions  interposed 
to  secure  its  interests,  it  may  have  the  effect  of  making  the  latter  Province  a  mere 
dependency  upon  the  other;  which  I  cannot  but  believe  would  be  very  fatal  to  its 
growing  prosperit}^,  and  that  consequently  it  is  most  important  if  the  Bill  should 
pass  that  it  should  pass  in  these  respects  unaltered. 

Nothing  further  occurs  to  me  which  it  can  be  of  service  to  state  respecting 
this  measure,  but  it  remains  that  I  should  entreat  His  Excellency's  earliest  atten- 
tion to  the  very  perplexing  situation  in  which  I  am  placed  by  its  being  thus  depend- 
ing. The  business  which  I  was  deputed  to  urge  is  fully  accomplished  by  the  Act 
which  I  now  send  out,  and  nothing  remains  of  those  matters  with  which  I  am 
officially  charged  which  should  longer  detain  me  from  the  discharge  of  my  public 
duties  in  the  Province,  or  from  attending  to  my  private  affairs,  from  which  much 
longer  separation  will  be  attended  with  severe  inconvenience  and  loss;  but,  feeling 
deeply  the  interest  which  attaches  to  the  approaching  discussion,  it  appears  to  me 
that  though  the  confidence  of  the  Government  and  of  the  Legislature  was  reposed 
in  me  for  other  purposes  which  are  fulfilled,  I  must  in  this  unforeseen  state  of  things 
consider  myself  so  far  the  public  agent  that  I  cannot,  at  lea-st  without  the  sanction 
of  His  Excellency,  withdraw  myself  from  this  country  before  the  measure  is  dis- 
posed of,  in  the  result  of  which  and  indeed  in  its  minutest  detail,  the  future  political 
state  of  the  Province,  and  consequently  its  future  welfare  and  happiness,  are  so 
deeply  concerned. 

To  attend  to  the  further  progress  of  this  measure,  as  representing  the  interests 
of  L^pper  Canada,  involves  a  responsibility  which  I  would  not  willingly  see  com- 
mitted to  other  hands,  but  which,  if  possessed  of  the  confidence  and  informed  of 
the  sentiments  and  wishes  of  the  Province,  I  could  not  properly  decline;  and  from 
which  at  all  events  I  should  feel  it  a  reproach  to  fly.  It  would  be  very  gratifying 
to  me  to  assist  in  the  deliberations  to  which  the  agitation  of  this  question  will  prob- 
ably lead  in  the  Legislature  of  the  Province,  but  not  yet  determined  what  course 
to  take  in  a  situation  which  many  considerations  concur  to  render  very  embarrass- 
ing. I  have  endeavored  in  this  and  former  communications  to  put  His  Excellency 
in  possession  of  all  the  information  which  I  could  communicate  were  I  present  either 
respecting  the  Bill  depending  or  the  Act  which  has  been  passed. 

I  forgot  whether  in  my  note,  written  hastily  to  you  immediately  on  my  per- 
ceiving the  probability  of  the  present  result  of  the  discussion  before  Parliament, 
I  made  any  observation  on  the  situation  in  which  it  placed  me.  If  in  the  satis- 
faction I  felt  in  the  prospect  of  that  result  such  a  consideration  did  not  so  imme- 
diately occur  to  me,  I  think  it  will  not  have  failed  to  suggest  itself  to  His  Excellency, 
and  I  earnestly  hope  I  may  receive  some  communication  from  you  in  answer  to  that 
note  which  may  put  me  in  possession  of  His  Excellency's  sentiments  on  that  head. 
If  not,  I  take  the  liberty  of  begging  to  be  favored  with  them  as  speedily  as  possible 
in  reply  to  this  letter.  In  the  former  case  the  communication  would  certainly 
arrive  in  time,  and  in  the  latter  it  possibly  might  to  enable  me  to  return  to  Canada 
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so  as  to  attend  the  Session  of  the  Legislature  at  tlie  ordinary  period,  if  His  Excel- 
lency should  think  I  might  with  propriety  leave  this  country.

this  Province  without  the  limits  of  any  described  county  or  township  thereof.' " 

The  deputation  having  withdrawn,  the  Bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  on 
motion  made  and  seconded,  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  Tuesday  next. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee 
of  the  Wliole  to  take  into  consideration  the  messages  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  received  3'esterday,  and  to  prepare  addresses  in  answer  thereto. 
House  in  Committee.     Mr.  Strachan  in  the  Chair. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair.  The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  taken  the  said  messages  into  consideration  and  have  prepared  addresses  in 
answer  to  them,  which  they  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  House.  Ordered 
that  the  report  be  accepted,  and  on  motion  made  and  seconded,  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed and  read  again  this  day. 

Messrs.  Crookshanks  and  Markiand  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  enquire 
when  His  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  receive  the  addresses,  and  to  present  the 
same. 
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Pursuant  to  order,  the  addresses,  being  engrossed,  were  again  read,  and  the 
question  being  put  upon  each  respectively  if  it  do  now  pass,  was  carried  in  the 
affirmative;  whereupon  the  Speaker  signed  the  same. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  adjourned  till  Monday  next,  at  2 
o'clock  p.m.

The  Lieutenant  Governor  thinks  proper  to  transmit  copies  of  a  communication 
from  the  Commissioner  in  England  by  which  his  detention  at  the  seat  of  Govern- 
ment will  be  made  known  to  the  Hon.  the  Legislative  Council. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor,  while  congratulating  the  House  upon  this  event  as 
likely  to  have  an  influence  highly  favorable  to  the  interests  of  this  Colony  in  the 
important  arrangements  now  depending  in  the  Councils  of  the  Parent  State,  feels 
confident  that  the  Hon.  Legislative  Council  will  not  fail  to  concur  in  placing  at 
his  disposal  means  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  a  service  which  must  thus 
be  protracted  far  beyond  the  period  originally  contemplated.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Your  letter  of  the  21st 
October,  1822,  in  which  you  conveyed  to  me  the  wish  of  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  that  as  the  objects  of  my  mission  to  England  had  been 
accomplished  it  might  be  convenient  to  me  to  return  to  my  duties  in  that  Province 
by  the  middle  of  January,  or  as  soon  after  as  circumstances  would  admit;  and  I 
beg  to  state  to  you  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
that  being  at  that  time  in  constant  communication  with  the  Colonial  Office  on 
several  matters  involving  the  interests  of  Upper  Canada;  and  being  more  particu- 
larly engaged  in  assisting  in  the  details  of  a  plan  for  promoting  emigration  to 
Upper  Canada  by  the  aid  of  the  Government  upon  a  system  which  is  at  present 
under  consideration,  and  which  if  it  shall  ultimately  be  adopted  cannot  fail  to  be 
of  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  Province,  I  lost  no  time  in  acquainting  Earl 
Bathurst  with  the  necessity  for  my  immediate  departure  from  England,  by  trans- 
mitting to  him  your  letter  of  the  21st  October,  with  a  note  from  myself,  of  which 
T  enclose  you  a  copy. 

His  Lordship  was  absent  from  London  at  the  time,  but  the  Under  Secretary 
of  State  requested  me  to  remain  until  I  should  hear  from  His  Lordship,  and 
yesterday  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Wilmott  of  which  I  transmit  you  a  copy. 

His  Excellency  will  perceive  by  this  letter,  that  my  stay  in  this  country  is 
necessarily  protracted  beyond  the  period  to  which  it  would  have  otherwise  been 
limited  upon  the  receipt  of  the  instructions  conveyed  in  your  letter  of  the  21st  of 
October,  for  which  I  have  been  waiting  with  anxiety,  doubtful  whether  under 
existing  circumstances  it  would  be  most  proper  for  me  to  remain  longer  in  this 
country,  or  to  return  to  Upper  Canada.

Your  Excellency  will  perceive  that  the  Legisla- 
tive Council' do  not  feel  themselves  called  upon  to  pronounce  any  opinion  on  the 
contemplated  change,  concerning  the  general  policy  of  which  they  are  unable  to 
decide. 

They  have  seen  the  Province  gradually  changing  from  a  dreary  wilderness  to 
a  Iruitful  and  populous  country  under  former  Administrations,  but  since  Your 
Exi-ellencys  appointment  to  the  Government  the  progress  of  improvement  has  been 
vastly  more  rapid,  tlie  settlements  have  been  widely  extended  on  every  side,  and 
in  the  short  space  of  four  years  the  organized  parts  of  the  province  have  been 
nearly  doubled  and  the  population  greatly  increased.

able stock  or  stocks  and  did  make  transfers  and  assignments  of  share  or  shares 
therein ;  and  that  the  said  association,  partnership,  or  company  of  persons  did  issue 
promissory  notes  and  bills,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  acted  in  viola- 
tion of  a  Statute  made  in  the  fourteenth  3'ear  of  the  reign  of  George  11,  intituled 
"An  Act  for  restraining  and  pre\enting  several  unwarrantable  schemes  ami  under- 
takings in  His  Majesty's  Colonies,  and  plantations  in  America,"  which  Statute 
your  Committee  finds  in  their  opinion  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  and  unrepealed 
by  any  subsequent  law  or  by  construction. 

Your  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  at  the  time  of  the  formation  of 
this  Society,  company  or  partnership,  the  parties  therein  concerned  were  not  aware 
that  their  scheme  or  undertaking  was  unwarrantable,  or  that  the  practice  was  ex- 
travagant or  mischievous;  as  many  persons  therein  engaged  were  men  of  character 
and  reputation  and  would  have  relinquished  and  wholly  foreborne  to  have  further 
acted  therein.  Yet,  until  the  insolvency  of  this  association,  the  company  or 
partnership,  no  public  charge  b}"  indictment  or  information  hath  been  preferred 
against  them,  nor  at  present  is  it  within  the  knowledge  of  your  Committee  that  any 
such  subsists.  That  on  or  about  the  23rd  day  of  September  last  this  society  or 
association  did  become  insolvent,  stopped  payment,  and  did  not  pay  and  discharge 
such  sum  or  sums  due  their  several  notes  or  bills  issued  according  to  the  tenor  of 
such  notes  or  bills;  whereby  great  and  many  grievances,  prejudice  and  inconven- 
ience have  been  suffered  by  great  numbers  of  His  Majesty's  subjects. 

That  the  several  individual  members  of  this  society,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
who  have  acted  either  as  President,  Cashier,  Teller,  Directors  or  Stockholders  are 
alive  and  in  their  circumstances  able  to  pay  and  discharge  all  the  claims  such 
society  are  liable  to  by  reason  of  this  unwarrantable  scheme  or  undertaking  under 
the  authority  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  George  II. 

It  therefore  becomes  a  question,  does  this  Statute,  under  all  the  local  con- 
siderations, afford  such  a  remedy  to  the  public  as  will  give  satisfaction  without  a 
recurrence  to  the  Legislature  of  this  Province  for  affording  a  more  specific  or 
effectual  relief  than  the  law  at  present  affords. 

It  does  not,  as  most  fully  appears  from  evidence  given  before  your  Committee, 
afford  a  sufficient  remedy,  but  it  is  suggested  that  the  Bill  now  under  consideration 
of  your  Committee  will  afford  relief  for  the  reasons  following: — 

That  difficulties  would  occur  both  in  pleading,  and  evidence  under  the  British 
Statute  declaring  certain  associations,  and  particularly  such  as  the  late  Bank  ot 
Kingston,  a  nuisance,  which  are  apprehended  to  be  such  as  would  deter  any  creditor 
for  a  small  sum  from  seeking  any  remedy  under  it. 

That  there  is  no  certainty  before  you  actually  come  to  trial  that  any  given 
person  who  may  generally  be  supposed  a  party  concerned  is  concerned,  except 
the  individuals  whose  names  are  to  the  Bills. 

There  would  be  no  remedy  by  persons  concerned  ever  so  honestly  against  the 
Cashier  for  the  money  abstracted,  and  there  would  be  none  by  any  party  against 
another,  and  therefore  stockholders  originally  subscribing  to  the  institution  could 
not  recover  the  amount  of  any  Bills  they  might  since  have  become  possessed  of, 
because  they  would  be  considered  pariiceps  criminis. 

There  is  no  remedy  whatever  by  the  stockholders  under  the  British  xAict  to 
recover  from  the  persons  who  may  have  received  their  different  instalments  to  get 
the  same  back  again. 
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Your  Committee,  having  thus  ascertained  the  necessity  such  a  law  as  the  one 
now  proposed,  examined  the  evidence  on  which  its  provisions  are  founded,  from 
which  it  appeared  that  three  individuals  are  selected  from  the  whole  society  on 
whom  particular  disabilities  are  laid,  and  insinuations  of  fraud  are  stated,  without 
leaving  them  an  opportunity  of  defending  themselves  by  the  known  laws  of  the  land. 

Your  Committee  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  though  these  three  persons  may 
from  their  particular  situations  have  been  more  ostensibly  than  any  others  con- 
nected with  the  aforesaid  pretended  Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  yet  it  appears  to  your 
Committee  more  unexceptionable,  as  well  as  more  just,  that  the  names  not  only  of 
the  president,  cashier  and  teller,  but  of  all  the  Directors  of  the  Institution,  be 
inserted  in  the  Bill,  which  amendment  your  Committee  most  respectfully  recom- 
mends, and  likewise  a  pronsionary  clause  respecting  llth  Geo.  11,  Cap.  37.

present  Parliament  intituled  "  An  Act  to  reduce  into  one  act  the  several  laws  now 
in  force  establishing  district  courts  and'  regulating  the  practice  thereof,  and  also 
to  extend  the  powers  of  the  said  District  Courts,'  and  also  part  of  an  Act  passed 
during  the  present  Session,  intituled  *^  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of 
Courts  in  the  District  of  Bathurst  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,'  and 
also  to  alter  the  times  of  holding  the  District  and  Surrogate  Courts,  and  further 
to  extend  the  powers  of  the  said  District  Courts,"  reported  that  they  had  met  the 
Committee  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  when  the  following  amendments 
were  proposed: — 

In  the  second  clause  it  was  proposed  to  expunge  the  words  "  the  several  days 
upon,"  and  insert  "  the  Monday  of  the  week  in."  The  effect  of  this  amendment 
would  be  that  the  several  District  and  Surrogate  Court.s  shall  commence  on  the 
Monday  of  the  week  in  which  the  quarter  Sessions  shall  be  held.  It  was  also  pro- 
posed to  insert  at  the  end  of  the  clause  a  provision  as  follows : 

"  And  the  Judge  presiding  in  each  of  the  said  District  Courts  shall  make  his 
precept  for  summoning  the  jury  returnable  on  the  first  day  of  each  term  respect- 
ively, provided  always  that  no  jury  summoned  to  any  District  Court  in  this 
Province  shall  be  required  or  obliged  to  attend  at  such  Courts  for  a  longer  period 
than  one  week." 

In  the  third  clause  it  was  proposed  to  insert  the  words  "  the  expiration  of  six 
weeks,"  and  to  expunge  the  words  "  any  time."     This  amendment  if  adopted  would 
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give  to  defendants  a  period  of  six  weeks  after  verdict  rendered  before  any  judgment 
could  be  entered  up. 

It  was  proposed  to  expunge  the  fifth  clause  and  in  its  stead  to  insert  the 
following : 

"  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  plaintiff 
or  defendant  in  any  action  now  pending  or  hereafter  to  be  brought  in  any  District 
Court  in  this  Province,  to  sue  out  a  writ  or  writs  of  subpoena,  as  occasion  may 
require,  from  the  offiee  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown,  or  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Crown, 
in  any  District  in  this  Province,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  witness  or 
witnesses  resident  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  District  Court  in  which  such  action 
shall  be  brought  or  pending,  to  give  evidence  at  the  trial  of  such  action,  which  writ 
or  subpoena  shall  be  as  effectual,  and  the  person  or  persons  disobeying  the  same 
shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  if  the  said  action  had  been  commenced  and 
prosecuted  in  His  Majesty's  Court  of  King's  Bench  in  this  Province,  and  the  said 
Court  of  King's  Bench  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  proceed  against  the 
person  or  persons  disobeying  the  said  writ  or  writs  of  subpoena  as  in  other  cases  of 
contempt." 

The  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  consented  to  recommend  the  pro- 
posed amendments,  with  the  exception  of  that  to  the  tliird  clause  to  the  adoption  of 
their  House. 

The  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  were  induced  to  withhold  their 
assent  to  the  amendments  proposed  to  the  third  clause  by  the  consideration  that  if 
adopted  it  would  give  to  defendants  a  period  of  six  weeks^  more  than  accorded  to 
the  existing  laws  they  are  entitled  to  before  execution  could  be  issued  against 
them.

John  P.  Clement  claims  fifty  acres  of  land  south  half  Lot  107  in  the  Township 
of  Xiagara,  in  the  District  of  Xiagara,  forfeited  under  an  attainder  of 
judgment  of  death  against  Aaron  Stevens,  dated  22nd  May,  54th  Geo.  III.  This 
land  has  been  sold  by  the  Commissioners,  and  the  Bill  under  the  particular  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  is  to  re-vest  the  land  in  J.  P.  Clement  after  traverse  of  in- 
quisition. It  appears  there  is  no  clause  for  payment  of  costs  in  case  judgment  on 
the  traverse  shall  be  against  him. 

Jacob  Smith  claims  254  acres.  Lot  Xo.  13  in  the  1st  Concession  of  York,  with 
its  broken  front  on  the  Bay  side  of  the  Township  of  York,  forfeited  as  the  lands 
of  Matthias  Brown,  outlawed  for  high  treason,  9th  July,  1816.  This  sold  by  Com- 
missioners. The  word  "  said  "  before  "'  inquisition  "  to  be  expunged.  Petitioner 
claims  to  be  re-vested  in  the  land  on  payment  made  according  to  discretion  of  Com- 
missioners.    Xo  clause  for  payment  of  costs. 

George  De  Long  claims  Lot  Xo.  13  in  the  3rd  Concession  of  South  Crosby,  Dis- 
trict of  Johnstown,  containing  200  acres,  forfeited  by  Matthew  Franklin  as  an 
alien,  by  inquisition  dated  7th  Sept.,  1821.     Xot  sold  by  Commissioners 

George  Bates  claims  east  half  of  Lot  Xo.  17  in  the  4th  Eange  or  3rd  Conces- 
sion of  the  Township  of  Yonge,  District  of  Johnstown,  forfeited  by  Charles  Ruggles 
under  an  inquisition  19th  Xovember,  1817,  as  an  alien,  and  not  sold  by  the  Com- 
missioners.

but  the  House  making  the  amendments  is  not  called  upon  to  give  their  reasons.

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  was  also  pleased  to  withhold  His 
Majesty's  assent  to  the  following  Bill: 

An  Act  for  the  relief  of  John  P.  Clement. 

After  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  Address  the  Houses  of  the  Legis- 
Jature  in  the  following  words : 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House 
of  Assembly, — The  state  of  the  public  business  not  requiring  the  continuance  of 
your  deliberations,  I  think  it  proper  to  close  this  Session  of  the  Provincial 
Parliament. 

The  gratification  which  you  would  otherwise  have  enjoyed  in  promoting  works 
of  public  utility,  have  unavoidably  been  limited  by  the  temporary  diminution  in 
our  receipt  from  Quebec,  and  by  the  demand  upon  the  Public  Eevenue  for  defray- 
ing the  interest  of  the  projected  Loan  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  by  the  late 
war,  a  measure  which  was  proposed  for  your  co-operation  at  the  Opening  of  the 
Session.  The  Bill  which  you  have  presented  to  me  for  this  purpose  is  from  its 
nature  necessarily  reserved  for  the  signification  of  His  Majesty's  pleasure. 

The  consideration  which  j'^ou  have  given  to  the  laws  about  to  expire,  and  par- 
ticularly the  judicious  amendments  which  you  have  made  in  continuing  the  Act  for 
regulating  the  duty  on  Stills,  call  for  my  warm  acknowledgements. 

I  feel  persuaded  that  very  important  benefits  will  result  from  the  pains  which 
you  have  taken  in  order  to  procure  a  faithful  authoritative  record  of  judg- 
ments pronounced  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench. 

By  the  means  which  you  have  afforded  me,  though  not,  I  fear,  sufficiently 
amply  to  defray  the  charge  of  an  additional  Circuit  in  all  those  Districts  with 
which  there  may  be  a  suitable  communication  by  land  from  this  seat  of  Govern- 
ment, I  shall  nevertheless  be  enabled  to  establish  a  second  assize  in  those  which 
from  their  increase  in  population  call  for  it  in  a  more  particular  manner.  I  had 
lioped  it  might  have  been  found  possible  to  extend  the  advantage  of  such  Gaol  de- 
liveries to  other  parts  of  the  Province  by  some  enactment  which  would  enable 
prisoners  to  claim  the  privilege  of  trial  at  the  nearest  Assize,  and  I  hope  that  it  may 
hereafter  be  found  practicable  by  some  temporary  provision  to  accomplish  this 
object. 

By  these  measures  you  have  shown  yourselves  anxious  to  ensure  to  your  country 
those  solid  benefits  of  security,  peace,  and  good  order  which  are  only  to  be  com- 
pletely enjoyed  when  our  great  Constitutional  principle  of  Government  by  Law  is 
rendered  effectual  by  the  easy  and  upright  administration  of  justice. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembl}^ — I  thank  you  in  the  name  of  His 
]\Iajesty  for  the  supplies  you  have  unanimously  voted  for  the  service  of  this  year. 

Ill  addressing  you,  probably  for  the  last  time,  I  feel  much  gratified  in  being  en- 
abled to  express  to  you  my  approbation  of  the  principles  which  have  governed  your 
appropriation  of  the  Public  Means,  and  which  have  been  characterized  as  well 
by  a  scrupulous  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  people  as  by  a  proper  regard  to  the 
honorable  support  of  His  Majesty's  Government. 
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Honorable  Gentlemen  and  Gentlemen, — The  contemplated  Union  of  the  two 
Legislatures  is  still  depending  in  His  Majesty's  Councils,  in  which  I  am  authorized 
to  assure  you  there  still  exists  the  greatest  anxiety  to  promote  by  every  means 
the  interests,  safety,  and  prosperity  of  both  Canadas.  Whatever  measures  may  be 
finally  adopted  will  proceed  only  from  this  principle,  and  with  a  decided  aim  to 
accomplish  these  objects.  Such  are  your  Sovereign's  paternal  feelings  respecting 
this  valued  portion  of  His  Dominions.  Should  a  more  extensive  field  of  Legisla- 
tion be  opened  to  your  exertions  His  Majesty  entertains  a  confident  expectation 
that  you  will  carry  with  it  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  conciliation,  with  that  dispo- 
sition to  promote  His  Majesty's  honor  and  his  people's  welfare  which  has  so  emin- 
ently distinguished  your  conduct;  and  the  happy  eft'ects  of  which  have  been  mani- 
fest not  only  within  the  circle  of  this  Province,  but,  as  you  have  in  a  particular 
manner  experienced  on  late  occasions,  in  that  consideration  and  confidence  which 
it  has  acquired  for  the  representations  of  this  Legislature  with  the  Government  of 
the  Parent  State. 

The  Honorable  the  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council  then  said: — 

It  is  Hie  Excellency  Lieutenant  Governor's  will  and  pleasure  that  this  Pro- 
vincial Parliament  be  prorogued  until  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  April  next,  to 
be  then  here  holden,  and  the  Provincial  Parliament  is  prorogued  accordingly.

The  Proviucial  Legislature  having  been  by  Proclamation  prorogued  to  this 
day  at  half-past  two  o'clock  p.m.  the  House  met  accordingly

At  half-past  two  o'clock  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come 
to  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber  and  being  seated  on  the  Throne,  the  Gentle- 
man Usher  of  the  Black  Eod  was  directed  to  command  the  attendance  of  the 
Speaker  and  Members  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  at  the  Bar  of  this 
House,  and  they  being  come  thereto,  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  address  both 
Houses  of  the  Provincial  Parliament  in  the  following  words : 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House 
of  Assembly, — I  have  much  satisfaction  in  meeting  you  at  a  period  in  which  nothing 
in  the  situation  of  Foreign  affairs  appears  likely  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  United 
Empire;  when  a  spirit  of  contented  industry  and  obedience  to  the  Laws  prevails 
generally  among  the  people  of  this  Colony,  and  the  depression  of  value  in  the  chief 
productions  of  the  country,  consequent  upon  the  termination  of  the  war,  is  grad- 
ually diminishing. 

On  the  review  of  our  internal  condition,  I  am  sensible  that  much  benefit  has 
attended  the  wise  and  temperate  manner  in  which  those  powers  and  privileges  have 
been  exercised  which  are  vested  by  the  Constitution  in  this  great  Council  of  the 
Province. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly, — I  have  ordered  the  proper  officer  to  lay 
before  you  the  Public  Accounts,  and  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  I  rely 
on  your  wisdom  and  just  liberality  to  make  such  provision  as  shall  be  requisite  for 
the  proper  support  of  His  Majesty's  Government. 

I  am  not  at  present  enabled  to  inform  you  in  what  manner  the  recent  measures 
of  the  Imperial  Parliament  for  the  general  regulation  of  the  Colonial  Trade  have 
affected  that  portion  of  our  revenue  which  is  collected  at  the  port  of  Quebec,  but  a 
change  tending  to  remove  restrictions  upon  commerce  may  be  expected  naturally  to 
have  produced  a  result  beneficial  to  our  finances. 

Notwithstanding  the  economy  which  you  have  practised,  and  to  which  I  have 
always  been  desirous  to  give  effect,  I  regret  that  the  Provincial  Treasury  is  not 
in  a  situation  that  will  enable  you  to  afford  material  aid  to  the  variety  of  public 
objects  which  it  is  desirable  to  promote,  but  I  trust  that  at  no  very  distant  period 
the  resources  of  this  Colony  will,  without  any  severe  additional  burthens  on  the 
people,  rige  so  far  above  the  ordinary  demands,  that  it  will  be  in  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  give  an  effectual  impulse  to  public  improvement. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  and  Gentlemen, — Since  the  close  of  the  last  Session  the 
arbitrators  appointed  under  the  Canada  Trade  Act  have  reported  their  decision  on 
the  arrears  of  revenue  due  to  Upper  Canada  from  the  Sister  Colony;  the  amount 
awarded  has  not  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Province,  but  I  am  assured 
that  no  material  delay  is  to  be  apprehended. 
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You  will  doubtless  direct  your  atteutiou  to  such  Proviucial  Laws  as  are  about 
to  expire;  of  these  the  enactment  for  regulating  our  commercial  intercourse  with 
the  United  States  of  America  will  appear  of  most  immediate  importance,  and  to 
require  more  than  ordinary  consideration  in  order  that  its  provisions  may  be 
rendered  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  acts  which  have  been  recently  passed  by 
the  Imperial  Parliament  to  regalate  the  trade  of  the  British  Colonies  in  general, 
and  in  particular  of  His  Majesty's  North  American  Provinces. 

The  cordial  intercourse  so  happily  established  between  the  two  Houses  of  the 
Legislature  upon  a  practical  discernment  of  their  just  and  constitutional  relations, 
and  my  past  experience  of  your  public  spirit,  afford  me  the  best  assurance  that 
whatever  matters  of  general  interest  I  shall  find  it  expedient  to  bring  before  you, 
will  be  entertained  with  zeal  and  attention,  and  I  rely  upon  the  steady  continuance 
of  j^our  exertions  in  pursuit  of  such  objects  as  may  tend,  under  the  favor  of  Di\ane 
Providence,  to  improve  the  growing  resources  of  the  Country,  and  to  increase  and 
confirm  the  sound  Avelfare  of  the  people. 

The  House  of  Assembly  having  withdrawn,  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  was  pleased  to  retire. 

Prayers  were  read. 

The  Speaker  informed  the  House  that  he  was  in  possession  of  a  copy  of  His 
Excellency's  Speech,  which  he  read,  and  it  was  again  read  (pro  forma)  bv  the 
Clerk. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  a  Committee  be  appointed,  to  prepare  an 
address  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  answer  to  his  speech,  and 
the  Honorable  Messrs.  Baby,  Crookshank  and  Strachan  were  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee for  that  purpose. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow  at  3 
o'clock  p.m.

Participating  in  the  blessings  of  the  general  peace  enjoyed ~by .the  United 
Empire,  and  in  that  spirit  of  contented  industry  and  obedience  to  the  Laws  which 
prevails  among  the  people  of  this  Province,  we  most  cordially  join  in  the  satisfaction 
so  kindly  expressed  by  your  Excellency,  a  satisfaction  much  enhanced  by  the  im- 
proving value  of  the  chief  productions  of  the  Country,  which  had  become  greatly 
depressed  on  the  termination  of  the  late  war. 

We  cannot  but  feel  highly  gratified  to  learn  that  the  powers  and  privileges 
vested  in  us  by  the  Constitution  have  been  so  wisely  and  temperately  exercised  as 
to  have  been  attended,  in  your  Excellency's  opinion,  with  much  benefit  to  the 
Province.

Province  will,  without  any  very  material  delay,  .be  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

We  shall  not  fail  to  direct  our  attention  to  such  Provincial  Laws  as  are  soon 
to  expire,  and  feeling  sensible  of  the  great  importance  of  our  commercial  inter- 
course with  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  necessity  of  making  its  provisions 
consistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  Acts  which  have  been  recently  passed  by  the 
Imperial  Parliament,  to  regulate  the  trade  of  the  British  Colonies  in  general,  and 
more  particularly  of  His  Majesty's  ISTorth  American  Provinces,  we  shall  give  to 
that  object  our  most  serious  consideration. 

Appreciating  most  highly  the  cordial  intercourse  so  happily  established  iJfetween 
the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  upon  a  practical  discernment  of  their  just  and 
constitutional  relations,  we  feel  gratified  in  assuring  your  Excellency  that  our 
future  conduct  will  most  fully  justify  the  confidence  you  are  pleased  to  repose  in 
our  public  spirit  from  past  experience;  that  every  matter  of  general  interest  which 
it  may  be  found  expedient  to  bring  before  us  will  be  entertained  with  zeal  and 
attention,  and  that  your  Excellency  may  safely  rely  upon  the  steady  continuance  of 
our  exertions  in  pursuing  such  objects  as  may  tend,  under  the  favor  of  Divine 
Providence,  to  improve  the  growing  resources  of  the  Country  and  the  sound  welfare 
of  its  inhabitants.

Eesolved,  That  from  the  great  extent  of  coast  of  L'pper  Canada  bordering  on 
the  United  States  of  America  affording  the  greatest  facilities  for  smuggling,  and 
against  which  it  is  impracticable  by  any  law  of  the  Province  to  establish  effectual 
checks,  that  description  of  illicit  traffic  is  carried  on  to  an  ex'tent  highly  prejudicial 
to  the  revenue  of  the  Province,  destructive  of  the  interest  of  the  Fair  Trader,  and 
injurious  to  the  morals  of  the  people. 

Eesolved,  That  India  Goods,  more  especially  Tea,  constitute  the  principle  ar- 
ticles smuggled,  which  is  entirely  owing  to  the  great  difference  in  the  price  of 
those  articles  when  purchased  in  the  United  States  or  imported  from  England. 

Eesolved,  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Majesty  praying  that 
he  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  recommend  to  his  Parliament  such  relaxations  in 
the  Laws  of  the  Empire  as  will  authorize  his  subjects  of  this  Province  to  import 
direct  from  India  such  goods  as  they  may  require,  the  production  of  that  country,

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Bill  to  repeal  an  Act  of  Parliament  made 
in  England  in  the  twentj'-first  year  of  the  reign  -of  His  late  j^Iajesty  King  James 
the  First,  intituled  "An  Act  to  prevent  the  destroying  and  murthering  of  Bastard 
Children,"  was  read  a  third  time,  and  on  a  motion  made  and  seconded  it  was  ordered 
that  it  be  intituled  "An  Act  to  repeal  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  in  England  in 
the  twenty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  James  the  First,  en- 
titled 'An  Act  to  prevent  the  destroying  and  murthering  of  Bastard  Children,'  and 
to  make  other  provisions,  in  lieu  thereof,"  and  the  question  being  put  if  the  Bill  do 
now  pass,  was  carried  in  the  affirmative.  Whereupon  the  Speaker  signed  the  same 
and  the  said  Bill  was  by  the  Master  in  Chancery  carried  down  and  delivered  to  the 
Commons  House  of  Assembly. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  meet  the  Committee  of_the  Commons  House  of 
Assembly  upon  the  subject  of  the  message  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor recommending  to  the  Legislature  to  make  some  more  effectual  provision  for 
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obtaining  an  accurate  census  of  the  population  of  this  Province  respectfully  report. 
That  -'  The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  failure  in  obtaining,  by  the  present 
mode,  an  accurate  return  of  tlie  population  of  this  Province,  arises  from  the  cir- 
cumstance that  the  Town  Clerks  whose  duty  it  is  at  present  to  ascertain  the  popu- 
lation, having  no  other  duty  to  perform  which  obliges  them  to  visit  the  house- 
liolders  within  their  respective  precincts,  there  being  but  a  small  remuneration  pro- 
vided for  their  oibtaining  an  accurate  return,  have  usually  neglected  the  perform- 
aiice  of  their  duties,  and  as  a  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  population  has  not  been 
liecessary  for  any  district  puq^ose  the  omission  has  passed  so  frequently  unnoticed 
that  the  system  has  become  altogether  ineffectual. 

"  It  appears  to  the  Committee  that  the  duty  would  be  better  performed  by  the 
assessors,  who  are  under  the  necessity  of  actual  calling  upon  every  householder  in 
order  to  discharge  the  duties  now  imposed  upon  them,  which  duties  as  the  receipts 
of  the  District  Treasurers  are  altogether  dependent  upon  them,  are  necessarily  more 
rigidly  exacted. 

''If  the  assessors  were  required  to  insert  columns  in  their  lists  for  the  numbers 
of  males  above  sixteen,  under  sixteen,  females  above  sixteen,  under  sixteen,  and  their 
attestations  to  their  returns  so  framed  as  to  exact  of  them  an  oath  that  they  have 
made  their  several  lists  from  actual  attendance  at  the  several  houses  within  their 
limits,  and  that  they  contain  a  true  and  accurate  account  of  the  population  to  the 
best  of  their  belief,  it  is  thought  by  the  Committee  that  a  census  as  accurate  as  can  be 
"xpeeted  by  any  general  measure  can  be  obtained.  The  Committee  consider  that  a  re- 
muneration beyond  that  given  to  the  assessors  for  the  present  duties  should  be 
iillowed  for  the  additional  duties  contemplated,  not  upon  the  principle  which  regu- 
lates that  to  the  Town  Clerks,  Avhich  as  it  measures  the  papncnt  hy  the  number  of 
souls  returned,  is  liable  to  an  obvious  exception,  but  perhaps  rather  by  a  propor- 
tionate addition  to  the  rate  of  poundage,  which  would  in  a  less  exceptionable  way 
icward  them  according  to  their  trouble.  The  due  performance  of  the  assessor's 
duties  might  be  insured  by  penal  ties,  and  it  might  he  provided  that  no  remuner- 
ation should  be  paid  them  for  any  part  of  their  services  until  they  have  delivered 
in  their  sworn  returns  of  population.  The  Committee  took  into  consideration  the 
importance  of  obtaining  for  present  purposes  a  census  of  the  population  of  the 
Province  by  a  mode  which  should  render  it*  accuracy  undoubted,  which  might 
probahly  best  be  effected  by  the  appointment  of  an  intelligent  person  for  each  dis- 
trict for  that  particular  duty,  and  it  appeared  also  to  the  Committee  that  it  might 
be  highly  expedient  to  provide  by  a  similar  measure  for  the  taking  of  an  accurate 
census  by  an  independent  officer  at  stated  periods,  perhaps  once  in  four  years,  by 
which  means  the  correctness  of  the  assessor's  returns  would  be  ascertained,  and  a 
perfect  census  be  occasionally  procured.  Such  a  provision,  it  seemed  to  the  Com- 
mittee, would  be  attended  with  a  very  considerable  expense  to  the  Province,  unless 
it  should  bo  thought  proper  to  make  it  a  charge  against  the  respective  District 
Treasuries,  and  whether  Avith  this  consideration  the  necessity  of  such  a  subsidiary 
measure  in  addition  to  the  plan  suggested  be  sufficient  to  warrant  its  adoption  is 
respectfully  submitted  hy  the  Committee  to  their  respective  Houses." 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee

Eesolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  House  that  the  restrictions  under 
which  the  Bread  StufEs  and  other  commodities  of  Canada  are  admitted  into  Great 
Britain,  the  state  of  the  markets  in  other  places  to  which  they  are  permitted  to  be 
exported,  and  the  impediments  which  render  the  transportation  of  them  from  the 
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remote  districts  of  Upper  Canada  both  difficult  and  expensive,  have  caused  the  value 
of  these  staples  in  those  districts  to  be  greatly  depreciated  and  have  checked  their 
agricultural  and  commercial  prosperity. 

Eesolved,  That  actual  experiment  has  proved  that  the  climate  and  soil  of  those 
districts  are  generally  well  adapted  to  the  culture  of  tobacco,  which,  if  encouraged 
by  the  certainty  of  a  remunerating  price  to  the  grower,  would  be  cultivated  in 
considera;ble  quantities,  thereby  enabling  the  inhabitants  to  pay  for  the  large  sup- 
plies of  manufacturers  which  they  require  from  the  Mother  Country. 

Resolved,  That  it  has  been  sufficiently  proved  that  the  tobacco  of  Upper 
Canada,  from  being  cultivated  by  a  free  instead  of  a  slave  population,  from  its 
less  easy  access  to  market  and  from  other  causes,  costs  2i/^d.  per  pound  more  when 
imported  into  Great  Britain  than  the  same  article  brought  from  the  United  States 
of  America  and  consequently  that  it  cannot  compete  with  it  in  the  Mother  Country, 
where  no  duties,  it  is  believed,  are  levied  on  its  importation. 

Eesolved,  That  if  an  abatement  of  threepence  per  pound  in  favor  of  tobacco 
produced  in  Upper  Canada  were  made  in  the  excise  duty  imposed  upon  the 
article  in  Great  Britain  when  taken  out  of  the  warehouse  for  consumption,  it  would 
afford  sufficient  encouragement  to  the-  grower,  and  lead,  without  doubt,  to  its 
general  cultivation  in  the  Western  Districts  of  this  Province. 

Eesolved,  That  such  a  measure  on  the  part  of  the  Mother  Country  would  induce 
the  rapid  population  of  those  remote  sections  of  Upper  Canada  which,  though 
highly  favored  in  regard  to  climate  and  soil,  require  some  peculiar  advantage  of 
this  description  to  compensate  for  their  remoteness  from  market,  and  that  it  would 
add  most  materially  to  the  strength  and  value  of  the  Province  in  general,  by  the 
introduction  of  capital,  give  an  impulse  to  improvements  of  every  kind,  and  enable 
a  much  greater  portion  of  its  inhabitants  to  become  profitable  consumers  of  the 
manufactures  of  Great  Britain. 

Eesolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  House  it  is  expedient  to  address  His 
Most  Gracious  Majesty  praying  that  His  Majesty  would  recommend  to  His  Par- 
liament to  grant  the  indulgence  suggested  in  the  foregoing  resolutions.

That  they  had*  gone  through  the  same  and  found  that  it  comprised  all  the 
enactments  of  the  former  Acts,  for  the  collection  and  regulation  of  duties  on  goods 
coming  into  this  Province  from  the  United  States  of  America,  with  one  exception, 
and  that  the  Bill  also  contains  some  new  enactments.  The  exception  is :  The  power 
given  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  to  try  claims  for  seizures,  being  omitted  in  the  pre- 
sent Bill.  That  the  new  enactments  were  a  provision  for  the  disposal  of  perishable 
articles  by  the  collector.  A  provision  that  three  Commissioners  shall  sit  and  decide 
once  a  month  on  seized  goods  to  the  extent  of  forty  pounds,  in  lieu  of  the  Quarter 
Sessions,  which  formerly  had  only  cognizance  as  far  as  twenty  pounds.  A  pro- 
vision for  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  restore  goods  in  certain  cases.  A.  provision 
for  branding  and  making  kegs  of  toibacco.  A  provision  to  find  security  for  payment 
of  costs  by  the  claimant  of  goods  if  the  goods  are  restored  to  him. 

The  Committee  further  reported,  That  it  appeared  to  them  that  a  provision  was 
wanting  for  the  recovery  of  forfeitures  and  penalties  incurred  by  the  said  Bill; 
also  a  provision  for  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  or  Commissioners  to  try  causes 
for  seizures  of  contraband  goods  under  twent}'  or  fort}'  pounds,  and  the  distribution 
of  such  goods  in  case  of  condemnation ;  also  an  amendment  to  the  clause  which 
enacts  that  if  the  Master  or  o'wner  of  any  vessel,  boat,  raft  or  carriage  shall  make  a 
false  report,  which  amendment  should  state  knowingly  make  a  false  report,  and 
also  that  an  amendment  should  be  made  so  as  to  require  the  collectors  to  make 
their  report  and  returns  upon  oath. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  ordered  that  the  House  do,  after  the  order  of 
the  day  is  gone  through,  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  whole  to  take  the  said 
Bill  and  report  into  consideration. 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Bill  entitled  "An  Act  to  alter  the  tim-es 
of  holding  the  terms  of  Hilary  and  Michaelmas,"  was  read  a  third  time  as  amended, 
and  the  question  being  put  if  it  do  now  pass,  was  carried  in  the  affirmative, 
whereupon  the  Speaker  signed  the  amendments  and  the  said  Bill  was  by  the 
Master  in  Chancery  carried  down,  and  returned  to  the  Commons  House  of  As- 
sembly. 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Bill  entitled  "An  Act  to  repeal  the  Laws 
now  in  force  for  the  preservation  of  the  Salmon  Fishery  in  this  Province,  and  to 
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make  more  effectual  provision  for  a  limited  time  for  the  preservation  of  the  said 
Fishery/'  was  read  a  second  time,  and  on  motion  made  and  seconded  the  House 
resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  take  the  same  into  consideration. 
House  in  Committee.    Mr,  Markland  in  the  Chair. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair.  The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  gone  through  the  Bill  and  had  made  some  amendments  thereto,  which  they 
recommended  to  the  adoption  of  the  House.  Ordered  that  the  report  be  accepted, 
and  on  motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  said  amendments  be  engrossed,  and  the 
Bill  as  amended  read  a  third  time  to-morrow.

Majesty  a  further  sum  of  money  to  promote  and  encourage  education  within  the 
same,"  be  discharged,  and  be  made  part  of  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole  to  take  into  consideration  the  message  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  received  yesterday.     House  in  Committee;    Mr.  Dunn  in  the  Chair. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair.  The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  taken  the  said  message  into  consideration  and  recommended  that  a  Select  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  prepare  an  address  in  answer  thereto.  Ordered  that  the 
report  be  accepted,  and  on  motion  made  and  seconded  the  Honora)ble  Messrs. 
Cameron  and  Dunn  were  appointed  accordingly. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  Plouse  adjourned  during  pleasure.  The 
House  formed.

Eesolved,  that  in  conformity  to  the  said  declaration  the  State  of  Xew'  York, 
within  whose  territorial  limits  the  said  island  has  been  declared  to  be  situated, 
has  disposed  of  and  granted  Letters  Patent  for  the  same,  and  has  exercised  juris- 
diction by  executing  legal  process  therein. 

Eesolved,  That  Barnhart's  Island  extends  to  within  130  yards  of  the  British 
shore,  and  that  by  its  having  been  yielded  to  the  United  States  the  whole  navigable 
waters  of  the  Saint  Lawrence  have  been  ceded  to  that  Government,  whose  juris- 
diction is  thereby  extended  to  within  thirty  yards  of  the  Canada  shore,  and  His 
^Majesty's  Canadian  subjects  have  been  deprived  of  all  access  to  Lower  Canada  by 
water  unless  by  passing  through  the  territories  of  a  foreign  Power. 

Eesolved,  That  Barnhart's  Island  is  much  nearer  to  the  main  Canadian' shore 
than  to  that  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  that  the  only  safe  channel  for 
navigation  is  on  the  south  side  of  that  island,  being  between  it  and  the  main  shore 
of  the  United  States,  while  it  is  wholly  impracticable  for  rafts  of  timber,  staves,  and 
other  lumber,  which  are  among  the  principal  exports  of  Upper  Canada,  to  descend 
by  the  intricate  and  shallow  channel  on  the  north  side  thereof,  even  were  it  ceded 
exclusively  to  His  Majesty. 

Eesolved,  That  it  is  evident  from  the  decision  of  the  Commission  tinder  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent,  that  the  Commissioner  appointed  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty's 
Government  was  either  unacquainted  with  the  local  situation  of  Barnharfs  Island 
and  the  great  disadvantage  Avhich  would  result  to  the  inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada 
from  its  being  yielded  to  the  United  States  of  America,  or  unwisely  considered  them 
as  too  unimportant  in  a  national  point  of  view  to  justify  him  in  insisting  on 
its  remaining  under  His  Majesty's  dominion. 

Eesolved,  That  it  appears  by  a  message  recently  sent  by  the  President  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  that  a  negotiation  is  now  pending  with 
His  Majesty's  Government  for  the  free  navigation  of  the  subjects  of  that  Power  of 
the  Eiver  Saint  Lawrence  to  the  ocean. 

Eesolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  such  a  measure,  if  acceded 
to  by  His  Majesty's  Government,  would  have  a  direct  tendency  to  destroy  the  con- 
nexion between  these  Colonies  and  the  parent  State,  would  injure  to  an  incalcul- 
able extent  the  Commerce  and  Eevenues,  and  would,  by  admitting  a  direct  trade 
under  a  foreign  flag  (not  allowable  to  British  subjects)  facilitate  the  illicit  intro- 
duction of  foreign  merchandise  and  afford  advantages  to  the  subjects  of  a  Foreign 
State  not  enjoyed  by  those  of  His  Majesty  in  this  Province,  for  which  the  restitu- 
tion of  Barnhart's  Island  and  the  free  navigation  of  the  South  Channel  of  the 
Saint  Lawrence  would  not  be  an  adequate  compensation. 

Eesolved,  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Majesty,  founded  upon 
the  preceding  resolutions,  and  imploring  His  Majesty  to  take  into  his  most  gracious 
consideration  the  unhappy  situation  in  which  His  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  of 
Upper  Canada  have  been  placed,  by  the  unfortunate  determination  of  the  Commis- 
sion under  the  Treaty  of  Ghent,  respecting  the  boundary  line  of  the  Saint  Lawrence, 
as  well  as  the  certain  ruin  which  must  ensue  to  British  interests  within  the  Pro- 
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vinces  ifl  the  claims  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  the  free  navigation 
of  the  Saint  Lawrence  to  the  ocean  shall  be  recognised,  and  earnestly  entreating  His 
Majesty  to  direct  the  attention  of  His  Majesty's  ]\Iinisters  during  the  negotiation 
said  to  be  depending,  to  such  measures  as  may  cfTeetually  secure  the  present  and 
future  interests  of  His  Majesty's  Canadian  subjects.

spectively if  it  do  now  pass,  was  carried  in  the  affirmative,  whereupon  the  Speaker 
signed  the  said  Bills  and  they  Avore  by  the  Master  in  Uhancery  carried  clown  and 
returned  to  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly. 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee 
of  the  "Whole  to  take  into  fiirther  consideration  the  Bill  entitled  #"An  Act  to 
amend  and  make  permanent  a  certain  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  this  Province  passed 
in  the  fifty-ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  Third,  entitled 
'An  Act  to  repeal  the  several  Laws  now  in  force  relative  to  levying  and  collecting 
rates  and  assessments  in  this  Province,  and  further  to  provide  for  the  more  equal 
and  general  assessment  of  lands  and  other  ratable  property  throughout  this  Pro- 
vince," and  to  render  more  effectual  the  several  Laws  of  this  Province  imposing 
rates  and  assessments  by  providing  under  certain  restrictions  for  the  levying  such: 
rates  and  assessments  by  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  Lands  on  which  the  same  are 
charged."    House  in  Committee.    Mr.  Wells  in  the  Chair. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair.  The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  gone  through  the  Bill  and  recommended  it  to  the  adoption  of  the  House. 
Ordered  that  the  report  be  accepted,  and  on  motion  made  and  seconded  that  the 
said  Bill  be  read  a  third  time  to-morrow. 

That  the  Joint  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  subject  of  the  Library  having 
met  agreed  to  recommend  to  their  respective  Houses  that  the  members  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature  be  requested  to  return  the  books  in  their  possession 
into  the  Library  by  Thursday  next,  on  which  day  the  Committee  will  reassemble 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  an  accurate  account  of  the  state  of  the  same. 

A  deput-ation  from  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  being  announced,  it  wa- 
admitted,  and  brought  up  and  delivered  at  the  Bar  of  this  House  the  following 
message  and  resolutions: — 

Mr.  Speaker, — The  Commons  House  of  Assembly  communicates  to  the  Honor- 
able Legislative  Council  sundry  Eesolutions  which  passed  this  House  this  day,  and 
to  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  that  Honorable  body.

Resolved.  That  from  the  extensive  and  exposed  frontier  of  Upper  Canada, 
the  facilities  thereby  afforded  to  the  operations  of  Invading  Armies  and  the  in- 
cursions of  predatory  bands,  from  the  power  and  resources  directed  against  this 
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Province,  and  with  which  its  inhabitants  in  the  first  instance  had  almost  unsupported 
to  contend,  they  suffered  severe  privations  and  calamities  and  sustained  great 
losses  by  the  pillage  of  their  property  and  devastation  of  their  estates,  from  which 
misfortunes  their  fellow  subjects  in  Lower  Canada  (being  more  fortunately  situ- 
ated) were  in  a  great  degree  exempted. 

Eesolved,  That  from  the  seat  of  war  having  been  principally  in  Upper  Canada, 
and  three  districts  thereof  alternately  in  possession  of  His  Majesty's  Forces  and 
those  of  the  United  States,  this  Province  unavoidably  suffered  much  more  exten- 
sively from  the  ravages  and  devastations  incident  to  a  state  of  actual  warfare  than 
Lower  Canada. 

Eesolved,  That  from  the  causes  before  mentioned  great  individual  sufferings 
have  been  sustained,  and  many  of  the  inhabitants,  once  affluent,  have 'been  re- 
duced to  indigence  and  deprived  of  the  means  from  which  in  happier  times  they 
had  anticipated  a  suitable  provision  for  their  families. 

Eesolved,  That  the  unfortunate  situation  of  this  class  of  His  Majesty's  sub- 
jects has  engaged  the  sympathy  of  His  most  Gracious  Majesty,  His  Majesty^s 
Lieutenant  Governor  of  this  Province  having  by  message  at  the  last  Session  ac- 
quainted the  House  of  Assembly  that  his  IMajesty  had  acceded  to  a  request  preferred 
■by  Mr.  Gait,  the  agent  for  the  sufferers,  that  a  Joan  should  be  raised  of  £100,000,  of 
which  His  Majestj-'s  Government  would  guarantee  half  the  interest  (£2,500)  per 
annum,  the  Province  providing  for  the  remainder,  which  loan  should  be  applied  in 
satisfaction  of  such  claims  of  sufferers  by  the  invasion  as  might  be  established 
before  a  new  Commission. 

Eesolved,  That  the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly  at  their  last 
Session  concurred  in  the  passing  of  a  Bill  in  compliance  with  His  Majesty's  re- 
'Commendation  charging  the  said  sum  of  £2,500  sterling  per  annum  on  the  revenues 
of  the  Province,  which  Bill  from  an  apprehension  of  delay  or  insufficiency  in  the 
receipt  into  the  Provincial  Treasury  was  reserved  for  the  signification  of  His 
Majesty's  pleasure  thereon,  and  has  not  been  returned  to  this  Province  with  the 
Eoyal  assent. 

Eesolved,  That  His  Majesty,  with  the  most  benevolent  consideration  ■  for  his 
unfortunate  subjects  the  sufferers  in  Upper  Canada,  has  directed  the  sum  of 
:£5 7,000  sterling,  equal  to  about  one-fourth  of  the  losses  admitted  to  have  been 
sustained,  to  be  distributed  among  them. 

Eesolved,  That  a  message  has  been  received  during  the  present  Session  intimat- 
ing that  if  the  Province  would  provide  by  new  taxes  to  be  specially  imposed  for 
that  purpose,  and  in  no  degree  hazarding  the  appropriations  of  the  existing  revenue 
for  the  payment  of  a  proportion  of  that  part  of  the  civil  establishment  which  is 
now  defrayed  by  the  annual  grant  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  a  further  payment 
might  be  expected  by  the  sufferer?  bearing  a  proportion  to  the  diminution  which 
might  be  effected  in  the  said  grant. 

Eesolved,  That  from  the  embarrassments  existing  to  prevent  the  regular  re- 
ceipt of  the  revenue,  the  impracticabilit}^  of  raising  funds  by  direct  taxation,  the 
obstacles  opposed  to  the  equal  collection  of  duties  on  customs  on  merchandise 
imported  from  Lower  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America  and  other  causes, 
we  have  found  it  impossible  to  comply  with  this  proposition,  but  to  show  our 
desire  of  relieving  the  sufferers  we  have  concurred  in  the  propriety  of  providing 
by  new  duties  to  be  collected  at  the  Port  of  Quebec  for  the  interest  on  the  sum 
of  £50,000  sterling  to  be  loaned  for  their  relief,  provided  it  shall  be  concurred  in 
\jj  the  Legislature  of  Lower  Canada. 
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Eesolved,  That  Lower  Canada,  though  a  separate  Ck)lony,  was  distinctly  iden- 
tified with  Upper  Canada  in  the  issue  of  the  late  contest  with  the  "United  States 
of  America,  and  was  in  great  measure  preserved  from  the  dangers  and  devasta- 
tions of  war  by  the  successful  resistance  made  to  the  enemy  in  the  Province  of 
Upper  Canada  at  so  ruinous  an  expense  to  the  fortunes  of  many  of  its  inhabi- 
tants, and  that  an  appeal  may  properly  be  made  to  the  justice  and  sympathy  of 
Lower  Canada  to  participate  in  the  payment  of  the  indemnity  to  which  the  sufferers 
have  so  direct  a  claim.

Resolved,  That  this  House  will  assent  to  any  laws  which  shall  or  may  be 
enacted  by  the  Parliament  of  Lower  Canada  for  imposing  new  duties  on  imports 
at  Quebec  to  meet  the  purposes  of  the  preceding  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  duties  imposed  on  the  following  articles  would  be  most  accept- 
able to  this  Province  and  least  felt  by  the  consumer:  On  wines  per  gallon,  on 
refined  sugar  per  pound,  on  .^^uscovado  sugar  per  pound,  on  merchandise  subject 
to  ad  valorem  duty.

Dissentient. — To  the  Bill  passed  this  da}-,  entitled  ''An-  Act  to  amend  and 
make  permanent  a  certain  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  this  Province  passed  in  the 
lifty-ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  entitled 
*An  Act  to  repeal  the  several  laws  now  in  force  relative  to  levying  and  collecting 
rates  and  assessments  in  this  Province  and  further  to  provide  for  the  more  equal 
and  general  assessment  of  Lands  and  other  ratable  property  throughout  this  Pro- 
vince and  to  render  more  effectual  the  several  laws  of  this  Province  imposing  rates 
and  assessments  by  providing  under  certain  restrictions  for  the  levying  such  rates  and 
assessments  by  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  Lands  on  which  the  same  are  charged. 

Because  the  temporary  and  provisional  Act  passed  in  the  fifty-ninth  year  of  His 
irtte  Majesty  King  George  the  Third  was  limited  in  its  duration  to  eight  years, 
four  of  which  have  only  expired,  and  experience  has  not  verified  and  we  cannot 
now  anticipate  the  injurious  and  calamitous  effects  of  its  provisions,  if  made  per- 
manent and  assented  to  by  His  Majesty. 

Because  when  that  temporary  Act  passed  the  two  Houses  of  this  local  Legis- 
lature no  strenuous  opposition  was  made  thereto,  it  being  generally  believed  that 
suoh  an  Act  could  not  receive  the  Eoyal  Assent,  being  in  our  opinion 
in  direct  violation  of  a  clause  in  the  Eoyal  Instructions  to  His  Majesty's  represen- 
tative in  this  Province  now  on  the  table  of  this  House,  a  transcript  of  which  is 
in  the  following  words,  viz. :  "  You  are  to  take  especial  care  to  reserve  for  the 
signification  of  our  pleasure  thereon  such  Bills  which  you  shall  consider  to  be  of 
an  extraordinary  or  unusual  nature  or  requiring  our  especial  consideration  and 
decision  thereon,  particularly  such  as  may  affect  the  property,  credit  or  dealings 
of  such  of  our  subjects  as  are  not  usually  resident  within  our  said  Province." 

Because  His  Majesty,  in  assenting  to  a  temporary  Act  of  tliis  nature,  gave 
thereby  eight  years  to  His  faithful  subjects  to  test  by  experience  the  effects  of 
such  an  Act. 

Because  if  this  Bill  should  pass  into  a  permanent  Law,  many  of  His  Majesty's 
subjects  in  this  Province,  and  many  now  resident  in  other  parts  of  His  Dominions, 
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will  have  cause  to  regret  that  a  measure  of  so  important  a  nature,  and  so  fatal  to 
their  interests  should  be  precipitated  through  the  Legislature,  and  at  the  close  of  a 
session,  without  their  knowledge  or  having  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  by  counsel 
against  it. 

Because  at  the  expiration  of  the  eight  years,  that  is  four  years  hence,  an 
enormous  sum  must  he  raised  by  distress  and  sale  of  land,  not  from  a  wish  to 
evade  but  from  a  total  inability  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

Because  the  application  of  the  moneys  raised,  or  supposed  to  be  raised,  for 
district  municipal  purposes  out  of  the  waste  lands  of  the  subject,  whether  in  or  out 
of  the  Province,  is  impolitic  and  ruinous  to  those  who  have  embarked  any  capital 
therein  and  to  those  who  have  received  from  His  Majesty  land  for  long  and  meri- 
torious services.

The  Committee  considered  the  propriety  of  re- 
commending the  appointment  of  a  permanent  Librarian,  with  an  increased  salary, 
wliose  duty  it  should  be  to  remain  constantly  in  the  chamber  where  the  books  are 
placed  during  the  Session  of  the  Legislature,  being  perfectly  satisfied  that  without 
the  appointment  of  such  an  officer  no  regularity  can  be  expected  to  be  preserved 
in  the  Library.

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On  motion  made  and  seconded,  the  Bill  entitled  "An  Act  to  repeal  part  of 
the  sixth  clause  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  second  year  of  His  Majesty's  reign, 
Chapter  Third,  and  also  part  of  the  twenty-third  clause  of  an  Act  passed  in  the 
thirty-eighth  year  of  His  late  Majesty's  reign,  entitled  'An  Act  for  the  hetter 
division  of  the  Province,'  and  to  provide  for  the  better  division  of  the  District  of 
Newcastle,''  was  read  a  second  time,  and  on  motion  made  and  seconded  the  House 
resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  take  the  same  into  cx^nsideration. 
House  in  Committee.    Mr.  Clark  in  the  Chair. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair.  The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  gone  through  the  Bill  and  requested  leave  to  sit  again  this  day  three 
weeks.

To  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty, — We,  your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal 

subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  and  Commons  of  Upper  Canada,  in  Provincial 

Parliament  assembled,  humbly  beg  leave  to  represent  to  Your  Majesty  that  by  the 

Laws  of  the  Empire  Your  Majesty's  subjects  in  Upper  Canada  are  prohibited 
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from  procuring  the  Article  of  Tea,  which  is  in  very  general  use  among  them,  by 
any  other  means  than  by  importation  from  Great  Britain. 

Your  Majesty's  petitioners  are  fully  aware  that  this  restriction  does  not  apply 
particularly  to  Canada,  but  that  it  is  a  regulation  of  trade  which  extends  to  all 
Tour  Majesty's  Dominions,  and  is  in  fact  an  express  condition  in  the  Charter 
granted  by  Parliament  to  the  Honorable  East  India  Company,  with  a  just  re- 
gard, as  your  Petitioners  are  convinced,  to  the  interests  of  the  Empire  and  the 
claims  of  that  great  commercial  body. 

Your  Majesty's  Petitioners  do,  therefore,  neither  complain  of  this  restriction 
.'IS  a  grievance  nor  presume  to  pray  that  it  may  be  relaxed  in  their  favor  upon  the 
unreasonable  expectation  that  as  a  matter  of  indulgence  that  can  be  conceded  to 
them,  which  is  withheld  from  their  fellow  subjects  in  other  parts  of  the  Empire, 
but  they  humbly  and  earnestly  entreat  Your  Majesty's  attention  to  their  represen- 
tation, that  from  circumstances  w^holly  beyond  their  power  to  control,  the  laws 
which  are  intended  to  confine  their  trade  in  tea  to  importations  from  Great  Britain 
cannot  be  enforced.  That  their  supplies  of  that  article,  which  is  in  truth  one  of 
general  and  almost  necessary  consumption,  instead  of  being  furnished  by  the  fair 
trade  in  the  course  of  legal  commerce,  are  clandestinely  introduced  from  the  ad- 
joining States  of  America  which  lie  contiguous  to  Upper  Canada  along  the  whole 
extent  of  its  southern  boundary — that  this  illicit  intercourse  to  which  the  com- 
paratively low  price  of  teas  thus  supplied  furnish  the  strongest  temptation,  and 
against  which  the  position  and  circumstances  of  the  country  render  it  impossible 
to  guard,  wholly  defeats  the  hope  of  any  advantage  to  the  East  India  Company 
and  to  the  shipping  interest  of  Great  Britain  or  lier  Colonies  from  the  present 
restriction,  while  it  is  injurious  to  the  fair  trader,  extremely  detrimental  to  the 
public  revenue,  and  pernicious  to  the  morals  of  the  people. 

Your  Majesty's  petitioners  are  fully  convinced,  both  from  reason  and  experi- 
ence, that  these  evils  must  continue  to  exist  until  some  means  are  taken  by  the 
Honorable  East  India  Company,  or  with  their  consent,  to  counteract  them,  and  in 
a  report  which  they  beg  leave  to  lay  before  Your  Majesty  they  have  ventured  with 
humble  deference  to  suggest  such  measures  as  appear  to  them  most  likely  to  afford 
an  effectual  remedy. 

Your  Majesty's  Petitioners  have  endeavoured  in  their  report  to  state  fully 
the  circumstances  which  compel  them  thus  respectfully  to  solicit  Your  Majesty's 
attention  to  a  subject  of  much  importance  to  the  welfare  of  Your  Majesty's  sub- 
jects in  this  Colony.  They  have  desired  to  anticipate  the  probable  difficulties  as 
well  as  the  benefits  of  the  several  measures  they  have  presumed  to  propose  to 
Your  Majesty's  consideration,  and  to  furnish  such  information  as  it  is  in  their 
power  to  afford,  and  they  reh''  with  just  confidence  in  the  wisdom  and  goodness 
of  Your  Majesty  to  recommend  to  the  Imperial  Parliament  such  provision  for  the 
removal  of  the  evils  represented  as  to  Your  IMajesty  may  seem  meet.

To  the  King's  ^Most  Excellent  Majestv',  Most  Gracious  Sovereign, — We,  Your 
Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects  the  Legislative  Council  and  Commons  of 
Upper  Canada,  in  Provincial  Parliament  assembled,  humbly  beg  leave  to  represent : 

That  the  Western  Districts  of  Upper  Canada,  though  highly  favored  in  re- 
gard to  climate  and  soil,  are  from  their  remote  situation  and  the  consequent  diffi- 
cult^'  and  expense  of  transporting  their  Bread  Stuffs  and  other  principal  produc- 
tions to  market,  subject  to  great  disadvantages  in  comparison  with  the  other  por- 
tions of  the  Province. 

That  these  disadvantages,  increasing  greatly  the  inconvenience  and  loss  re- 
sulting from  the  uncertainty  of  a  profitable  market  for  those  staples,  have  neces- 
sarily occasioned  a  depreciation  in  their  value  and  have  checked  the  agricultural 
and  commercial  prosperity  of  those  particular  sections  of  the  Province. 

That  actual  experiment  has  proved  that  the  climate  and  soil  of  the  Western 
Districts  are  generally  well  adapted  to  the  Culture  of  Tobacco,  which  being  an 
article  of  greater  value  in  proportion  to  its  bulk  than  the  ordinary  productions  of 
the  Province  and  consequently  better  able  to  bear  the  charge  of  transportation  to 
market,  would  be  cultivated  extensively  by  the  inhabitants  of  those  districts,  if 
they  were  encouraged  by  the  certainty  of  a  remunerative  price. 

That  it  has  been  satisfactorily  ascertained  that  the  Tobacco  of  Upper  Canada, 
from  its  being  cultivated  by  a  free  instead  of  slave  population,  from  its  less  easy 
access  to  market,  and  from  other  causes,  cannot  be  introduced  into  Great  Britain 
so  as  to  compete  with  the  same  article  imported  from  the  L'nited  States  of  America, 
if  both  are  admitted  for  consumption  upon  the  same  terms ;  but  Your  Majesty's 
petitioners  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  if  an  abatement,  inconsiderable  in 
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proportion,  were  made  in  the  excise  dut}-  imposed  in  Great  Britain  upon  tobacco 
produced  in  Upper  Canada  when  taken  out  of  the  warehouse  for  consumption,  it 
would  lead  to  its  general  cultivation  in  the  Western  District  of  this  Province, 

Your  Majesty's  Petitioners  beg  leave  respectfully  to  represent  to  Your  Majesty 
that  such  a  measure  on  the  part  of  the  parent  State  would  induce  the  rapid  popu- 
lation of  those  remote  sections  of  Upper  Canada  which  require  some  peculiar  ad- 
vantage to  compensate  for  their  distance  from  market;  that  it  would  add  most 
materially  to  the  strength  and  value  of  the  colony  by  the  introduction  of  capital 
and  impulse  it  would  afford  to  general  improvement,  and  that  it  would  necessarily 
tend  to  enable  a  much  greater  portion  of  its  inhabitants  to  become  profitable  con- 
sumers of  the  manufactures  of  Great  Britain. 

Your  Majesty's  Petitioners  are  encouraged  in  these  considerations  to  indulge 
the  hope  that  an  expectation  which  Your  Majesty's  subjects  have  ventured  to  form 
of  a  benefit  which  must  be  attended  with  such  important  results,  will  by  Your 
Majesty's  gracious  intercession  be  happily  realized.

Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects  the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly 
of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  in  Provincial  Parliament  assembled,  most  humbly 
beg  leave  to  approach  Your  Majesty's  Eoyal  person  and  to  submit  to  Your  Majesty 
our  humble  representations  on  matters  deeply  affecting  the  interests  of  Your 
Majesty's  faithful  subjects  inhabiting  the  Provinces  of  Canada. 

"We,  with  all  humility,  represent  to  Your  ^fajesty  that  in  the  year  1822  a 
public  instrument  issued  from  the  Department  of  State  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  as  the  award  of  the  Commissioners  under  the  Treaty  of  Ghent  for  ascer- 
taining the  boundary  line  between  Upper  Canada  and  the  said  United  States,  by 
which  an  island  called  Barnhart's  Island,  which  from  the  Conquest  and  Cession  of 
Canada  has  been  occupied  by  Your  Majest/s  subjects  and  under  Your  Majesty's 
Dominion,  was  declared  to  be  a  part  of  and  within  the  territory  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  in  conformity  to  that  Declaration  the  State  of  i^ew  York  has 
exercised  jurisdiction  by  executing  legal  process  therein. 

We  also,  with  humilit}-,  represent  to  Your  Majesty  that  Barnharfs  Island 
approaches  to  within  an  hundred  and  thirty  yards  of  the  Canadian  shore,  and  that 
by  its  relinquishment  the  United  States  of  America  have  obtained  possession  of 
all  the  Navigable  Channels  of  the  Saint  Lawrence  in  that  portion  of  its  course,  and 
that  Your  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  have  been  cut  off  from  all  communication 
by  water  with  Lower  Canada  unless  by  passing  through  the  territories  of  a  Foreign 
Power, 

We  are  at  a  loss,  may  it  please  Your  Majesty,  to  conceive  upon  what  grounds 
a  decision  could  have  been  made  which  was  to  confine  thereafter  to  one  nation  the 
only  navigable  channels  of  one  of  the  noblest  rivers  in  the  world,  whose  waters 
where  they  form  the  houndar}^  had  hitherto  afforded  equal  advantages  in  naviga- 
tion to  both,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  the  boundary  that  has  been  assented 
to  includes  witMn  the  territories  of  the  United  States  the  only  deep  and  safe 
channel  in  that  part  of  the  river,  and  that  it  is  wholly  impracticable  for  rafts 
of  timber,  staves,  and  other  lumber,  which  now  are  among  the  principal  exports  of 
Upper  Canada,  to  descend  to  the  only  markets  which  are  open  to  them  by  the 
shallow,  dangerous,  and  intricate  channel  on  the  north  side  of  Barnhart's  Island, 
even  where  it  is  ceded  exclusively  to  Your  Majesty. 

We  will  not.  may  it  please  Y^our  ^lajesty,  weaken  our  representation  or  incur 
the  hazard  of  committing  injustice  by  ascribing  motives  to  Your  Majesty's  Com- 
missioners, but  we  feel  ourselves  impelled  to  declare  that  no  person  acquainted 
with  the  localities  of  the  island  ceded,  and  impressed  as  we  are  with  the  im- 
portance in  a  national  point  of  view  of  those  advantages  of  which  its  cession 
will  deprive  us,  could  have  failed  to  insist  on  its  being  retained  by  Your  Majestv'. 
While  suffering  from  this  unfortunate  error  on  the  part  of  Your  Majest}''s 
Commissioners  our  anxieties  have  been  again  awakened  by  having  seen  a  message 
sent  by  the  President  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  an  intimation  that  a 
negotiation  is  now  pending  between  that  Government  and  Your  Majestv'  for  pro- 
curing for  its  subjects  the  free  navigation  of  the  River  Saint  Lawrence  to  the 
ocean. 

We  entreat  Your  ^fajestv'  to  believe  that  we  would  not  intentionally  offend 
Your  Majestv'  by  obtruding  our  forebodings  of  the  unhappy  consequences  which 
in  our  opinion  would  flow  from  the  recognition  of  this  claim,  but  our  feelings  and 
interests  are  too  deeply  involved  in  the  result  to  permit  us  to  withhold  from  Your 
Majesty  the  apprehensions  we  entertain. 
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We  fear,  most  Gracious  Sovereign,  that  the  admission  of  the  subjects  of  the 
United  States  to  the  free  navigation  of  the  River  Saint  Lawrence  to  the  ocean 
would  be  most  ruinous  to  British  interests,  would  endanger  our  connection  with 
Your  Majesty's  Empire,  would  injure  to  an  incalculable  extent  our  Commerce 
and  revenues,  and  would  by  admitting  a  direct  trade  under  a  foreign  flag  not 
allowed  to  British  subjects  facilitate  the  illicit  introduction  of  foreign  merchandise, 
nnd  afford  to  the  subjects  of  a  foreign  state  advantages  not  enjoyed  by  Your 
Majesty's  Canadian  subjects,  for  which  the  restitution  of  Barnharfs  Island  and 
the  free  navigation  of  the  South  Channel  of  the  Saint  Lawrence,  valuable  as  we 
admit  those  objects  to  be,  and  particularly  interesting  as  they  are  to  ourselves, 
would  not  in  our  opinion  be  an  adequate  compensation. 

We,  therefore,  most  humbly  and  earnestly  implore  Y'our  Majesty  to  take  these, 
our  humble  representations,  into  Y^our  Majesity's  most  gracious  consideration,  and 
beseech  Y'our  Majesty  to  direct  the  attention  of  Y'our  Majesty's  Ministers  during 
the  negotiations  said  to  be  depending  to  such  measures  as  may  effectually  secure 
the  present  and  future  interests  of  Y'our  Majesty's  Canadian  subjects.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  close  of  the  last  Session  of  the  Provincial 
Parliament  to  make  during  the  recess  such  improvement  as  they  might  think  proper 
in  the  furnishing  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber,  and  to  import  for  the  use  of 
the  House  an  Edition  of  the  Statutes  at  Large,  reported  that  they  had  made  some 
progress  therein. 

On  motion  made  and  seconded  the  House  adjourned  during  pleasure.  The

An  Act  to  amend  and  make  permanent  a  certain  Act  of  the  Parliament  of 
this  Province  passed  in  the  fifty-ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  His  late  ]\rajesty  King 
George  the  Third,  entitled  "An  Act  to  repeal  the  several  laws  now  in  force  re- 
lative to  levying  and  collecting  rates  and  assessments  in  this  Province,  and  further 
to  provide  for  the  more  equal  and  general  assessment  of  lands  and  other  ratable  pro- 
perty throughout  this  Province,  and  to  render  more  effectual  the  several  laws  of 
this  Province  imposing  rates  and  assessments  by  providing  under  certain  restrictions 
for  the  levying  such  rates  and  assessments  by  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  lands  on 
which  the  same  are  charged. 

After  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  address  the  two  Houses  of  the 
Legislature  in  the  following  words: — 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House 
of  Assembly, — The  conclusion  of  the  public  business,  which  is  now  disposed  of  by 
your  unremitted  attention,  enables  me  to  dispense  with  your  further  attendance 
in  Provincial  Parliament,  but  I  cannot  put  an  end  to  this  Session  without  assuring 
you  how  fully  sensible  I  am  of  the  judgment  and  temper  which  have  governed  your 
counsels  and  given  efficacy  to  your  various  and  extensive  labours. 

The  united  representations  which  you  have  addressed  to  your  Sovereign  on 
matters  of  no  ordinary  importance  to  the  interests  of  your  country  afford  a  gratify- 
ing proof  of  your  cordial  and  zealous  co-operation  in  the  prosecution  of  your 
legislative  duties. 

You  are  suflficiently  aware  that  the  measure  of  success  which  may  kttend  your 
Petitions  must  be  governed  by  a  view  of  various  and  perhaps  conflicting  interests, 
but  it  will  be  no  less  agreeable  to  your  Sovereign  that  it  must  be  satisfactory  to 
the  people  of  this  Province  to  observe  the  vigilant  attention  with  which  you  have 
regarded  every  question  that  can  effect  the  welfare  or  security  of  your  country. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly, — I  thank  you  in  His  Majesty's  name  for 
the  supplies  which  you  have  granted  me  for  the  ordinary  exigencies  of  the  year,  and 
for  the  prudence  you  have  manifested  in  guarding  against  temporary  inconvenience 
to  the  public  service  by  authorizing  a  loan  in  anticipation  of  the  payments  expected 
from  Quebec,  and  you  may  be  assured  that  the  repeated  testimonies  which  I  have 
received  of  your  confidence  and  support  ehall  continue  to  be  met  on  my  part  with 
3  disposition  to  justify  3'our  reliance  by  a  regular  and  economical  administration  of 
the  revenue. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  and  Gentlemen, — I  am  happy  to  concur  with  you  in 
affording  countenance  and  support  to  the  first  efforts  of  a  spirit  of  enterprise  which 
has  been  directed  to  the  improvement  of  our  internal  navigation,  and  which  affords 
the  most  pleasing  and  convincing  proof  of  increasing  intelligence  and  wealth. 

The  measures  by  which  you  propose  to  render  effectual  the  Acts  formerly 
passed,  for  subjecting  all  the  granted  lands  in  this  Province  to  a  moderate  but 
indiscriminating  assesstnent,  have  the  decided  concurrence  of  my  own  judgment, 
and  I  have  reason  to  believe  they  will  be  found  perfectly  to  accord  with  the  opinion 
of  His  Majesty's  Government. 
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Fully  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  some  measure  to  counteract  the  evils  occa- 
sioned by  unoccupied  lands,  and  acceding  entirely  to  the  principle  of  the  provisions 
which  you  have  proposed,  I  have  every  hope  that  the  reference  for  His  Majesty's 
consideration,  which  has  appeared  to  me  proper,  will  result  in  the  declaration  of  the 
Royal  assent. 

The  provisions  you  have  made  for  the  better  collecting  of  the  revenue  and  for 
obtaining  a  more  accurate  census  of  the  population  will,  I  trust,  be  found  effectual. 

I  entertain  an  ardent  hope  that  under  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence 
the  permanent  support  which  you  have  contributed"  in  your  amendments  of  the 
Common  School  Act,  to  the  cause  of  religious  instruction  and  the  general  dissemin- 
ation of  knowledge,  will  be  productive  of  the  happiest  effects.  Such  ohjects  the 
wisest  and  most  virtuous  will  best  appreciate,  and  the  attention  you  have  given 
them  will  confer  lasting  honor  on  yourselves. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  adverting  to  the  present  tranquil  and  happy  state  of  this 
Province  and  pointing  out  to  your  observation  how  materially  that  harmony  and 
public  spirit,  which  have  prevailed  in  the  Councils  of  the  Legislature,  have  led  to 
a  mutual  confidence  between  the  Government  and  the  people,  and  produced  a  highly 
favorable  influence  both  on  the  general  prosperity  and  on  the  contentment  and 
happiness  of  private  life. 

You  will  know  how  greatly  individual  security,  comfort  and  convenience,  as 
well  as  the  whole  interior  order  and  economy  of  a  country  depend  on  the  just  ful- 
filment of  those  ordiuciry  duties  which  the  law  requires,  and  I  am  persuaded  that 
in  3^our  respective  counties  you  will  be  desirous  to  impress  truths  so  important 
upon  the  minds  of  those  who  look  up  to  your  example  or  are  influenced  hy  your 
advice. 

The  Honorable  the  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council  then  said:  It  is  His 
Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  will  and  pleasure  that  this  Provincial  Par- 
liament be  prorogued  to  the  first  day  of  March  next,  to  be  then  here  holden,  and 
this  Provincial  Parliam.ent  is  prorogued  accordingly.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  report  for  the  information  of  the  Legislature 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sections  28  and  39  of  the  Audit  Act,  in  respect  to 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission,  as 
follows. 

The  expenditures  made  by  the  Commission  from  monies  advanced  by  the 
Province  under  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  The  Power  Commission  Act  began 
in  the  year  1906  in  whicli  there  was  expended  $26,000  and  in  the  two  next 
succeeding  years  1907  and  1908,  $40,524.21  and  $52,139.48  respectively,  making 
in  all  $118.663.69 — the  accounts  for  which  were  closed  up  at  the  end  of  each  of 
such  years — the  amount  so  expended  still  remaining,  under  the  Act,  a  debt  due 
the  Province. 

It  ha>  been  found  impossible  to  complete  or  to  make  any  progress  approach- 
ing the  completion  of  an  audit  of  the  expenditures  of  the  Commission  for  each 
or  any  of  the  fiscal  years  1909,  1910,  1911,  1912,  1913  and  1914,  owing  to  the 
Commission  failing  to  furnish  for  each  or  any  of  such  years  complete  accounts  for 
adjustment  and  audit. 

As  a  consequence  the  only  alternative  left  for  intelligible  treatment  of  the 
accounts  had  to  be  resorted  to,  namely,  the  consolidation  of  all  the  expenditures 
for  the  fiscal  years  1909  to  1915  inclusive,  as  a  continuous  and  unbroken  period 
without  any  intervening  adjustment  or  closing  of  yearly  bank  or  other  balances. 

It  is  important  at  this  point  to  ascertain  and  become  possessed  of  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  Commission  have 
been  kept. 

These  accounts  undergo  and  assume  two  distinct  forms,  the  first  form 
being  merely  a  record  of  all  the  actual  expenditures  in  one  General  account  with- 
out in  any  way  disclosing  or  indicating  the  particular  purposes  or  services  to 
which  such  expenditure  shall  be  devoted. 

The  second  form  being  the  product  of  a  process  of  distributing  all  the  ex- 
penditures from  the  General  account,  to  be  borne  by  particular  services  in  such 
proportions  as  juay  be  determined  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission. 

According  to  this  mode  of  fixing  the  respective  shares  of  the  burdens  to  be 
borne  of  such  expenditures,  the  Commission,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section 
22  of  the  Act  respecting  the  Power  Commission,  and  without  any  authority, 
have  charged  to  the  Province  for  the  respective  years  1909,  $37,106.27;  1910, 
$44,543.22:  1911,  $102,225.89:  1^12,  $152,341.55;  1913,  $136,920.59:  1914, 
$119,569.49  and  1915,  $243,011.34.  making  in  all,  $835,718.35. 

With  the  policy  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands  in  respect  to  the  share,  if  any, 
of  such  expenditure  the  Province  should  bear,  the  Auditor  has  nothing  to  do. 

There  is,  however,  the  stern  fact,  a  disregard  of  which  cannot  find  justifica- 
tion upon  any  ground,  and  that  is,  the  Legislature  alone  has  power  to  impose  and 
definitely  fix  the  burdens  to  be  borne  by  the  Province.

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There  is  still  another  form  of  accounting  adopted  by  the  Commission  in 
respect  to  the  question  of  interest  charges  on  Capital  account  to  which  it  is 
necessary  to  direct  attention  by  reason  of  its  unique  character. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  23  the  Municipal  Corporations  entering 
into  contracts  with  the  Commission  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Commission  interest 
upon  the  amount  expended  by  the  Commission  on  Capital  account  in  the  construc- 
tion or  purchase  of  the  works,  all  of  which  the  Commission  shall  pay  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Ontario  as  directed  under  section  15. 

The  Commission,  however,  has  disregarded  the  essential  provisions  of  the 
Act  in  this  respect  and  have  adopted  a  plan  of  their  own  by  substituting  them- 
selves for  the  contracting  corporations  as  debtor  to  the  Province  and  undertaking 
to  pay  interest  on  the  advances  made  by  the  Province  to  the  Commission  instead 
of  or  in  lieu  of  the  contracting  corporations  paying  interest  to  the  Province  on  the 
amount  expended  on  Capital  account. 

This,  as  might  be  expected,  has  led  to  erroneous  interest  imposts  and  in 
some  instances  to  inextricable  c>onfusion. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  has  not  been  confined  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  their  powers  and  duties,  but  has  been  of  a  very  extended  character  involv- 
ing large  unauthorized  expenditures,  namely,  in  entering  ujwn  commercial  transac- 
tions such  as  the  purchase  and  sale  of  goods  and  material  for  purposes  other 
than  for  the  necessary  use  of  the  several  systems,  amounting  to  $455,928.95. 
In  the  construction  of  works,  which  under  the  terms  of  their  contracts  the  muni- 
cipal corporations  concerned  should  have  constructed,  amounting  to  $883.446.47 : 
For  the  electrical  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  London  &  Port  Stanley 
Railway — a  matter  in  which  the  Municipalities  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
respecting  Hydro-Electric  Railways  are  alone  concerned  and  are  bound  to  provide 
the  means  for  carrying  on  the  work— $224,723.54,  making  in  all,  $1,564,098.66. 

For  this  departure,  it  is  submitted  that  it  is  no  answer  to  say  that  this  will 
be  all  repaid  with  interest.  The  fact  remains  that  the  Legislature  has  not  so  far 
seen  fit  under  the  Power  Commission  Act  to  confer  upon  the  Commission  power 
to  enter  upon  and  carry  out  such  undertakings,  nor  has  it  conferred  upon  the 
Commission  power  to  use  or  loan  monies  in  their  hands  belonging  to  the  Province 
even  with  the  view  to  showing  profits. 

The  Commission  have  introduced  a  new  element  in  their  administration  of 
affairs  namely,  what  is  termed  "  Surplus  Applicable  to  Depreciation  Reserve 
Account "  for  the  purposes  of  which  large  sums  are  annually  collected  from  the 
contracting  Municipal  Corporations  in  connection,  as  alleged,  with  the  sale  and 
transmission  of  power.  To  be  more  precise,  the  sums  so  collected  are  in  excess 
of  the  actual  cost  of  power  as  defined  under  the  provisions  of  section  23. 

It  would  seem  obviously  clear  that  the  Commission  have  no  power  to  levy  and 
collect  money  from  the  Municipal  Corporations  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  not 
specifically  provided  for  under  the  Act. 

The  total  advances  made  by  the  Province  to  the  Commission  for  the  fiscal 
years  1909  to  1915  inclusive,  amount  to  $13,169,000  and  the  total  expenditures 
according  to  the  Commission's  distribution  from  the  expenditures  for  the  same 
period,  so  far  as  has  been  ascertained,  amount  to  $17,359,620.55,  showing 
an  excess  of  expenditure  over  the  amount  authorized  by  advances  from  the  Pro- 
vince or  otherwise  of  $4,190,620.55. 

The  annual  statements  rendered  by  the  Commission  to  the  Honourable  the 
Provincial  Treasurer  for  the  vears  1909  to  1915  inclusive,  afford  no  actual  account- 
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ing  information  and  fail  to  disclose  the  existence  of  a  large  and  rapidly  increasing 
unauthorized  expenditure  in  the  years  1911  to  1915  inclusive,  amounting  for 
that  period  to  $4,190,620.55,  as  shown  in  the  annexed  statements  Nos.  1  and  2. 

Two  distinct  causes  with  their  attendant  results  lie  at  the  bottom  of  the 
present  condition  of  things.  One  the  absence  of  even  tlie  semblance  of  legislative 
control  over  the  expenditures  of  the  Commission — in  striking  contrast  with  the 
complete  legislative  control  over  the  expenditures  of  the  Executive  Departments. 
The  other  the  seeming  defiant  disobedience  of  the  Act  creating  the  Commission 
with  their  powers  and  duties. 

Having  regard  to  section  23,  sub-sections  (a)  and  (b)  respecting  interest 
and  sinking  fund,  it  will  be  seen  that  sub-section  (a)  fixes  the  rate  of  interest 
and  basis  upon  which  the  Municipal  Corporations  shall  pay  interest. 

That  under  sub-section  (&)  such  Municipal  Corporations  shall  "pay  an 
annual  sum  sufficient  to  form  in  thirty  years  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the  retirement 
of  the  securities  issued  by  Ontario  under  this  Act  for  the  payment  of  the  cost 
of  the  works." 

Or  to  more  accurately  express  the  facts,  such  Corporations  shall  pay  an 
annual  sum  sufficient  to  discharge  in  thirty  years  the  expenditures  on  capital 
account  with  interest. 

As  is  well  known  there  are  no  securities  having  any  direct  connection  with 
a  sinking  fund,  so  called,  nor  is  there  any  sinking  fund  involved  requiring  invest- 
ments with  interest  compounded  in  the  usual  way.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  capital  expenditures  have  increased  from  year  to  year  and  are  likely  to 
increase  from  year  to  year  for  a  somewhat  indefinite  period. 

It,  therefore,  becomes  a  necessity  of  the  conditions  in  compliance  with  the  Act, 
in  order  that  the  Municipal  Corporations  may  have  thirty  years  (as  provided 
under  sub-section  (&))  to  repay  their  indebtedness  to  the  Province,  that  the 
capital  expenditures  at  the  end  of  each  year  should  be  dealt  with  separately  as 
respects  repayment.

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  yours  of  the  33rd  inst.  with  reference  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  Miss  G.  A.  Hammell,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  carefully  noted  Section  9  of 
The  Public  Service  Act  to  which  you  refer.  While  I  quite  understand  that  it 
gives  power  for  temporary  appointments  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  service,  I 
cannot  see  that  it  conflicts  with  the  arrangements  for  the  expenditure  of  the 
Federal  Gl-ant  made  under  Agreement  in  accordance  with  Statute.  In  this  grant, 
as  you  are  aware,  there  is  provision  for  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with 
District  Representative  work.     The  stenographer  in  question  is  appointed  to  do 
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clerical  work  rendered  necessary  by  reason  of  the  District  Representative  pro- 
gramme. I  cannot  see  that  there  is  any  more  objection  to  paying  a  stenographer 
in  the  City  of  Toronto  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  Province  under  the  authority 
of  this  Agreement  and  in  pursuance  of  this  work.  I  have  discussed  this  matter 
with  my  colleagues  in  the  Cabinet,  and  should  be  glad  if  you  would  give  this  aspect 
further  consideration  and  pass  the  account  for  payment.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  letter  of  the  28th  inst.  respecting  the  appointment  of 
Miss  G.  A.  Hammell,  a  stenographer  in  your  Department. 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  question  now  under  consideration  it  would 
seem  obviously  clear  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  in  any  way  take  into  account  the 
monies  provided  from  the  Federal  Grant  under  and  by  direction  of  the  Minibter 
of  Agriculture  for  Canada  for  district  representative  work  in  this  Province,  any 
more  than  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  account  the  money  appropriated  by  the 
Legislature  (to  which  the  Federal  Grant  is  merely  supplemental)  for  the  same 
service,  as  both  belong  to  what  is  known  as  the  outside  service  as  distinguished 
from  the  inside  or  ciyil  service  as  defined  by  section  2,  clause  (a)  and  (b)  of  the 
Public  Service  Act — under  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  which  Miss  Hammell  has 
been  appointed,  and  for  the  same  reason  that  your  whole  inside  staff  is  paid  out  of 
appropriations  for  Civil  Government,  she  should  unquestionably  be,  it  is  respect- 
fully submitted,  paid  out  of  the  contingencies  of  your  Department. 

I  am  not  aware  that  the  agreement  to  which  you  refer  makes  any  provision 
for  the  appointment  of  stenographers  in  connection  with  District  Representative

Dear  Sir, — I  have  yours  of  the  28th  inst.  in  reference  to  the  application  to 
the  Treasury  Board  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  salary  due  Miss  G.  A. 
Hammell.  I  quite  appreciate  the  fact  that  no  objections  could  be  very  well  raised 
to  having  the  payments  made  out  of  the  Contingencies  of  the  Department.  I  feel, 
however,  that  it  is  equally  reasonable  to  ask  that  payment  be  made  out  of  another 
fund  in  which  provision  is  made  for  work  of  the  nature  involved  in  this  payment, 
and  that  is  why  I  had  asked  a  ruling  of  the  Trea^sury  Board,  as  I  understood  that 
vou  could  not  concur  in  this  view,  and  I  had  no  desire  that  you  should  take  re- 
sponsibility- for  anything  in  which  you  could  not  conscientiously  concur.

the  Board,  having  reference  to  the  objection  of  the  Auditor  and  the  auswer^to  such 
objection,  as  referred  to  in  the  said  memorandum,  is  of  opinion  that  there  is 
statutory  authority  for  the  employment  of  Miss  G.  A.  Hammell  in  the  position 
mentioned,  and  directs  that  a  cheque  be  issued  for  the  payment  of  her  salary 
accordingly.

Dear  Sir: — 

The  testator  John  Scott  died  on  the  14th  day  of  July,  1908,  and  the  duty  on 
his  estate  became  payable  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1910.  Despite  the  repeated 
requests  and  constant  warnings  from  the  Department  to  the  executors,  pointingr 
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out  that  if  the  duty  was  not  paid  within  the  time  limited  by  Section  15,  Sub- 
section 1,  interest  would  accordingly  be  charged  thereon  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent, 
per  annum  from  the  death  of  the  deceased.  Notwithstanding  this  no  payment  was 
made  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  when  the  duty  might  have  been  paid 
without  interest. 

On  the  10th  of  January,  1910,  Mr.  Secord,  solicitor  for  the  estate,  forwarded 
to  the  Department  a  cheque  for  a  lump  sum  of  $2,500,  as  he  states,  in  payment  of 
the  duty,  which  was  accordingly  so  applied,  subject,  of  course,  to  some  necessary 
adjustments  then  in  progress  in  connection  with  closing  up  the  matter. 

Later  on  Mr.  Secord  went  through  the  form  of  applying  to  the  Surrogate 
Judge  for  an  extension  of  time,  obviously  not  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  duty, 
which  had  already  been  paid,  nor  the  doing  of  any  act,  matter  or  thing  necessary 
Tor  determining  the  exai-t  amount  of  duty  payable  by  the  estate,  but  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  evading  payment  of  the  interest  then  due  the  Province  which  had 
accrued  by  reason  of  the  non-papnent  of  the  duty  within  the  time  limited  by 
Section  15  (1). 

It  would  not  appear  necessary  to  enter  upon  an  enquiry  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Surrogate  Judge  had  power  to  hear  the  application  referred  to,  inasmuch  as 
the  order  made  by  him  does  not  pretend  (even  had  he  power,  which  is  not  admitted) 
to  deal  witii  the  interest  that  had  accrued  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  when 
the  duty  might  have  been  paid  without  interest,  but  on  the  contrary,  it  only  deals 
with  interest  that  might  accrue  after  the  time  limited  for  pa3-ment  without  interest, 
which  in  effect  does  not  in  the  least  vary  or  alter  the  operation  of  Section  15  (1), 
any  more  than  if  the  order  had  been  silent  in  respect  thereto.  In  other  words,  it  is 
respectfully  submitted  that  the  liability  of  the  estate  for  payment  of  all  interest 
remains  the  same  in  all  respects  as  if  no  order  had  been  made  by  the  Surrogate 
Judge.

I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant. 
This  estate,  being  involved  in  certain  litigation,  and  it  appearing  that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  have  the  amount  of  succession  duty  payable  determined  within 
eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  death,  I  suggested  to  the  solicitor  that  they  make 
a  payment  on  account,  which  they  did,  but  not  within  the  eighteen  months  from  the 
date"  of  the  testator's  death.  The  solicitors  then  applied  to  the  Surrogate  Judge 
for  extension  of  time.  I  instructed  my  agent,  Mr.  J.  H.  Hancock,  Barrister,  of 
Gait,  to  appear  on  the  motion  and  oppose  the  same  and  also  to  oppose  that  the 
estate  he  relieved  from  the  payment  of  interest  by  reason  of  not  having  paid  the 
dutv  by  the  due  date.  However,  the  Judge  saw  fit  to  make  an  order  extending  the 
time  for  payment  of  succession  duty  to  the  4th  day  of  May,  1910,  and  also  that  the 
interest  on  the  amount  of  succession  duty  found  to  be  payable  by  the  estate  shall 
be  paid  from  4th  day  of  January.  1910.  which  order  is  binding  on  the  Department.

I  think  under  Section  1?  of  the  Act  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  Judge  has  the  power 
to  make  the  order,  as  no  mention  is  made  in  the  Act  when  the  application  must  be 
made ;  therefore,  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  application  to  be  made  within  eighteen 
months  from  the  date  of  death.

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  10th  inst.  In  my  letter  of  the  9th  inst.. 
I  endeavoured  to  point  out  the  fact  that,  entirely  apart  from  the  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Surrogate  Judge  had  power  to  make  any  order  in  this  case  that 
in  the  terms  of  the  order  itself  no  reference  or  finding  is  made  in  respect  to  the 
interest  that  had  accrued  during  the  period  of  eighteen  months  between  the  date 
of  the  death  of  the  testator  and  the  4th  day  of  January,  1910,  when  the  duty 
might  have  been  paid  without  interest,  and  therefore  the  liability  of  the  estate  to 
pay  such  interest  remains  the  same  as  if  no  order  had  been  made.

Dear  Sir,— I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  12th  instant, 
and  have  noted  the  contents  therein  with  respect  to  the  interest  payable  in  this 
matter. 

I  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  Succession  Duty  Act  (1914)  sec.  17,  which  provides 
that  unless  the  Judge  otherwise  orders,  the  duty  shall,  nevertheless,  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  on  which  such  duty  might 
have  been  paid  without  interest.  It  is  quite  clear  that  on  the  order  being  granted 
the  interest  abates  for  the  eighteen  months  unless  the  Judge  otherwise  orders : 
therefore,  interest  abates  if  the  order  is  silent.  The  present  order  is  couched 
in  the  clearest  language  that  interest  is  chargeable  from  the  due  date  fixed  by 
the  Statute. 

If  you  will  consider  this  matter  I  think  that  you  will  see  that  interest  is  not 
properly  chargeable  during  the  period  of  the  eighteen  months  between  the  date 
of  death  and  the  date  the  duty  was  payable  without  interest  by  section  15.

Deae  Sie, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst.,  and  note  your 
reference  to  section  17  of  the  Succession  Duty  Act. 

It  would  seem  hardly  necessary  to  again  point  out  that  the  provisions  of 
section  15  (1)  prevails  in  all  respects  (unless  varied  by  order  of  the  Judge) 
that  is  to  say  that  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  shall  be  charged  and  paid 
from  the  date  of  death  until  such  time  as  the  duty  is  paid,  if  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof  is  not  paid  within  the  time  limited  for  such  payment  without  interest. 

Section  17  provides  that  the  Surrogate  Judge  may  make  upon  such  terms 
as  he  may  deem  proper,  an  order  extending  the  time  fixed  by  the  Act  for  pay- 
ment of  the  dutj-^but  unless  the  Judge  otherwise  orders,  the  duty  shall  never- 
theless bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  from  the  day  upon  which  such 
duty  might  have  been  paid  without  interest. 

The  scope  of  this  section  is  clearly  limited  to  giving  relief  to  the  applicant, 
and  as  respects  the  question  of  interest,  would  seem  to  be  especially  limited  to 
interest  acruing  after  the  date'  when  the  duty  might  have  been  paid  without 
interest. 

If,  however,  it  could  be  assumed  on  any  ground  that  section  17  is  not  so 
limited  in  its  scope,  and  that  the  payment  of  interest  accruing  between  the  date 
of  death  and  the  date  when  the  duty  might  have  been  paid  without  interest 
is  among  the  questions  within  the  power  of  the  Judge  to  decide  (which  is  not 
admitted)  it  would  then  obviously  follow  that  the  operation  of  section  15  (1) 
in  respect  to  interest  or  otherwise,  would  not  be  varied  unless  every  variation  is 
definitely  stated  in  the  terms  of  the  order. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  interest  accruing  between  the  date  of  death  and 
the  date  when  the  duty  might  have  been  paid  without  interest,  had,  before  any 
order  was  made,  become  absolute  and  as  effective  as  the  duty  itself  a  debt  due 
and  paj^able  to  the  Province  under  the  provisions  of  section  15  (1)  and  despite 
the  fact  that  the  order  granting  an  extension  of  time  for  pa^Tnent  of  the  duty 
does  not  in  its  terms  make  any  reference  in  respect  to  such  interest,  the  novel 
contention  is  set  up  that  the  mere  granting  of  the  order  extending  the  time 
carried  with  it  the  abatement  of  the  interest,  quite  regardless  of  the  fact  that  if 
the  terms  upon  which  the  extension  was  granted  varied  the  operation  of  section 
15  (1)  in  the  least,  they  must  be  definitely  stated  in  the  order.  Otherwise  the 
Act  would  in  all  respects  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

In  support  of  the  contention  referred  to,  you  make  the  following  statement 
which  would  seem  to  be  relied  upon :  "  The  present  order  is  couched  in  the  clearest 
language  that  interest  is  chargeable  from  the  due  date  fixed  by  Statute."  Is  it 
not  a  fact  that  section  17  to  which  you  have  made  special  reference,  provides 
that  unless  the  Judge  otherwise  orders,  the  duty  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent,  from  the  day  upon  which  such  duty  might  have  been  paid  without 
interest,  and  that  any  pretence  in  the  terms  of  the  order  directing  that  interest 
shall  be  charged  from  the  due  date  fixed  by  the  Statute,  or  in  other  words,  to 
attempt  to  direct  what  was  already  fixed  under  the  provisions  of  section  17,  is 
superfluous,  worthless  and  uncalled  for  as  effecting  in  the  slightest  sense,  the 
operation  of  the  Act  in  any  respect?

Dear  Sir, — In  this  matter  I  have  written  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer  to  ask 
him  to  be  good  enough  to  issue  a  cheque  in  favour  of  the  executors  of  the  estate 
for  the  sum  of  $592.70  being  the  amount  of  refund  due  them  for  overpayment 
and  interest  thereon.  The  points  in  dispute  have  already  been  referred  to  in  the 
correspondence  so  that  they  need  not  be  reiterated  here.  ]  would  like  to  point  out 
that  the  construction  of  section  17  as  contended  for  in  previous  correspondence 
is  not  so  entirely  novel  as  you  intimate,  and  I  may  mention  that  your  office  on 
repeated  occasions  followed  it  for  some  years  and  the  provisions  of  this  section 
seem  so  clear  that  it  is  rather  surprising  to  me  that  you  are  now  in  doubt  about 
the  points  which  have  already  been  passed  upon  in  other  cases.  However,  as 
stated  before,  the  order  makes  definite  provision  for  interest  from  the  date  men- 
tioned in  it  so  that  it  is  submitted  that  no  further  question  can  arise  with  respect 
to  the  construction  of  the  section  in  question.  The  facts  are  that  the  duty  was 
overpaid  on  the  definite  understanding  made  with  this  office  that  a  refund  would 
be  made  when  the  amount  properly  payable  was  adjusted. 

If  you  are  not  disposed  to  issue  the  refund  in  accordance  with  the  state- 
ment, will  you  be  good  enough  to  state  in  writing  your  objections  thereto  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  13  of  the  Audit  Act  so  that  the  matter 
may  be  referred  to  the  Treasury  Board  for  a  ruling. 

I  am  attaching  a  copy  of  the  statement  showing  the  basis  upon  which  the 
refund  is  asked.     Subsequeijt  interest  should  be  added  to  the  date  of  payment.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  letter  of  the  9th  inst.,  in  which  you  state  as  follows, 
''  The  facts  are  that  the  duty  was  overpaid  on  the  definite  understanding  made 
with  this  office  that  a  refund  would  be  made  when  the  amount  properly  payable 
was  adjusted."  As  it  would  seem  impossible  to  assign  any  reason  or  ground  for 
an  understanding,  definite  or  otherwise^  upon  a  matter  so  self-evident  (as  to 
leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding)  as  that  any  sum  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Province  for  duty  in  excess  of  the  amount  properly  payable  would  be 
refunded  to  the  estate — the  only  intelligible  meaning  your  observation  would 
seem  to  convey  is  that  when  the  money  was  paid  some  time  after  the  date  when 
the  duty  might  have  been  paid  without  interest  your  office  gave  an  undertaking 
that  the  estate  would  not  be  required  to  pay  the  interest  then  past  due  and  payable 
under  section  15   (1)   from  the  date  of  death. 

Objection  to  payment  is  taken  under  the  provisions  of  section  14  (c)  of  the 
Audit  Act,  being  Chap.  33,  R.S.O.  1914,  on  the  grounds  set  out  in  the  corres- 
pondence in  this  case,  which  are  substantially  as  follows. 

The  period  between  the  date  of  death  and  the  time  when  the  duty  might 
have  been  paid  without  interest  under  section  15  (1)  expired  on  the  4th  day 
of  January,  1910,  without  any  payment  having  been  made  until  the  11th  day  of 
■January,  1910,  when  the  sum  of  $^,500  Avas  paid  on  account  of  the  duty. 

On  the  21st  day  of  January,  1910,  the  Surrogate  Judge  made  an  order  (a 
copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached)  extending  the  time  for  payment  of  the  duty 
and  definitely  fixing  the  terms  upon  which  such  extension  was  granted,  which  are 
as  follows: 

"  It  is  ordered  that  the  time  for  payment  of  the  Succession  duties  payable 
on  account  of  the  said  estate  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  until  the  4th 
day  of  Mav,  A.D.  1910. 
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•"  And  it  is  further  ordered  that  interest  on  tlie  amount  of  the  siiccessioii 
duty  payable  on  account  of  the  said  estate-  <lia]l  be  pai<l  by  the  <'stMt<'  from  htk! 
after  the  4th  day  of  January,  1910." 

It   is  respectfully  submitted : 

1. — (1)  That  the  elt'ect  and  nieaniiiii  of  the  said  order  must  be  strictly 
limited  to  the  terms  definitely  expressed  therein. 

2,  That  the  statement  issued  from  the  Succession  Duty  Office  dated  the 
•23rd  of  March,  1015.  in  includini^-  therein  only  the  sum  of  $1.90  as  interest 
chargeable  to  the  estate,  and  in  excluding  therefrom  the  sum  of  $11:8.91  Ijeing  the 
accrued  interest  from  the  date  of  death  to  the  4th  day  of  January.  1910,  is 
inaccurate  and  contrary  to  the  terms,  language  and  meaning  of  the  said  order.

Copy  of  a  Minute  of  the  Treasury  Board,  dated  the  l;>tb  day  of  October, 
A.D.  1915. 

The  Provincial  Auditor  having  refused  to  certify  to  the  payment  of  the  sum 
of  $592.70  to  James  Scott  and  Harry  W.  ?^eil,  executors  of  the  John  Scott 
estate  as  requested  by  the  Solicitor  to  the  Treasury,  The  Treasury  Department  has 
submitted  the  sufficiency  of  the  Auditor's  objections  to  the  Treasury  Board  for 
determination  under  Clause  (c)  of  sub-section  1,  section  14  of  The  Audit  Ait. 
cap.  23,  R.S.O.  1914. 

The  facts  as  set  out  in  the  correspondence  between  the  Auditor  and  the 
Solicitor  to  the  Treasury  Department  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows: 

*'  The  above  named  testator  died  about  the  4th  day  of  July,  1908,  leaving 
an  estate  valued  in  the  affidavit  of  value  and  relationship  filed  herein  at  $114,792.64. 
Under  section  15  of  the  Succession  Duty  Act  duty  was  payable  within  eighteen 
months  from  the  date  of  death,  but  the  executors  by  their  Solicitors  took  the 
ground  that  this  estate  was  involved  in  certain  litigation  and  it  Avould  ))e  im- 
possible to  have  the  amount  of  succession  duty  payable  determined  within  the 
time  fixed  by  the  Act.  The  executors  on  January  11th,  1910,  paid  the  sum 
of  $2,500  on  account  of  succession  duty  under  the  agreement  that  the  duty  woiild 
be  adjusted  later  on  and  a  refund  made  if  the  then  payment  proved  to  be  in 
excess  of  the  proper  amount,  and  their  Solicitor  then  applied  for  an  extension 
of  time  under  section  17  of  the  Succession  Duty  Act  to  the  Surrogate  Judge  who 
ordered  the  time  to  be  extended  to  May  4th,  1910.  with  interest  on  the  amount  of 
succession  dutv  found  to  be  payable  by  the  estate  from  the  4tli  day  of  January. 
1910." 

This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Surrogate  Judge  had  power  to  make 
the  order  extending  the  time  for  payment  of  succession  duty  and  that  such  order 
is  binding  on  the  Provincial  Treasurer  and  that  under  section  15  of  the  Succession 
Duty  Act  when  the  Judge  made  the  Order  extending  the  time  for  payment  of 
succession  duty  and  did  not  otherwise  order,  the  interest  abates  for  the  eighteen 
months. 
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Under  the  circumstances  the  Board  directs  that  the  said  refund  of  $592.70 
be  made  to  James  Scott  and  Harry  W.  Neil,  executors  of  the  above  estate  and  thai 
a  cheque  for  the  said  amount  in  favour  of  the  said  James  Scott  and  Harry  W. 
Neil  with  interest  on  the  sum  of  $512.68  from  26th  March,  1915,  to  the  date  of 
payment  be  issued  accordingly. 

This  expenditure  to  be  charged  against  Vote  91  as  follows:  The  sum  of 
$512.68  to  sub-item  1  and  the  sum  of  $80.02  and  interest  on  $512.68  from  the 
26th  March,  1915,  to  date  of  payment  to  sub-item  2.

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board 

ONTARIO. 


To  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor : — 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  has  the  honour  to  submit  its  report 
covering  the  calendar  year  1915,  being  the  first  year  of  actual  operation  of  The 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

An  Incomplete  Year. 

As  at  the  close  of  the  year  a  great  many  claims  for  accidents  happening 
during  the  year  had  not  yet  been  filed,  or  by  reason  of  continuing  disability  or 
incompleteness  of  reports  had  not  been  finally  dealt  with,  and  as  the  assessments 
for  the  year,  which  were  levied  on  estimated  pay  rolls,  had  not  yet  been  adjusted 
to  the  true  amount,  the  actual  figures  for  the  year's  e-xperience  are  still  incomplete, 
but  endeavor  has  been  made  to  present  the  situation  as  well  as  possible. 

Substance  of  Report. 

Statements  have  been  carefully  tabulated  showing  receipts  and  payments  and 
the  financial  condition  of  the  various  classes  of  industry  with  respect  to  the  Act, 
and  giving  figures  and  information  as  to  the  claims  and  accidents  for  which 
compensation  has  been  paid. 

Following  the  tables  are  a  review  and  explanation  of  financial  affairs  (page  27) ; 
a  summary  and  review  of  accidents  and  accident  statistics  (page  31)  ;  an  explana- 
tion of  the  manner  in  which  pension  cases  are  dealt  with  (page  34)  ;  and  an 
explanation  of  the  manner  in  which  compensation  for  permanent  partial  disability 
is  determined  (page  40). 

The  Two  Schedules. 

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  in  perusing  the  report  that  industries  and  em- 
ployers under  Part  I  of  the  Act  are  separated  into  two  different  schedules — those 
in  Schedule  1  contributing  to  the  Accident  Fund  but  having  no  individual 
liability  for  accidents:  those  in  Schedule  2  not  contributing  to  the  Accident  Fund 
but  being  liable  for  pa^nnent  of  compensation  fixed  by  the  Board  for  accidents 
as  they  occur. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  14.750  employers  listed  in  Schedule  1 
and  1,252  in  Schedule  2. 

Though  the  Act  does  not  apply  to  the  Crown,  accidents  to  workmen  in  the 
employ  of  the  Province  have  been  referred  to  the  Board  for  determination  of 
compensation,  and  appear  in  the  report  as  Crown  Cases.  The  Provincial  Govern- 
ment Railway  and  the  Provincial  Hydro  Electric  Commission  are  dealt  with  by 
consent  as  if  included  in  Schedule  2. 
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The  Working  of  the  Act. 

The  Act  has  worked  smoothly  and  satisfactorily.  The  benefits  of  the  new 
system  of  law  to  both  workmen  and  employers  are  recognized  and  appreciated. 
Claims  are  expeditiously  and  inexpensively  disposed  of.  Employers  are  immune 
from  the  expense  and  annoyance  of  litigation.  The  intricacies  and  hardships  upon 
workmen  and  their  families  of  the  old  doctrines  of  negligence,  common  employ- 
ment and  assumed  risk  are  eliminated.  The  facts  to  be  determined  by  the  Board 
are  usually  few  and  simple.  There  is  no  longer  need  for  pa}'ment  of  legal  fees 
either  by  workmen  or  employers. 

'Cheques  to  the  number  of  about  150,  amounting  on  an  average  to  $3,600,  go 
forward  daily  to  injured  and  disabled  workmen  or  their  widows  and  children. 

Of  17,033  notices  of  accident  of  all  kinds  received  up  to  December  31,  only 
1,117  remained  unadjudicated  on  that  date,  the  great  majority  of  the  latter  being 
in  assembly  awaiting  the  necessary  reports  from  the  workman  or  employer. 

Dealing  with  Claims. 

The  manner  of  dealing  with  claims  is  very  informal.  Xotice  of  the  accident 
is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Board  by  the  employer  within  three  days  after  it 
occurs.  Full  report  giving  all  particulars  necessary  for  adjudicating  the  claim 
are  to  follow  later  or  may  be  sent  in  the  first  instance  if  he  desires.  Forms  are 
at  once  despatched  by  the  Board  to  the  workman  to  he  filled  out  by  himself  and 
the  attending  surgeon,  though  the  workman  should  himself  without  waiting  to  be 
written  to  give  notice  of  the  accident  to  the  Board  as  well  as  to  his  employer. 
If  the  reports  come  back  with  the  information  provided  for  and  the  claim  is 
proper  and  ripe  for  payment,  a  cheque  (payable  at  par  at  any  bank  in  the 
Province)  will  go  forward  within  two  or  three  days  after  the  reports  are  in. 
To  this  Schedule  2  cases,  in  which  the  cheque  has  to  be  obtained  from  thg  em- 
ployer-, are  an  exception,  the  time  taken  being  usually  very  much  longer. 

The  aim  is  to  pay  temporary  disability  cases  bi-weekly.  For  this  purpose, 
unless  from  the  nature  of  the  injury  it  is  clear  the  disability  will  be  an  extended 
one,  further  reports  of  condition,  called  Progress  Reports,  are  recfuired  from  the 
doctor.  The  employer  also  is  asked  to  report  promptly  to  the  Board  the  work- 
man's return  or  ability  to  return  to  work. 

Wliere  reports  are  incomplete  or  contradictory,  or  the  claim  is  for  any  reason 
questionable,  further  inquiry,  and  sometimes  personal  investigation  by  an  oflBcer 
of  the  Board  must  be  made,  or  witnesses  carefully  examined  under  oath,  but 
the  percentage  of  cases  in  which  this  is  necessary  is  exceedingly  small. 

Wliere  it  seems  appropriate  partial  or  tentative  payments  are  put  through 
pending  more  complete  information  as  to  wages  or  length  of  disability.  Occasion- 
ally in  such  cases  it  happens  that  overpayment  is  made  to  the  workman,  which 
he  is  afterwards  required  to  refund.  It  is  justification  for  this  practice,  and 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  say,  that  in  only  one  or  two  cases  out  of  several  score 
of  the  kind  has  the  overpaid  workman  failed  to  refund  the  overpajTiient  promptly 
and  cheerfully. 

For  the  employer's  information,  and  to  keep  him  in  touch  with  what  is  being 
done,  and  to  enable  him  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  any  possible  over- 
payment or  imposition,  notice  of  every  payment  other  than  pensions  is  sent  to  the 
employer.  Pension  payments,  after  the  first  award  and  notice,  go  forward  in 
regular  course  without  further  notification. 
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Partial  Disability. 

Partial  disability  cases  are  of  necessity  less  simple  to  deal  with  than  total 
disability  (temporary  or  permanent)  or. death  cases.  The  amounts  in  the  latter 
are  for  the  most  part  definitely  fixed  by  the  Act  and  when  the  claim  is  allowed 
are  only  at  most  a  matter  of  computation.  In  partial  disability  cases  the  extent 
of  impairment  has  to  be  determined.  Each  case  must  have  special  and  careful 
report  and  consideration,  and  frequently  special  examination.  The  rate  of  wages 
received  or  th&  failure  to  earn  wages  after  the  accident,  has  been  found  a  very 
unsatisfactory  guide  in  permanent  partial  disability  cases.  The  characters  and 
relations  of  the  employer  and  workman  often  enter  largely  into  the  question  of 
subsequent  wages,  and  often  the  wage  after  the  injury  is  only  tentative  or  tem- 
porary. Care  must  be  taken  also  that  a  workman  who  does  his  best  to  minimize 
his  handicap  shall  not  be  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  with  another  who  may 
be  unwilling  to  earn  what  he  can.  A  table  of  allowances  for  the  different  kinds  of 
injur}^  or  mutilation  has  been  adopted  as  a  general  guide,  to  be  varied,  of  course, 
according  to  the  occupation  or  otiier  special  circumstance  of  each  case.  This 
table  and  an  explanation  of  the  manner  of  dealing  with  permanent  partial  dis- 
ability cases  will  be  found  on  pages  40  and  41. 

Assessment  Rates. 

Though  in  view  of  the  unavoidable  incompleteness  of  the  actual  figures,  the 
first  year's  experience  of  the  Act  cannot  be  regarded  as  conclusive,  it  indicates 
that  the  financial  burden  of  the  new  law  will  be  less  than  was  anticipated.  The 
assessments  levied  for  1915  are  in  most  cases  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the 
requirements.  Though  in  a  very  few  instances  the  bad  accident  experience  has 
called  for  an  increase  of  rate,  the  Board  has  felt  warranted  in  making  substantial 
reductions  in  most  classes  of  industry.  In  a  number  of  classes  or  parts  of  classes, 
where  the  experience  was  good  and  the  surplus  large,  reductions  are  being  applied 
retroactively  for  1915. 

In  fixing  the  rates  regard  is  had  to  the  experience,  not  only  of  the  class  as  a 
whole,  tut  also  of  each  different  kind  of  industry  in  the  class. 

Accident  Prevention. 

In  connection  with  the  matter  of  rates  the  importance  of  well-directed  efforts 
in  safeguarding  machinery  and  plant  and  in  urging  upon  workmen  the  avoidance 
of  unnecessary  risks  cannot  be  too  much  emphasized.  Good  work  in  this  direction 
is  being  done  by  a  number  of  the  safety  associations  of  employers  formed  under 
Section  101  of  the  Act.  Further  reference  to  safety  associations  and  accident 
prevention  will  be  found  on  pages  28  and  32. 

Classification  and  Amendments. 

A  few  changes  in  classification,  largely  at  the  instance  of  employers,  and 
mostly  matters  of  rearrangement,  have  been  made  for  1916.  The  changes  are 
summarized  and  the  amended  schedules  printed  in  Circular  3  (3rd  edition)  issued 
by  the  Board. 

The  difficulty  of  determining  the  dividing  line  between  industries  under 
and  industries  not  under  the  schedules  has  in  general  been  much  less  than  expected. 
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Employers  in  a  number  of  instances  have  expressed  the  desire  that  industries 
or  operations  carried  on  by  them  which  are  not  now  under  Part  I  of  the  Act 
should  be  brought  under  even  where  like  industries  or  operations  of  other  em- 
ployers are  not  included.  An  amendment  to  the  Act  is  being  asked  to  meet  such 
cases. 

An  amendment  is  also  being  asked  looking  to  the  avoidance  of  delay  in 
payment  of  compensation  in  Schedule  3  cases. 

An  important  matter  to  which  attention  might  be  called  is  the  absence  of 
provision  for  medical  and  hospital  expenses  of  injured  workmen.  The  present  con- 
dition as  to  this  is  inequitable  to  workmen  whose  injuries  are  of  a  nature  that 
make  the  medical  expenses  large  in  proportion  to  the  compensation  received;  it  is 
inequitable  to  employers  who  voluntarily  liear  these  expenses  out  of  their  own 
pocket  while  others  do  not,  though  all  contribute  alike  to  the  Accident  Fund;  and 
it  is  inequitable  to  doctors  who  sometimes  go  unremunerated.  The  solution  lies 
either  in  the  general  adoption  of  the  voluntary  arrangements  already  existing  in 
numbers  of  cases  between  workmen  and  employer  for  providing  medical  and  hos- 
pital attention,  or  an  amendment  to  the  Act  providing  in  some  way  for  pa}Tnent  of 
these  expenses. 

Co=operation  in  Carrying  Out  Act. 

The  Act,  in  general,  has  met  with  commendation.  Acknowledgments  are 
due  to  employers  and  workmen,  and  to  members  of  the  medical  profession,  for 
50-operation  in  carrying  out  its  provisions.

Note. — It  is  a  characteristic  feature  of  the  Act  that  pensions  rather  than  lump 
sums  are  payable  in  case  of  death  or  permanent  disability.  The  liability  for  the,  pension 
is  created  when  the  accident  occurs  and  a  sum  to  meet  the  payments  is  accordingly 
set  aside  in  the  year  in  which  tha  accident  happens,  and  out  of  the  fund  thus  provided 
all  pension  payments  are  made.  It  is  called  a  reserve  fund,  though  not  strictly  such 
in  the  ordinary  sense.  Other  than  this,  and  the  small  disaster  reserve,  set  aside  under 
Section  88  (2),  no  reserve  fund  is  contemplated.  The  lump  sums  set  aside  for  each 
accident  are  on  the,  basis  of  five  per  cent,  interest  and  have  regard  in  the  case  of 
widows  to  the  probability  of  remarriage  as  well  as  the  expectancy  of  life.

FINANCES. 

Tables  1  to  9  show  the  financial  transactions  and  standing  for  the  calendar  year 
1915. 

Table  1  sets  forth  under  the  various  headings  the  receipts  and  payments  and 
liabilities  for  the  year,  and  gives  the  condition  at  the  close  of  the  year  of  the  funds 
of  the  different  classes  of  industries  in  Schedule  1. 

As  this  was  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  Act,  the  actual  experience  for  the 
year,  as  pointed  out  in  the  footnote  on  Table  1,  is  far  from  complete,  both  as  re- 
spects assessments  and  as  respects  cost  of  accidents,  but  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
make  clear  the  situation  as  far  as  possible. 

The  total  actual  receipts  in  respect  of  Schedule  1  amount  to  $1,581,'M8.02; 
the  total  disbursements  and  liabilities  (actual  and  estimated)  amount  to 
$1,186,221.62;  and  the  total  net  balance  of  surplus  for  all  the  classes  is  $395,026.40. 

These  figures  will  be  varied  when  assessments  are  adjusted  to  the  actual  pay  roll 
for  the  year,  and  may  also  be  considerably  altered  in  respect  of  the  amount  of 
estimated  liability  when  the  total  amount  of  compensation  for  the  year  is  finally 
determined. 

In  a  number  of  classes  and  parts  of  classes  the  surplus  is  being  reduced  by 
lowering  the  rates  for  1915  retroactively. 

Of  the  thirty-five  classes  of  industries,  four  show  a  deficit,  but  it  is  already 
apparent  from  the  actual  pay  roll  statements  which  have  come  in  that  all  except 
Class  7  (the  glass  industry)  are  likely  on  final  revision  to  show  a  surplus. 

Assessments. 

Assessments  were  collected  from  14,750  employers,  amounting  to  a  net  sum  of 
$1,539,492.58.  These  assessments  were  based  upon  the  estimated  pay  rolls  and  are 
to  be  adjusted  to  the  correct  amount  when  the  actual  pay  rolls  have  been  ascer- 
tained. At  the  time  of  writing  most  of  the  actual  pay  rolls  are  in.  Individual  cases 
will  always  show  some  variations,  but  in  a  number  of  the  classes  there  will  be  sub- 
stantial net  increases,  while  in  a  few  other  classes  there  will  apparently  be  some 
decrease.  These  class  variations  are  largely  the  result  of  war  conditions  on  the 
one  hand  and  of  slackness  of  certain  lines  of  industry,  especially  the  building  trades, 
upon  the  other. 

Interest,  Penalties,  etc. 

The  figures  under  this  heading  include  interest  charged  employers  who  de- 
ferred payment  of  the  second  instalment  of  assessment,  and  percentage  charged 
employers  who  made  default  in  payment  of  assessment,  amounting  together  to 
$11,994.13;  also  interest  on  investments  and  bank  balances  (exclusive  of  pension 
reserve)  amounting  to  $29,261.31. 

The  above-mentioned  added  percentage  for  default  is  charged  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  93  and  Eegulation  51.  It  is  5  per  cent,  for  the  first  month  fol- 
lowing the  fifteenth  day  after  registered  notice  of  the  assessment  is  mailed  and  1 
per  cent,  per  month  for  each  additional  month  of  default. 

A  penalty  of  $500  was  levied  under  Section  74  (4)  of  the  Act  for  flagrant  vio- 
lation of  the  safety  provisions  of  the  Mining  Act  of  Ontario  from  which  a  fatal 
accident  resulted.  A  number  of  other  cases  respecting  Section  74  (4)  are  under  con- 
sideration of  the  Board.

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The  interest  ou  the  pension  reserve  fund,  amounting  to  $9,753.19,  is  shown 
in  the  pension  reserve  fund  table.    This  is  applied  toward  payment  of  pensions. 

Compensation. 

The  total  amount  of  compensation  for  the  year  (actually  awarded  and  estim- 
ated) amounts  to  $1,067,804.23.    This  is  made  up  as  follows: —

All  payments  of  compensation  and  awards  of  pension  are  charged  to  the  class 
of  industry  in  which  the  accident  happens,  and  a  careful  account  is  also  kept  of  the 
amounts  paid  out  for  the  accidents  of  each  employer. 

Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

As  explained  in  the  note  on  Table  2,  this  is  a  fund  made  up  of  specij5c  amounts 
set  apart  for  the  pensions  payable  in  respect  of  individual  accidents  as  awards  are 
made.  Pension  payments  are  made  out  of  this  fund  and  the  interest  received  in 
respect  of  it  is  added. 

The  figures  in  the  tables  include  only  the  pension  cases  in  which  final  awards 
have  actually  been  made.  A  number  of  accidents  happening  in  1915  resulting  in 
permanent  disability,  the  extent  of  which  could  not  be  determined  at  the  time,  re- 
main to  be  dealt  with. 

Special  Advances. 

A  provision  (Section  25  (4))  enabling  the  Board  to  make  special  advances  to 
workmen  in  case  of  pressing  need  was  added  to  the  Act  in  1915.  During  the  part 
of  the  year  that  this  has  been  in  effect  it  has  been  found  very  beneficial.  Sums 
amounting  to  $1,685  were  paid  out  under  this  heading,  most  of  which  was,  or 
ultimately  will  be,  set  off  against  compensation  subsequently  awarded. 

Special  Medical  Treatment. 

This  also  was  a  provision  (Section  22a)  added  in  1915,  enabling  the  Board  to 
provide  special  surgical  treatment  for  a  workman  when  this,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  is  the  only  means  of  avoiding  heavy  payment  for  permanent  disability.  It 
is  confined  to  a  small  class  of  cases,  but  is  being  found  increasingly  beneficial  in  the 
interest  both  of  employers  and  workmen.  For  the  part  of  the  year  during  which 
it  was  in  operation,  the  payments  amounted  to  only  $250.30,  but  the  expenditure 
under  this  head  is  now  largely  increasing. 

Safety  Associations. 

•Section  101  of  the  Act  provides  for  the  formation  of  associations  for  accident 
prevention  among  employers  in  any  class  or  classes  in  Schedule  1,  and  when  the 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  an  association  sufficiently  represents  the  em- 
ployers in  the  class  the  Board  may  approve  of  rules  for  such  association,  and  may 
pay  the  whole  or  part  of  the  salaries  of  inspectors  appointed  by  the  association,  and 
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may  make  grants  towards  its  expenses.  Seventeen  such  associations  liave  already  re- 
ceived support  from  the  funds  collected  by  the  Board.  Fifteen  inspectors  have  been 
at  work  during  portions  of  the  year.  The  cost  of  the  associations  for  1915  amounted 
to  $2-i,8'20.81.  Most  of  them,  however,  operated  only  for  a  portion,  in  many  cases 
a  small  portion,  of  the  year.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  seventeen  associations  on  a 
yearly  basis  would  be  about  $50,000.  Particulars  of  the  pajTnents,  including  the 
names  of  the  various  associations  and  the  names  of  the  inspectors,  are  shown  on 
Table  6. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  salaries  of  the  inspectors  and  the  expenses  in  some 
of  the  associations  are  very  large  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  collected, 
and  as  compared  with  the  amount  of  compensation  paid,  in  the  classes  to  which 
they  belong. 

The  question  of  the  overlapping  of  this  inspection  work  with  the  work  of  the 
factory  and  other  inspectors  of  the  Province,  and  of  conflict  of  authorit)',  is  one 
that  should  receive  consideration. 

Administration  Expenses. 

Information  concerning  administration  expenses  is  given  in  Table  8.  The  total 
outlay  for  the  year  under  this  head,  including  expenditure  for  permanent  equipment, 
but  exclusive  of  office  accommodation,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Province,  was 
$100,846.79.  A  balance  of  $8,172.38  carried  forward  out  of  moneys  received  from 
the  Province  in  1914,  and  applied  to  permanent  equipment,  reduces  the  amount  to 
$92,674.41.  This  amount  has  been  divided,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  acci- 
dents, between  Schedule  1  and  Schedule  2,  the  share  of  Schedule  1  being  $77,436.27, 
and  the  share  of  Schedule  2,  $15,238.14.  The  percentage  of  cost  of  administration 
oix  Schedule  1  employers  is  4.87  per  cent,  of  the  moneys  collected  from  them. 

A  list  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Board,  with  salaries,  is 
given  in  Table  9. 

Deferred  Payments  of  Compensation. 

Under  this  heading,  in  Table  1,  are  included  cases  in  which  lump  sum  awards 
have  been  made,  but,  by  reason  of  the  workman  still  being  a  minor,  or  for  other 
cause,  pavTnent  of  a  portion  of  the  compensation  has  been  deferred. 

Disaster  Reserve. 

This  is  a  special  fund  provided  for  in  an  amendment  to  the  Act,  Section  88 
(2),  made  in  1915.  It  is  designed  to  assist  in  the  payment  of  any  loss  arising:  from 
a  disaster  or  other  circumstance  which  might  unfairly  burden  the  employers  in  any 
class,  being  intended  to  avoid  a  special  levy  or  extraordinary  increase  of  rates  that 
tnight  otherwise  have  to  be  made.  One  per  cent,  of  the  collections  has  been  set  aside 
for  this  fund,  amounting  to  $15,910.01.    No  pa^-ments  have  yet  been  made  out  of  it. 

Investments. 

The  investments  of  the  Board  are  shown  in  detail  in  Table  5.  The  permanent 
investments  for  Schedule  1  consist  exclusively  of  municipal  or  municipally-guaran- 
teed debentures.  The  average  rate  of  interest  on  these  for  the  year  was  5.57  per 
cent. 
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Schedule  2  Statement. 

The  facts  respecting  the  moneys  handled  in  respect  of  Schedule  2  are  set  forth 
in  Table  7. 

Employers  in  Schedule  3  do  not  contribute  to  the  accident  fund,  but  are  in- 
dividually liable  for  payment  of  compensation  fixed  by  the  Board  as  accidents  occur. 

Except  in  the  case  of  pensions  the  compensation  paid  by  -Schedule  2  em- 
ployers to  their  workmen  is  not  usually  handled  by  the  Board.  When  awards  are 
made  the  employer  is  notified  and  is  required  to  send  to  the  Board  a  cheque  pay- 
able to  the  workman,  Arhich  the  Board  forwards  to  the  workman.  This  does  not 
apply,  however,  to  municipal  corporations,  school  boards  or  public  utility  or  muni- 
cipal commissions,  who  make  payment  direct  to  the  workman  and  forward  the 
workman's  receipt  therefor  to  the  Board.  The  practice  as  to  these  matters  is 
governed  by  Regulation  56,  as  amended  by  Regulation  59.  In  the  case  of  pension 
awards  and  in  some  other  special  cases  deposits  or  payments  are  required  under 
Section  28  or  other  provision  of  the  Act  to  be  made  to  the  Board,  out  of  which  the 
pension  or  other  payment  is  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  workman  or  dependants. 

The  receipts  and  investments  in  respect  of  Schedule  2  matters  are  dealt  with 
quite  apart  from  Schedule  1. 

The  proportion  of  administration  expenses  chargeable  to  Schedule  2  employers 
for  the  year  1915  remains  still  to  be  collected. 


ACCIDENT  STATISTICS. 

Tables  10  to  16  set  forth  the  number  of  accidents  compensated  for  during  the 
year,  and  the  month  of  occurrence,  locality,  time  loss,  nature  of  the  injury,  and 
causes  of  the  accidents:  table  17  gives  particulars  concerning  blood  poisoning  cases, 
and  table  18  concerning  death  cases,  and  in  table  13  will  be  found  the  average 
age  alid  average  weekly  wage  of  the  injured  workmen.  The  information  where 
appropriate  is  given  by  classes  of  industry. 

In  all  9,829  accidents  were  compensated  for  (finally  or  in  part)  during  the 
year— 8,328  in  Schedule  1,  1,-194  in  Schedule  2,  and  7  Crown  cases. 

Of  the  9,829  accidents  compensated  for,  8,544  caused  temporary  disability 
only,  1,033  resulted  in  some  measure  in  permanent  incapacity,  and  251  terminated 
fatally. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1,117  cases  were  under  investigation  and  awaiting 
further  particulars — 816  in  Schedule  1,  268  in  Schedule  2,  and  3  Crowm  cases. 

Notice  of  6,087  other  accidents  had  been  received — 4,704  in  Schedule  1,  1,382 
in  Schedule  2,  and  one  Crown  case.  These  were  cases  of  less  than  seven  days' 
disability  or  not  in  industries  in  Schedule  1  or  Schedule  2,  or  which  for  some  other 
reason  did  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  Part  I  of  the  Act. 

Section  99  of  the  Act  requires  employers  to  report  to  the  Board  alL  accidents 
by  which  a  workman  is  disabled  from  earning  full  wages.  Owing  to  lack  of 
knowledge  of  the  new  law  many  cases  not  coming  within  the  purview  of  the  Act 
were  reported,  while  upon  the  other  hand  many  accidents  which  were  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  which  should  have  been  reported  and  compensated  for 
did  not  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board.  Claims  continue  to  be  filed  as  late 
as  six  months  after  the  happening  of  the  accidents. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  it  is  only  the  cases  in  which  final  awards  have 
been  made  and  in  which  the  particulars  are,  therefore,  fully  ascertained,  that  can 
be  included  in  the  statistical  tables,  and  the  tables  in  general  relate  to  Schedule  1. 

Month  of  Occurrence. 

Table  11  shows  the  steady  rise  from  January  to  September  (July  excepted) 
in  the  number  of  accidents  reported,  and  a  sharp  drop  from  September  to  the  end 
of  the  year.  The  rise  indicates  the  existence  of  a  large  number  of  unreported 
accidents,  while  the  drop  shows  that  a  large  number  of  accidents  are  necessarily 
not  finally  disposed  of  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Locality. 

The  number  of  accidents  happening  in  each  county  or  district  of  the  Province 
is  shown  in  Table  12.    York  was  the  highest,  Patricia  the  lowest. 

Time  Loss,  Age  and  Wage. 

The  total  time  loss  represented  by  the  7,600  accidents  finally  disposed  of 
amounted  to  170,711  days,  that  is,  there  was  the  equivalent  of  569  men's  labor  for 
one  year  lost.  There  is  a  further  loss,  there  being  682  permanent  injuries  and  135 
deaths. 
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The  average  wage  shown  class  by  class  is  the  average  earnings  rather  than 
the  nominal  rate  of  wages.  For  all  injured  it  is  $13.27  per  week.  The  average 
age  is  33  years  for  all.  The  oldest  worker  injured  was  81  and  the  youngest  11, 
there  being  two  of  the  latter,  one  a  girl  and  one  a  boy,  both  suffering  from  per- 
manent injury. 

Particulars  according  to  classes  of  industries  are  given  in  Table  13. 

Table  14  shows  the  number  of  weeks  after  the  accident  temporary  disability 
cases  terminated. 

Nature  of  Injuries. 

The  numbers  of  the  different  kinds  of  injuries  in  temporary  and  permanent 
disability  cases  is  shown  in  Table  15. 

Causes  of  Accidents. 

The  table  of  causes  of  accidents  (Table  16)  shows  that  27.61  per  cent,  of 
accidents  are  due  to  machinery  and  its  parts,  2.74  per  cent,  are  due  to  hoisting 
apparatus,  8.20  per  cent,  to  dangerous  substances,  34.04  per  cent,  to  falling,  roll- 
ing and  flying  objects,  6.08  per  cent,  to  the  use  of  tools,  1.03  per  cent,  to  run- 
aways and  animals,  3.55  per  cent,  to  moving  vehicles,  trains,  etc.,  14.47  per  cent, 
to  personal  falls  and  2.29  per  cent,  to  all  other  causes.  Machinery  and  parts  was 
responsible  for  72.14  per  cent,  of  accidents  causing  permanent  disability,  for  8.89 
per  cent,  of  deaths  and  for  23.50  per  cent,  of  accidents  causing  temporary  dis- 
ability only. 

An  analysis  of  the  various  machinery  responsible  for  accident  discloses  a 
fruitful  field  for  accident-prevention  work.  Set  screws  to  the  number  of  21  were 
responsible  for  an  accident  burden  of  $5,619.39.  The  21  set  screws  might  have 
been  counter-sunk  for  about  $7.35,  a  safety  investment  which  would  have  paid  a 
dividend  of  765  per  cent,  and  which  would  have  preserved  the  husband  to  a  widow 
and  the  fatlier  to  a  child  and  the  son  to  a  dependant  mother  and  father. 
Open  shafting  and  conveyors  killed  4,  crippled  22,  and  temporarily  injured  55 
workmen.  Open  gearing  wounded  66,  killed  4  and  crippled  37  wage  earners.  Box 
covering  put  on  for  a  few  cents  in  each  case  would  have  saved  the  burden. 

Automatic  locks  installed  on  two  elevators  at  a  cost  of  $3.50,  thus  preventing 
gates  from  opening  while  the  car  was  in  motion,  would  have  saved  two  lives  and 
$6,179.06  in  compensation.  Use  of  appropriate  footwear  instead  of  ordinary 
shoes  would  have  saved  217  feet  from  burns;  the  knocking  down  of  protruding 
nails  or  the  picking  up  of  broken  glass  and  pieces  of  metal  would  have  saved  126 
injuries;  the  wearing  of  goggles  (which  would  cost  less  than  $150)  might  have 
saved  38  permanent  injuries  to  eyes  and  $42,846.50  in  compensation. 

Besides  accident  prevention  an  important  field  opens  up  in  accident  caution. 
Careless  loading  of  vehicles,  for  example,  caused  at  least  one  death.  The  wearing 
of  mitts  or  long-sleeved  smocks  or  jumpers  outside  overalls  around  machinery 
caused  accidents  entailing  a  burden  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

Injuries  to  Minors. 

Of  the  682  persons  permanently  injured  140,  or  about  one  fifth,  were  under 
the  age  of  21.  Of  these  140,  2  were  11  years  of  age,  1  was  13,  6  were  14,  14  were 
15,  21  were  16,  22  were  17,  23  were  18,'  31  were  19  and  20  were  20.  These  140 
minors  included  13  girls,  1,  11  years  of  age;  1,  14;  2,  15;  3,  16;  4,  17;  and  2,  IS. 
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Sex  of  injured. 

Of  the  accidents  in  which  final  awards  were  made  during  the  year  7,472  were 
to  male  and  128  to  female  employees. 

More  Than  One  Accident.

"       HOW   PENSION   CASES   ARE   DEALT   WITH. 

Accidents  which  result  in  death  or  in  permanent  disability  of  over  ten  per 
cent,  are  compensatable,  under  the  Act,  by  pensions  to  dependants  in  death  cases 
and  to  the  surviving  workmen  in  permanent  disability  cases.  Inasmuch  as  the 
Act  provides  for  termination  of  pensions  in  event  of  certain  contingencies  it  was 
necessary  to  construct  "  contingency "  tables ;  as  the  pensions  are  required  for 
various  purposes  under  the  Act  to  be  commuted  or  valued  at  lump  sums  "  valu- 
ation''  tables  were  necessary;  and  in  order  to  make  the  valuation  a  rate  of 
interest  had  to  be  fixed. 

A  pension  may  be  terminated  in  any  one  of  four  ways,  death,  remarriage, 
attainment  of  age  sixteen,  or  expiration  of  the  fixed  period  for  which  a  limited 
pension  is  to  run.  The  valuation  tables  show  the  values  of  various  sums  for 
certain  expectancies,  such  expectancies  being  derived  from  the  contingency  tables. 
The  rate  of  interest  was  predetermined  as  five  per  cent,  per  annum. 

An  examination  of  the  Act  shows  the  nature  of  the  pensions  together  with 
the  contingencies.     These  may  be  summarized  as  follows : 

(a.)   Pensions  to  widows,  ceasing  at  death  or  remarriage,  provided  that  at 
remarriage  an  immediate  sum  becomes  payable. 

(&)   Pensions  to  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen,  ceasing  at  death  before 
that  age  or  at  attainment  of  age  sixteen. 

(c)   Pensions  for  fixed  periods   (determined  by  the  limits  of  dependency  as 
decided  by  the  Board),  contingent  upon  survival  of  one  or  more  lives. 

{d)   Life  pensions. 

The  persons  to  whom  pensions  may  be  payable  together,  with  the  limitations 
are  as  follows;  If  the  accident  results  in  death  and  the  workman  leaves  a  widow 
but  no  children,  the  widow  is  entitled  during  life  or  widowhood  to  a  payment  of 
$20  a  montli.  If  he  leaves  a  widow  and  children  the  payment  to  the  widow  is 
$'20  a  month  and  $5  a  month  for  each  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  but  not 
exceeding  $40  in  all.  If  an  invalid  husband  survives  he  receives  the  same  com- 
pensation as  a  widow.  If  the  workman  leaves  children  only  the  payment  is  $10 
a  month  for  each  child  under  sixteen,  but  not  exceeding  $40  in  all.  AVhere  the 
dependants  are  persons  other  than  those  above  mentioned,  they  are  entitled  to  a 
sum  reasonable  and  proportionate  to  the  pecuniary  loss  occasioned  to  them  by 
the  workman's  death,  but  not  exceeding  to  the  parent  or  parents  $20  a  month,  or 
in  the  whole  $30  a  month. 

All  the  above  is  governed,  however,  by  the  provision  that  in  no  case  is  the 
compensation  to  exceed  fifty-five  per  cent,  of  the  workman's  earnings  in  the 
employment;  and  all  provisions  for  compensation  are  subject  to  the  proviso  that 
the  earnings  of  a  workman  shall  not  in  any  case  be  reckoned  at  more  than  $2,000 
a  year.  Where  a  widow  marries  again  the  periodical  payment  ceases  on  her 
marriage,  but  she  is  entitled  within  a  month  after  her  marriage  to  a  lump  sum 
equal  to  two  years'  payments. 

When  an  accident  results  in  total  or  partial  permanent  disability  the  work- 
man is  entitled  to  a  pension  of  fifty-five  per  cent,  of  the  impairment  of  earning 
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capacity,  provided  that  if  the  partial  impairment  be  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
total  earning  capacity  compensation  is  ordinarily  made  in  the  form  of  a  lump 
sum  payment  in  lieu  of  a  pension.  The  wage  limitations  also  govern  pensions 
of  this  nature. 

Pensions  to  Widows. 

In  the  computation  of  the  values  of  pensions  to  widows  it  was  necessary  for 
the  Board  to  adopt  a  mortality  table  and  a  remarriage  table.  The  following 
standards  were  taken : 

Mortality :  The  widow's  Life  Table,  pages  68  and  69,  supplement  to  the 
Seventy-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Registrar-General  of  Births,  Deaths  and 
Marriages  in  England  and  Wales. 

Remarriage:  The  Dutch  State  Insurance  Fund  (Rejksverzekeringsbank)  Re- 
marriage Table  modified  by  the  assumption  (more  or  less  arbitrary)  that  the  re- 
marriage element  disappears  after  age  fifty-five.  The  Dutch  taljle  is  based  upon 
ten  years'  compensation  experience. 

The  following  table  is  the  result  of  the  necessary  actuarial  calculations,  the 
death,  remarriage  and  "  bonus  "  elements  being  considered :

For  the  computation  of  values  of  pensions  to  children  the  experience  necessary 
was  a  table  showing  the  mortality  rate,  and  the  table  used  by  the  Canadian 
insurance  companies  has  been  adopted  as  the  standard.

A  pension  is  calculated  on  the  exact  age  (years,  months,  days)  at  date  of 
death  of  workman,  in  practice  reductions  to  differences  (months  and  days)  being 
made  of  the  above  table  for  the  sake  of  convenience.  Thus,  at  age  14  years  2 
months  and  7  days,  the  value  of  a  pension  is  $103.35,  arrived  at  as  follows:

It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  process  is  inverted  for  any  interval  between  0  years 
and  1  year.  Values  of  pensions  at  the  rate  of  $10.00  per  month  are  easily  cal- 
culable, being  simply  doublings  in  the  above  table. 

Pensions  to  Other  Dependants. 

Pensions  in  cases  of  dependants  other  than  widows,  children,  and  invalid 
husbands  are  limited  by  the  extent  of  dependency  and  the  time  during  which  the 
dependency  would  likely  have  continued,  the  amount  and  time  being  determined 
by  the  Board.  Such  pensions  are  usually  awarded  for  a  specified  number  of  years 
subject  to  termination  by  the  death  of  the  dependant  before  the  expiration  of  that 
time.  Necessarily  no  single  table  can  be  used  in  calculating  these  pensions.  The 
present  value  of  the  pension  in  each  case  depends  on  the  nature  of  the  award,  the 
amount  of  the  award,  the  number  of  pensioners,  and  their  ages.  The  following 
table  shows  the  value  of  $1.00  per  month  for  years  to  the  end  of  the  sixth  year:

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Similar  tables  are  used  for  quarterly,  semi-annual,  or  yearly  payments,  the 
values  of  course  being  different.  The  pension  may  be  conditioned  on  one  life  or 
on  several,  the  pension  terminating  with  the  death  of  the  last  survivor.  The 
pension  may  be  payable  to  a  young  life  or  to  an  old  one.  In  each  case  the  ex- 
pectancy is  taken;  in  the  case  where  the  pension  continues  to  the  last  survivor  the 
youngest  life  is  considered;  in  the  Joint  life  form  of  pension  the  independent 
probabilities  are  multiplied  so  as  to  give  the  joint  life  expectancy.  In  all  cal- 
culations the  American  Experience  table  is  used. 

Pensions  to  Workmen  or  Invalid  Husbands. 

Computations  in  respect  of  life  pensions  for  permanent  disability  to  work- 
men under  Schedule  1,  or  life  pensions  to  dependant  invalid  husbands,  are  based 
on  the  American  Experience  table  of  mortality  to  age  56.  Beginning  with  age 
56,  a  modification  of  the  Healthy  Male  table  is  used  on  the  assumption  that 
industrial  life  is  not  coterminous  but  somewhat  less  than  actual  life,  and  in  the 
case  of  permanent  injury,  social  rehabilitation  is  not  so  easily  attained  at  an 
advanced  age  as  it  is  at  a  younger  age. 

The  following  table  shows  expectancies  and  the  values  of  $1  per  month  at 
various  ages: —

Converted  Pensions. 


In  some  cases  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  convert  a  pension  from  one  form 
to  another.  Sometimes  a  small  life  pension  is  converted  to  a  pension  of  higher 
amount  for  a  specified  time,  provided  the  pensioner  so  long  lives.     The  commuted 
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value  is  ascertained  from  the  Life  Pension  Table,  this  commutation  being  the 
present  value  of  the  pension  at  the  age  of  the  pensioner.  The  pension  is  to  rim 
till  this  commuted  sum  plus  interest  at  five  per  cent,  per  annum  is  exhausted, 
due  regard  being  had  to  the  probability  of  death,  that  is,  if  the  pensioner  should 
survive  payments  are  continued  long  enough  to  compensate  for  the  chance  of  the 
pension  being  cut  off  by  death  before  the  sum  was  exhausted.  In  this  instance 
the  American  Experience  Table  is  used  to  calculate  the  mortality  hazard.  Other 
forms  of  pensions  may  be  converte'd  by  actuarial  methods.  The  two  mentioned 
above,  however,  are  the  commoner  forms  of  conversions. 

Pension  Limitations. 

Pensions  are  limited  by  the  number  of  pensioners  in  the  case  of  surviving 
widows  and  children  and  in  the  case  of  surviving  children  only,  besides  the  limita- 
tions of  amounts  as  laid  down  in  the  Act.  In  these  cases  due  regard  is  taken 
of  the  limitations,  pensions  being  reduced  accordingly,  the  longest  expectancies 
being  taken.  For  example,  a  workman  earning  $60.00  per  month,  is  survived  by 
a  widow  and  seven  children  under  age  16.  The  wage  limit  reduces  the  total 
amount  of  pensions  payable  to  55  per  cent,  of  earnings,  or  $33.00.  Under  the 
Act  a  maximum  of  $40.00  would  be  payable  if  wages  so  allowed,  namely,  $20.00 
to  the  widow  and  $5.00  each  to  four  children.  Hence  in  the  example  the  widow 
would  be  entitled  to  30/40  of  $33.00  or  $16.50  and  the  children  to  an  equal 
amount.  Since  there  are  seven  children,  each  child  would  receive  a  pension  of 
$2.35  per  month.  "When  the  eldest  child  attained  age  16,  or  any  child  died  while 
the  eldest  was  under  that  age,  the  pension  to  each  of  the  surviving  children  would 
be  increased  to  $2.75.  When  the  second  eldest  attained  16,  all  children  living, 
the  pension  would  he  $3.30  and  so  on.  Wlien  the  fourth  eldest  child  reached 
age  16,  all  children  living,  the  pension  to  the  widow  would  be  increased  to  20/35 
of  $33.00  or  $18.66,  and  the  pension  of  each  child  to  $4.78.  When  two  children 
only  remained  under  age  16,  the  widow  would  receive  $20.00  and  the  children 
$5.00  each;  when  the  widow  alone  was  entitled  to  pension  that  pension  would 
be  $30.00  per  month. 

Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

A  fund  called  a  pension  reserve  fund  has  been  set  aside  in  each  class  for 
the  payment  of  pensions.  This  fund  is  made  up  of  the  capita,l  values  of  all 
pensions  in  which  the  basis  of  calculation  is  pure  contingency.  No  certain  pay- 
ments are  included,  these  being  treated  as  obligations  deferred  under  the  current 
fund.  Pensions  are  paid  out  of  the  pension  reserve  fund,  thus  squaring  the 
liability  with  the  amount  in  reserve.  Funds  in  hand  are  invested  to  yield  a  per- 
centage higher  than  the  rate  of  interest  used  in  the  calculation  of  capital  sums, 
a  sufficient  sum  being  held  in  bank  to  meet  the  current  requirements.  While  the 
sum  so  held  is  drawing  only  hank  interest  the  overplus  of  interest  on  investments 
above  the  calculated  rate  more  than  makes  up  the  deficiency. 

A  pension  for  death  commences  with  the  date  of  death  and  as  of  that  date  the 
capital  sum  is  transferred  from  the  current  to  the  reserve  fund;  pensions  for 
permanent  disability  begin  with  the  date  of  termination  of  temporary  disability 
and  reserves  are  passed  as  of  that  date.  Proper  adjustments  are  made  to  square 
the  investment  and  reserve  balances. 
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Schedule  2  Deposits. 

In  permanent  disability  cases  under  Schedule  3  the  employers  individually 
liable  are  required  to  make  deposits  under  Section  28  of  the  Act.  They  are 
required  to  deposit  75  per  cent,  of  the  present  value  of  a  like  annuity  purchased 
from  an  approved  life  insurance  company.  If  this  deposit  becomes  exhausted 
recourse  shall  be  had  to  employer;  if  it  is  more  than  suflBcient  the  balance  shall 
be  returnable.  The  table  used  in  calculating  deposits  of  this  sort  is  the  Imperial 
Life  Annuity  Table. 

In  death  cases  full  present  value  deposits  are  required,  computed  in  like 
manner  as  in  death  cases  under  Schedule  1,  the  deposits  being  funds  held  by  the 
Board  either  for  the  employer  or  for  the  pensioners. 


THE   RATING   OF    PERMANENT   DISABILITIES. 

A  permanent  disability  under  the  Ontario  Act  is  a  condition  occasioned 
by  injury  which  disables  a  workman,  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  from  earning  as 
large  wages  as  he  could  have  earned  had  he  not  been  injured.  For  any  such 
incapacity  he  is  entitled  to  receive  55  per  cent,  of  such  impairment  in  the  form 
of  a  life  pension  unless  the  disablement  does  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  earning 
capacity  in  which  event  he  shall  receive  an  equivalent  lump  sum,  unless  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  it  would  not  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  workman  to  pay  him  in 
a  lump  sum. 

A  schedule  showing  the  rating  of  permanent  disabilities  has  been  established. 
This  schedule  takes  cognizance  of  the  wage  of  the  injured  workman,  this  being- 
in  some  measure,  at  least,  a  test  of  the  ability  of  the  workman  to  rehabilitate 
himself  socially.  The  nature  of  the  physical  loss  together  with  the  wage  earned 
gives  a  rating  coefficient  in  dollars.  Fifty-five  per  cent,  of  this  coefficient  is 
then  taken.  This  is  put  into  the  form  of  a  pension.  From  the  life  table  the 
expectancy  is  determined  and  the  value  of  the  pension  found.  If  a  lump  simi 
award  is  to  be  made,  this  present  value  is  taken,  regard  being  had  to  the  special 
circumstances  (such  as  occupation)  of  the  individual  worker.  If  a  life  or  limited 
pension  award  is  to  be  made  the  capital  sum  is  passed  to  reserves.  In  the  great 
majority  of  pension  cases  a  certain  amount  of  the  pension  is  commuted  to  satisfy 
the  present  needs  of  the  pensioner  and  this  is  deducted  from  the  pension  value. 

Following  is  a  specimen  column  of  the  rating  table,  showing  the  ratings 
for  various  injuries  at  a  wage  (the  average)  of  $13.00  weekly.  It  is  divided  into 
two  columns,  major  and  minor,  signifying  for  example  the  value  of  the  right 
arm  (major)  of  a  right-handed  man  as  compared  with  the  value  of  the  left 
(minor).  The  minor  is  in  most  cases  considered  to  be  nine-tenths  of  the  value 
of  the  major,  the  distal  joint  of  the  thumb  being  the  only  exception  in  the  case 
of  upper  extremities.  No  division  as  to  major  and  minor  is  made  for  the  lower 
extremities  nor  for  the  eyes.  The  scale  is  gradatory  in  respect  of  wages,  each 
four-dollar  increase  in  the  sum  of  weekly  wages  reducing  the  rating  by  .1.  Special 
conditions  of  functional  loss  are  rated  in  terms  of  loss  of  the  member 
involved,  interpolations  are  made  for  parts  of  members  and  for  intermediate  wages, 
multiple  injuries  are  rated  separately,  a  coefficient  being  added  to  the  sum  of  the 
various  ratings,  and  cases  of  injuries  not  rated  in  the  table  are  dealt  with  specific- 
ally. 

The  table  is  -not  considered  final,  nor  is  it  absolute.  Every  case  of  per- 
manent disability  is  dealt  with  on  its  own  merits  by  the  Board  in  session.

ONTARIO 


To  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor. 

Pursuant  to  Section  66  of  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  (Chap.  25, 
1914,  Ontario),  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  has  the  honour  to  submit 
its  First  Eeport,  covering  the  period  from  its  organization  to  the  end  of  the  year 
1914. 

As  the  provisions  of  the  Act  respecting  payment  of  compensation  were  not 
effective  until  1st  January,  1915,  the  work  of  the  Board  in  the  period  mentioned 
has  consisted  of  preparations  for  putting  the  law  into  effect,  including  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Accident  Fund 

Apart  from  general  organization  and  the  issuing  of  circulars  and  preparation 
of  books  and  forms,  the  listing  and  classification  of  employers  included  in  Schedule 
1  and  the  fixing  of  rates  and  levying  of  the  provisional  assessment  have  been  the 
matters  which  chiefly  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Board  and  the  staff  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  Eeport. 

Compiling  List  of  Employers. 

Employers  are  required,  under  the  Act,  to  send  in  their  Pay  Poll  Statements 
without  request,  but  it  was  thought  well,  notwithstanding,  to  compile  lists  from 
all  available  sources  and  notify  each  employer  individually  and  also  give  general 
notice  in  the  public  press  of  the  necessity  of  every  employer  included  in  Schedule 
1  sending  in  his  Pay  Roll  Statement.  The  number  of  employers  to  whom  assess- 
ment notices  were  sent  out  prior  to  the  close  of  the  year  was  9,566.  The  list 
will  be  added  to  and  corrected  from  time  to  time  and  the  total  number  will 
ultimately,  no  doubt,  l)e  very  much  in  excess  of  this  figure. 

One  of  the  chief  tasks  in  the  administration  of  the  Act  will  be  to  obtain 
complete  lists  and  accurate  pay  rolls  of  employers  included  in  Schedule  1.  This 
is  important  in  order  that  all  employers  who  are  protected  by  the  Act  and  whose 
workmen  are  entitled  to  compensation  may  be  assessed  for  their  proper  share 
of  contribution  to  the  Accident  Fund.  To  accomplish  this  task  as  thoroughly 
as  possible  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  have  officers  cover  the  various 
parts  of  the  Province  from  time  to  time  during  the  year  and  gather  information 
as  to  the  employers  and  industries  coming  within  the  Schedule. 

For  convenience  in  determining  what  industries  and  what  employers  and 
workmen  are  under  Part  I  of  the  Act,  either  in  Schedule  1  or  in  Schedule  2, 
circulars  known  as  Circulars  1  and  3,  have  been  issued  by  the  Board. 

For  general  information  as  to  the  main  provisions  of  the  new  law.  Circular  2, 
containing  a  synopsis  of  the  Act,  has  been  prepared  and  distributed. 

[42] 
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Industries  Included  and  Excluded. 

It  is  only  to  employers  and  workmen  engaged  in  the  industries  enumerated 
in  Schedules  1  and  2i  of  the  Act  that  the  Board's  jurisdiction  extends.  The  dif- 
ference between  the  two  Schedules  is  that  as  to  Schedule  1  the  employers  are 
required  to  contribute  to  the  Accident  Fund,  but  are  not  individually  liable  to  pay 
compensation  when  an  accident  occurs,  the  Board  paying  the  compensation  out 
of  the  fund  raised  from  the  employers;  while  as  to  Schedule  2,  no  Accident  Fund 
is  collected,  but  each  individual  employer,  as  an  accident  occurs,  is  required  to 
pay  the  compensation  as  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Board.  Schedule  2  em- 
ployers, however,  will  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  administration 
in  so  far  as  the  grants  from  the  Government  naay  not  cover  them. 

In  any  division  of  industries  the  fixing  of  the  dividing  line  and  determining 
exactly  what  operations  fall  upon  one  or  the  other  side  of  it  is,  from  the  nature 
of  the  case,  a  more  or  less  difficult  and  troublesome  question  to  deal  with.  Much 
attention  has  been  given  to  it  by  the  Board  and  its  officers.  The  chief  difficulties 
arise  in  connection  with  work  or  undertakings  incidental  to  or  carried  on  in 
connection  with  other  industries  or  undertakings.  For  the  purpose  of  removing 
doubt  and  establishing,  as  far  as  possible,  general  principles  upon  which  these 
matters  shall  be  dealt  with,  a  number  of  Regulations  have  been  passed  hy  the 
Board  and  approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in   Council. 

Some  exclusions  of  industries  by  number  limit  and  otherwise,  which  were 
thought  desirable  by  reason  of  the  difficulty  or  impossibility  of  locating  and 
collecting  assessments  from  the  employers,  have  also  been  made  by  Regulation. 

In  any  division  of  industries  there  will  alwa^'s  be  some  anomalies,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  difficulty  in  determining  whether  any  industry  or  undertaking  comes 
under  Part  I  of  the  Act  or  not  will  soon  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Classification . 

The  matter  of  classification  has  been  given  a  good  deal  of  consideration. 
The  greater  number  of  the  Regulations  passed  by  the  Board  relate  to  this  matter. 
Industries  covered  by  the  general  provisions  of  Section  73,  but  not  previously 
assigned  to  any  particular  class,  have  been  added  to  what  was  thought  to  be 
their  appropriate  class.  In  a  few  instances  industries  have  been  transferred  from 
one  class  in  Schedule  1  to  another,  and  in  a  number  of  cases  classes  which  were 
considered  too  weak,  or  which  for  other  reasons  it  was  thought  better  to  combine, 
have  been  united. 

A  number  of  applications  for  changes  have  been  made  by  employers,  includ- 
ing a  number  of  requests  for  separation  of  their  individual  industry.  All  applica- 
tions for  individual  separation  have  been  refused. 

Pay  Roll  Statements. 

The  Pay  Roll  Statements  asked  for  from  employers  covered  the  year  ending 
September  30th.  lO"!!,  and  included  an  estimate  of  the  probable  pay  roll  for 
the  calendar  year  1915.  The  assessment  has  been  based  upon  the  estimated  pay  roll 
for  1915.  At  the  end  of  1915.  when  the  actual  pay  roll  has  been  ascertained, 
adjustment  of  the  assessment  will  be  made  with  each  employer  according  to  the 
actual  amount  of  his  1915  pay  roll.  Audits  by  officers  of  the  Board  will  be  made 
of  the  employers'  pay  rolls  from  time  to  time  and  errors  in  amount,  classification, 
or  otherwise  will  be  corrected. 

The  returns  received  have  as  a  rule  been  satisfactory. 
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Assessments. 

The  question  of  rating  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  has  been  one  of  the 
most  difficult  matters  with  which  the  Board  has  had  to  deal.  The  ratings  used 
by  Employers'  Liability  companies  and  the  rates  of  a  number  of  States  of  the 
American  Union  which  have  laws  more  or  less  similar  to  our  own,  have  been  used 
as  a  guide  to  the  initial  rate  which  should  be  levied  in  Ontario,  allowing  as  far 
as  possible  for  the  differences  in  the  scale  of  compensation  and  the  conditions 
under  which  compensation  is  payable.  The  rates  fixed  must  be  to  some  extent 
experimental.  Doubtless,  some  of  the  rates  will  be  found  too  high  and  others  too 
low,  but  in  the  assessment  for  the  following  year  reduction  or  increase  will  be 
made  accordingly.  As  large  contributions  to  the  expenses  are  made  by  the  Pro- 
vince, including  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  the 
granting  of  further  sums  provided  for  by  Section  68,  the  burden  of  expenses 
borne  by  employers  will  be  light,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  moneys  received  from 
assessments  will  be  available  for  the  actual  payment  of  compensation. 

The  option  has  been  given  to  employers  to  divide  the  amount  of  the  assess- 
ment, if  they  desire,  into  two  instalments,  one  payable  at  the  expiration  of  15 
days  after  the  mailing  of  the  ISTotice  of  Assessment,  and  the  other  on  30th  June, 
1915.  In  order  not  unfairly  to  discriminate  against  employers  paying  the  whole 
amount  at  once,  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  is  to  be  added 
upon  the  deferred  instalment.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  small  portion  that  may  be  required  for  expenses,  all  moneys,  including 
interest,  received  from  any  class  of  employers,  will  be  credited  to  and  remain  in 
the  funds  of  that  class.  The  amount  of  compensation  paid  out  in  respect  of  the 
class  and  also  in  respect  of  the  industry  of  every  individual  employer  will  like- 
wise be  carefully  recorded. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that,  notwithstanding  the  option  given  to  employers  of 
dividing  the  amount  of  their  assessment  into  two  instalments,  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  assessments  received  have  been  payments  of  the  full  amount. 

Accident  Prevention. 

Considerable, progress  has  been  made  by  employers  in  a  number  of  the  classes 
of  Schedule  1  in  the  way  of  organization  of  associations  and  formulation  of  rules 
and  employment  of  inspectors  for  accident  prevention.  Advantage  to  all  con- 
cerned cannot  fail  to  result  from  such  efforts  and  it  is  hoped  that  activity  in 
this  direction  will  continue. 

The  Working  of  the  Act. 

The  Board  has  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  very  friendly  and  considerate 
attitude  shown  by  employers  generally  in  connection  with  the  administration  of 
the  Act.  The  inconveniences  and  difficulties  necessarily  attendant  upon  the  putting 
into  effect  of  the  new  law  have,  as  a  rule,  been  cheerfully  met. 

Questions  of  more  or  less  difficulty  in  the  working  out  of  the  Act  will  inevit- 
ably from  time  to  time  arise,  and  a  number  of  amendments  will,  no  doubt,  be 
found  desirable,  but  with  the  new  law  now  in  full  operation  it  is  satisfactory  to 
feel  that  its  principles  are  in  general  regarded  with  favour.
